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FOREWORD 

The present volume, which is the seventh successive tissue of the American 
Library Annual, or the twenty-fifth by the inclusion of its predecessor, the Annual 
Literary Index, has for its main feature an entirely new list of American libraries 
in the United States and Canada, quite different in plan and method from the tabulation 
given in earlier volumes. It has been compiled from the answers of libraries to 
direct inquiries, from the records of the Carnegie Corporation which have thus 
been put at the service of the library world thru the courtesy of Mr. James Bertram, 
and from the latest available annual reports of libraries. Unfortunately, the proportion 
of libraries promptly answering the direct inquiries was not as large as it should 
have been, but every endeavor has been made in these cases to give the data in the 
most authoritative and latest form. In some instances, however, it has not been 
practicable to give more than the mere entry of the library, without statistics. The 
list comprehends above 3500 live libraries of over .5000 or more volumes and is 
probably more useful for practical purposes than the tabulated list issued by the 
United States Bureau of Education, which included a large proportion of entries of 
negligible importance and is inconvenient for that reason. The preparation of this 
list has involved an enormous amount of work and has caused the delay of the 
present issue until the very close of the year of publication. Because of this 
circumstance, and in view of the war conditions in the printing world which still 
hold over, it is not intended to issue a further volume in 1919. 

A useful supplement to the information contained in this list should be sought 
in the preceding Annuals 1915-16 and 1916-17 in the very full resumes of informa- 
tion concerning over a hundred libraries of general or special importance and 
significance. For the special lists of law, medical, school and business libraries, 
reference should be had to the Annual for 1915-16 and 1916-17. 

In view of the difficulty of obtaining fresh information from foreign countries 
the list of principal libraries of the world is again omitted, and reference should be 
had to the Annual of 191 5-16. An entirely new list of libraries in Latin- America 
is, however, presented. This has been made possible thru the co-operation of The 
Pan-American Union, which, by courtesy of Mr. Charles E. Babcock, the librarian, 
has furnished the original list, and by the help of Miss L. Elwyn Elliott, editor of 
the Pan-American Magazine. It is presented as a tentative rather than definitive 
list and includes many small collections of books scarcely entitled to be called libraries. 
As a check list, however, it will serve many useful purposes and be the foundation 
for a more adequate list in the future covering the non-English speaking countries 
of this continent. 

Another special feature of the present volume is the summary of the Library 
War Service of the American Library Association from its inception at the Louis- 
ville conference. May, 1917, to July ist, 1918, covering its large development and 
completed organization up to that date, an important feature for permanent reference. 

The other features of the present Annual are in general on lines parallel with 

the publication in previous years. Apology is repeated for the late issue of the 

volume, but the new list is of such permanent character that it is believed it will 

largely serve the purposes of librarians and others, and make the volume of increasing 

and permanent importance, especially in view of the proposed omission of publication 

in 1919.

ACCESSION RECORD 

Method of accession used in the library 
of the Wisconsin Historical Society. Ora 
loneene Smith. H^is. Lib. Bull., Dec, 1916. 
p. 443-444- 

The Wisconsin Historical Society has dis- 
carded its old accession book and in the past 
five years has evolved a simple way of record- 
ing its accessions and keeping statistics of 
growth. 

"As a permanent record of the cost, source, 
etc., of all books and pamphlets obtained by 
purchase, carbon copies of the orders them- 
selves are kept and pasted in an order book, 
consisting merely of stift covers and gummed 
stubs to which the copies of the orders are 
attached. The orders are numbered consecu- 
tively, the number being placed also on the 
order card, in the book, and on the main entry 
card in the catalog. One book, or any num- 
ber of books, may have the same order num- 
ber, but since in every case it refers merely 
to the order itself, where all the necessary 
facts concerning the purchase are recorded, 
there is no difficulty in this respect. In many 
cases, of course, the titles ordered are not 
added to the library. Those ordered at sec- 
ond-hand may be sold before our order 
reaches the dealer; those sent may turn out 
to be duplicates, or they may upon examina- 
tion prove undesirable and have to be re- 
turned. When these facts are known, they 
are entered briefly on the margin of the order, 
and the order card is removed from the tray 
of outstanding orders and filed in a tray kept 
for canceled orders. 

"The real accessioning, or substitute there- 
for, consists merely in stamping the date of 
receipt in the upper left-hand corner of the 
recto immediately following the title-page, 
writing the order number beneath the date, 
placing the mark o4 ownership in the book, 
and placing in it a slip giving the source 
and cost of the volume. These particulars are 
given for the use of the cataloger, the old 
practice of writing in the book itself the 
source and the cost having been given up. 

"Gifts and exchanges are accessioned by 
merely writing the name of the donor or the 
institution below the date of the receipt with 
"ex" added to designate an exchange. Other- 
wise the method is the same as with pur- 
chases, the one difference being in thie treat- 
ment of pamphlets. A purchased pamphlet 



is accessioned just as carefully as a pur- 
chased book, while the source of one received 
in exchange or as a gift is not recorded in 
the pamphlet itself. 

"For periodicals and other continuations, 
the same order number is used, year after 
year, the records being kept on the usual con- 
tinuation cards instead of being placed on the 
order sheets themselves, tho each new con- 
tinuation added is regularly recorded in the 
order book, so that it may have its rightful 
number to begin with. 

"The statistics of accessions are carefully 
kept on daily and weekly record sheets. The 
number of volumes, pamphlets, maps, photo- 
graphs, etc., added each day is recorded, and 
at the end of the year the totals are added 
to the figures of the preceding year. These 
figures are just as exact and trustworthy as 
would be those shown by the numbered acces- 
sion book."

Business methods in libraries. R. L. Walk- 
ley. Pub. Libs., Nov., 1916. p. 401-405. 

A discussion of the reports of 68 Minnesota 
libraries, in which is discovered "a certain 
inattention on the part of library boards and 
librarians to the financial side of library sup- 
port." To help the library to show results, 
and thus secure more generous appropriations, 
he suggests (i) a classified budget system 
which will show a better proportion in ex- 
penditures ; (2) a more attractive and readable 
annual report; (3) special eflfort to gain the 
good will of the business men of the commu- 
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nity; (4) promotion of a better attitude to- 
ward the public on the part of assistants ; and 
(5) Rood physical equipment of the building. 

— ^Administration 

Centralized administration for groups of 
libraries. New York Libs,, Feb., 1917. p. 18&- 
190. 

In many villages and towns of New York 
State where the library has been operated as 
an independent unit altho the material ad- 
vantages have been great, the library is not 
3nelding the maximum amount in returns to 
its community. 

Comparative statistics would seem to indi- 
cate a flourishing condition among such libra- 
ries, but this relatively goodshowing is due 
mainly to the absence of other attractions in 
the small town rather than to the positive ef- 
forts of the librarians. The quality of the 
work done in these libraries is seldom equal 
to that of city libraries. 

The reasons advanced for this have been 
the character of the rural population, the pla- 
cidity of rural life, the lack of earnestness 
and eagerness found in the cities, and the 
drawing away to the cities of the more ambi- 
bitious. Moreover, country libraries cannot be 
fitted for serious research work or with spe- 
cialized talent for the service of readers. But 
the chief difficulty would seem to be in at- 
tempting to operate a single small library as 
an independent unit. Unification, organization, 
centralized direction and control, the secret of 
business success, is the solution of the problem 
connected with he efficient and economical 
administration of small«rural library groups. 

The advantages of such co-operation are 
briefly sketched, i. Prevention of useless du- 
plication of resources and work. 2. Availabil- 
ity of the resources of all the libraries to peo- 
ple of any one library. 3. Mobilization of 
material now lying useless on local shelves. 
4. Attainment of distinction in its collection 
in some field of literature for each small li- 
brary, thus widening the range and variety of 
the books for all the libraries. 5. Multiplica- 
tion of reference facilities. 6. Installment of 
proper library facilities for every hamlet in 
the state by a systematic territorial outline in 
each library of the group. 7. Inducement of- 
fered to the best library talent and leadership 
in the profession. 

The last point cannot be over-emphasized. 
No matter if the small library can offer a 
large, substantial salary no expert will accept 
a limited field of service when her capacility 
could serve twice or three times the size. By 
grouping and centralizing small libraries, the 
field would be so widened, the problems and 
possibilities made so numerous, that the posi- 
tion of librarian would assume attraction suf- 



ficient to draw the best and highest grade of 
worker. And for such a position, there is no 
doubt of the necessity for a competent, trained 
leader, capable of large undertakings.

Condensed report of an address at the li- 
brary publicity conference in Chicago in May, 
1917. 

Of the sixty-nine cities in the United 
States having a population of 100,000 or 
more, all but one have public libraries. The 
combined populations give a total of 26,056,- 
000, or nearly one-third of the entire popu- 
lation of the country. Basing his generaliza- 
tions on a statistical study of one of the lai^ 
cities — Chicago — Mr. Legler finds a total of 
9,000,000 possible patrons of libraries for 
whom the library renders no service. It may 
be assumed that the library desires to serve 
them, and has material which would be of 
service to them. 

The first difficulty lies in the lack of ade- 
quate support. Probably not a single library 
could give adequate service to all its people, 
if they were to respond to an invitation to 
use Xht library. Too often the library is re- 
garded as a show-place for visitors, rather 
than as a dynamic force affecting every in- 
terest of a community. 

Excellent advertising for a library is to 
demonstrate its service as an efficient asset of 
the municipality, and library extension now 
embraces numerous specialized forms of li- 
brary aid. The methods usually employed to 
make these facilities known, however, are less 
efficient than the service offered, being de- 
pendent largely on the good-nature of the 
local newspapers, the issuance of leaflets and 
bulletins in limited quantity and uncertain 
distribution, and special local displays which 
only reach the regular patrons. 

If the library were in business competition 
with similar concerns, its publicity methods 
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would be systematized and a certain percent- 
age of its expenditures set aside for the par* 
pose. A public library should be conducted 
as a business uiidertaking and on business 
principles. It must seek the maximum use of 
its material; in other words, it must adver- 
tise its wares.

What the A. L. A. was intended to be and 
to do. Melvil Dewey. Wis. Lib. BulL, Feb., 

19x7. P- 41-49. 

Mr. Dewey, whose vision was the first to 
grasp the potential power and usefulness of 
libraries as agencies for popular education, 
here tells the history of the organization and 
growth of the A. L. A., of which he was the 
original promoter. It was Mr. Dewey who, in 
1875, evolved the definite campaign for the 
establishment of a great system of libraries 
which should be a part of a far-reaching edu- 
cational movement. To do this he foresaw 
that there would be needed a monthly journal 
to record progress and keep all workers in 
touch with each other, national and state and 
local organizations, a professional training 
school, a Library Bureau as a business sup- 
plement to the educational agencies, and 
legislation, local, state and national, placing 
libraries and schools on an equal footing. 

In 1876, having resigned his college library 
and realizing that Boston was the library 
Mecca of the country, Mr. Dewey opened 
his campaign from the office of the Ginns, 
where he was given desk room free. A num- 
ber of eminent librarians and educators 
promised their support to the proposed Li- 
brary JOURNAL^ and its publication was finally 
arranged with the office of the Publisher^ 
Weekly, tho the Ginns were loath to give it 
up. The next move was to call the first meet- 
ing, at the Philadelphia centennial, when the 
organization of the A. L. A. was eflFected. 

Mr. Dewey quotes here the whole of his 
first article in the Journal on "A new pro- 
fession," setting forth very clearly the spirit 
and aims of the then new movement, and he 
closes with some statistics showing how the 
organization has grown from that day to the 
present time, when it has 3000 active members. 

ANALYTICALS 

— Catalog Cards for 

"Printed cards fill but a minor part of our 
needs," writes Dr. R. H. Johnston in an arti- 



cle in Special Libraries on the inter-library 
relations of the Bureau of Railway Econom- 
ics Library. 'For magazine articles and a 
large number of our pamphlets we are thrown 
on our own resources. Because of our need 
for a large number of cards to represent 
the varied aspects of these articles and pam- 
phlets we have adopted the Belknap tag and 
label addresser for priting these cards. The 
stencils used in the addresser will take in 
nine lines of seven words each. They are 
prepared Japanese Silk Fibre, readily cut on 
any standard typewriter, and the printing is 
made by placin gthe stencil in the addresser 
and running an inked rubber roller over it 
as many times as we need copies. The sten- 
cil can then be filed for further use. It is our 
idea that as the Library of Congress will not 
be printing cards for magazine articles and 
analytics for a long time to come, our work 
in cataloging the contents of the railway 
periodicals such as the Railway Age Gasette 
and its predecessors, the Railway Review, the 
Railway World and its predecessor, might be 
made available to other libraries if the extra 
cost of printing and distributing cards were 
met by them. It would be our idea to add 
the railway articles in the files of the gen- 
eral magazines such as the North American 
Review, which even if indexed in Poole are 
not so indexed as to give all of the informa- 
tion of interest to the special student. It 
would also be our idea to distribute cards for 
currently received material not found im- 
portant enough to be included in the Library 
of Congress or John Crerar printed cards. 

"We find it would be possible to furnish 
such stenciled cards or the card regularly 
used by us (LB-33110 unpunched), two copies 
to the order, at the rate of one and a half 
cents, with additional copies, ordered at the 
same time, at a half a cent each. This does 
not include any over-head charges but repre- 
sents only that additional labor and material 
needed to make the cards for other libraries. 
We have also considered that if a library did 
not care to take a series of cards, current 
cards, but wished to make a selection, it might 
be possible to furnish copies of the stencils 
on waste paper cut to the three by five-inch 
size at the rate of one and a half cents for 
ten titles. These figures include postage in 
the first case in lots of twenty-five cards in 
the second case in lots of forty slips, and 
suppose a subscription to either one or the 
other service of not less than ten libraries. 
It might be added that if an additional num- 
ber of libraries should subscribe the cost 
would probably reduce in proportion, as the 
library of the bureau would not seek to profit 
by the undertaking. 
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"If other libraries should feel that this 
label addresser could be used in similar work 
and the library should cross some of the 
ground that we would wish to cover, we 
would be very glad to enter into an exchange 
proposition. The bureau would not feel free 
to add subject headings or do more than re- 
produce the main card which we would need 
for our own records." 

ARCHIVES 

•^are and .Handling of CoUectiaiui of 

The Minnesota History Bulletin for Febru- 
ary, 1917, prints the following selections from 
the National Association of State Libraries* 
proceedings, on archival work in the different 
states during the year: 

'The Proceedings and Addresses of the Na- 
tional Association of State Libraries at its 
nineteenth convention in June, 1916 (100 p.), 
contains the usual report of the association's 
committee on public archives summarizing the 
progress of archival work in the different 
states during the year. From this it appears 
that the Arkansas Historical Commission has 
received from the various state departments 
"thousands of volumes of original records," 
under the provisions of the act establishing 
the commission, which authorizes the turning 
over to it of any public records "not in cur- 
rent use.*' In Connecticut many state and 
local records have been taken over by the 
archives division of the state library, and 
"under the direction of the examiner of 
public records, the land records of the 
several towns are being systematically in- 
dexed, standard ink and paper are being 
prescribed for public records, and new 
vaults and safes constructed." The State 
Historical Society of Kansas devotes a part 
of its new building to archival work and a 
mass of material turned over by the insurance 
department is now being sorted. The recently 
appointed archivist of Kentucky is "engaged 
in sorting and classifying a large file of 
mixed papers which for some years had been 
lying in one of the cellars of the old capitol." 
In Massachusetts the archives division is com- 
piling a card index to valuable state archives. 
Oklahoma now has a law authorizing the 
transfer of non-current records to the his- 
torical society. The division of public records 
of Pennsylvania has arranged, many volumes 
of county papers as well as state and pro- 
vincial records. Rhode Island has a state 
record commissioner who supervises the mak- 
ing of public records thruout the state. The 
Virginia legislature has appropriated four 
thousand dollars for shelving and filing cases 
for the records being arranged and indexed 
by the department of archives and history of 



the state library. Non-current records are 
turned over to the state library in Washington, 
but the library has no facilities or funds for 
arranging them. West Virginia has a bureau 
of archives and history. 

"The province of Manitoba has established 
a board of trustees of the archives and pro- 
vision has been made in the new Parliament 
buildings at Winnipeg for their preservation 
and arrangement under the direction of the 
provincial librarian.** 

ART LIBRARIES 

The problem of the applied and decorative 
arts. Frank Weitenkampf. The Museum, 
May, 1917. p. 10-12. 

Art librarians have, for some time been no- 
ticing a lack of mental and technical training 
in a certain proportion of designers who come 
to them for facts and stimulus to the fancy. 
Corroboration from manufacturers, editors of 
trade periodicals, teachers and designers en- 
couraged the librarians to investigate the mat- 
ter. At a meeting of the New York Library 
Club in January, 1917, the subject was dis- 
cussed by art librarians and others, and the 
conclusion reached that the problem resolved 
itself into one of helping the untrained stu- 
dent or designer. 

The meeting attracted wide attention in the 
trade press. It was reported in The Uphol- 
sterer, the IVall Paper News, The Jewelers^ 
Circular, and Woman's Wear. Mr. C. R. Clif- 
ford, editor of The Upholsterer, proposed the 
formation of an "American Society of Arts 
and Decoration" to bring about needed 
changes. "Such an association would be sup- 
ported by established decorative firms, furni- 
ture firms, lace, upholstery goods, dress silk, 
jewelry and other lines requiring artists and 
designers. It would serve as a center where 
a designer looking for a position could place 
his work so that it could be seen. The very 
diversity of interests of the people whom the 
problem touches would indicate the possibili- 
ties of its membership. 

"Abroad, active interest in such work em- 
braces not only manufacturers, designers and 
sellers, but museum officials, writers, libra- 
rians, public officials and laymen. We have 
further possibilities in the art department of 
our Federations of Women*s Clubs. The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art has for several 
seasons had lectures for designers and sales- 
people, and the French Institute in the United 
States intends to have classes in costume de- 
sign." 

And where does the library come in this 
work? "In helping to emphasize 'art' in that 
'commercializing of art* which is not only 
proper but a good thing."

BANKING LIBRARIES 

A bank library of one hundred books. Irv- 
ing G. Jennings. Sptc, Libs., April, 191 7. 
p. 61-63. 

"To make a business grow, new ideas must 
be brought into it. The best sources of new 
ideas are books, magazines and newspapers. 
Every employe of a bank should be a 
reader, the officers and directors should see 
that they are readers and should guide their 
reading by making the best books and maga- 
zine articles available and easily accessible 
to them. In the matter* of building up an 
efficient organization the business library is 
an indispensable aid. . . . 

'The whole atmosphere of the bank will be 
raised by the installation of a library. The 
institution can thus win confidence and re- 
spect of its employes as well as that of the 
public, for the public has been educated to 
appreciate the value of good books and it 
likes to feel that the men to whom it en- 
trusts its important business are keeping in 
touch with the best that is being written on 
the subjects relating to their activities.** 

Mr. Jennings suggests a list of one hundred 
books on a variety of business subjects with 
which all banking men should be familiar, the 
cost of installation of the group being esti- 
mated at $200.

Elements of bibliography. Louis N. Feipel. 
Univ. of Chicago Press. 37 p. 

In his foreword Mr. Feipel sets forth the 
need for a simple, well-prepared manual of 
the fundamental elements of bibliography, and 
then proceeds to meet the need with the present 
monograph. He divides the subject matter 
into two main parts, its general principles, 
and their practical applications. 

Under "general principles" he defines and 
discusses the scope and extent of bibliogra- 
phy; its elements and factors; its kinds and 
uses (historical, eclectic, commercial, and in- 



ventor ial) ; and its compilation, whether in 
catalog or narrative form. 

Under- "practical application" Mr. Feipel 
describes, both generally and with the cita- 
tion of some noteworthy examples, biblio- 
graphical encyclopedias and national bibliog- 
raphies. He calls attention to the annals of 
book-hunting and gives a list of thirteen kinds 
of books ordinarily regarded as rare. His- 
tories of the art of printing, with their cata- 
logs of incunabula, have bibliographical value. 
Subject bibliographies, whether comprehensive 
or selective, and class bibliographies, trade 
catalogs, bibliographical periodicals, book ad- 
vertisements, book reviews, library catalogs, 
indexes to literature, and handbooks of liter- 
ary curiosities, all come under this grouping, 
and many titles are cited as notable examples 
of the various forms which bibliographical 
work may assume. 

— ^Instmctioii and Training in 

Educational value of bibliographic training. 
Willard Austen. Jour, of Nat. Educ. Assn., 
March, 1917. p. 660-665. 

The users of a college library may be put 
into four groups : the scholar or professor ; the 
graduate student ; the undergraduates ; and the 
general reader. 

The library faces the problem of dealing 
with these four classes. The general readers 
seem well-nigh hopeless, when they are old 
enough to have become settled and unimpres- 
sionable. Most librarians have taken the eas- 
iest path, which is to minister to the wants ' 
of the individual, leaving them as unskilled 
as before in assisting themselves. Little has 
been done so far in libraries to make this 
class of reader self-helpful. 

School children present a more hopeful 
problem. Their plastic minds grip more read- 
ily all suggestions which enable them to make 
themselves independent in their library work 
thru school and college as well as in their 
possible scholarly futures. 

The college student who has not been trained 
along bibliographic lines must therefore re- 
ceive his training from the college library. 
This work usually consists of elementary 
teaching in how to use catalog, index and 
cyclopedia. The service which public and 
school libraries can render to the young stu- 
dent is to drill them in method and technic 
as a foundation for their later advanced work. 

The problem at present is how to obtain 
co-operation between preparatory teachers and 
librarians. These teachers maintain that bib- 
liographic training should come in the col- 
lege courses, whereas with the elective sys- 
tem prevailing in most of our colleges such 
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a course is impossible, and inevitably drops 
out entirely unless it can be introduced in the 
already crowded curriculum of the schools. 

The real difficulties in our faulty biblio- 
graphic training become apparent when the 
graduate student has need of the historical 
method of gathering together his material. 
The incomplete references in science, litera- 
ture or philology, and sociology, which often 
render them obscure even to the experienced 
librarian, make the search to the untrained 
bibliographer well-nigh impossible. Scholars 
have followed with stubborn tenacity old 
forms of references which make a network 
of intricacies for the young scholar. There- 
fore careful citation should be impressed upon 
scholars so that there will be less chance for 
ambiguity and less trouble for the young 
workers who shall come after. All this shows 
the tremendous need for a firm foundation 
in bibliographic law, "and how important it 
is that we train the rising generation in the 
right way, that when they come to write books 
they will not follow their predecessors in the 
matter of citations." 

How to extend bibliographic instruction to 
the greatest possible number at the earliest 
possible time is the problem confronting us. 
The schools with trained librarians offer the 
most hopeful solution.. The school curric- 
ulum is overcrowded; the college elective sys- 
tem is a bar; therefore every college should 
at least offer a full course in bibliography, 
so that some teachers would go out ready to 
help spread this knowledge in the schools. 

Other suggestions are as follows: 

An historical course dealing with writing, 
printing, illustrating, etc. 

Work similar to that at Cornell, which has 
a course of one-half year dealing with clas- 
sification, cataloging and grouping books. 

A course on the history of writing and 
book-making in ancient times and printing 
and book-making of modern times. 

A course in paleography. 

A lecture on the use of a library given to 
new students at the opening of the college 
year. 

A handbook of instruction for use in the 
library given to each student.

The teaching of legal biblography. Fred- 
erick C. Hicks.

The early lawyers were able with the lim- 
ited number of law books then in existence, 
to become familiar with all the books existent 
which were necessary to the practice of law. 
But with the overwhelming increase in the 



number of books, came the necessity for the 
compilation of "case books" for students. 
While these do serve as a basis of instruction 
in the so-called case method, they do not lead 
to a knowledge of the legal literature which 
a student is supposed to have. Law teachers 
have said repeatedly that a knowledge of legal 
bibliography is an essential part in the educa- 
tion of a lawyer, yet it has been taught in 
law schools less than twenty years, and to-day, 
in the 117 law schools in the United States, 
less than half provide such instruction. 

To the publishers must be given the credit 
for arousing interest in law books as a study. 
The West Publishing Company was the pio- 
neer in this work, and with the Lawyers Co- 
operative Publishing Company regularly em- 
ploys representatives to visit law schools and, 
when permitted, to deliver lectures on the use 
of law books. 

The West Company, in 1902, began publish- 
ing the American Law School Review, In 
1904, 1905 and 1906, it conducted case-finding 
and brief-making contests. In 1906, it pub- 
lished the first edition of "Brief-making and 
the use of law books," since twice revised. A 
practioners' correspondence course in brief- 
making was started in 1910, but was soon 
abandoned, owing to its cost. In 1913 the 
company invited twelve law schools in the 
South to send representatives to its offices in 
St. Paulu for special instruction in the use of 
its puublications, and the conference resulted 
in the establishment of courses in most of 
these schools. A representative of the firm 
was also sent to Southern law schools to help 
in qualifying local instructors. In 1916-17 the 
company's traveling lecturer visited 75 schools 
and lectured at 60. The treveling representa- 
tive of the Lawyers' Co-operative Publishing 
Company also lectured lasrt winter in 70 
schools east of the Rockies. 

In the schools to-day the most significant 
point noticeable is the lack of standardization 
of the definite instruction given. The time 
when courses are given, and the method, 
means, form, and status of instruction show 
no uniformity. Administrative problems are 
solved in divers ways. In some schools the 
course is offered to first year men only, while 
in others it is deferred to later years, or runs 
thru the whole course. The practice varies 
Regarding the giving of credit for the course. 

There are three divisions of the subject 
spoken of as legal bibliography (i) legal 
bibliography proper, dealing with the reposi- 
tories of the law; (2) methods of finding this 
law; and (3) brief-making, the orderly presen- 
tation of arguments based on authorities in 
conformity with the rules of the court to 
which they are addressed. 

Mr. Hicks takes up these divisions in turn. 
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defining and describing each, and then passes 
to the question of the qualifications and status 
of the instructor. Should the course be given 
by the law librarian or partly by him and 
partly by another instructor? As a matter of 
fact it makes little difference whether the 
teacher be librarian or professor, so long as 
he be properly qualified, but the library is the 
logical place for holding classes. 

In some schools only lectures are given, in 
others lectures with demonstrations by the in- 
structor. To the latter method arc sometimes 
added problems to be solved and presented in 
written form. A fourth method is to give 
preliminary lectures to the whole class fol- 
lowed by practise work given to small sec- 
tions of the class. Instructors who have tried 
several methods usually fall back on a com- 
bination of them all. 



In an article on "The Columbia Law Library, 
1915-1916," in the Columbia Alumni News of 
Dec. 8, 1916, Frederick C. Hicks describes the 
special course of lectures on legal bibliography 
inaugurated this year at the university. 

"The necessity of knowing 'how to find the 
law,' in addition to being well grounded in the 
principles and practice of the « law, has received 
much attention in recent years by students of 
legal education," he writes. "At Columbia 
Law School the need has long been recognized, 
and each year a brief course of lectures, has 
been given by a representative of the West 
Publishing Company. The school itself, how- 
ever, made no systematic attempt to provide 
this training until 1912, when Mr. J. D. 
Thompson, then law librarian, gave three lec- 
tures on law books. In October, 191 5, the 
present law librarian planned to give six lec- 
tures on legal bibliography and the use of 
law books. It was feared that, in a crowded 
curriculum, even that number might not at- 
tract listeners. The results^ however, showed 
these fears to have been groundless, for an 
average of 129 students attended each of the 
six lectures. They dealt with legal bibliog- 
raphy in general, rather than the methods of 
using law books, and attempted to trace the 
development of the various classes of Anglo- 
American law book — statutes, reports, digests, 
text-books, encyclopaedias, dictionaries and 
periodicals — from their beginning in England 
to their present-day descendants in the United 
States. 

"At the close of the series, the offer was 
made to continue the study by weekly seminars 
to be held in the law librarian's office. So 
many students responded that it was necessary 
to divide them into eight groups, each of 
which came together weekly. At the end of 
the first term, interest had not abated, and so 



the seminars were continued thruout the year. 
In all, 126 men participated in the work, 35 
men thruout the year, 61 during the first term 
only, and 50 men during the second term only. 
The representation by classes was, first-year 
men, 60; second-year, 42; third-year, 18; and 
special students, 6. The work of the second 
term continued and did not duplicate the work 
of the first term. 

"Since the six introductory lectures had laid 
a historical and bibliographical basis upon 
which to build, the seminars were in the na- 
ture of practice work. Each exercise had for 
its subject a problem tsrpical of those which 
daily confront student and practitioner. After 
briefly discussing a problem and the classes of 
books needed for its solution, each student was 
given a slip of paper containing a particular 
problem to be solved, and all went into the 
library to seek answers. The results were 
then discussed by the whole group. This 
method was made possible by limiting the at- 
tendance at each' exercise to twelve, and by 
holding the seminars in a room immediately 
adjoining the library. 

"The chief significance of the year's work 
lies in its voluntary character. The response 
was genuine and unabated, indicating the ex- 
istence of a real need now partially met. It 
is, therefore, planned to continue the work, ex- 
panding it as far as the limits of time and the 
abilities of the instructor will permit.' 
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BIBLIGGRAPHY, Medical 

Verify your references. A word to medical 
writers. Frank Place, Jr. Reprinted from 
the New York Medical Journal, Oct. 7. 1916. 
10 p. 

"The science and art of medicine is so de- 
pendent upon its literature that reference to 
authorities is a recognized part of medical 
composition. . . . Such is the indifference on 
the part of writers, however, to the place and 
importance of the bibliographic reference that 
some attention should be directed to it." 

Verification of references is the spirit of the 
scientific method. We must show proof for 
every statement, that those who use our rec- 
ords may be certain of their accuracy, or if 
in doubt may in turn verify thru these ref- 
erences. 

The efficient bibliographic reference must 
cover author, subject matter, time and place 
of publication; the citation should correspond 
to that in the Index Medicus and in the Index- 
Catalogue of the Library of the Surgeon-Gen- 
eraVs Office, as follows. For a book these 
details are: i. Author's name with initials. 
2. Title of book. 3. Edition, other than the 
first. 4. Place, publisher and date (imprint). 
5. Volume, and page therein if a particular 
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statement is to be quoted. A quotation from 
a classic may be more easily found from ref- 
erence to book, chapter, and paragraph. 

A reference to a periodical article calls for: 
I. Author's name with initials. 2. Title of 
article. 3. Title of periodical. 4. Place and 
date of publication. 5. Volume, or series and 
volume. 6. Page, or inclusive paging. Print- 
ing the title. of tbe journal in italic or ufpek 
CASE TYPE distinguishes it from the title of 
the article. 

Even tho the greatest care may have been 
exercised in the composition of a bibliography, 
each item should be verified on the proof by 
comparing each entry with the original mate- 
rial, making the corrections on the proof itself. 
Familiarity with the subject and text some- 
times obscures an author's watchfulness, and 
it is safer to employ someone who knows 
nothing of either. 

To refute the idea that magazine indexes 
could serve the place of more complete ref- 
erences, Mr. Place points out that the unre- 
liability of indexes, which range all the way 
from the full and well-made to incomplete or 
absolutely valueless "contents," is argument 
enough. The reader's time is wasted, as the 
reference is often incomplete. 

The argument for a full reference instead 
of briefer data is summed up in the fact that 
bibliographies are frequently used by students 
of the subject as a starting point for research; 
the article itself may be disregarded. Also 
such a list is consulted to locate papers not 
included in other reference books. The more 
thoroly the bibliography is made, the greater 
the service it performs. 

A brief list is given of the reasons for full 
data in a reference: 

1. The author's name identifies the work- 
man. 

2. The title identifies the' paper itself, and 
defines the scope of the paper. 

3. The place of publication (and publisher) 
aids in identifying the ptd)lication. 

4. The date of the printed matter is next 
in importance to the author's name; it estab- 
lishes the worth of the paper as to its timeli- 
ness; also in locating other articles later or 
earlier; and furnishes clue to the paper's 
scope. 

5. The volume number reduces the quest to 
a single book. When several volumes a year 
are published the value of the number is ob- 
vious. 

6. The page number directs one to the exact 
point sought; inclusive paging gives one an 
idea in advance as to the length of the article. 

When the original article from which you 
desire to quote cannot be found, and an ab- 
stract only is available, the writer must give 
all the information procurable about the orig- 



inal article and then cite the abstract as welL 
Give the title of the journal from which 
you quote. This obvious axiom is disre- 
garded many times, and reference to the 
society before which an article was read is 
cited rather than the publication in which the 
article appeared. 

Another point along this line is the neces- 
sity of giving an authority exactly as printed. 
Do not translate if the title be in a foreign 
language. It is possible to add a translation, 
but the actual reference should be copied pre- 
cisely as it is found. 

Mr. Place makes a final plea for the verifi- 
cation of any other reference that one may 
have cause to use. Great and strange have 
been the changes from the original reference, 
because of human faultiness; science demands 
a continual process of verification. Even the 
work of a great scholar may not be without 
fault. Take no man's word for ansrthing, but 
demand the proof. "To err is human, to 
verify is necessary."

Some aspects of military bibliography.

The aspects which Mr. Qarke considers in 
each one of his subdivisions are largely his- 
torical, and are illustrated by the quoting of 
many titles.

"The idea of the strap which we use on the 
American Digest volumes," writes the librarian 
of the Hampden County Law Library of 
SpringfiQld, Mass., to the Bulletin of Biblio- 
graphy, "is that you use the strap to pull the 
book from the shelf into your hand instead 
of pulling the book by the top. When volumes 
are placed closely together on the shelves it is 
quite a help. The strap is three-quarters of 
an inch wide, stands out almost an inch from 
the back of the book, is inserted into the side 
cover of the book from the outside about an 
inch from the back, a slit being made for that 
purpose, and pasted down on the inside of 
the cover. The strap is placed just below the 
middle of the book." 



The so-called "Newberry binding" is a 
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form of binding used for pamphlets at the 
Newberry Library. It consists of two covers 
of photographic mounting board, glued to a 
strip of English cloth, yellow in color, which 
in turn is attached to the back and sides of 
the book by glue and wire staples. The 
staples are driven thru the cloth strip and 
the book at a distance of about a quarter of 
an inch from the back, and the ends turned 
on the other side. The cloth serves as a 
pliable, strong hinge for the covers; it i& 
turned over the sides at top and bottom ; thus 
binds book and covers firmly together. The* 
back is lettered lengthwise irith title and cah 
number. The binding of each pamphlet costs 
the library about twenty cents, and is ex- 
tremely serviceable.

BLIND, Library Work for 

A note in the Library World says that the 
Manchester and Salford Blind Aid Society, 
in Manchester, Eng., possesses a library of 
over 7000 volumes, of which Miss Loudon is 
librarian. "The stock comprises all branches 
of literature, and last year the issues were 
6000. It has both a lending and reference 
collection, and acts as a depository for other 
districts. Some twenty towns in the north- 
em counties boVrow books from it in return 
for a small annual subscription. Any blind 
person not provided for by these means may 
become a member by paying 5s. a year. 
Members of the society themselves emboss 
books for addition to the collection, and the 
library is also affiliated to the National Library 
for the Blind." 



The Birmingham (Ala.) Public Library is now 
ready to lend books in embossed type to blind 
readers in the Southern states, and has just 
issued a list of "Books for the blind in the 
Birmingham Library" which will be sent 
free of charge to any one requesting it 
The collection of about six hundred books 
comprises mainly those in American Braille 
with a few in Line, Moon Type and New 
York Point. It is thru the co-operation of 
the American Library Association committee 
on work with the blind, the Perkins Institu- 
tion, the Frfee Library of Philadelphia and the 
Birmingham Association for the Blind, that 
this loan collection has been made possible, 
each of the libraries making its resources 
available to supplement the books in the Bir- 
mingham Library. 



Within the year 1917 a free "British Na- 
tional Library for the Blind" developed 
from the "Incorporated National Lending Li- 
brary for the Blind." This fine library of over 
27,000 volumes of embossed literature and 
5000 volumes of embossed music has now 
been declared free of all charge save that of 
carriage to every blind reader in the United 
Kingdom. It includes sections of Moon Type 
books and Esperanto and Grade* III books are 
obtained on loan from Paris. This develop- 
ment has been made possible partly by the 
generous help of the Carnegie United King- 
dom Trust in providing fine and ample prem- 
ises for the work (tho this grant has not 
increased the income of the library) ; partly 
by the greater interest taken by the general 
public; and partly by the services of the able 
and enthusiastic secretary and librarian. Miss 
Austin.

The present enthusiasm for food conserva- 
tion has already affected the library. The 
Qeveland Public Library reports that in its 
"Popular Librarsr" there has been an unpre- 
cedented use of books on diet, cost of living, 
budgets and food* values. 

Many libraries are answering the demand 
for books of this type with special lists. 
Among the lists on gardening are: "Garden 
books in Case Library, Qeveland" ; "Gardens** 
issued by the Milton, Mass., Public Library; 
"Shade trees and gardening," Detroit Public 
Library; "Some books on gardens in the City 
Library" and "The vegetable garden," Spring- 
field, Mass.; "House, home and garden" and 
"Just vegetables," Buffalo Public Library; and 
"War gardens," which gives the proper plant- 
ing seasons for the common vegetables, Jack- 
sonville Public Library. The latter was given 
to all school children, and was also distributed 
thru local seed stores and by letter, as well as 
from the library desk. The Library Poster, 
Seattle, devotes its June issue to a gardening 
list. The April issue of the Cardiff [Wales'] 
Libraries^ Review, is a special food production 
number. Recent numbers of library bulletins 
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of Grand Rapids, Mich.; Brockton, Mass.; and 
of the Library Association of Portland, Ore- 
gon, also feature food production. 

Among the reading lists on household eco- 
nomics are "A selected list of books on do- 
mestic production and preservation of food** 
issued by the Boston Public Library; and 
''Foods; practical studies of kinds, values and 
preparation,** Buffalo Public Library. The 
Chicago Public Library Book Bulletin includes 
a list on the high cost of living. 

Library Leaflets nos. 24-27 issued by the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College, are en- 
titled '^Useful books for the dairyman," ''Busi- 
ness books for better farming"; "Books on 
farm machinery": "Books on vegetable gar- 
dening." 

In New York City, Mayor M^tchel's Food 
Supply Committee has issued a "Garden 
primer," intended to instruct amateur gar- 
deners. Similar pamphlets, 'The food gar- 
den primer" and "Directions for preparing and 
planting a garden," have been prepared by the 
National Emergency Food Garden Commission 
and the Garden Club of America, respective- 
ly. These are practical guides, and do not in- 
clude reading lists. 

—For Children 

The Worcester Free Public Library printed 
six attractive little booklists for children last 
spring. The cards were oblong, 3 x 5^ inches, 
with a little picture at the top appropriate to 
the books listed. Each list of fourteen books 
is suggestively captioned in the following man- 
ner : ( I ) Girls worth meeting and new things 
worth knowing. (2) Spend your summer with 
boys who do things. (3) Register I Learn 
our country's story. (4) Do you know how 
the 'children of other lands live? (5) Vaca- 
tion reading; see if you can read all these 
books before school opens in the fall. (6) 
Summer reading for older boys and girls. The 
l2tter compiles a group of novels such as 
"Ivanhoe," "Black arrow," "Bob, son of 
Battle," "Kim," "Pride and prejudice,*' "Little 
minister,** "Promised land," and "When 
knighthood was in flower."

BOOKMARKS 

Book marks which advertise a newspaper 
as well as a library are being printed free by 
the editor of the Kaukatma Times, we read in 
the IVisconsin Library Bulletin, On one side 
of the white card (2^x7 inches) is an ad- 
vertisement of the paper and a quotation on 
the value of good reading, with the words 
"Read good boQks and once a week read the 
Kaukauna Times." On the other side is a 
book list changed from time to time by the 
librarian, with a heading such as "Books of 
unqualified value for high school pupils." 
These book marks are furnished free to the 
library. 

BOOKPLATES 

The annual report of the Dover (N. H.) 
Public Library records the gift of a consider- 
able collection of bookplates. 

"The collection, as it came to the library, 
consisted of two large scrap books pasted full, 
some hundreds of loose plates, and many 
irregular mounts with two and three plates 
on a mount The whole number have now 
been mounted singly and arranged in uniform 
boxes, according to the advice of a well- 
known Boston collector. First are a few 
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examples of each of the historical styles ; early 
armorial, Jacobean, Chippendale, ribbon and 
wreath, modem armorial. Then come a few 
specimens of some of the more important de- 
signers; Smith, French, Spenceley, Von Bay- 
ros, Chambers, Hopson and others. Then 
plates of institutions, colleges, libraries, mu- 
seums, then plates without names, for in the 
early days of bookplates, the heraldic designs 
were supposed to identify ownership, and were 
used instead of names. Then the remainder, 
which constitutes by far the greater part of 
the collection, is arranged alphabetically by 
the name of the owner of the plate. This 
all makes a collection of 3670 specimens, with 
about 500 duplicates in addition. These dupli- 
cates by exchange with other collectors may 
be used in the future to make the collection 
more complete. With the plates are a ntmiber 
of periodicals and books pertaining to their 
description and history and several bibliogra- 
phies ; the whole making a collection in which 
the library and the city may take a justifiable 
pride." 



A notable collection of bookplates was 
given to Western Reserve University last win- 
ter by Mr. and Mrs. Paul Lemperly of Qeve- 
land, in memory of their daughter Lucia, a 
student in the College for Women, who died 
in 1915. The collection consists of about five 
hundred and forty bookplates and other en- 
gravings by Edwin Davis French, the fore- 
most American designer and engraver of book- 
plates. It has been placed in the custody of 
the Adefoert College Library, which is the cen- 
tral library of the University, and for the 
present will be kept and exhibited in the Eng- 
lish Library at the College for Women, where 
attractive accommodations have been provided 
for it. 

With this collection Mr. and Mrs. Lemperly 
gave several of the standard works on book- 
plates, the catalogs of Mr. French's book- 
plates as exhibited by the Grolier Qub in New 
York and the Rowfant Qub in Qeveland, and 
the volume published as a memorial to Mr. 
French which includes a check-list of his en- 
gravings. Of the two hundred and ninety- 
nine bookplates recorded in this check-list the 
Lemperly Collection contains examples of all 
hot six, besides half a dozen that are not in- 
cluded in the list. A great many of these are 
represented b/ two or more impressions from 
different states of the same plate, the Taria- 
tions thus shown often being highly interest- 
ing to a careful observer* The bookplate col- 
lection is especially remarkable for the numer- 
ous trial proofs and print proofs given by Mr. 
French to his friend Mr. Lemperly and signed 
by the artist, many of which bear presenta- 



tion inscriptions. All the plates are mounted 
and labelled with great care. 

A distinguished list of persons, societies, 
• dubs, and institutions employed Mr. French's 
services. In the Lemperly collection are found 
the bookplates of Whitelaw Reid, George Har- 
vey, Thomas Mott Osborne, Henry Fairfield 
Osborn, Theodore L. DeVinne, Barrett Wen- 
dell, George W. Vanderbilt, George J. Goold, 
Henry C. Frick, Beverly Chew, Mrs. Qarence 
Mackay, and Lucy M. Salmon, as well as the 
plates which were produced by Mr. French 
for the Grolier Club, the Authors' Qub, the 
Union League Qub, the New York Yacht 
Qub, the Cosmos Club in Washington, the 
Colonial Dames of America, the New York 
Public Library, the John Crerar Library, the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, the Worcester 
Art Museum, Harvard University, Yale Uni- 
versity, Princeton University, Johns Hopkins 
University, and Vassar College. 

To this collection a later gift added eighty- 
two finely mounted bookplates used by cele- 
brated men and women. Some of these were 
designed by well-known artists, among whom 
E. A. Abbey, Walter Crane, and Kate Green- 
away are represented. The collection includes 
the bookplate of Edward Fitzgerald drawn by 
Thackeray, that of Rudyard Kipling designed 
by his father, J. Lockwood Kipling, and Ellen 
Terry's bookplate designed by her son Gordon 
Craig.

Books for tired eyes. Arthur E. Bostwick.

"The indifference of publishers to the im- 
portant feature of the physical make-up of 
books appears from the fact that in not a 
single case is it included among the descriptive 
items in their catalog entries. Libraries are 
in precisely the same class of offenders. 
A reader or a possible purchaser of books 
is supposed to be interested in the fact that 
a book is published in Boston, has four hun- 
dred and thirty-two pages, and is illustrated, 
but not at all in its legibility. Neither pub- 
lishers nor libraries have any way of getting 
information on the subject, except by going 
to the books themselves. 

"In gathering the large-tjrpe collection for 
the St. Louis Library, fourteen-point was 
decided upon as the standard, which meant, 
of course, types with a face somewhere be- 
tween the smallest size that is usually found 
on a fourteen-point body, even if actually on 
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a smaller body, and the largest that this can 
carry, even if on a larger body. The latter 
is unusually large, but it would not do to 
place the standard below fourteen-point, be- 
cause that would lower the minimum, which 
is none too large as it is. The first effort was 
to collect such large-type books, already in 
the library, as would be likely to interest the 
general reader. In the collection of nearly 
400,000 volumes, it was found by diligent 
search that only 150 would answer this de- 
scription. Most octavo volumes of travel 
are in large type, but only a selected number 
of these was placed in the collection, to avoid 
overloading it with this particular class. This 
statement applies also to some other classes, 
and to certain types of books, such as some 
government reports and some scientific mono- 
graphs, which have no representatives in the 
group. The idea was to supplement the col- 
lection by purchase. 

"During one year, after examining all avail- 
able publishers' catalogs, it was found possible 
to spend only $65 in the purchase of 120 addi- 
tional books. A circular letter was then sent 
to ninety-two publishers, explaining the pur- 
pose of the collection and asking for infor- 
mation regarding books in fourteen-point 
type, or larger, issued by them. To these there 
were received 63 answers. In 29 instances, no 
books in type of this size were issued by the 
recipients of the circulars. In six cases, the 
answer included brief lists of from two to 
twelve titles of large-type books; and in sev- 
eral other cases, the publishers stated that 
the labor of ascertaining which of their publi- 
cations are in large type would be prohibitive, 
as it would involve actual inspection of each 
and every volume on their lists. In two in- 
stances, however,' after a second letter, ex- 
plaining further the aims of the collection, 
publishers promised to undertake the work. 
This final result has been that the library now 
has over four hundred volumes in the collec- 
tion. This is surely not an imposing number, 
but it appears to represent the available re- 
sources of a country in which 1000 publishers 
are annually issuing 11,000 volumes — to say 
nothing of the British and Continental out- 
put. In the list of the collection and in the 
entries, the size of the type, the leading, and 
the size of the book itself are to be distinctly 
stated. The last-mentioned item is necessary 
because the use of large type sometimes in- 
volves a heavy volume, awkward to hold in the 
hand. 

"The collection for adults in the St. Louis 
Library, as it now exists, may be divided into 
the following classes, according to the reasons 
that seem to have prompted the use of large 
type: 

"i. Large books printed on a somewhat 



generous scale and intended to sell at a high 
price, the size of the type being merely inci- 
dental to this plan. These include books of 
travel, history, or biography in several vol- 
umes, somewhat high-priced sets of standard 
authors, and books intended for gifts. 

"2. Books containing so little material 
that large type, thick paper, and wide margins 
were necessary to make a volume easy to 
handle and use. These include many short 
stories of magazine length, which for some 
inscrutable reason are now often issued in 
separate form. 

"3.. Books printed in large tsrpe for aesthetic 
reasons. These are few, beauty and artistic 
form being apparently linked in some way with 
illegilibility by many printers, no matter what 
the size of the type- face. 

"It is probably too much to expect that the 
trade itself will try to push literature whose 
printed form obeys the rules of ocular hy- 
giene. All that we can reasonably ask is that 
type-size shall be reported on in catalogs, so 
that those who want books in large type may 
know what is obtainable and where to go 
for it"

A new idea at the Public Library at Bangor, 
Me., is the use of "Mother's Cards'* enabling 
parents to draw books for children below third 
grade (for whom the library makes no pro- 
vision) without sacrifice of their own privi- 
leges. 



With a view to increasing its usefulness the 
Washington Public Library now allows adult 
readers to borrow five books at one time, two 
of which may be fiction. On children's cards 
three books may be drawn. In order to save 
the clerical work and confusion caused by the 
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old system of duplicate cards for fiction and 
non-fiction, only one card is now issued, which 
must be presented when books are issued, 
renewed or returned. Since the privilege of 
the former special student's card is now 
granted to all readers, this will no longer be 
issued. 



The Kansas City (Mo.) Public Library has 
considerably revised its rules, with the result 
that the privileges accorded to the public have 
been greatly increased. 

Beginning Jan. i, library card holders may 
keep books not specially restricted four weeks 
instead of two, as heretofore. 

A special card, designated as. a visitor's 
card, will be issued to persons staying in 
Kansas City only a short time, for a term not 
to exceed three months. A guarantor will be 
required, as for permanent cards. 

Persons whose names are in the current 
city or telephone directories will be issued 
cards on application, on reference of two other 

persons whose names also are in one of the 
current directories. 

The new rules for the public library make 
other changes, all worked out with the pur- 
pose of giving the library the maximum of 
usefulness. 

"If such books as are renewed require four 
weeks for proper reading, there seems to me 
to be no use for the shorter limit and renewal 
privileges," Purd B. Wright, librarian, said in 
an interview. "Lengthening the limit will 
accomplish the end of greater economy in the 
conduct of the library . and minimize our 
troubles. 

"In working out the new rules I have added 
a 14-day limit, making 4-day, 7-day and 14- 
day limit books. These are not renewable, 
and include books for which there is special 
demaupd. 

"Another special card provided for in the 
new rules is the teacher's or student's card, 
which entitles the holder to six books at one 
time for use in school work or study, in addi- 
tion to the two books allowed on the regular 
card. These special books can be kept the 
length of the term of study. 

"We have done away with the dual card sys- 
tem. Only one card will be issued to each 
applicant, which will be good for either fic- 
tion or non-fiction books or both. Another 
change will be the closer restriction of dupli- 
cate cards. Only one duplicate will be issued 
free for a lost card. Other duplicates will 
be charged for at ten cents each. 

"Books will be stamped hereafter with the 
date of issuance instead of the date of return, 
as heretofore. 

"One of the most effective changes pro- 



vided in the new rules is the limitation to 
one transfer from one card to another. A 
great number of reading clubs have been 
formed, just on the strength of the transfer 
privilege. The new book shelves were watched 
closely by representatives of these reading 
clubs, and as soon as a group of popular 
new books arrived, these club members 
swooped down on them and they soon were 
gone. The general reading public never got 
a chance at them." 

— For Business Houses 

Not infrequently business houses, factories, 
etc., wish to borrow books for the use of the 
organization rather than for personal use by 
individuals. To facilitate this, the St. Paul 
(Minn.) City Library issues a regular card 
made out in the name of the firm or corpora- 
tion. By requiring the messenger to present 
this card when borrowing books, unauthorized 
loans to irresponsible persons are prevented, 
and a receipt is obtained for books returned. 
Registration blanks for the above purpose are 
mailed upon request to any firm or corpora- 
tion.

Binghamton boys who in recent years have 
left the city's schools before being graduated 
and who are not registered at the Public Li- 
brary, have received a special invitation from 
the dty librarian to become active and prac- 
tical users of the library. The names of 500 
such boys have been secured and letters have 
been mailed to each bearing words of advice 
and counsel as to the way the library may 
help them to success in life. A special record 
is being kept as to responses received to these 
letters, the name of each borrower enrolled as 
the result of them, the books read by such 
borrowers, and such progress as they may 
make either in their reading or their work. 
The library hopes to become a helpful "big 
brother" to a large number of them. 

BRANCH LIBRARIES 

— ^Administratioii 

Many a library is struggling with the same 
problem which confronts the Public Library 
of the District of Columbia, that of providing 
satisfactory service with inadequate branch 
library facilities. How the Washington 
library is attempting to meet this situation is 
told in a statement prepared by the assistant 
librarian, who says : 

"Seventy square miles of people with one 
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central building and one lone branch is an 
unfortunate combination, but 880,000 books 
were circulated last year and of these but 
590,000 were issued from the main building 
and the branch; the tale of the other 290,000, 
third of the total, is tlie spipy part of the 
year's report 

"Nine deposit stations are conducted by 
volunteer workers with books received from 
the library stock and 60,000 circulations came 
from these stations which are open but a few 
hours each week. At the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association a high school youth issued 
to the people of a residential neighborhood 
20,000 volumes, the store-nurse in a large de- 
partment store issued during the noon hours 
5700 volumes, the librarian of a Federal tech- 
nical bureau issued to the staff of the bureau 
3000 volumes. 

'The other stations are in school-house 
neighborhood centers and in social settle- 
ments. In each class of institutions the cir- 
culation of books is largely among the chil- 
dren, but there is a large call for books to 
take home to mother who can't come because 
of the baby, to grandmother who can't read 
English, or to father who is too tired to come ; 
17,000 volumes were issued at two settlements 
in a neglected section of the city, where the 
stations were only open two evenings a week. 
This could not have been accomplished, how- 
ever, without the hearty cooperation of the 
settlement authorities and the young women 
who volunteered their time and services. 

"Four hundred and five different class rooms 
were reached in the schools of 120 neighbor- 
hoods, and teachers and parents praise with 
warmth the results accomplished by the work. 
It is a constant reminder of what might be 
done with an adequate system of branch libra- 
ries, and serves as a focal point for the accu- 
mulation of data which will aid in the estab- 
lishment of such a system. 

"A further example of the way the library 
is reaching out to meet the needs of the com- 
munity is seen in the series of exhibits of 
books advised as Christmas gifts for children. 
For a number of years such exhibits have 
been held in the library building, but this 
year they have also been taken to the Decem- 
ber meetings of about a dozen parents' asso- 
ciations thruout the city where talks on the 
books included have been given by the chil- 
dren's librarian and her assistant. The order- 
ing of books exhibited has been simplified by 
printed forms which are sent by the library 
to the local book dealer whom the parent 
decides to patronize. A similar exhibit of 
books for boys and a talk by the librarian 
formed part of the *Good Book Week' at the 
local Y. M. C. A. Comment overheard at the 



book store counters shows that these mes- 
sages have been effective and appreciated."

The care of a large library building is no 
small matter. Some of the various processes 
necessary to keep the St. Louis Public Library 
in proper condition are described in its 1916 
report; 

''Books are cleaned with a portable vacuum 
cleaner, mounted on a book-truck. The vacant 
spaces on the shelves are partly cleaned by the 
vacuum and are then washed to /emove the 
oily dust which cannot be taken up with a 
vacuum cleaner. The glass floors of the stack- 
room are cleaned by frequent sweeping with 
wet sawdust and washing. 

"Cork-tile floors are mopped once a week 
and scrubbed with an electric scrubbing ma- 
chine every six weeks. This machine is also 
used on the marble and terrazo floors fre- 
quently during the year. The entire floor 
surface of the building, amounting to about 
four acres, is swept with moist sawdust every 
day and mopped or scrubbed at least once a 
week. 

"Odorless disinfectant is used daily where 
necessary. The furniture is dusted daily with 
cheese-cloth and sheep's-wool dusters. It is 
also washed and refinished when this becomes 
necessary. The inderect-lighting fixtures are 
cleaned every few weeks, while all other fix- 
tures are cleaned and dusted several times a 
year. 

"All the marble walls are washed at least 
once a year, the stair wainscot and lower walls 
on an average of six times a year. The deco- 
rated plaster walls are washed and re-starched 
every three years. The plain painted walls 
are repainted when necessary. The terrace 
paving is scrubbed frequently, and the front 
steps are scrubbed about once a month."

The co-operative publication of Syracuse 
Libraries Bulletin by the three principal li- 
braries of that city, started in November, 
1 9 16, is repeated in the February number, and 
is a most commendable undertaking. The 
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November number gave a list of all the libra- 
ries in Syracuse, their librarians, resources, 
etc In the new one a co-operative list of 
special subjects represented in the Syracuse 
libraries, indicating after each the library or 
libraries in which the subject is best presented, 
precedes the lists of new books bought by the 
three libraries, and should be a very useful 
feature. 

BUREAU OF RAILWAY ECONOMICS 
LIBRARY 

The library of the Bureau of Railway Eco- 
nomics in its inter-library relations. R. H. 
Johnston. Spec. Libs., Jan., 19 17. p. 1-8. 

Under the broad purview of the railway 
presidents who have directed the work, the 
library of the Bureau of Railway Economics 
has developed into a quasi-public institution 
used by all classes of individuals, business 
firms and libraries. In order that all the lit- 
erature relating to the economic aspects of 
railway transportation might be made avail- 
able for the investigator, a record of the rail- 
way content of nmety-six libraries in America 
and Europe (which are listed in Mr. John- 
ston's article) is kept In addition to the 
service of this union catalog, inter-library ac- 
tivity is furthered by the bureau's bibliograph- 
ical lists, on which are indicated the various 
libraries in which the items listed may be con- 
sulted. These lists are distributed freely 
among libraries except in cases of hurried 
compilation, and even then copies are sent out 
when there is opportunity to make the needed 
explanations. Dr. Johnston gives a long list 
of the various lists the bureau has compiled, 
showing a wide range of subject matter. 

A third development from the union catalog 
is the duplicate collection. The bureau solicits 
from other libraries their duplicates which re- 
late to railways, and in purchasing lots at 
auction the bureau acquires duplicates of its 
own. These duplicates are distributed on open 
exchange with a view to localities, relative 
completeness of sets and relative interest. 
"The bureau supplies copy to the Library of 
Congress for printed catalog cards for cur- 
rent books and important pamphlets which 
relate to railways which are not already pro- 
vided with cards. ... In a small way the bu- 
»reau library is now calling the attention of 
the librarians of some of the special libraries 
to titles relating to their field which crop up 
within our own." In cataloging the articles 
in current railway magazines the bureau prints 
its own cards and is willing to furnish at cost 
duplicate cards to other libraries.

The reasons anent cataloging. Mary E. 
Baker. Pub. Libs., April, 1917. p. 138-140. 

There are several reasons why the supply of 
catalogers is short. Those who are not cata- 
logers will say it is because direct contact 
with the public is so much more interesting; 
because the opportunities for social service 
are so much greater in the circulation de- 
partment, the children's room or at the refer- 
ence desk; that while the catalog is a very 
useful adjunct, the other phases of the work 
are much more vital. The girl who goes into 
library school finds the student who prefers 
cataloging is regarded as a freak, and the 
course a necessary evil. If in spite of the 
prejudice she decides to take up cataloging, 
in too many libraries she finds herself working 
for seven or eight hours a day, six days in 
the week, in a badly crowded room, or one 
that is poorly lighted and poorly ventilated. 
Thruout the day she has little or no oppor- 
tunity for social intercourse, so that if she is 
a stranger, evening finds her without the 
needed human companionship for recreation 
hours. 
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Most universities and colleges grant a few 
academic privileges to heads of departments 
altho very seldom are they accorded academic 
rank, no matter how many degrees they are 
required to possess. Their position is to this 
extent better than that of their assistants who 
are neither students, nor faculty, nor yet 
"other officers," even tho their collegiate and 
professional training may be superior to that 
of many within the academic circle. Academic 
lines are not always democratic lines and here, 
too, the cataloger, far more than the assis- 
tant at the desk, is in need of a buoyant dis- 
position and abundant resources within her- 
self if she is to obtain the relaxation she so 
greatly needs. 

In properly arranged rooms, under intelli- 
gent, sympathetic direction, cataloging is not 
unpleasant or narrowing work, but until it is 
spoken of with more respect and the working 
conditions are improved, the supply of cata- 
logers will be short. It is not a question of 
the intrinsic nature of the work. It is a ques- 
tion of the conditions under which it is 
done.

CERTIFICATION OF LIBRARIANS 

Certificates for librarians. N. Y, Libs., Nov., 
1916. p. 146-150. 

This is an editorial discussion of the re- 
port made to the New York Library Associa- 
tion by its committee on the merit system, 
recommending a plan for a state system of 
certificates for librarians. 

In support of the recommendation the 
editorial advances the following reasons: 
(i) The most important single factor in de- 
termining the usefulness of a library to the 
public, is the librarian. Without a librarian 
of force and training, expenditures on build- 
ings and books are in a large measure a waste 
of public funds. It is futile to prescribe con- 
ditions for "a proper library standing" — a re- 
quisite at present for allotment of state money 
— rwithout prescribinp:: qualifications and tests 
for the librarian. (2) Local boards of trus- 
tees need the help and guidance which such 
a system of certificates would give. They 



often have very little idea as to what service 
a library is expected to render or what qualifi- 
cations are needed in the librarian in render- 
ing such service, and too often the community 
is even more backward than the trustees in 
its conception of library service. (3) The 
testing, registering and granting of certificates 
to library workers is in line with a growing 
practice in all callings where special or tech- 
nical qualifications are required, the under- 
lying theory being that it is the business of 
the state or municipality to protect the public 
against incompetency where the public has 
not the special knowledge to protect itself. 
(4) Such tests and certificates will do much 
to give library work a professional standing, 
to give it a higher place in public recognition, 
and to bring it a more adequate compensation. 

The requirement of a certificate for all li- 
brary workers need work no hardship, in view 
of all the state has done to enable librarians 
to qualify for efficient service, it offers "a 
school of international repute, offering at state 
expense as fine a professional training as can 
be obtained in any school of this kind in the 
world ; an annual summer school, offering free 
of charge to workers in the state, a training 
especially suited to workers in small libraries; 
personal assistance and instruction for a period 
of two weeks from visiting library organizers 
whose service and traveling expense Sire pro- 
vided entirely without charge; annual library 
institutes, now pursuing a systematic course 
of instruction, bringing help and suggestion 
and an outline for study near to every library 
in the state ; personal instruction by correspond- 
ence, and suggested courses of professional 
reading, on any problem relating to their 
work." 

There are three possible objections to the 
plan: (i) The possible disadvantage of further 
concentration of authority in the state depart- 
ment. Some library boards may be loath to 
give up the right to determine for themselves 
the qualifications of their librarian and to en- 
gage anyone they choose, but if they can be 
shown that, the new plan helps, not hinders, 
this end, they will co-operate. ^'Boards which 
insist on the right to employ incompetent libra- 
rians have no right to administer public libra- 
ries.** (2) The amoimt of time, labor, and ex- 
pense involved in the proposed system. 
"In answer to this objection we have only 
to consider how very few the workers in 
libraries are as compared with the workers 
in schools, where this system obtains as a 
matter of course, or as compared with the 
workers in the numerous other callings, pro- 
fessions or arts where similar certificates are 
required. In any case the expense of time or 
money involved would be trifling as compared 
with the saving of library funds it would 
effect." (3) The fear that the plan will not 
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work, or will work disastrously, in the very 
small libraries, where the librarian receives 
little or no compensation. "This objection 
would have weight were the system to be ap- 
plied in any arbitrary way, without a full 
understanding of and adaptation to the diffi- 
culties to be met. But the plan proposed 
would make the requirements for the certifi- 
cate correspond only to the needs of each 
grade or size of library. The very smallest 
library needs some special skill and knowledge 
for its proper service, but the requirements 
for certificate would be only such as any aver- 
age person could acquire by a brief use of 
helps provided by the state or by a few days 
of earnest work and study with a library 
organizer. Under the committee's plan, any 
person would be given a whole year to gain 
these simple qualifications. If at the end of 
that time a person has shown so little spirit 
or interest, has learned so little of the simplest 
elements of library method as still to lack the 
required q^lifications, it is fairly good proof 
that the library ought to look elsewhere for 
a librarian." 



A debtor to his profession; certification of 
librarians. Mary J. Booth. Pub. Libs,, Jan., 

1917. p. 5-8. 

Librarianship cannot. Miss Booth decides, 
be considered a profession until the course in 
preparation for it is as well standardized as 
those for the professions of law and medicine 
— ^until such a time librarianship must content 
itself with being called a vocation. 

Higher standards both in general and in 
technical education are urgently needed for 
librarianship, with state certification required 
by law. Certificates of different grades should 
be provided for libraries of different sizes, as 
well as for the different classes of librarians 
and assistants. Provision should be made for 
the advancement of persons holding a low- 
grade certificate, and a limited ntunber of 
years for holding such a certificate would 
automatically drop those who did not advance. 
Certificates might be granted by a specially 
qualified board or by the state library exten- 
sion commission. 

Another problem closely related to raising 
the standard of entrance requirements is that 
of raising the standard of those engaged in 
library work. Almost all librarians read regu- 
larly at least one library periodical in which 
are found methods of bettering service ren- 
dered the public. Besides magazines there are 
books, professional and general, on these sub- 
jects. Attendance at a recognized library sum- 
mer school will do mucn to increase the effec- 
tiveness of library work. State supervision, 
provided it is carried on in a sympathetic and 
constructive manner, cannot fail to be of prac- 
tical help. Attendance at the annual meet- 



ings of the American Library Association and 
of the state association, where fresh opinions 
are encountered, is stimulating. But after all 
good work depends on the individual, and the 
wagon hitched to a star is the only motto for 
sincerely ambitious folk. 

To conclude her paper Miss Booth gives 
point to the well known maxim of loving the 
labor of your work by citing pertinent passages 
from Prof. John Erskine's "The moral obliga- 
tion to be intelligent."

An item in the Springfield Republican of 
Nov. 18 called attention to a pleasant func- 
tion which the City Library had inaugurated 
for the little children in one of the residence 
districts of the city. "The Forest Park 
branch library is to hold a 'pleasant hour' at 
the library this morning from 10 to 11 o'clock. 
The invitation is extended to all children of 
the Forest Park district who are not less than 
five nor more than nine years old. The 
library requests its guests to plan to be on 
hand promptly, but not to come too early, 
as the doors will not open till 10 o'clock. 
Each child must bring his or her card as a 
ticket of admission, and after the entertain- 
ment, he may use it to borrow one of the 
several hundred new books which that day are 
to be circulated for the first time. The li- 
brary is holding this pleasant hour to give 
pleasure to the children and it asks each diild 
to co-operate by quiet and orderly conduct 
outside as well as inside the library during 
the morning." 



At the Tacoma Public Library the rule au- 
thorizing the transfer of children from the 
juvenile to the adult department at the age of 
16 has been changed so that children will now 
be transferred to the adult department on 
entering high school. Those under 16 not at-( 
tending high school will be transferred when 
in the judgment of the children's librarian 
they are ready for it. 



Library work with children: a synoptical 
criticism. Henry E. Legler. Pub. Libs., Oct., 
1916. p. 345-348. 
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Mr. Legler has prefaced his general crit- 
icism of library work with children with the 
following synopsis : 

1. Too many hours spent in reading. 

2. Books read f ragmentarily, and not di- 
gested. 

3. Best books neglected for the latest books. 

4. Too many books written especially for 
children. 

5. Too many abridgements, extracts and 
compressions of masterpieces. 

6. Too many titles purchased and duplicates 
of best books too illiberally supplied. 

Questions as to where the story hour should 
be conducted and how useful are picture bul- 
letins are of relatively minor importance, but 
it is of supreme moment that the child should 
have the right book. In the average children's 
room there is an over-supply of books that are 
not worth while. Unhampered access to this 
abundance creates disrespect for the book it- 
self and indifference to its contents. The 
bolting of many books results in mental dys- 
pepsia. The classics have been given so med- 
icinally in school that lighter books are sought 
as a relief. A librarian who is familiar with 
good literature and can recommend books she 
has read is the best antidote for these con- 
ditions. It should not be implied that library 
work with children has been a failure. Good 
has come from it and the children's room of 
to-day should be recognized as an important 
factor in the influence of the library of to- 
morrow.

C F. Switzer, principal of the Jimior high 
school, Grand Rapids, Mich., summarized his 
conclusions as follows: 

"(i) That love stories are demanded by 
a very small percentage of boys. The obvious 
reason would seem to be that they are not 
liked. 

■''(2) That physiology, psychology and 
pedagogy tend to show that they are not 
worth the time they demand. 

"(3) That the perfect development of 
youth is better met by other types of read- 
mg. 

A mother's point of view was given by Mrs. 
Charles Holden. She also emphasized the 
fact that boys for the most part are not in- 



terested in love stories. For the girl she 
advocated the avoidance of the so-called 
"problem" story. She advised the reading of 
wholesome love stories like Miss Alcotfs bat 
preferably before the adolescent period. 

Belle M. McCormick, of the Grand Rapids 
News, took the stand that the craving for 
romance in the child is a natural one and 
should be encouraged. "I believe," she said, 
"that love stories are good for the phlegmatic 
child because they help to develop the ro- 
mantic viewpoint. . . . 

"For the emotional child I believe they are 
a necessary mental food." 



In the land of counterpane: books for a 
crippled children's library. Miriam £. Carey. 
The Nurse, Dec, 1916. p. 389-391. 

This article suggests by list and by discus- 
sion a number of books that can be used for 
sick and convalescent crippled children in 
hospital. The valuable habit of reading may 
be fostered in many children during their 
hospital days. 

Small, light books with large print and at- 
tractive illustrations are desirable. Stories 
of heroes, historical figures, animals, fairy 
tales should all have a place in a children's 
hospital library. Mrs. Burnett's books, such 
as Secret Garden and Sara Crewe are good; 
Indian stories are food for all boys; and the 
Everyman's Library contributes stories by 
Dickens, Scott and Stevenson, Robinson Cru- 
soe, the Swiss Family Robinson and Master- 
man Ready. Miss Carey has appended a list 
of books suitable for crippled and sick chil- 
dren, with the publisher and price. 



Reading of high school students and how to 
improve it. Sara C Evans. Pub. Libs^ 
March, 1917, p. 123-126; April, p. 168. 

To train children of high school age to read 
good books for the pure enjoyment of the 
printed page is one of the greatest problems 
of the school librarian. The movie gives them 
the actual picture of David's stage coach and 
saves the trouble of wading thru a "tiresome" 
Dickens novel and — of using the imaginatioa 
Hence the demand for books "where they're 
doin' somethin* or sayin' somethin' all the 
time." 

When high school pupils read newspapers, 
the sensational pages are usually favored and 
their magazine taste runs to the purely enter- 
taining type in which the picture often gives 
distorted ideas of life. They want books that 
end happily even if that happiness may have 
been gained in a questionable way. 

Because of these conditions it is in the prov- 
ince of the high school librarian, rather than in 
that of the regular librarian, to o£Fer/ sugges- 
tions for their improvement 
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If the high school librarian sends out to 
the grades from the sixth up groups of inter- 
esting books, the children feel that the school 
library belongs to them. If the library en- 
courages the children to return the books 
themselves, when they enter the high school 
they will be familiar with its library and will 
have confidence in the librarian's judgment 

The co-operation of all the teachers is es- 
sential. The teachers of English should work 
with the librarian in preparing lists of sug- 
gested reading for each class in the high 
school. The lists should be revised each year 
to guard against monotony and should be 
varied. The school librarian has the advan- 
tage of not being compelled to meet the public 
demand, but she must consider the opinions 
of parents. When pupils ask for the impos- 
sible adventures of young heroes in aero- 
planes, automobiles, etc, they must be subtly 
guided to books whose characters really live. 

From time to time the librarian, can arouse 
the interest of teachers outside of the English 
department by sending them short lists of new 
material of special reference to their particu- 
lar subjects. Include clippings, postcards, 
magazine illustrations and advertising fold- 
ers as well as books. 

Magazines in which athletics are well feat- 
ured can be used as bait for the boy who 
reads only the sporting page. Attractively 
illustrated editions of the classics will appeal 
to others. A reading hour in the library dur- 
ing which some one with a pleasant voice and 
a love of poetry reads something stimulating 
from the poets will have better results than 
the reading of the same literature in the class- 
room. 

The librarian has an excellent opportunity 
to study the individual tastes of pupils when 
they come for special reference work and at 
that time can make suggestions. It is a good 
plan to keep a list of books which pupils would 
like to have in the library. Another satis- 
factory plan is to have a shelf filled with at- 
tractive books (not on the lists for suggested 
reading) to be read only after reference work 
is done and not taken from the library.

A system of classification for the libraries 
of colleges of pharmacy. • Ethel J. Heath. 
Bull, of the Mass, Coll. of Phar., Oct., 1916. 

p. 13-24. 
Miss Heath is the librarian of the Sheppard 

Library in the Massachusetts College of Phar- 
macy, and here prints the system of classifica- 
tion recently worked out by that library. When 
it was decided that the Sheppard Library must 
be reclassified and recataloged, a study of 
existing classifications was made. The only 
one found at all feasible was the one in use 
at the Lloyd Library in Cincinnati, and that 
was made a basis for the new classification. 
Many variations have been made, however, 
some classes having been entirely changed, and 
others modified or amplified. 

The classes are indicated by letters, from 
A to Z, subdivided again by letters as BA, 
BB, BC, etc. When these sub-classes are 
again divided, lower-case letters are used, as 
BD, BDa, etc. The general classes as assigned 
are: 

A Bibliography. 

B-K Chemistry. Public health. Bacteriol- 
ogy. 

L-0 Botany. Materia medica, etc. 

P-V Pharmacy. 
W-Z Miscellaneous. 



The classification scheme of the Library 
for Municipal Research at Harvard Univer- 
sity. Joseph Wright, Cambridge, Mass.: 
Harvard Univ. 265 p. 50 c 

This pamphlet is mainly devoted to an out- 
line of the classification scheme, published at 
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the request of many similar institutions in 
different parts of the country. In his prefa- 
tory iiOte Mr. Wright, who is the library's 
superintendent, explains that it does not pro- 
fess to be a final or even satisfactory plan, 
but it has been found simple and one easily 
permitting amendment, rearrangement, or ex- 
pansion as the need appears. 

The plan used is that of alphabetical desig- 
nations assigned arbitrarily to general divi- 
sions of the subject, with a decimal system 
of subdivision. The shelf mark is always a 
combination of letters and figures. 

The Harvard collection contains about 4000 
volumes and 3000 pamphlets, exclusive of the 
many thousand items cataloged in the main 
library. For a collection of 10,000 volumes 
or less the system will be found satisfactory. 

Bound volumes of city documents, city 
manuals, council proceedings, textbooks, etc, 
form the classes A to G, and the rest of the 
field of municipal government is divided into 
ten classes and lettered from H to Z. Each 
class is composed of as many groups as will 
fit into it, and each group is designated by a 
nuniber or series of numbers. Subdivisions 
are provided for each group, and are noted 
by a second sequence of numbers coming 
after a decimal. The letter and group num- 
ber forms the first part of the shelfmark, 
and the arrangement of the material in a 
given group is indicated by a series of num- 
bers placed beneath the group number. This 
is arranged by numbering each state in al- 
phabetical order, i to 50, and the cities in 
the state in the same manner. Thus N 68 



32.7 
indicates: N 68 Fire department; ;^ New 
York State; 7 Buffalo. Uniform boxes are 
used for miscellaneous pamphlets, clippings, 
etc., not easily ranged on the shelves. 

The main heads are arranged as follows, 
and to make the system more clear, the 
main subdivisions under N are also given. 
Each subdivision is again broken into smaller 
groups.

A scheme of classification for a theological 
library. Earl M. Wilbur. Spec. Libs., May, 

19.17. p. 74-78. 

Dr. Wilbur, who is president of the Pacific 
Unitarian School for the Ministry at Berke- 
ley, Cal., did not evolve this system without 
considerable thought and study. During the 
six years it was in the making he was giving 
instruction in four of the five main divisions 
of theology, and wac lecturing each year upon 
the subject of Theological Encyclopedia, in 
which all the divisions and subdivisions of 
theology are discussed in outline, with a view 
to their mutual relations and several prob- 
lems. In addition he had access in manu- 
script form to the classifications in use in 
other theological libraries, and consulted many 
bibliographies of theology. The system was 
kept plastic for some six years and was modi- 
fied again and again. 

"The system described has a maximum 
provision for twenty-six main subjects. 
These main subjects or departments are 
designated by letters, and are divided by 
figures into classes according to the nature 
of the matter included; and these classes are 
again subdivided on the decimal principle. 
The subdivisions are worked out along dif- 
ferent lines, as the nature of the subject re- 
quires. Thus in Systematic Theology a scheme 
of doctrinal subdivisions is added to the class 
number; in Biblical Theology a scheme of 
Bible subdivisions is called for; in Biblical 
Philology and elsewhere a scheme of lan- 
guage numbers is applied; in Historical The- 
ology chronological or geographical divisions 
are used; and in several classes it is conve- 
nient to subdivide according to sects. Stand- 
ard schemes of subdivision numbers are 
worked out for each of these lines, and can 
easily be applied at will to any class. These 
schemes may also be combined; thus, Mod- 
ern Church History may be divided first by 
sects, and these sects again divided in turn 
according to countries. , In addition to these 
subdivision numbers, a more general scheme 
of subdivisions is worked out which may be 
applied to any class or sub-class whatever, 
and in the detail system recurs again and 
again. It is as follows :

"In the whole scheme as worked out some 
2000 subjects are covered, as shown in the 
subject index. 

"Two or three matters of detail may be of 
interest. We shelve translations after the 
original by adding to the original author 
number a point and the language number of 
the translation. A work about another 
work bears the same autho'r number with it, 
but adds the second author's initial. Where 
a society, institution or periodical is taken as 
author, the author number is based not on the 
first word of the society's name, but upon an 
artificial word formed of the initials of the 
name with the addition of vowels to make 
it pronounceaUe. Thus, the author number 
for Society for Promoting Christian Knowl- 
edge would be based on Sofprock, thus dis- 
tinguishing it from the many other 'societies'; 
and the American Journal of Theology would 
be distinguished from the many other 'Ameri- 
can Journals' by the name Ajoth."

Two general classification schemes for for- 
estry data and literature have previously been 
proposed, but both have proved inadequate 
to meet the needs of intensive specialization. 
So early in 191 5 Mr. Korstian, who has charge 
of research for the Forest Service at Ogden, 
Utah, prepared a tentative outline based on 
these two schemes and the filing schemes used 
in the different branches and offices of the 
U. S. Forest Service. This outline was sub- 
mitted to several prominent foresters and 
librarians, who suggested a number of 
dianges. 

The decimal system of classification has 
been preserved thruout, the field of forestry 
being divided into nine component parts, and 
the system has proved equally applicable to the 
indexing and classifying of books and pam- 
phlets on the shelves, cards in the catalog, 
and clippings and notes in any form. The 
scheme is intended to serve a dual purpose, 
for compilation and for cataloging.

CLEARING HOUSES 

—For Civil and Social Activities 

A ''clearing house for civic and social activ- 
ities" has been started by the Ohio Institute 
for Public Efficiency in Columbus, Ohio, and 
is described by R. E. Miles, the director of the 
institute, in an article in the December num- 
ber of Special Libraries. The clearing house 
is one of the functions of a department of 
social service which has just been organized 
and which will begin its active work July i. 



The work of the clearing house will be spe- 
cially devoted to gathering material concern- 
mg the activities particularly prominent in 
Ohio and will endeavor ''(i) to gather such 
reports as are available in much the same way 
as municipal and reference libraries, and (2) 
to list the organizations which have been or 
are at work upon a common problem even 
when no reports have been compiled or are 
available. The information is to be gained 
thru questionnaires sent out several times a 
year and thru the reports issued by the several 
organizations. By means of suitable filing 
and cross reference arrangements, this ma- 
terial will in course of time afford a fairly 
comprehensive view of (i) the kinds of civic 
and social activities which are being carried 
on in a given place, and (2) the places where 
a common civic or social activity is being 
carried on." 

The department of which this is a branch 
has been established at the request of social 
workers of Ohio for the purpose of centraliz- 
ing social effort in the state and avoiding 
duplication of effort and overhead expense 
thru a multiplication of organizations.

Keeping an index that finds clippings. Henry 
M. Wood. Factory, Jan., 1917. p. 136-144. 

The filing system described in this article 
is based upon the card index. "For personal 
use," says Mr. Wood, "a card index may be 
made a record of anything that may come in 
handy at some future time. Miscellaneous 
bits of information, formulas, and small 
clippings can frequently be embodied com- 
pletely on the card. . . . Articles dealing espe- 
cially with your work can be conveniently in- 
dexed and referred to either in the general 
magazine or in a book of clippings. Ad- 
vertisements of distinctly new and improved 
machines indexed in a similar manner are 
often desirable." Books are indexed under 
their general subject headings and often it is 
advantageous to make an abstract of a book 
or long article and file the abstract. As pub- 
lished indexes cover general references Mr. 
Wood indexes only those topics which are 
of personal interest. ' 

In order that the system be most efficient 
and compact, the card index must be used in 
conjunction with some convenient means of 
filing clippings. Envelopes filed as index 
cards, the vertical letter file, scrap books into 
which clippings are pasted were found unsatis- 
factory; two sizes of loose leaf binders have 
proved best suited to the system. The sizes 
used are those of the majority of standard 
magazines, nine by twelve inches and six by 
nine inches. "To prepare a clipping for the 
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binder/' explains Mr. Wood, "I tear off the 
outside covers of the magazine, pry open and 
remove the wire staples and take out such 
leaves as contain the desired articles. Unless 
the article clipped is continued piecemeal on 
different pages scattered thru the magazine, 
no extra work is required except to paste the 
edges of the several pages together and punch 
them. Tough fibre covers, each with two 
holes punched at the left edge, constitute the 
binders. Clippings are punched to correspond 
and held in place by long-shanked flat-headed 
paper fasteners clinched by a washer/' The 
chief value of the binders is that they are 
flexible, and the number of clippings which can 
be accommodated depends only upon the 
length of the paper fasteners used. 

The clippings are numbered consecutively as 
they are inserted in the file. "The index will 
locate the clipping by page number. It is con- 
venient to use but one serial number for each 
clipping, no matter how many pages the 
clipping may contain, placing the serial num- 
ber in red !nk at the top of every right-hand 
page." Material can be interpolated by using 
decimal numbering ; new clippings inserted be- 
tween 74 and 75 would be numbered 74.5 and 
74.6. The binders are also designated by con- 
secutive numbers. 

The card index bears the number of the 
binder as well as the page number of the 
clipping, the subject heading which is written 
in red ink at the top, the author's title of the 
article, the author's name, the name of the 
magazine or book in which the article is found, 
the date or volume, the page number, and the 
approximate length of the article. A brief 
outline on the index card of the nature of the 
article is desirable in judging its probable 
value for reference. The general methods of 
indexing are those commonly employed in 
public libraries.

COMMERCIAL LIBRARIES 

The commercial library. L. Stanly Jast. 
Lib^ Assn. Rec, April, 1917. p. 118-124. 

To the many schemes and suggestions for 
the reorganization of British trade and indus- 
try after the war, the librarian can make two 
valuable contributions — ^the technical library 
and the commercial library. The technical 
library is already well understood; the com* 
mercial library is less well known. It is more 
than a mere collection of commercial litera- 
ture ; it is the collection, indexing and dissemi- 
nation of information useful to the merchant 



and manufacturer. The technical library is 
for the producer; the commercial library for 
the distributor. 

Every library is a combination of three 
factors — Books, Building, and "Brains." Con- 
sidering the commercial library under these 
three heads, under Books there will be 
included a great deal of material of the 
pamphlet variety. First place may be given to 
government and official documents, including 
railway and shipping publications. In addition 
a working collection of general and special 
reference books, yearbooks, dictionaries of for- 
eign languages, calculating and currency tables, 
and books on all phases, of commercial prac- 
tice should be included Books on the trade 
of the local district are essential, as well as 
atlases, maps, directories, telegn'^ph and cable 
codes, and the commercial, financial and busi- 
ness papers and journals. 

Secondly, Building. The commercial library 
must be located wherever the center of the 
business life of the city is found. Its extent 
will depend upon the scope of the library, and 
should provide suflicient space for proper 
shelving of books, the display of maps, a ver- 
tical file, and card indexes, and if possible some 
tables for single readers. Only current ma- 
terial should be kept here, historical material 
being kept in the general library. 

As to Brains, the head of the library must 
be a librarian, trained to organize printed 
material and to provide it with catalog and in- 
dex. Mr. Jast advocates breaking up many 
bo,oks into fragments and discarding the un- 
essential parts, filing under specific subjects 
the sections kept. "The treatment of much 
documentary and ofiicial matter in this way 
would eliminate the need for a good deal of 
indexing. One has to index because the 
matter is in many different places. Bring 
the matter together in one place, and all you 
need then is to index that place. This method 
comes very clearly under the head of brains, 
and brains there must be in order to select, 
and to know what to keep and what not to 
keep." 

The highly organized commercial library will 
be limited to the large towns in the center of 
a manufacturing area. Each should be closely 
in touch with the Board of Trade, and act 
partly as branches of its library, performing 
in turn a similar function toward the smaller 
collections in its own neighborhood. The 
cost of the commercial library may be partly 
met from the library tax or a special grant, 
and partly by the Board of Trade. 

COMinSSIONS, Library 

The work of the traveling librarian. Anna

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Abridged from a paper on "A library for 
the state-at-large," which covered the work of 
the Pennsylvania Library Commission. The 
topography, strong racial antipathies, rich na- 
tural resources and their attendant extremes 
of wealth and poverty, put some serious ob- 
stacles in the way of the library organizer. 

The first year was one of exploration and 
discovery, with the commission as a friendly 
backer and helper^ and a cordial reception was 
given by the majority of librarians and trus- 
tees, once the organizer's purpose was under- 
stood. The library visitor, when asked, helps 
to arouse interest in the library idea, to launch 
the movement, to raise money, to find a room 
and furnish it, to get books, a librarian, sup- 
plies, etc. When all is ready, the organizer 
returns and superintends the organizing if a 
trained librarian cannot be afforded. Volun- 
teer help in the work of preparation is dis- 
tracting, but it makes the finest foundation of 
interest for the future growth of the library.

Public Library has 
this year shared with other libraries, the hard 
lot of not having sufficient money for new 
books. The librarian, accordingly, conceived 
the plan of co-operating with the manager of 
the moving picture theater to bring good films 
to Pendleton, illustrating books in the library. 
The profits, after all expenses are paid, are 
shared equally by the theater and the library. 
The librar/s share has been enough to make 
worth while the effort of the librarian. 

COUNTY LIBRARY WORK 

In an interesting letter to this office, Lueva 
Montgomery, librarian of the Stinson Memo- 
rial Library, Anna, 111., writes of the county 
extension work she has been doing in Union 
county. 

"When I came to Anna in July, 1914, to 
organize and become librarian of the Stinson 
Memorial Library," she writes, "I was de- 
lighted to find that, by the terms of the will 
of Captain Robert B. Stinson, who bequeathed 
the endowment to the city of Anna, the library 
was to be free to both city and county. The 
fact that the library is supported entirely by 
the endowment has enabled us to do county 



extension work that other libraries in Illinois 
are not able to do. 

"Publicity thru the county papers, the county 
fair, and the teachers' institute brought many 
patrons from the surrounding villages and 
country, but far from the number that the 
library was capable of serving. So we de- 
termined to increase the use of the library by 
visiting a number of rural schools one day 
each week, and supplying the children there 
with books. 

"Two routes were mapped out, each about 
twenty five miles in length, with six schools on 
one and five on the other. Then I had made 
two bookcases, each to hold about 75 books, of 
such shape as to fit on the floor and back seat 
of a surrey. One day each week I drove over 
one of these routes, thus visiting each school 
once in two weeks. The bookcases are taken 
directly into the schoolroom and the children 
choose their books and have them charged 
just as they would at the main library. 

"At the opening of the school, Sept. i, I 
made the first trip and was much pleased with 
the reception I received from the children and 
the teachers. Each trip since has but increased 
my initial pleasure. The opportunity of study- 
ing the needs of the schools, and of putting 
into the hands of the children just the books 
they ought to have, are important features of 
the work. But more important is the fact 
that the reading habit is being formed by 
many boys and girh who would never have 
found their way to the main library. 

"The outlook is promising. I have now 
made seven trips, have added 400 new bor- 
rowers and have circulated 1,346 books. It 
was feared that the interest would die when 
the novelty had worn off after the first visit 
or two, but the interest increases with every 
visit, each trip bringing us from 15 to 40 new 
members. There was some prejudice to over- 
come, many of the fathers being afraid "there 
was some catch in it," but that is gradually 
working itself off, and many of the parents 
are now sending by the children for the books. 
It is not the intention to confine the work to 
the schools. Stops will be made at residences 
along the routes as soon as the school work 
is well organized. 

"There is no estimating the far-reaching 
influence of the work. As one of the teachers 
said when I spoke to him of tlie number who 
were using the book-wagon, *You do not know 
how many people are reading these books. 
Every book that my pupils take home is read 
by all the members of the family before, it is 
returned.' *' 



Guilford county, N. C, has set a good 
example of town and country co-operation. 
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says The Progressive Farmer, The county 
commissioners there and the authorities of 
the city of Greensboro arc co-operating to 
make the Greensboro Library a county li- 
brary instead of a city library. The commis- 
sioners have appropriated $1250 a year to 
help support the library on condition that all 
white residents of the country have equal 
privileges in getting and using books on call, 
and that six library sub-stations be established 
at six post offices in the county. Fifty vol- 
umes are sent to each post office for one 
month and then a new lot of fifty is sent 
Of course, these six sub-stations are so situ- 
ated that nearly everybody in the county is 
now in reach of the world's best literature. 

— Legislation 

Summary of county library laws. Julia A. 
Robinson, Pub. Libs., Jan., 1917. p. 17-19. 

In this summary Miss Robinson takes up 
one by one the following points, g^iving brief- 
ly the practice of the different states on each : 
support, government, powers of library board, 
initiative, location, period of existence, extent 
of service, methods of service, librarian, and 
operation. 

She concludes with the following suggested 
provisions for a good county law: 

Support — ^Tax levy adequate for mamtenance, ex- 
empting towns with free libraries. 

Government — Library board (5 or 7) selected from 
residents of the county by county officers, for a 
sUted term (3 to 5 years), or a contract with an 
established library. 

Powers of Kbrary board — Should be -clearly de- 
fined. 

Initiative — By county (or township) officers with 
or without a petition signed by a majority of resi> 
dent taxpayers. 

Location^— County seat or elsewhere. 

Building — By tax or gift, erection in hands of li- 
brary ^ board. 

Period of existence — ^Terminated only by majority 
▼ote of taxpayers, and definite terms by contract. 

Extent of service — Whole or part of a county^ an- 
other county, excepting communities with public li- 
braries established. 

Method of service — Direct loan, branches, stations, 
schools, libraries, book wagons, etc. 

Librarian — Qualifications required open to discus- 
sion, but appointment and removal with library board, 
and regular reports required to library board and 
state library commission. 

Operation — Even with best possible law the help 
of commissions is needed to give information, arouse 
interest and promote county library projects.

DELIVERY OF BOOKS 

—By Parcel Post 

By co-operation between the postmaster of 
St Louis and the Public Library, an effort 
is being made to deliver with special prompt- 
ness books ordered by parcel post from the 
library. The post office now sends a special 
wagon to the library for such books twice a 



day — at 10 a. m. and 5.30 p. m. In the case of 
orders received by the library before 10 a. m., 
books will be delivered by parcel post to those 
who ask for them before the end of the same 
day. For orders received prior to 5.30 p. m., 
the books will be delivered in the early morn- 
ing mail. Special labels bearing the words 
"Books from the Public Library" will be 
placed on all packages, and post office em- 
ployes will have orders to handle such material 
promptly. This applies, of course, to books 
that are on the shelves when the order arrives. 
In case the book ordered should not be on the 
shelves, the order will be placed on the waiting 
list and delivery will be made in the order of 
application. 

Persons using the parcel post service must 
leave a small deposit for postage. 

The post office is also trying the experiment 
of circularizing the city at its own expense 
with regard to the facilities offered by the 
library for the circulation of books thru the 
parcel post. The circulars will be delivered 
by the carriers with the mail over a designated 
region of the city. If statistics show the par- 
cel post use of books has been materially in- 
creased over this region, the rest of the city 
will be circularized in the same manner.

The Free Library of Newton, Mass., has start- 
ed experimental service to residents on three 
of Newton's hills— Chestnut Hill, Waban Hill, 
and Oak Hill. On one day of each week the 
library will make a house-to-house delivery 
of books. Upon request the driver will call 
Thursday morning to collect books to be re- 
turned, and books will be delivered in the 
afternoon or as soon thereafter as possible. 
Orders for books may be mailed or telephoned, 
or written orders may be given to the driver. 

DEPARTMENTAL LIBRARIES 

A new method for increasing the chemis- 
try department library of the University of 
Southern California has been applied by Dr. 
L. S. Weatherby, professor of chemistry. In 
stead of requiring that the students in his class 
in elementary, organic, food and textile chemis- 
try shall purchase text-books, he permits 
them to contribute to a fund, whereby a wide 
variety of books is made available for all 
members of the class. This class recently so 
contributed $25. The plan bids fair to be 
taken up by other departments of the uni- 
\ersity. 

DETROIT EDISON CO. LIBRARY 

The work of the Detroit Edison Company's 
library. Maude A. Carabin. Spec. Libs,, Oct., 
1916. p. 133-140. 
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The librarian of a business library should 
hare a comprehensive knowledge of the com- 
pany's interests and problems; he must not 
only provide a practical survey of the technical 
and commercial phases of industry, but also 
maintain a breadth of vision and interest 
equal in scope to that of the broadest depart- 
ment of the business. He should develop a 
taste for technical study and assume the re- 
sponsibility to act as a positive, informing 
agent so that the departmental directors of 
the company can feel assured that no new 
principle or item of importance will be allowed 
to escape their notice. As the business library 
must represent an economy, not a luxury, a 
business librarian cannot adhere strictly to Ihe 
practices of a purely professional librarian. 
He must devise measures to keep himself 
informed of the scope and progress of the 
business of the company 

In the Detroit Edison Co. the extreme need 
of a central reference department is evident 
from the fact that equi-important centers of 
activity are located in several different parts 
of the city. Each center contains informa- 
tion of common interest which a general 
library should know of and classify so as to 
incorporate it into permanent reference files. 
This work could be effected "by the estab- 
lishment of a central bureau, preferably the 
library, authorized to acquaint itself with all 
material which is to be preserved permanently 
in the files of any department. All material 
would be classified for filing by this central 
department and such data, reports and rec- 
ords as are of peculiar interest to a particular 
department would be returned to that depart- 
ment as a permanent charge." The Detroit 
Edison Co. has the beginnings of such a sys- 
tem in connection with its research depart- 
ment, ''the latter bearing such relation to the 
organization as to know of or receive reports 
of practically all matters of importance that 
are under investigation.^' 

A filing system was evolved, direct in its 
management and construction, which was de- 
signed "to accommodate only such material 
as does not lend itself to the general library 
shelves. . . . The material filed readily falls 
into two classes: that which is assimilaied 
thru correspondence . . . and, secondly, that 
which comes in the shape of reports of inves- 
tigations, routine tests . . ." etc. Clippings are 
rarely filed because, considering the energy, 
cost and annoyance necessary to put them 
into fit condition for dling, the librarian judges 
it more economical to put the entire magazine 
on the shelf. The first class of material, the 
correspondence, comprises the larger and more 
complex group. Two duplicate copies of each 
letter are made; the first is filed wherever its 



content logically demands, the second is filed 
alphabetically according to addressee in the 
correspondence section. The second class of 
material is filed according to the subject of 
which it treats and is cross-indexed accord- 
ing to author in a card index file. 

The physical mechanism of the filing system 
is described and a section of the filing out- 
line in much detail is cited. Strict adherence 
to the nomenclature is insisted upon in order 
to insure consistency; definitions of many 
general sub-heads are included in the article. 

The method outlined by Miss Carabin has 
shown in practice several distinct advantages: 
(i) it is impossible to lose material thru for- 
getting where it was filed; (2) special group- 
ing of material makes data on a certain subiect 
available; (3) having all material on a trans- 
action 'in one parcel is satisfactory; (4) the 
system does not change with each new derk; 
(5) the filing outline eliminates the tendency 
to inconsistency. A salient feature of the 
Detroit Edison Ca library is its technical 
periodical service. In this connection the 
librarian has built up a schedule of the inter- 
ests of the various individuals of the com- 
pany and upon request extends this service 
to any person who will thereby receive auto- 
matically such articles as interest him when- 
ever they appear. This service brings to his 
desk the gleanings of 130 picked journals with 
the request that they be returned by a speci- 
fied date, depending upon the demand for the 
journal. 

Published articles which may be of interest 
to the company in the future but which can 
then be readily available thru periodical in- 
dexes, the library does not preserve. If the 
article is of immediate interest, a card is placed 
in the catalog bearing the citation. The library 
also acts as investigator, submits briefs, com- 
piles data, furnishes bibliographies, classifies 
books and government publications, pays much 
attention to catalog literature and tries to keep 
complete files of new trade literature. 

DIRECTORIES 

Building up directories as advertising 
medium. John Cotton Dana. Address before 
Philadelphia Convention A. A. C. of W., 
June 27. Printed in part in Printers' Ink, 
Je. 29, 1916. p. 33-26. 

"As I have handled books for twenty-five 
years, and as my library has perhaps promoted 
the use of directories of all kinds by men of 
affairs more than any other library of any 
kind or any size ever did, I may be par- 
doned for daring to give directory advice. 

"Your directories arc all very much alike, 
both in contents and typography. . . . You are 
afraid to make a different kind of a directory 
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lest yoa lose some of your customers. . . . 
you are held down to routine by what we 
commonly call conservatism, but is in fact 
often plain dullness, lack of vision and 
especially of foresight and imagination." The 
important changes which have taken place 
during the last two decades in printing and 
in the means of transportation and communi 
cation have not affected the art of directory 
compilation, printing and publication so great- 
ly as they should have. "I suggest that you 
appoint a committee of three, give them a 
reasonable appropriation, and ask them to 
investigate the subject of the compilation, the 
contents and the typographic style of direc- 
tories in this and all other countries and bring 
to you recommendations based thereon." An- 
swers might be found to questions like these: 

(i) Since up to a certain point the larger 
the page, the type being the same, the easier 
it is to consult a huge alphabetical list like a 
directory, .should you, therefore, enlarge your 
pages? (2) In some countries the govern- 
ment aids instead of hindering the production 
of directories; why should not this country, 
thru the postal department, aid the directories ? 

(3) Many persons would buy directories if 
persuaded of their value. Could you lend 
them to advantage at a small sum per day? 

(4) The business part of directories is of very 
great value and would be of still greater value 
if it were better edited. Would it pay to make 
it a more complete index of the city's many 
products? (5) A directory has one large 
folding map, difficult to handle and easily 
torn. Would it pay to cut up a second copy 
and bind it as part of the book itself? The 
increasing size of cities and the motor-car 
habit indicates that maps will be used more 
than ever before. (6) Elaborate directories 
must pay, or those of Europe, like the Didot- 
Bottin of Paris and France, would not be 
produced. Can more be learned from their 
xtietliods ? 

The Directory Journal, if generously sup- 
ported, could afford to gather and study sta- 
tistics on directories and methods of making 
them pay. In its office it should have an ex- 
cellent library of information on the art of 
directoyr making ,advertising and selling from 
all countries, an da great collection of direc- 
tories. 

Telephone directories are daily growing in 
size and number and completeness; the growth 
of trade directories has been prodigious in the 
past twenty years. The possibility of estab- 
lishing profitable relations between the regular 
directories and these special ones should be 
considered. 

"Put copies of the directory in the upper 
grammar grades of the schools on condition 



that the teacher will give a series of lessons 
on the city based on the directory. It might 
be wise for this special purpose to bind several 
copies in parts, by subjects or even dividing 
up the main alphabet. 

"Sell a directory to the library or even give 
one the first year. If you don't dare give a 
new one, give an old one. The second year the 
librarian must buy or be severely criticised 
by the taxpayers. Help all the larger libraries 
in the country, say 500 of them, to get direc- 
tories a year old from other cities. . . . Every 
open collection of directories you .can get 
established in this country— even if most of 
its volumes are a year old — will prove a 
never-resting teacher in the art of directory 
using and an ever-active promoter of under- 
standing of their tremendous value." 



More and more emphasis is being placed 
each year on the reference value of collections 
of city, trade, and telephone directories in pub- 
lic libraries, and annual reports are beginning 
to contain notes, as did Buffalo's for 1916, of 
the deposit in the public library by a directory 
publishing company of a collection of direc- 
tories covering many cities. As far back as 
1905 Mr. Dana foresaw their value and pur- 
chased 74 for the Newark Library, and to- 
day he has over 700 on his library shelves. 

Example of the variety of information 
which a modem city directory contains is re- 
vealed by a study of the huge volume which 
contains the data for New York City. All 
the great industries of the country are in one 
way or another represented in New York, and 
consequently recorded in the city directory. 

Up to 1913 the directory had been only al- 
phabetically compiled, but in 1914, when the 
R. L. Polk Company succeeded as publishers 
of this — 'America's oldest directory (estab- 
lished in 1786), they inaugurated a radical 
change, by combining in one great volume the 
former city directory and adding a complete 
business, professional and trade directory, 
thus doubling its reference value. In this busi- 
ness section of the new consolidated New 
York city directory, all names of business or 
professional people which appear in the alpha- 
betical part, are again printed, but they are 
now compiled by classifications according to 
business, trade or profession. There are over 
7000 such listings, while the alphabetical sec- 
tion holds about 1,200,000 names. 

This directory also contains important cor- 
poration and copartnership data — giving in 
connection with all incorporated companies 
the state where incorporated and names of 
the officers, while firms, trade-names and part- 
nerships are followed by names of the partners 
or proprietors. 

A special "Miscellaneous department" con- 
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tains a complete street directory and full in- 
formation about the organization of all city, 
state and federal government departments lo- 
cated in New York.

ELEMENTARY SCHOOL LIBRARIES 

Report of the elementary-school committee. 
Effie L. .Power. Jour, of Nat Educ. Assn. 
March, 1917. p. 671-672. 

Report made to the library department of 
the N. £. A. at New York City in July, 1916. 

Since the authorization of the elementary- 
school committee in 1914 its aim has been 
to cover the field of library work in elemen- 
tary schools in connection with library sys- 
tems of large cities only — leaving out rural 
and normal school work. 

During the past year the chief work of the 
committee has been to develop the book-col- 
lection needed for departmental-library work 
with the elementary schools. 

Such a collection should contain principally 
books for children's, home reading, as well as 
books for class work and supplementary read- 
ing. Such books for home reading should 
differ from those found in a library room as 
follows: the standard of selection should be 
higher, the number of titles less; there should 
be more duplicates of standard and classic 
books ; the local school course of study should 
be more fully considered, and the collection 
correlated to all other collections in the local 
sdiools. 

Since no satisfactory short list has been 
fotmd as an aid in book selection for the 
libraries or schools beginning departmental- 
library work in elementary schools on a small 
scale, a tentative list of 800 has been pre- 
pared, including a selection of standard and 
classic books together with a number of 
books on subjects of common demand. This 
is recommended at present, altho the com- 
mittee plans to extend the list to 1000 or 1200 
titles, arranged by grades with descriptive 
notes on each book. 

The committee realizes that any list will 
need supplementing to meet the individual 
school's demand. The list is also made on the 
plan of a definite scheme of distribution. 

The committee recommends not more than 
fifteen or twenty titles for the first grade, 
with an increase of five for the second grade, 
with sufficient duplication of every book. The 
books should be, chiefly, selected folk-lore 
and poetry. 

Grade three should include a wider field in 
poetry and folk-lore; with an introduction of 



nature subjects and biography introduced in 
grade four. , 

In grade seven an increase in the number 
of bopks should begin, as the child's taste 
either stagnates or grows rapidly, and there- 
fore a greater variety of books will be de- 
manded. Standard adult fiction, and adult 
books of biography, history and science should 
be added. 

Miss Power adds that in listing the classics 
for children, particular attention has been 
given to the selection of attractive editions, 
altho cheaper ones have been added as well.

Co-operation between libraries and the en- 
gineering profession. Kenneth Walker. Spec, 
Libs., Dec, 1916. p. 167-170. 

Address before the Special Libraries Associ- 
ation at Asbury Park, June 30, 1916. 

"To summarize then there should be (i) a 
committee chosen from this Association with 
a possible advisory or consulting committee 
of interested engineers, (2) this committee 
should work on a roster of sponsored libra- 
ries, (3) there should be published a list of 
the sponsored libraries and distributed widely 
and .effectively, (4) the publication of an in- 
dex of at least the important works of each 
collection, (5) a suitable code of inter-opera- 
tion, (6) education of the clientele in the use 
of the service which will partly come under 
the heading of publicity, (7) the consideration 
of the introduction into engineering schools of 
instruction in library practice based on prac- 
tice, now followed two years with satisfactory 
results by Mr. Hendry of Pratt Institute Li- 
brary, in exchange for the unorganized in- 
structions and problems now carried on in 
certain engineering schools, (9) rounding up 
of all additional information as previously 
mentioned, (10) well directed publicity." 

EUROPEAN WAR 

— Effect on British Libraries 

War finance and public libraries. George 
T. Shaw. Lib. Assn, Rec, Apr., 1916. p. 

139-145. 
This paper was read at the annual meeting 

of the N. W. Branch of the L. A. at Bolton, 
on Jan. 26, 1916. In August, 1915, the 
Local Government Board issued a circular 
recommending economy in expenditure on 
such objects as parks, recreation grounds, 
libraries, etc.; in considering this circular, the 
Council of the Library Association expressed 
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approval of it, but also the "earnest hope that 
nothing will be done to impair the efficiency 
and usefulness of public libraries, which have 
been established after much effort and at a 
comparatively small cost to local authorities." 
And Mr. Shaw here urges librarians to give 
wider publicity to the motion of the Council, 
which was carried unanimously. 

War has never suppressed libraries, but has 
rather made their creation a necessity and 
stimulated their development. The British 
Museum was opened in the middle of the 
Seven Years* War. Among other libraries 
founded in wartime are the L.iverpool Lyceum 
Library and the Birmingham Old Library; 
the need for the Atheneum, Liverpool, was 
caused by the Napoleonic wars and the Irish 
rebellion. Following the Napoleonic wars, 
with their after-effects of suffering, came 
great educational development, preparing the 
way for the Public Libraries Act and, later, 
the demand for Foster's Elementary Educa- 
tion Act of 1870. Since there is a "similarity 
between the rate supporting the public library 
of to-day and the subscription which sup- 
ported the proprietary libraries of the eigh- 
teenth and nineteenth centuries," there cannot 
possibly be more need now than then for cur- 
tailment of library expenditure. It is practi- 
cally a voluntary rate, levied for something 
which the people require. 

Nor is the library a pure luxury. Mr. Shaw 
asserts, as one illustration, 'Sn our reference 
library at Liverpool (I refer to the Picton 
Reading-room), where no fiction is issued, and 
where even in wartime we issue an average 
of 500 volumes per day, 80 per cent, of those 
issues are directly connected with the trades, 
professions, or occupations which provide the 
people who are making the researches — and 
many- others — with their means of subsist- 
ence." Public libraries also collect informa- 
tion for the future. False economy regarding 
books on trade and technical subjects will 
handicap the country for the commercial war 
which will follow the declaration of peace; 
"the two nations which are England's most 
dangerous rivals for the commerce of the 
world are the two that have been and are 
most lavish in their expenditure on library 
administration, viz., America and Germany. 
Nor should library work now be discouraged 
among the children or among those who for- 
merly spent their time in pursuit of pleasure 
in public houses that are now closed more 
hours than they are open." 



Public library reconstruction and co-opera- 
tion with the libraries of allied countries. 
Librarian and Book World, Oct., 19x6. p. 4^45* 

The subject of reconstruction of public libra- 



I rics in England is before the Reconstruction 
Conunittee. The article which is here digested 
contains suggestions of the way in which 
British libraries may be improved from an 
educational standpoint and from the point of 
view of commerce. "There are three or four 
libraries in the country," reads the article, 
"already making tentative efforts to be useful 
in a practical way to local business houses. 
But the system should be extended to all libra- 
ries, as well as in those libraries in which it 
is already in existence to a limited extent 
It should be possible for any business man to 
make application at his local library for infor- 
mation of any kind with the certainty of ob- 
taining it. . . . But the smaller center — 
'smaller* being used to denote the demand and 
not the actual population served — must be able 
to obtain information from the nearest large 
center. Each local library must make special 
provision of books on all local industries. . . . 
A model 'technical collection,' selected by a 
committee of practical experts under govern- 
ment auspices should be available for all libra- 
ries. A central circulating reference library 
should be established as soon as possible to 
be ready at the end of the war. Home and 
foreign language collections, both practical 
and literary, should be formed, together with 
collections of foreign business books in all 
languages." A government pamphlet should 
be issued dealing with library needs and un- 
developed possibilities. 

In the extension of "extra" local library 
activity, the writer suggests a system of "car- 
avan libraries" for rural districts similar to 
the traveling libraries in use in the United 
Slates. Further extension might be effected 
by regarding public libraries as centers or 
bureaus in touch with consular trade offices, 
boards of trade, foreign trade offices, etc. 
They would act as distributing centers for the 
information published by these various offices 
and would obtain foreign and national infor- 
mation from these offices for local applicants 
requiring specific facts. Strenuous efforts 
should also be made to reduce the supply of 
fiction, "perhaps even to prohibit the issue of 
adult fiction." and to increase the provision of 
trade and professional and educational peri- 
odical publications. 

"The changes or developments outlined in 
the foregoing may be brought about in one of 
the three following ways: (a) By the forma- 
tion of a government department; (b) By the 
formation of an inter-departmental office of 
the local government board. (So far as gov- 
ernment takes official notice of libraries it is 
done thru the local government board) ; (c) 
By a system of subsidies or book grants. (The 
best example of this system is to be found in 
Ontario.) . . . 
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"There are many directions in which co-op- 
eration can take place between the libraries 
of this country [Great Britain] and the Allies. 
Five stand out prominently, however: (i) 
The formation of national library systems in 
allied countries on a plan combining the ad- 
vantages of the systems of this cotmtry and 
America; the adoption for the libraries of this 
country of certain features from the libraries 
of foreign cotmtries (notably the trade libra- 
rie^i of Paris, the provision of museums and 
trade exhibition of immediate local interest) ; 
(2) The exchange of librarians and assistants 
between this country and the countries of our 
Allies with the object of improving the institu- 
tions and the profession in all such countries ; 
1(3) The exchange of books as desired between 
all the allied countries; (4) The regular per- 
manent exchange of lists of publications and 
other information of use in the general scheme 
already outlined ; (5) The institution of a sys- 
tem of exchange information of all kinds be- 
tween library and library by direct means, 
i. e., definite questions; by indirect means, 
such as pamphlet, journal, or periodical." 



In opening a discussion on "The reorgani- 
zation of the library service for after-war 
conditions," before the Library Assistants 
Association in London, Jan. 10, Miss Gwen- 
dolen Rees, of the Tottenham Public Libra- 
ries, brought forward for discussion five im- 
portant matters, viz., the need for educating 
public opinion in regard to the many economic 
and social problems which will call for settle- 
ment after the war; the necessity for pro- 
viding technical books and periodicals to assist 
in the building up of new industries; the 
importance of the library as an adjunct to 
commercial enterprise, as seen recently in the 
opening of a Commercial Library at Glasgow ; 
the reorganization of the educational system, 
in which technical education shall occupy a 
prominent place; and, lastly, the question of 
educating library staffs in order that they shall 
be qualified to respond to the demands which 
will be made upon them. 



Public libraries and the coming trade war.

Urges the importance of the place public 
libraries must take in the future commerce 
and industry of the nation, and the necessity 
of immediate provision of information for the 
use of manufacturers and merchants, enumer- 
ating some of the classes of material which 
should be included in the commercial section 
of a reference library.

Since progress in the future must rest on 
knowledge of the past, the libraries are one 
of the most valuable assets of the world, and 
it is most shortsighted to cut down their 
appropriations now. The soldiers will come 
back after the war with new thoughts and a 
new determination that that for which they 
have fought and their brothers in arms have 
died, shall not be lost. They will return with 
impatience for all that is effete and ineffective, 
and the library, if it is to meet their new de- 
mands, must msLke systematic preparation, 
which spells organization and work. 

In a recent oration in Berlin, Prof. Adolf 
von Harnack emphasized the vital necessity 
of education for the rising generation, and 
this education included not only popular edu- 
cation but housing, prevention of disease, seri- 
ous popular high schools, popular libraries, 
and every facility to assist genuine talent. 

England must do as much, and to begin, 
closer co-operation and sympathy must be 
established between the education and library 
authorities. 

In every one of the great industrial centers, 
there should be, side by side with a fully 
equipped technological college, a fully 
equipped technological library, and its re- 
sources brought to the notice of all in any 
way interested in the development of local in- 
dustries. Likewise the business and commer- 
cial center of every important town should 
have in its heart a branch of the public library 
which should be a commercial bureau of in- 
formation, and also a clearing house for the 
collection and distribution of free material on 
the various industries. 

The Library Association would render a 
real service by compiling a list of the special 
collections to be found in the libraries of the 
United Kingdom. If this were done, and a 
system of inter-relation with inter-library 
loans established, a great saving of energy 
and resources would be effected. 

The principal libraries in a district should 
co-ordinate their forces — the commercial de- 
partments would be a good place to begin — 
so that an inquiry could be passed on from 
one to another and prompt service given. 

The time has come when some kind of cen- 
tral control should be instituted, with men of 
vision on the library committees and adequate 
remuneration for members of the staff. 

Henceforth more than ever the country must 
think and act imperially. There will be closer 
bonds of interest and commerce and general 
intercourse, and a new desire for emigration 
on the part of many men. Why should not a 
branch of the library be established in the 
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great commercial and agricultural and indus- 
trial centers, in co-operation with the Colonial 
Office and the offices of the various Dominions, 
to supply information to the prospective emi- 
grant as to the character of the various 
colonies ?

Why study Latin? was the questioning title 
of an exhibition held at the Flatbush branch 
of the Brooklyn Public Library, from May 
1-7. * The aim was to show why it pays to 
study Latin, and to make the subject more 
friendly and interesting to the Latin student. 
This exhibit was based on a plan made by 
Miss Frances £. Sabin of Madison. Wis., 
and was prepared by the Newark . Public Li- 
brary. It consisted of (i) a series of charts 
showing by printed descriptions, by diagrams 
and graphs and by pictures, the relation of 
Latin to modem life and education; (2) 
rather large pictures of Roman life, Roman 
architecture and portraits of eminent Romans ; 
and (3) a collection of books by Latin au- 
thors, text-books, Roman history, biography, 
etc 



In the Shakespeare exhibition in the John 
Rylands Library, described in the library's 
Bulletin for April to December. 1916, the ob-. 



ject kept in view in the selection and arrange- 
ment of material was to show the unfolding 
of Shakespeare's mind as it is reflected in his 
works. This was accomplished by exhibiting, 
not only original and early editions and fac- 
similes of the original quartos of the plays, 
but also the principal sources which Shake- 
speare employed in the composition of his 
dramas. The library brought together copies 
of the actual editions of the chief works to 
which the poet had access, probably upon the 
shelves of his own library. In addition to 
these direct Sources thefe was on display an 
interesting selection of contemporary works 
of a more general character, books which may 
be described as Shakespeare's general refer- 
ence books. Other exhibition cases were' de- 
voted to contemporary writings of topogra- 
phical or historical interest as bearing directly 
upon Shakespeare and his times, and to a 
collection of school-books, many of which 
were current in Shakespeare's day. With a 
view to increasing the educational value of 
the exhibition a descriptive catalog was issued, 
and the exhibition which was opened April 
19, 1916, remained on view until the early 
months of 1917. 

The Shakespeare commemoration was fur- 
ther marked by the delivery of two lectures 
by Prof. Richard G. Moulton of the University 
of Chicago on "Shakespeare as a dramatic 
artist" and "Shakespeare as a dramatic 
thinker." Arrangements were also made with 
William Poel, the founder and director of the 
Elizabethan Stage Society, to deliver a lec- 
ture upon "Shakespeare's stage and plays." 
Owing to illness Mr. Poel was prevented from 
fulfilling his engagement, but the substance of 
his lecture is given in the Bulletin and is also 
issued in separate form. This article, under 
the title "Some notes on Shakespeare's stage 
and plays," presents some new and interesting 
theories which are not likely to pass unchal- 
lenged. "The Elizabethan drama was written 
for the Elizabethan stage," writes Mr. Poel. 
"When the Elizabethan stage disappeared it 
became no longer possible to produce Eliza- 
bethan drama, for the dramatic construction 
of plays of that period was to a great extent 
dependent upon the form of the theater, which 
had very special features. . . If they 

[Shakespeare's plays] do not act well on the 
modem stage it is because our actor-managers 
no longer understand how to present them." 

The library exhibition was supplemented in 
Manchester at the Whitworth Art Gallery by 
an interesting and instructive display of pic- 
torial Shakespeareana. It was designed to 
illustrate the history of the poet and the 
representation of his works by displaying 
portraits of Shakespeare, his patrons, his crit- 
ics, and his commentators, as well as those 
great actors who have won fame in his plays ; 
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and these were supplemented by topographical 
illustrations of the play-houses, play-bills, 
medals, tokens, busts, etc 



The Grand Rapids Public Library has had 
two exhibits of timely interest that have at- 
tracted special attention. One was a very 
beautiful collection of pictures of the United 
States Army showing the various uniforms 
from Revolutionary times to the present The 
pictures were taken from a portfolio of water- 
colors, with some text, published in 1890 by 
George Barrie of Philadelphia. There are 12 
volumes in the full set. 

In one of the corridors of the building there 
was shown a collection of photographic fac- 
similes of posters used by the Germans in 
Belgium and France. Along with the fac- 
simile was given the English translation of 
the poster. No exhibition shown in some time 
has attracted such intense interest 



The library at the Iowa State College of 
Agriculture /and Mechanic Arts, in Ames, la., 
recently succeeded in obtaining from our 
book dealer in London a very attractive col- 
lection of British recruiting posters (for ten 
shillings). The posters were placed on dis- 
play and made a very striking exhibit in 
which the readers took great interest Event- 
ually they will be used in connection with 
the history courses. 



An unusual exhibit for a library to gather 
together was the loan collection of 113 old 
mortars shown at the Library of the College 
of Pharmacy of Columbia University in May. 
It was the largest collection of mortars ever 
placed on exhibition, and had not only anti- 
quarian but artistic interest The oldest 
specimen in the collection was a Spanish 
bionze and an Arabic iron mortar was next 
in point of age. Spain, Portugal, and Italy 
produced the most ornately decorated mor- 
tars, a considerable number of which have 
been brought into this country. The Dutch 
in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries 
also produced large handsome examples mold- 
ed in bronze. These are usually cast by 
bell founders from the metal used for bells, 
and when struck they often give out a deep 
and musical sound. After bell metal was no 
longed used brass came into vogue, and some 
of these brass mortars may still be found in 
the families of Jewish immigrants. Enrico 
Caruso lent a bronze mortar of the eleventh 
century, which he considers the best in his 
collection. An old American mortar stone, 
used by the Indians for errinding com, and 
the pestle with which the com was pounded 
were also in the exhibition. 

About 800 people visited the library dur- 



ing the three weeks the mortars were on 
exhibition. Fourteen of the mortars shown 
have been given to the college for permanent 
exhibition. 



Beginning with April specimens of the wild 
flowers native in the Chicago region have been 
displayed in the exhibition corridors on the 
fourth floor of the Main Building of the Chi- 
cago Public Library. In connection with the 
flower exhibit, the library proposes to have 
illustrative material on adjacent bulletin 
boards. The exhibit is to be made a nucleus 
for a campaign for the conservation and pro- 
tection of wild flowers. 

The Chicago movement to conserve the wild 
flowers of that neighborhood, includes the 
following : 

1. Petitions to florists to discourage the sale 
of spring wild flowers are being circulated by 
the Wild Flower Preservation Society of 
America, Chicago Chapter. 

2. Golfers are being warned that their 
courses are being despoiled of their natural 
beauties. 

3. Signs are being posted to warn the care- 
less and ignorant 

4. Penalties- are to be exacted by the local 
police for picking wild flowers. 

The Conservation Council is composed of 
members from fourteen clubs of Illinois who 
have interested themselves in wild flower pro- 
tection. 



All thru the spring, summer and autumn 
the south corridor of the fourth floor of the 
Chicago Public Library was a fragrant gar- 
den of wild flowers, plants and shrubs, col- 
lected by the Forestry Qass of the Chicago 
Woman's Qub and displayed in their seasonal 
order, making a gorgeous and fascinating 
procession of native plant life. Great public 
interest and appreciation was manifested thru- 
out the exhibit, and much astonishment was 
expressed at the number and variety of wild 
flowers found in the fields and woods about 
Chicago. From every standpoint, educational, 
artistic botanical as well as that of pure 
popular interest, this exhibit was felt to be 
worth while. A remarkable botanical index 
was compiled by Mrs. Caroline K. Sherman, 
chairman of the class, in which she recorded 
no less than 439 separate specimens of Chicago 
wild flowers included in this exhibit 

This full index, with Mrs. Sherman's re- 
port, is printed . in the Book Bulletin for 
October, 1917. 

"A contributor to the July Library journal 
said it was a mistake to suppose that the pub- 
lic is going to flock to the library in response 
to any piece of advertising. Birchard Library, 
of Fremont Ohio, offers an exception which 
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proves the rule," writes Lucy E. Keder, see- 
retafy of the board of trustees. 

"In early June when the roses were in their 
prime, peonies not quite gone, delphiniums, 
Canterbury bells and early annuals in the as- 
cendant, we advertised a flower show for a 
certain day, concocted a set of simple rules, 
urged the public to contribute, and waited 
results. 

"Our fondest dreams were surpassed. Ex- 
hibits of fine specimens in great variety, care- 
fully staged, came from both cottage gardens 
and estates, nearly six hundred visitors from 
all classes of citizens came in during the day 
and evening, and great enthusiasm was ex- 
pressed. Meanwhile a large number of books 
circulated, new applications were received, 
and persons who came to see the flowers con- 
fessed they had not been in the library for 
years and would reacquire the habit The 
flower show was quite the best piece of ad- 
vertising our library ever had." 

EXHIBITS OF LIBRARY WORK 

—At SUte Fairs 

The exhibit on high school libraries pre- 
pared by the committee on high school libra- 
ries of the National Education Association 
was used as the nucleus of a library exhibit at 
the Southeastern Fair, held in Atlanta, 
Georgia, Oct. 13-20. The exhibit was one of 
the educational exhibits in the Liberal Arts 
Building of the fair and its purpose was to 
stimulate the development of high school li- 
braries and to give practical aid to that end. 
Miss Tommie Dora Barker, librarian of the 
Carnegie Library of Atlanta, was chairman of 
the Library Department of the fair. In ad- 
dition to the material in the N. E. A. exhibit, 
various other library aids were shown, in- 
cluding an exhibit on the mending and re- 
pair of books, typical library supplies, etc. 
The Library Bureau loaned a desk, a unit of 
shelving, and a unit of files for filing pic- 
tures, lantern slides, etc. 

The feature of the exhibit that attracted 
most attention was the map of Georgia show- 
ing the location of library buildings in the 
state. This was placed in a prominent place 
and tho there were comparatively few people 
who showed especial interest in the details of 
the exhibit there were few who passed by this 
map without stopping to examine it.

One of the phases of the extension service 
of the Massachusetts Agricultural College in 
Amherst is the library extension work. The 
special aim of this work is to be of assistance 
and to co-operate with those libraries and 
communities in the state which are not over- 
supplied with books or book funds. The col- 
lege will send out, upon request, small collec- 
tions of books or "libraries" upon agriculture 
and related subjects to be circulated by and 
from the borrowing library. In selecting books 
to be sent out every endeavor will be made to 
send only the latest and best material, com- 
plying as far as possible with the expressed 
wish of the borrower. It is also planned to 
make up and lend, upon request, special libra- 
ries, i. e., collections of books and bulletins 
on special subjects, such as harvesting and 
marketing of fruit, poultry, farmers* co-opera- 
tive societies, rural social betterment work, 
vegetable gardening, home economics, etc. It 
is hoped that a large number of people will be 
helped in this way, and while the library will 
doubtless receive calls from individuals for 
material, it will be the intention to make the 
village library the agency thru which the ma- 
terial will be circulated. For the present, at 
least, the borrowing library will be expected 
to pay transportation charges. Ottlherwis^ 
there will not be any expense to libraries de- 
siring material from the college library. 



With the opening of four additional stations 
in 1 91 7, the Lincoln Library, Springfield, 111., 
now has twelve stations for children and ten 
for adults scattered over the eight and three- 
fourths miles of territory. Thus, the 68, 126 
volumes in the library are easily available to 
the 57,720 inhabitants of the city. All but 
three of the stations are conducted with the 
co-operation of the public schools. Stations 
for the children are open during school hours. 
A teacher is appointed librarian and is jgiven 
a period in the day's schedule for the issuing 
of books. The stations for adults are con- 
ducted in connection with the community cen- 
ter work carried on by the schools and are 
open one evening a week. The other three 
stations are located in factories and are under 
the supervision of the extension department 
of the Young Woman's Christian Association. 

Children are good advertisers of their own 
stations, so little publicity work has been done 
for them. In order that the adult stations might 
be brought to the attention of the various 
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communities, two lines of advertising were 
undertaken. Slips given information as to 
the stations were enclosed in the pay envelopes 
of all factory employes. Immediately foUoiw- 
ing the summer vacation period, posters were 
placed in prominent business houses and pub- 
lic buildings thruout the city. The text of the 
poster (size, 22 x 29 in.) was as follows:

Perhaps a unique feature in library prac- 
tice is the use of the railway station waiting- 
room as a reading room by the public library 
of the township of .Richmond, Mass. Fred- 
erick Gement, who has been station-master 
for many years, began the practice of bring- 
ing the periodicals to which he himself sub- 
scribed, to the railway station for loan to 
waiting passengers. He is a trustee of the 
Public Library, which keeps its book collec- 
tion in a private house, whence loans are made, 
and at his suggestion the railway station, that 
of the Boston & Albany Railroad, was sup- 
plied with periodicals in periodical binders and 
these occupy a rack in one corner of the 
waiting-room. This may suggest the use of 
railway station waiting-rooms for branch li- 
brary purposes in some places where library 
facilities are limited.

The transformation of a portable zinc vot- 
ing booth, 12x21 feet, into a library branch 
station, is described. It is large enough to 
have one long table, a dozen chairs, a couple 
of wood boxes, and book shelves along one 
side. A wood stove heats it in winter. A 
large library sign on the outside gives the 
time of opening — one afternoon a week, from 
four to six. The weekly story hour has from 
forty to fifty listeners, and the story tellers 
are drawn from the department of public 
speaking at Coe College, which gives credit 
for the work done.

System in a city engineer's office; methods 
in use in Ann Arbor, Mich. Manley Osgood. 
Amer. City, Aug., 1917. P- 13^138. 

More than one-half this article is devoted 
to a description of the filing system in use. 
Field note books, permanently' bound, are in- 
dexed under subject-divisions according to 
street or other location. A standard size, 
22"x34", which folds to 8^4" x 11", has 
been adopted for drawings. If smaller sheets 
are needed, these are halved or quartered or 
further divided, keeping to the 854" x 11" for 
the final fold. The original heterogeneous 
collection of drawings was divided into eight 
sizes, designated by letters from A to H, and 
stored in stout manila envelopes, holding not 
more than -ten drawings each. 

The subject matter in the file is divided 
into seven groups: 

I. Sanitary sewer and storm sewer maps and details 
II. Pavement maps and details 

III. Maps of city and large city divisions; county, 

state and national maps 

IV. Railroad, railway and public service corporation 

maps and standards 
V. Plans of small city divisions, streets, lot divi- 
sions, etc. 
VI. Public buildings, bridges, and culverts 
VII. Water- works and water-supply 

Each division has a shelf in the vault and 
a separate section in the reference index. All 
drawings are also numbered, and a card with 
this number and a description of the drawing 
is put into the numerical index, the cards 
being filed numerically. These cards also bear 
•the filing data by which each drawing is 
found. 

Profiles are on muslin-backed profile paper, 
on sheets about 5 feet long. Fo\ir or five are 
rolled together, in alphabetical arrangement 
Titles in the corner indicate what is to be 
found on each sheet. 

Two vertical files are kept, one for corre- ' 
spondence and the other the "job file." As 
soon as any job is ordered or started, a folder 
is made out for it, and into this folder go all 
papers and specifications relating to it, to- 
gether with a cross index card referring to 
any correspondence relating to it. 

— <Sub-PAmphlet Material 

In the St. Louis Public Library postal cards 
are filed like catalog cards in cabinets contain- 
ing trays of proper size. Arrangement is by 
locality or subject. Such cards being flat and 
of standard size, are so economical of storage 
space that other material is frequently thrown 
into this form. Photographic films are bor- 
rowed and printed on cards of postal size. 
Small pictures are clipped and mounted on 
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manila cards of this size. Guides and cross- 
references are introduced, as in a catalog. 
The Enoch Pratt Free Library in Baltimore 
has a moderate-sized collection of post cards 
of library buildings arranged alphabetically, 
by the name of the town in which the library 
is located. Such an arrangement brings to- 
gether all the libraries in any one place, and 
is considered more convenient for reference 
than an arrangement under the alphabetical 
order of the institution's name. The library 
also has a large number of miscellaneous post 
cai'd views of places which the librarian has 
visited, and these are arranged in a geograph- 
ical order, under the country to which the 
places belong. 

For filing other sub-pamphlet material, the 
method of the St. Louis Library is as follows : 

All such material as programs, invitations, 
menus, small broadsides, thin pamphlets (not 
continuations), illustrations and clippings, is 
placed in large manila envelopes, filed ver- 
tically in calbinets. A subject-heading, or 
sometimes an author's name, is assigned to 
each envelope, and the envelopes are filed 
alphabetically by these, without further cata- 
loging. Very little of the material is mounted. 
The general collection is in a separate pam- 
phlet room; special collections for frequent 
use are in the reference room, the art room 
and the applied science room. 

In the art room, when a large amount of 
material on one subject accumulates in the 
file, it is mounted on uniform size manila 
mounts (8x10 inches) and placed in port- 
folios 8^ X 10^ X 2 inches, which are shelved 
as books in the proper classes. Material very 
frequently used, like the larger costume ma- 
terial in the art room, is mounted on heavy 
manila sheets and kept in loose-leaf binders. 

Very large broadsides, posters, etc., are 
mounted on cloth, or in some cases on manila 
sheets, unless ephemeral, and filed flat in port- 
folios, where size admits. The largest port- 
folio at present is 31 x 36^ inches. Posters 
of larger size than this are sometimes rolled, 
but the more usual way of treating them in 
the future will be dissection. 

Lantern slides are filed in trays like cata- 
log cards, by subject, with appropriate card 
guides and cross-references. This is much 
handier than the method of grouping arbi- 
trarily by lecture-subjects.

prefacing this paper the problems confronting 
every librarian of "making both ends meet" 
are anticipated by three rules as follows: (i) 
The accounts must be simple and intelligible. 
(2) The^ librarian must exercise the strictest 
economy. (3) The most modern business 
methods should always be utilized. As to the 
sources from which libraries derive their in- 
come: the commercial library realizes funds 
by charging a fee for the loan of books; an- 
other class receives annual subscriptions; club 
libraries frequently call for donations from 
newly elected members; institution libraries 
are supported by a public benefactor ; the mu- 
nicipal library is maintained by an income 
derived from a tax levied upon rented and 
similar property. This last type of library 
is discussed more fully by Mr. Sayers to bring 
cut the inadequacy of this tax of one penny 
to the pound for library maintenance. By 
bills and acts the British Library Association 
is trying to raise this tax. 

2. Accounts anl book-keeping. A detailed 
outline is made here for a system of efficient 
accounts. It is suggested that if a borough 
accountant keeps the books there should be 
duplicates in the library. The necessity of 
using receipts with duplicates is stressed; a 
ledger should be the complete statement of the 
financial position of the library. The writer 
takes up other points such as indexing of order 
books, monthy payment of accounts, as well 
as the daily routine of account keeping. 

3. The laying out of the income. In this 
section there follow suggestions for careful 
expenditure of library funds. The librarian 
should have complete control of the accounts, 
and should keep a classified form for his 
expenditures as well as for all receipts. A 
careful analysis of such a form with sug- 
gestive examples has been drawn up, showing 
the items in their relative importance, salaries, 
books, buildings and establishment, with vari- 
ous subdivisions.

Thomson. Pub. Libs., Nov., 1916. p. 397-400. 

In this presidential address before the Key- 
stone State Library Association, Mr. Thomson 
brings together some most disheartening com- 
parative figures on the amount of money 
spent annually for libraries and for Ford cars, 
for example, or for the works of Harold 
Bell Wright. And as for endowments, "the 
total endowment of all the public libraries, 
in 1913, amounted to $37,014,838. If the funds 
produce 5%» library receipts from this source 
would be about $1,850,000 — something under 
two cents per capita; insufficient to pay the 
postage on a letter to each inhabitant of 
the country informing him of our inability to 
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purchase the book he suggested for our col- 
lection. . . . 

"All our formal agencies of education, re- 
ligious and secular, have a tendency to teach 
us what to think rather than how to think 
and class consciousness permeating every 
strata of society has brought many of them 
under suspicion. . . . To-day it is probable 
that the library enjoys a larger measure of 
the public faith in its desire to submit both 
sides of all questions than any other institu- 
tion in existence. This is our chiefest heritage 
and the one we must preserve at any cost. 

"I think that the time has come when what 
we have done, thru an unparalleled resource- 
fulness, justifies us in demanding greater rec- 
ognition and more liberal support. . . . We 
must straighten up our backs a little and set 
our jaws a trifle firmer. If we are compelled 
to eke out our scanty treasuries by fairs and 
library days, we must let it be known that 
such expedients should be unnecessary; are 
in fact, measures which any just community 
should blush to see employed. 

"It is worth while to spend money for a 
thing like a real library: even if we look 
upon it chiefly as a purveyor of supple- 
mentary reading to school-children; as a dis- 
tributor of novels to tired and weary shop- 
girls ; as the provider of text books to 
ambitious workmen and engineers; or as a 
doorway into that kingdom, where knowledge, 
married to culture, walks at ease amidst the 
flowers of the human intellect. Still less shall 
we consider the price if we regard the library 
as Miss Plummer visioned it, a place giving 
access to the material for making choices — 
a laboratory wherein democracy extracts from 
ores of differing qualities the gold whereof 
it makes the crown wherewith it shall be 
ultimately crowned." 

— Raising Funds 

A novel method of raising money for the 
maintenance of the library was tried last sum- 
mer in Osterville, Mass. Many little socks 
the village. Each sock was accompanied by 
a verse asking the receiver to multiply the 
size of sock he wore by two and to insert 
pennies in the little library sock equalling the 
result of the multiplication. A date was given 
on which the sock was to be returned to the 
library, the whole campaign was advertised 
in the local paper, and every citizen was asked 
to do his share in the common cause. 

FINANCIAL LIBRARIES 

As an aid to the expansion of American 
investments in foreign fields, a special refer- 
ence library, containing regular and special 
reports, is to be established in the Philadel- 
phia Commercial Museum, Thirty- fourth and 



Spruce streets. The plan is the culmination 
of an idea suggested at the annual meeting of 
the Investment Bankers' Association of Amer- 
ica, at Cincinnati, early in October, 1916. The 
foreign relations committee of the Investment 
Bankers' Association has notified banking 
firms thruout the country of the plan, asking 
them to subscribe funds for the maintenance 
of the library. 

The Foreign Trade Bureau of the Commer- 
cial Museum, in announcing the library as an 
assured fact, said: 

"The propostion to utilize the extensive 
facilities of the Commercial Museum to secure 
information regarding the finances of foreign 
governments, national, state and municipal, as 
well as large public service corporations, 
met with unanimous approval at the meeting 
referred to. The report of the committee, 
headed by Barrett Wendell, Jr., of the Boston 
banking house of Lee, Higginson & Co., rep- 
resented the establishment of a working ar- 
rangement with the Commercial Museum as 
the best and most practical means of securing 
authentic foreign financial reports. 

"The remarkable growth of interest on the 
part of both dealers and the public in the 
securities of foreign nations caused the com- 
mittee to think that the establishment of a 
library containing information relative to 
finances of governments, states and municipal- 
ities would be of great service. 

"In the circular issued by the committee, the 
statement is made that the commercial library 
of the museum is without an equal in the 
United States, and probably in the world, in 
the completeness of its literature relating to 
the resources and industries of foreign coim- 
tries, their commercial law and regulations. 

"The pan as proposed provides for the 
segregation of financial data into a special 
department. A systematic effort will be made 
to secure all special and regular reports ob- 
tainable on the finances of foreign countries, 
states and municipalities, large public utility 
corporations and similar organizations. This 
information will be filed and indexed for pur- 
poses of ready reference. 

"There is nothing in this plan which pre- 
cludes any large house originating foreign 
issues from sending its own statistician to use 
the material gathered in the library." 

FINES

The St. Joseph Public Library has reduced 
fines for overdue books taken on children's 
cards from two cents to one cent The prac- 
tice has also been adopted of allowing a child 
to forfeit its card for one month for an un- 
paid fine.

Work with foreigners in a small factory 
town. Anna G. HalL N. Y, Libs., Nov., 1916. 
p. 159-161. 

In some ways the problem of the foreigner 
in the small town is different from that in the 
city. The same evils of exploitation and bad 
housing conditions exist in both, but the ad- 
vantages of night schools, evening lectures in 
English or in foreign languages are seldom 
found. The village library is likely to be ham- 
pered by insufficient funds and by lack of 
interest in the foreign population on the part 
of the trustees, but certain things the libra- 
rian can do without much expense. 

"The children make the first and easiest 
point of contact, and once drawn to the library 
they become greedy readers. At first they are 
a little unmanageable, but are easily controlled 
if a firm stand is taken and if individuals, 
rather than groups, are dealt with. A quiet 
talk in the office often clears up misunder- 
standing and breaks down barriers of distrust 
Responsibility of the individual for the prop- 
erty of the community, respect for the rights 
of others, and above all that to lie is a far 
worse sin than to destroy a book, are some of 
the points brought out. 

"With the older school children and the 
younger factory boys and girls the work has 
consisted largely in encouraging and helping 
those desirous of more education than their 
parents are willing to give them. ... It is not 
the province of the library to maintain night 
schools, but we have undertaken to find private 
teachers for any who have come to us ask- 
ing help." 

The question of the adult becomes usually 
a question of a foreign-speaking and foreign- 
reading population. Information on the num- 
ber of nationalities and of individuab in each 
nationality may be obtained from the state 
census sheets. 

"The question of foreign periodicals must 
depend upon the financial resources of the 
library and upon the size and ventilation of the 
reading rooms. ... If the reading room is 
small and poorly ventilated, it is probably not 
a good idea to introduce foreign newspapers 
and risk driving away readers of the Ameri- 
can periodicals. A reading room in the foreign 
quarters or in some one of the factories might 
be supplied with foreign papers, pictorial 
magazines and pamphlets of interest to all, but 
the American language papers must be con- 
sidered first in the plan of the reading 
room • . . 

'Two kinds of books are needed— -easy 
books for the foreigner learning English and 
books in foreign languages . . . The most 
difficult problem arises in dealing with the 



people who call themselves Slavs. As a mle 
they are too ignorant to classify themselves 
as anything but Russians, Slavs or Hungarians 
. . . One simple method which we have tried 
has been to get from the United States Bureau 
of Naturalization their Leaflet no. 3, which 
is issued in seventeen different languages. We 
place before our people, when they ask for 
Slavic books, a number of these leaflets and 
ask them which one they can read, thus finding 
out the language they speak when they do 
not know its name themselves." 

The librarian will find her foreign patrons 
sometiines disorderly and frequently dirty, but 
most courteous and respectful. "It is our 
foreign men who read our best magazines and 
our foreign children who are most keenly 
alive to the history and literature of other 
countries. . . . Our foreigners need friends, 
they heed to be taught to trust good doctors 
and lawyers and business men, and to avoid 
the bad ones. They need advice and en- 
couragement Th^ need to see the better side 
of American life and thought The librarian 
in a small town has opportunities to learn to 
know her people well and to enter into their 
lives outside the library.**

Report of committee on high-school libra- 
ries. Mary E. Hall. Jour, of Nat Educ, 
Assn., March, 1917. p. 667-671. 

Report made to the library department of 
the N. E. A. at New York in July, 1916. 

The steady progress in the development of 
high-school libraries within the last 3rear is 
due largely to the greater co-operation of 
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state and local committees and librarians of 
public libraries. 

An additional aid has been the appointment 
of a co-operating committee on high-school 
libraries in the Department of Secondary 
Education. This committee will carry on in 
future the securing of active support of school 
superintendents, state departments of educa- 
tion, high school principals and boards of 
education. The past difficulty of the com- 
mittee of librarians has been due chiefly to 
the apathy of such educational leaders. But 
an advance is being made : a hearing on high- 
school libraries was granted by the Depart" 
ment of Superintendence at the Detroit meet- 
ing, and the Department of Secondary Edu- 
cation has set apart a whole session of the 
New York meeting for its discussion. 

Miss Hall points out the chief accomplish- 
ments of the committee as follows: 

1. Compilation of a directory of leading 
high-school libraries of each state, published 
in the American Library Annual, 1915-16. 

2. A high-school library map which shows 
the stand taken by each city with regard to 
high-school libraries. 

3. Loan collection of architectural plans of 
modern high-school libraries as suggestions 
for all such libraries about to be built or re- 
modeled. 

4. Publicity work which includes (a) ex- 
hibits at educational meetings; (b) talks at 
educational and library meetings; (c) articles 
in educational, library and daily periodicals; 
(d) distribution of high-school library printed 
material; (e) compilation of a high-school 
library bulletin for distribution. 

High-school libraries have been made the 
theme of various important meeting^ of edu- 
cational and library associations and an ex- 
haustive library exhibit has been prepared. 
If educational leaders cannot see a high-school 
library in action the next best thing is a loan 
exhibit, which anyone may borrow on appli- 
cation to Mary £. Hall, the Girls' High 
School, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The nature of this exhibit is shown by Miss 
Hall in a full outline of which we give only 
a brief summary. It includes the planning 
and equipment, aid in building up, organiza- 
tion, work after organization, training of 
high-school pupils in use of library, and use 
of such a library by the various departments. 

The report of the committee of the De- 
partment of Secondary Education appearing 
in the Proceedings of that department is val- 
uable for those interested in the present sit- 
uation of high-school libraries. 

As suggestions for new lines of work in 
future Miss Hall gives: 

I. The establishment of a model high-school 



library in every college and university main- 
taining a school of education. 

2. Maintenance of an exhibit of high-school 
library aids in every college and university 
giving summer courses for teachers. An ex- 
perienced high-school librarian would be an 
asset. 

3. The introduction of a brief course in 
library methods in every college and univer- 
sity, required by all prospective teachers. 

4. Occasional informal conferences of 
trained librarians in cities with teachers in 
charge of small high-school libraries in near- 
by towns. 



The high-school library and its possibilities. 
Mrs. Edward S. Carter. Pub. Libs., Jan., 
191 7. p. 43-44. 

"The high school library is not only rich in 
its possibilities of feeding the public library; 
it is also blessed in its power of focalizing 
school interests and school enthusiasm. It 
is the advertising bureau of the school. You 
librarians who understand all the joy of build- 
ing an attractive picture collection; of mak- 
ing beautiful book posters; of maintaining 
interesting bulletin boards; of inspiring chil- 
dren with the charm of fascinating stories, 
can realize the degree of appreciation which 
the high school librarian meets with when 
her position is an 'open sesame' to every 
school room in a city system. . . . Then again 
the high school library is important in its 
power of correlating with every other depart- 
ment of the school. It is the laboratory of 
laboratories. . . And last, but by no means 
least, is the position of the high school li- 
brary as the social melting pot of the school, 
and in the town where there is no public li- 
brary, of the library community. . . . 

"Then again an annual banquet given to 
the library squad by the librarian may be an 
important factor of interest. An annual tea 
in the library at the opening of school where 
new teachers may meet former teachers and 
both together may see the new books on dis- 
play takes away all fear that the librarian is 
too busy to give attention to the teachers' 
needs. Parents* day is important in its op- ' 
portunity for library extension. The libra- 
rian and her squad acting as reception com- 
mittee may show visitors a vast fund of ref- 
erence material which they are surprised to 
find." 



Libraries in the city high schools of West 
Virginia. Walter Barnes. IV. Va. School 
Journal & Educator, June, 1916. p. 77-79. 

In connection with work on the library 
committee of the Southern Education Con- 
ference, Mr. Barnes made a study of the 
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twenty city high schools in the state, from 
which he makes the following deductions: 

1. In five of the schools the library is com- 
bined with the public library, the combination 
library being under the control of the board 
of education. Tho unfamiliar with this ar- 
rangement so far as actual experience goes, 
Mr. .Barnes feels' strongly that a separate high 
school library is much to be preferred. 

2. Data furnished by the state high school 
supervisor showed a lack of a sufficiently 
definite standard for the size of a school li- 
brary. Mr. Barnes suggests that as much 
money be spent for books each year as for 
science apparatus. 

3. Too often money for library purposes 
must be eked out by entertainments, subscrip- 
tions, gifts, etc. Why would it not be 
equally just to require the chemistry depart- 
ment to give entertainments to secure its 
equipment ? 

4. The books in the school libraries are not 
well selected, and a rational system is needed 
by which different departments of knowledge 
will be allowed a fair quota of books. 

5. Most of the school libraries are in sep- 
arate rooms, and in the new buildings have 
specially constructed and comfortable quar- 
ters. Students should have free access to all 
shelves, and it might be well to open them on 
certain evenings for the benefit of the public. 

6. Some of the libraries use the Dewey sys- 
tem, and since this is the most widely known 
it would be well for all to adopt it. 

7. Only three of the schools with strictly 
high school libraries have full time or fully 
trained librarians. Most often, the English 
teacher is librarian. A good librarian is in- 
dispensable. 

8. The most serious critidsm of all is that 
the work done in the schools does not entail 
sufficient use of the library to make the stu- 
dents realize its value. Somewhere in every 
school course some consistent, continued in- 
struction in library work should be given. 

The state supervisor of high schools points 
to the presence of undesirable material, 
the dearth of suitable material in many sub- 
jects, the scant use of the library by teachers, 
and the lack of systematic supervision and 
direction of pupils in their use of the library, 
as the chief weaknesses of high school libra- 
ries in cities of the state. 

—Administration 

The high school libraries in Seattle up to 
1916 were managed entirely by the school 
board and had no connection with the Pub- 
lic Library. With the approval of the School 
Board and the Library Board, the library is 
now trying an experiment at the Lincoln High 
S<^hooL The new librarian. Miss Louise 



Smith, chosen on the recommendation of Mn 
Jennings, the librarian at the Public Library, 
is a graduate of the University of Washingr 
ton Library School and has had previous ex- 
perience in both public library work and high 
school library work. The books are being 
classified by the Dewey system and a card 
catalog made by the Public Library. Several 
changes recommended for the room have 
been adopted by the school authorities, books 
are being lent from the Public Library col- 
lection, books to be purchased by the school 
are submitted for the approval of the Public 
Library, and in various ways the library is 
being put in shape for efficient service. It is 
hoped by this experiment to demonstrate to 
both boards that the high school library can 
be made a much more vital factor in the high 
school and that the most ^efficient way of 
bringing this about is thru co-operative 
management 



The high school library. Helen S. Babcock. 
Pub. Libs., June, 1917. p. 252-254, 

Miss Babcock is librarian of the Austin High 
School, Chicago, which is one of five whose 
libraries are being administered by the Public 
Library. In each the board of education gives 
the room, furniture, heat, light and janitor 
service, and buys all reference books and books 
of which many duplicate copies are needed. 
The library sends a trained librarian and such 
assistants as are necessary, provides the main 
body of the book collection and subscribes for 
the magazines — 47 for the Austin school. 

As soon as the books in this school library 
were ready for circulation and the library was 
in order, all students were required to have 
an hour in the library to learn its rules. In 
three weeks, every English class spent one 
period in the library, where after the English 
teacher had taken attendance and made as- 
signments, the librarian gave her talk. Ten 
minutes were given to the rules governing 
hours, use duringf the school day, and admis- 
sion slips. Then 35 minutes were taken to 
sketch the classification sj^tem, the method of 
reading shelves, the use of reference books, 
Reader's Guide, and catalog. Then manila 
slips with book numbers were distributed, the 
children were required to bring the designated 
book, and then replace it. Later some further 
plan of instruction will be arranged. 

HOSPITAL LIBRARIES 

Hospital libraries: their relation to patients 
and training schools. Edith Kathleen Jones. 
Reprint from Proceedings of the 22d annual 
convention of the National League of Nurs- 
ing Education, 1916. p. 184-190. 

The distinction between a mere collection of 
unclassified "gifts" and a useful and instruc- 
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tive hospital library is clearly marked by Miss 
Jones, the librarian of McLean Hospital The 
first is a mass of unorganized material some of 
which may be entirely valueless in itself and 
all of it rendered inefficient for lack of the 
necessary classification. The second is an ar- 
rangement of reading matter in groups of fic- 
tion, biography, travel, literature, history, chil- 
dren's books, etc., with the necessary trained 
librarian to guide the choice of books for 
the particular hospital as well as to help dis- 
tribute books among the patients. 

The necessity of suiting the class of reading 
matter to each particular hospital is strongly 
urged. In a specialized hospital such as one 
for children the predominating literature 
would be children's books, with plenty of pic- 
tures. In a general hospital the books chosen 
would fall into^the class of wholesome new 
fiction, light-weight books of pictures, short 
stories and magazines. In hospitals for chronic 
cases or mental diseases where the patients re- 
main for months or even years, and the read- 
ing furnishes an important part of the treat- 
ment, must be added books on travel, biog- 
raphy, literature, history, fine arts, outdoor 
books and topics of the day. 

There should be an annual sum appropriated 
by every hospital attempting to build up a 
library; a single but efficient catalog and clas- 
sification of the books, and a practical charg- 
ing-system to facilitate location of every book. 

The hospital librarian's field is a broad one. 
Not only does she have the routine labor con- 
nected with any such system, but story telling 
in the children's ward, choosing and purchas- 
ing new books, and guiding the reading of 
patients and nurses alike may fall to her lot 
The trained librarian is most desirable. But 
at least an intelligent and interested person is 
necessary. 

The first consideration in a hospital library 
should be for the patients. However, Miss 
Jones urges that one should not neglect the 
nurses whose relation to the patients is of 
necessity a close one. The better educated the 
nurse the more valuable her companionship. 

While the reading for patients should be 
for amusement, that for the nurses should be 
educational as well. There will be enough fic- 
tion in most hospital libraries to supply recre- 
ation, for the nurses, so that the supplement 
for their library should be technical books on 
nursing and allied subjects. A chief need in 
regard to the nurses' reading is that it enable 
them to become familiar with all questions of 
the hour and as much general reading as pos- 
sible^ the better to cope with the mental needs 
of their patients. For these requirements the 
periodicals supply an important need and 
should be found in every hospital library. 



Far more advantageous than a large varied 
supply of static books for the nurses, would 
be loans from a central library, so that there 
would be a change every few months. The 
adjustment of reading matter for nurse as 
well as patient must be settled according to 
each individual institution. 

Altho the nurses receive second considera- 
tion in choosing the books for the library, 
upon them rests the responsibility for the care 
of books in the hands of patients as well as in 
their own. Stress should be laid on care in 
returning books, and on their careful treat- 
ment while in circulation. The hospital and 
its readers suffer from one careless person. 

The hospital library is sufficient for natural 
book lovers. An efficient librarian can do 
much to further the reading of others. Actual 
courses on books and reading are being given 
in McLean Hospital to train still another class 
of nurse who has no natural taste for books 
or has had little practice in reading. In all 
this the hospital library plays the chief part 
for without it any instruction is impossible. 

To sum up in Miss Jones' own words : 'The 
efficiency of a library does not lie in the num- 
ber of its volumes or in its expensive editions ; 
it lies in the selection of books to the needs 
of patients and employes and the use it makes 
of them." 

HOURS 

The March issue of Public Libraries prints 
a table (p. 109) giving the required number 
of hours of service per week and the length of 
vacations in twenty-six public libraries. The 
twenty-six libraries average per week 41.5 
hours. One library gives two months' vaca- 
tion ; eleven allow one month to all ; three give 
one month to seniors, three weeks to juniors; 
three allow one month to the librarian and three 
weeks to the assistants; in four all receive 
three weeks and in two libraries, the vacation 
period is less than three weeks.

Mr. McPike advocates the establishment of 
an information clearing house thru a society 
with facilities for registration of names and 
addresses of its members in the United States 
and Canada, and eventually the whole English- 
speaking world, with a clear indication of the 
subjects of special interest to each. 

'The interchange of useful information by 
direct intercommunication is just as worthy 
of definite organization and maintenance as 
the diffusion of knowledge from a common 
center. The membership in the proposed so- 
ciety could be properly restricted and all ap- 
plicants required to furnish suitable refer- 
ences. The membership fee, which ought to 
include some official organ published at stated 
intervals, need not exceed $3.00 per year, upon 
payment of which the individual members 
would be entitled to receive also the names 
and addresses of a reasonable number of 
other members. These details of operation 
could be properly predetermined by suitable 
by-laws." 

Even the barrier of different mother-tongues 
might be overcome by the use of an interna- 
tional language, for which Mr. McPike sug- 
gests Ido. He also includes a tentative list of 
subjects, grouped according to the Dewey 
system, to show the possibilities of the plan. 

INSTRUCTION IN USE OF LIBRARIES

— ^In Colleges 

Report of the committee on university and 
college libraries. Harriet A. Wood. Jour, of 
Nat. Educ. Assn., March, 1917. p. 651-652. 

This committee was organized because it 
was felt that library work in the public schools 
depends upon the attitude of the teacher. The 
teacher often comes from university or col- 
lege with little idea of how to use a library 
independently or of training the pupils to 
do so. 

The committee recommends : 

1. That every college give classes in library 
training to students. 

2. That there be a staff to carry on this work. 
Instruction in the use of books as tools is 
as necessary as laboratory work in science. 

3. Since many college students teach in public 
schools, courses should be offered on the 
best books for grade and high school work 
by the English department, department of 
education or library staff. Outlines of col- 
lege instruction in libraries should be in- 
cluded in literary exhibits. Outlines are 






being prepared by Mrs. Ida A. Kidder, 
librarian of Oregon Agricultural College, 
and Lucy £. Fay of the University of Ten- 
nessee. 

4. Handbooks on the resources and arrange- 
ment of the library should be given each 
student The handbook prepared by Vassar 
College is a good example. 

5. Preparation of bibliographies in proper 
form by the students adds to the usefulness 
of the library. The history department at 
Vassar College has issued two pamphlets of 
this kind. 

— ^In Normal Schools 

What normal school libraries can do for the 
schools. Wilson Bull, June, 1917. p. 227-232. 

An elective, teacher-librarian course of two 
years, specializing in English or history and 
library work has a distinct place in the modem 
normsil school, since its graduates are certain 
to help the next generation to be intelligently 
at home in the public library. The graduates 
of such a course are prepared to do depart- 
mental teaching of English or history in the 
upper grades or high schools, and, in addition, 
to organize the school library, select books, 
conduct a "story hour" for children, give 
library lessons on the use of books, conduct 
a "library hour" for each grade, and by means 
of exhibits and constantly changing bulletin 
boards make the library the indispensable lab- 
oratory for the preparation of all school work. 
The course thus solves the problem of small 
unorganized school libraries unable to afford 
services of a library school graduate. Even 
tho teacher-librarian graduates choose to teach 
in the grades rather than do departmental 
teaching, combined with library work, they 
will be more efficient teachers from having 
had the library course, which includes chil- 
dren's literature, reference books, cataloging 
and classification and the organization of a 
small library. 

This course, as now given to teacher-libra- 
rians, includes a study of the history of chil- 
dren's literature and the different tsrpes of 
children's books. With each piece of litera- 
ture studied — ^poem, story or fairy tale — ^is 
considered its origin, literary value, relation 
to children's interests, and possibilities for 
use with children in story telling, dramatiza- 
tion, reading aloud or intensive study. Stu- 
dents also read what experienced children's 
librarians and teachers have written about 
children's reading. Recitations are not mere 
theoretical discussions, but when possible 
books and children are studied together. 

Students, in this work, learn, first of all, the 
arrangement and use of the card catalog, 
periodical indexes, and standard reference 
lists, and make a reading list on some prac- 
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tical topic. These lists may be filed ^s a 
future reference tool. An advanced course 
gfiven to seniors on reference tools is of espe- 
cial value when combined with assigned prac- 
tical problems arising in everyday library 
work. Cataloging and classification subjects 
are taught as in library schools, the students 
cataloging, classifying, and assigning subject 
headings to a certain number of books. Ad- 
ministration of small school libraries, acces- 
sioning, book buying, and library records are 
included. Junior librarians also have practice 
in preparing books for the shelves, charging, 
mending, revising shelves, etc. Senior libra- 
rians practice in reference problems, preparing 
magazine reading lists for the bulletin boards, 
conducting story hours at the public library, 
etc. Small school libraries may be encour- 
aged to send their unorganized collections of 
books to the normal school to be classified 
and cataloged, thus providing practical prob- 
lems for the teacher librarians. 

— ^In Public Schools 

The library at Portland, Oregon, has for 
a number of years given lessons to all grades, 
both at school and in the library. In addition 
teachers have brought their classes for spe- 
cial work. As an experiment this year classes 
have been scheduled at the various library 
branches. In some cases the teacher has 
charge and plans the classes. In two 
branches the librarian conducts them. The 
former method is being enthusiastically ad- 
vocated and may therefore be extended next 
year. 

The talks usually begin with the elementary 
principles: use of the card catalog, arrange- 
ment of book on the shelves, meaning of 
author number, etc. Sometimes a "free read- 
ing period" is given that the student may 
browse for himself and grow accustomed to 
finding the books; or a special subject is 
selected for the talks, with reading on the sub- 
ject assigned. In one school there is a minia- 
ture library shelved in one room, where regu- 
lar classes are held. The chief work has been 
the establishment of the reading habit; only 
very simple library training has been taught 
In another branch book reviews were written, 
and help in debate work was given. In an- 
other branch leaving the library as orderly as 
it was found became a chief point when 
varied topics had been discussed. 

The Pasadena Library has recently begun 
to organize deposit stations in the schools, be- 
ginning with the outlying ones. These are so 
organized that books may be drawn from the 
school direct, instead of from the library. 
The collection may be made accessible to 
adults as well as children if the school is 
at some distance from the Main Library. 



Care is exercised in selecting the books for 
these deposits. A list has been made by libra- 
rians, teachers and writ?ers. This list is 
checked by the principal and teachers so that 
no books may fall into the hands of children 
unsuitable for their reading. 

Every child over eight years of age is en- 
titled to books from the Public Library if he 
is attending the public schools. 
Separates 

Suggestions for the development of scien- 
tific libraries; with special reference to au- 
thors' separates. Roland M. Harper. Science, 
March 30, 1917. New series, vol. 45. p. 315- 
318. 

The following paragraphs of this article are 
of particular interest to librarians: 

"Every reprint from a serial should show 
on its cover or in some other appropriate 
place the volume number, page numbers, and 
date (not only year but month), so that it 
can be cited correctly without the original. 
If the original pagination is retained, as is 
usually (and ought nearly always to be) done, 
no additional statement about the page num- 
bers is necessary. Some reputable magazines 
still issue reprints without any indication of 
the volume numbers, however, and such omis- 
sions encourage the common slipshod practice 
of giving incomplete citations in bibliogra- 
phies. The volume number should be in Arabic 
figures, regardless of ancient traditions or the 
usage of the magazine, to save the reader 
the annoyance of translating the obsolescent 
Roman numerals which some periodicals still 
inflict on their readers. 

"For the benefit of librarians I will close 
with a protest against the common custom of 
discarding the covers and advertising pages 
of magazines when they are ready to be bound. 
The stock excuse for this is that it is done 
to save space; but few scientific libraries are 
so cramped for space that they cannot spare 
a few inches more a year for advertising pages. 
It is very interesting to look thru the outer 
pages of old numbers of Science, for instance, 
and see what text-books and apparatus were 
in use at a given period, and sometimes one 
can get valuable evidence of dates of publi- 
cation in that way. There is perhaps no bet- 
ter place than the advertising pages of the 
popular literary magazines to trace the his- 
torical development of bicycles, automobiles 
and innumerable other familiar articles.*' 

—To Children 

Library lessons with children. IVilson Bull., 
June, 19 1 7. p. 225-229. 

If children are not systematically taught 
something about the use of libraries in the 
grades, the chances are that they will go thru 
life without such knowledge. No stereotyped 
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outline of library lesM)ns can be made to fit 
all schools where pup48 and courses of study 
vary. But children of the first three grades 
should at least know how to handle books 
properly and how to take them from the public 
library. A lesson can be given on how to 
open a new book when a new set of books 
is distributed. A fourth grade child can be 
taught to use the dictionary, with rapid drills 
in using key letters and finding words quickly. 
Older pupils should learn to use the different 
parts of the dictionary and know the various 
kinds of information given about each word. 
With the pamphlets furnished free by dic- 
tionary publishes a class can learn this to- 
gether. The use of the index and table of 
contents should come in the fifth and sixth 
grades. Recitation periods in history and geog- 
raphy serve to introduce the student to in- 
dexes as tools for information. 

A sixth grade child can understand the ten 
divisions of the classification in non-technical 
language and remember that he will find a 
book about birds and flowers or stars in the 
Soo's. 

The arrangement of books in a library, or 
the use of the Catalog and Reader's guide can 
be taught best in the library to small groups 
of children. The first part, at least, of a 
catalog lesson should be given with the chil- 
dren seated around a table on which are placed 
the drawers of the catalog. Questions to bring 
out the different kinds of cards should be 
prepared in advance. 

More advanced pupils can learn about the 
information which the catalog cards give, as 
to publisher, date, volumes and contents, se- 
ries, illustrations, etc., and can understand 
the use of cross reference cards and analyt- 
ical subject entries. 

By the seventh and eighth grades the pupils 
are usually ready for the more common 
reference books and periodical indexes. With 
back numbers distributed each child may find 
for himself author, title and subject entries, 
make a note of an article or two on a sub- 
ject that interests him and actually locate the 
magazine on the shelves and read the article. 

A library lesson is more effective when it 
is made a laboratory period in the library 
rather than a talk by the librarian, since pu- 
pils learn to use library tools by handling 
them, not by hearing a talk about them. 

Efficiency in giving these lessons depends 
largely on the careful preparation of the 
teacher, on the relating of the questions to 
the child's interests, the supervision of the 
children during the laboratory problem exer- 
cise, and the following up of the work to see 
that the child makes practical use of his newl}- 
acquired library knowledge.

LECTURE CHARTS 

Impressed with the great opportunity for 
educational work thru- visual instruction, the 
Agricultural Extension Department of the 
International Harvester Company has com- 
piled and made available in the form of lec- 
ture-charts and lantern slides, the results of 
practical experiments and investigations coor* 
duct.ed in America in the past twenty-five 
years with soils, crops, livestock, weeds, in- 
sects, plant diseases, home economics andf 
other subjects. 

The charts are 70 inches long by 63 inches 
wide, made of a good grade of sheeting, 
printed in clear black letters easily read at a 
distance of 100 feet or more. They are ar- 
ranged to set up and take down easily and 
quickly, from ten to fifteen coming in each 
set. 

The charts are sent rolled in a canvas case, 
securely packed and sealed. With the chart 
comes a simply adjusted iron rod stand and 
a lecture book. When the charts are properly 
placed on the stand the leaves of the chart 
can easily be turned with the pointer and 
thrown back over the top. The lantern slides 
come packed sixty slides in a box, with a 
lecture book— the packed case weighing about 
fifteen pounds. Lecture books and reproduc- 
tions of the charts can be purchased at a 
low price. 

The lecture-charts have proved effective and 
have been sent into every state in the union 
and into many rural districts of Canada. The 
compact, portable form of the charts has made 
them adaptable to many kinds of work. They 
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are being used in rural and normal schools, 
in university extension work, in county agri- 
cultural work, in Chautauquas, at county fairs. 
They can be set up quidcly in dass rooms, 
street corners, fields or farm yards. 

Up to the present time libraries have made 
little use of these charts and lantern slides. 
This year, however, when the urgent appeal 
for extensive and improved agriculture is be- 
ing made thruout the country, librarians 
should find the I. H. C. charts in great de- 
mand for use in lectures and food campaign 
work. 

The company offers to loan and send free 
of charge lecture-charts and lantern slides 
anywhere in ihe United States or Canada on 
the following conditions: 

1. That the express charges from Chicago 
and return are paid by the borrower. 

2. That a definite plan for using the charts 
or slides has been decided upon so that they 
will be kept busy. 

3. That a weekly report be made to the 
company of all meetings held m public or in 
schools, giving attendance, etc. 

Community chart circuits are arranged by 
the company when possible. Under this ar- 
rangement, the series of dharts requested 
travels from borrower to borrower of a given 
locality, instead of returning to the Chicago 
office from each individual The circuit plan 
has been found to work satisfactorily, and un- 
der it express charges are reduced, heavy ship- 
ments eliminated, and much time saved. 

The list of available charts and lantern 
slides includes the following subjects: "Com 
is king," "Alfalfa on every farm," "A fertile 
soil means a prosperous people," "Live stock 
on every farm," "Dairying," "Greater profits 
from the oat crop," "Make more from your 
farm poultry," "Weeds mean waste," "Home 
economics and sanitation," "Fight the fly," 
"Great forward movement in education," 
"Diversified farming for the South," "Home 
canning," "Development of agriculture." Fur- 
ther information about the material and the 
arrangements for getting it can be obtained 
from Agricultural Extension Dept, Interna- 
tional Harvester Co. of N. J., Inc., Harvester 
Bldg., Chicago.

— ^Exchange of 

An exchange of reference assistants was 
arranged during the summer between the 
Syracuse (N. Y.) Public Library and the 
Free Public Library of Newark (N. J.). Miss 
Ernestine Loomis of Syracuse spent the month 
of May practicing in Newark, while her place 
was taken by Miss Grady of the Newark Li- 
brary. Miss Winifred Ayling, who had 
charge of the young people's department of 
the Syracuse Library went to the children's 
branch of the Brooklyn Public Library in 
June for similar practice work. This ex- 
change of assistants is an important step in 
the development of relations between libra- 
ries. Not only does it afford an opportunity 
for the assistant to gain experience and 
breadth of view, but it also causes an ex- 
change of ideas and method and brings libra- 
ries into closer contact. All parties to the 
experiment were enthusiastic ajbout the bene- 
fits received. 

—Health . 

More and more attention is being paid in 
libraries as in business houses to the comfort 
and health of the staff. The 1916 report of 
the St. Louis Public Library described in some 
detail the provision made for their comfort. 
Five rooms in the Central Library are in- 
tended and equipped for the sole use of the 
staff— <t wo locker rooms, with toilets, a lunch- 
room, with kitchen, a rest-room, and a recrea- 
tion room. The branches all have staff rooms, 
with facilities for rest and for heating water. 
During the winter months, afternoon tea- is 
served in the lunch-room between 3.30 and 
4.30 p. m., and each member of the staff who 
so desires is allowed ten minutes to partake 
of it. 

In the Qcveland Public Library's report, 
likewise, mention is made of a new provision 
for the health of the library's workers. In 
the summer, by the permission of the Kinney 
& Levan Company, owners of the office build- 
ing in which the library is located, a recreation 
court was prepared on the roof and opened 
for the use of the staff. It is about forty by 
one hundred and twenty feet, and is equipped 
for games. A small court, near the north 
end of the building, looking out over the lake, 
is a pleasant place to spend lunch and rest 
hours. 
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Being fit. [Delivered before the Library 
schools of Illinois and Wisconsin.] Adam 
Strohm. Pub. Libs,, April, 1917. p. 135-138. 

Mr. Strohm of the Detroit, Mich., Public 
Library, feels that, in realizing the aims of 
the library, mere equipment and educational 
machinery should not be overestimated. The 
librarian must be a disciple and a student no 
less than a business manager and influence 
must be exerted by weight of personality, 
mental power and moral calibre rather than 
by any rigid scheme of rules. The success of 
a librarian will depend largely upon the ideals 
that he as a scholar and public servant can 
bring to his work. The best work is an ex- 
pression of the personality itself. 

Mr. Strohm lays down certain precepts with 
regard to the preservation of personal dignity. 
Make a dignified appearance. Dress with' re- 
straint and good taste. Do not gossip. Do 
not appear over sympathetic in your service. 
1 1 addresses on library work, avoid the use of 
sensational utterances, half-truths, and gen- 
eralities. Shun the "confidence" man methods 
of exploiting the library as a sort of short cut 
to intellectual attainments.

The book symposium and its reason for 
being. Emma Felsenthal. Pub. Libs., Jan., 

1917. p. 4-S. 

Miss Felsenthal has briefly and forcefully 
summed up the danger as well as the good to 
librarians of "browsing." A delightful pastime 
it is, but one must not be deceived into think- 
ing this is reading; it is only tasting, which to 
the real book lover is merely the means of 
selecting what is later to be read. Much of 
what is termed browsing must be done by 
librarians as a part of their professional rou- 
tine. After the novelty of the library has 
worn off one is led to browse in an imper- 
sonal manner with both eyes open to other 
readers, and no thought for one's own per- 
sonal tastes. This, Miss Felsenthal points 
out, is the mistake of others than the ama- 
teur, for "the librarian of all people needs to 
preserve his personal enthusiasms, to read and 
re-read his favorite author, his favorite book, 
and to read on his favorite subject, without 
forever considering the author, the book, or 
the subject in relation to other readers than 
himself." 

It is only by retaining one's own enthusi- 
asms that one may make other enthusiasts, and 
this can be done in great measure by allow- 
ing books to hold their old vitality and inter- 
est.

— ^Traveling Expenies 

The Superior Court of the State of Wash- 
ington for Pierce county, in which Tacoma is 
located, has rendered a decision in the case of 
State ex rel. John B. Kaiser, relator, vs. A. V. 
Fawcctt, Mayor of the City of Tacoma, re- 
spondent, in which the mayor had refused to 
sign the warrant issued by the city controller 
in payment for the expenses of a trip east 
during the summer of 1916, when as librarian 
Mr. Kaiser had been instructed to investigate 
certain library problems then pending before 
the Board of Trustees of the Tacoma Public 
Library and to attend the annual conference 
of the American Library Association at As- 
bury Park, N. J. The librarian thru counsel 
applied for a writ of mandate ordering the 
mayor to sign the warrant. The mayor thru 
the city attorney filed a demurrer admitting 
all the facts in the case and merely raising 
the question as to whether under the law of 
Washington traveling expenses for a librarian 
were legal and within the rights of the Library 
Board to authorize. Judge Card overruled 
the demurrer and stated that whether or not 
such traveling expenses were a legal expendi- 
ture within the meaning of the statute is a 
matter entirely at the discretion of the Library 
Trustees under Section , 6975 Remington & 
Ballinger's Annotated Codes & Statutes of 
Washington, which reads in part as follows: 
'The trustees shall have . . . the exclusive 
control of the expenditure of all moneys col- 
lected for the library fund; and such money 
shall be paid out from the treasury by the 
proper ofiicers upon the properly authenticated 
vouchers of the board of trustees without fur- 
ther audit. . . . The trustees shall have the 
power to do all other acts and things neces- 
sary to the management, custody, and control 
of the library." 

The city attorney has served notice that an 
appeal will be taken from the judgment of the 
Superior Court to the State Supreme Court 



The September number of the Journal car- 
ried on page 761 a statement relative to the 
case of John B. Kaiser against the mayor of 
the city of Tacoma for his failure to sign a 
warrant for traveling expenses in connection 
with a trip East during the summer of 1916. 
The case was decided in Mr. Kaiser's favor in 
the Superior Court and the mayor was in- 
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structed to sign the warrant, which had been 
held up for twelve months, the award of the 
court including six per cent, interest from 
the date of refusing to sign. 

Tho the city stated that it would appeal 
to the Supreme Court for a review of -the de- 
cision of the Superior Court and tho the pre- 
liminary steps in the appeal were taken, the 
city attorney ultimately withdrew the appeal 
and the decision of the Superior Court oblig- 
ing the mayor to sign the warrant and award- 
ing interest stands as law. 

Altho the expense was incurred under 
written instructions from the library board, 
under the law the suit had to be brought in 
the name of the librarian in whose favor the 
warrant had been drawn, and the library board 
could not legally pay the attorney's fees in- 
volved in the case, so that altho the money 
was paid out on the written instructions of . 
the board the librarian was obliged to bear 
the expense of the suit merely to reimburse 
him personally. 

LIBRARIANSHIP 

The so-called librarian's real duties. Mat- 
thew C Brush. Spec, Libs,, June, 1917. p. 

83-84. 

The employes of the company must neces- 
sarily depend on the librarian to make readily 
available to them such information as pertains 
to their business, and they should be made to 
feel that such material will be placed at their 
command. They should be made to feel fur- 
ther that instead of supplying information as 
a favor, the librarian is always glad to be of 
assistance ; that he welcomes the inquiry of an 
office boy as well as the perplexing questions 
of an expert, and that he will continue to 
work in their behalf when once he knows 
their wants. 

To all the different members of the staff 
of the company the librarian can be no less 
helpful, provided his familiarity with the 
business is broad enough to enable him to 
look at it from different points of view and 
understand, to some extent at least, the prob- 
lems of each official. His particular duty 
should be to acquaint himself with the needs 
of the staff and to bring to their attention 
new articles of interest of which it has been 
his opportunity to learn. The staff should 
feel that they can confide in the librarian many 
details regarding their problems in order 
that the latter can work advantageously in se- 
curing desired information. To this end he, 
having knowledge of the lack of material 
on certain subjects, should co-operate with the 
editors of periodicals in order to remedy the 
condition. Moreover, with a knowledge of the 
needs of the staff he would be much more 



able to detect articles bearing upon the busi- 
ness of the company, which would otherwise 
appear to be of no interest. 

The librarian can do much to lighten the 
work of an executive, who would thereby have 
more time to give to his greater responsibili- 
ties. In so doing, information should be pre- 
sented in a form digested or abstracted so that 
it could be grasped by the executive with the 
greatest economy of time. The librarian can 
even recommend to his company ideas which 
he notes from his reading have been success- 
fully applied by other concerns. 

The importance of this service was ex- 
pressed by Mr. Brush in the following state- 
ment : 

"In fact, the so-called librarian can build a 
place for himself in every firm, corporation 
or company, if he desires to do so, and if he 
possesses an intimate acquaintance with the 
various methods of getting information aside 
from books, periodicals, pamphlets, etc., stand- 
ing as he should at the elbow of an executive 
demonstrating his ability to advise how vari- 
ous matters have been viewed by different 
minds and reporting why certain schemes were 
a success or failure, it would seem as if a more . 
fitting title could be thought of for him than 
that of librarian."

The library movement having run its course 
within the span of a single genieration, its 
present apostles have had the double pleasure 
of experiment and achievement. To their suc- 
cessors is entrusted the more humdrum task of 
administering the results of these experiments 
and achievements, but with recognition the 
profession has lost the incentive which in- 
vigorated its youthful past. Librarianship 
needs a tonic — something to put more alert- 
ness into the everyday routine. 

This may come with an increasing familiar- 
ity with books. This familiarity is not mere 
acquaintance with their contents or knowledge 
of their physical characteristics, but must be 
based on qualities like those which make one 
fond of human friends. 

Besides the books that are circulated and 
circulated until they are used up, is another 
kind that should be preserved carefully by any 
library fortunate enough to possess them. 
These are the choice books, which are pre- 
cious for some sentimental or curious reason. 
The room in which such books are kept is 
recognized as an important and useful feature 
of the institution. There is no reason why it 
should not be made a feature of branch and 
village libraries, and the local thing will at- 
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tract more visitors and have a greater value 
than any exotic, whenever the same care b 
taken to make it known. ^ 

Collecting books is not as proper a function 
for library workers as circulating or catalog- 
ing them, but most people find it more enter- 
taining, and it need not be expensive. One only 
needs to pick a subject according to purse as 
well as inclination, and bide one's time. All 
that is necessary to enjoy books is a little wall 
space, a restrained taste, and knowledge of 
what one wants.

The empasse [sic] in library work. Anna 
L. Burns. Bull. League for Business Oppor- 
tunities for Women, June, 191 7. p. 3, 9. 

Miss Burns takes the reader from her en- 
thusiastically received course in library train- 
ing at the Pratt Library School thru a busy 
year as first assistant in a rushed down -town 
East Side branch of the New York Public 
Library. The work in such a district was 
trying and the pressure taxed to the utmost 
an inexperienced novice. 

She finally resigned becaused of frayed 
nerves and general poor health. After a rest 
of four months she became librarian of a 
lower West Side branch, where constant ef- 
fort to develop reading tastes was exerted. 
When the Main Building at 42d Street was 
opened, Miss Burns was put in charge of the 
circulation room. Here there was no neces- 
sity for encouragement in reading. The diffi- 
culty was to provide what was clamorously 
sought. At the end of five years Miss Burns 
resigned, simply because she felt there was 
nothing ahead but "heavier burdens and the 
futility of so much struggle and life-force ex- 
pended on work that never could be done." 
Fatigue left no time for any outside enjoy- 
ment or recreation. As regarded salary she 
had reached the maximum salary allowed a 
branch librarian, consequently this spur to 
ambition was lacking. 

In a final critical summary Miss Burns 
says: "Librarians are delightful people — ^the 
real salt of the earth; a more loyal, unselfish, 
disinterested class of workers it would be 
hard to find. As for the work itself, it suf- 
fers seriously at present from a lack of suffi- 
cient funds for books, salaries, and service. 
This means undermanned libraries, over- 
worked — and underpaid — librarians, and an 
insufficient book supply. The consequence is 
too often disappointment and dissatisfaction 
on the part of the public. . . . The pub- 
lic, knowing nothing of conditions, are apt to 
see only meagre results; they are unaware 
of the untiring efforts of the libraries to cope 
with straitened resources. From the stand- 



point of the library staff, the burden of carry- 
ing the triple handicap of long hours, over- 
work, and low pay is forcing many of the 
most valuable of its members out of their 
chosen profession into more lucrative fields 
of employment. The vacancies thus left in 
the ranks are becoming increasingly difficult 
to fill with trained and efficient people; and if 
the present situation continues, a serious blow 
will be dealt to the traditional prestige and 
high standards of the work itself. Librarian- 
ship should be, and under the proper condi- 
tions is, a profession full of dignity, rich in 
results, and indispensable to the public wel- 
fare."

In connection with their Christmas exhibits 
of children's books the Washington Public 
Library tried an experiment in December, 
1916, which was so successful that it will be 
repeated. Efforts toward co-operation with 
the local bookstores had previously been un- 
successful. This year with the approval of 
the booksellers, order blanks were multi- 
graphed, like' the one reproduced below:

The orders taken by members of the li- 
brary staff were forwarded to the bookshops, 
which in turn supplied and delivered tiie 
books as promptly as possible. The library 
gained nothing financially from this experi- 
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ment, but in the help and guidance rendered 
to those buying books at this crowded season, 
and in the increase of desirable books re- 
ceived by diildren, the benefits were note* 
worthy.

A writer in the World's Work for October, 
1916 (p. 611), describes some of the means 
used to popularize the Public Library in Ho- 
hart, Okla. Hobart is a town of 4000 inhabit- 
ants, with a $10,000 Carnegie Librarsr which 
has been in operation five years. It contains 
over 4000 volumes, has a registration of 2400, 
and lent in 191 5 more than 23,000 volumes. 
It is estimated that an equal amount of reading 
was done in the library during the year, in 
books, magazines and papers, and in the 
reference work by public school pupils. 

The first year die library was open the 
stipulated $1000 was levied for its support. 
In 191 5 appreciation of the library had so 
grown that the city council voted $1900, the 
full sum asked by the trustees, for its support. 
This public sentiment was developed by fol- 
lowing the simple rule of all merchandising: 
get what the people want on your shelves, and 
then bring in the customers and get your 
goods out. 

Deciding that the children and young people 
were the most promising class to begin on, 
books most attractive to them were first 
sought. Then the librarian and members of 
the board visited every school room, displayed 
books with attractive bindings, told the ad- 
vantages to be derived from reading, and 
gave to each pupil a blank application for a 
borrower's card, telling them to get the signa- 
tures of guarantors to th^ application, after 
which the card would be issued. Many failed 
to get these signatures, for various reasons, 
and the board presently abolished the require- 
ment. To-day borrower's cards are issued on 
the spot to all applicants. 

Again they went to the schools and handed 
out cards ready for use, except registering 
and numbering, and at once were swamped 
with demands for books. Parents and teachers 
seconded the demand. Books were ordered 
by hundreds, and additional funds for their 
purchase were provided. 

Later borrower's cards were sent ready for 
use to a long list of taxpayers, business men, 
laborers, etc., without waiting for them to call 
at the library. Such cards are registered and 
ntnnbered when presented for the purpose of 
borrowing. It is found that there are few 



delinquents and that the elimination of red 
tape has drawn many people to the library. 



Home visiting. Georgie McAfee. Lib, Oe^ 
current, July, 1917. p. 201-202. 

Miss McAfee writes of home visiting as 
a means of taking the library to individuals. 
In the communities of Evans ville where ex- 
tension libraries have been placed, the sepa- 
rate neighborhoods have the characteristics of 
villages. First a collection of books is sent 
out — ^tentative, based on the general interests 
of the community. The community is then 
divided into sections, and every house 00 
every street is visited. Application cards 
stamped Home Visit are taken and when 
signed are left with the prospective borrower 
to bring or send to the station with a request 
for a book. A reader's card is there made 
out. 

Between 10 and 20 calls can be made in an 
hour, not counting pedestrians who may be 
waylaid according to the informality of a 
country town. An effort is made to find out 
what the women like, the vocations of dieir 
husbands, or any particular interest which 
can help in selecting books for them. Per- 
sonal friendliness will lead the people of 
these communities to reveal everything from 
crochet fads to love affairs.

— Scope and Purpose of 

Why give to libraries? New York Libs., 
March, 191 7. p. 190-192. 

The question of the worthiness of a library 
to receive gifts is staunchly upheld in this 
short article, which is composed chiefly of the 
seven tabulated reasons pro. Altho it is ad- 
mitted that the individual must ultimately 
decide what cause he most desires to aid ma- 
terially, nevertheless the suggestion that there 
are other and more pressing needs to be met 
than that of the public library is disputed in 
the following argument : 

I Human life is shaped and developed by 
nothing else more directly and powerfully than 
by the ideas, images, emotions and ideals which 
are conveyed to the mind by books. 

2. The library is the only institution that 
"gives nothing for nothing," and therefore 
does not pauperize; whatever treasure it has 
to bestow, enriches people only to the degree 
that they themselves give their mind, thought, 
energy, labor to the acquiring of these treas- 
ures. 

3. The public library is the one institution 
by which the entire commtmity, young or old, 
rich or poor, well or sick, is enriched. 
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4. It is therefore a powerful, unifying factor 
in which all have a common hond and interest, 
without factions and cults. 

5. The expenditures for a library are justi- 
fied, not only in terms of moral, intellectual 
and social benefits, but also in direct material 
profit, for the money saved by those who need 
information and can procure it free thru the 
library, may be used for other causes. 

6. The library minimizes the need of all 
kinds of charity, in its promotion of efficiency 
in labor, industry and general resources. The 
expense to a community of its library is repaid 
with interest in the reduction of its paupers 
and criminals. 

7. The library is a necessary part of every 
other institution of society. The school, 
church, hospital or business organization is in- 
complete and ineffective without its accom- 
panying store room of references and accumu- 
lated knowledge.

What is called a "home-made" public library 
is owned and operated by the clubwomen of 
Lebanon, Kan. An article in the Topeka 
Daily Capital describing this library sajrs that 
when the women discovered that more books 
were need, and there was no money with 
which to buy them, they decided that every 
book already owned, outside of fiction, would 
have to do more work. The library had been 



cataloged according to titles and authors, but 
now the women went thru the volumes care- 
fully, analyzing each. Since this has been 
done, almost every book averages six trips out 
of the library where formerly it was used but 
once. 

Another feature of this home-made library 
is the collection of scrapbooks made from dip- 
pings from current magazines. Each club 
member saves interesting articles from avail- 
able periodicals, and when several artides on 
one subject have been collected these are 
mounted on sheets of white paper and bound 
in heavy brown paper. The library now has 
more than 400 of these scrapbooks, and they 
are being cataloged for circulation.

LIBRARY POST 

Penny post for library books. Alfred L. 
Spencer. Steuben Courier, Bath, Oct 20, 1916. 

In a letter to the editor of the Steuben 
Courier, AUrtd L. Spencer outlines another plan 
for a library post, this time specifically for a 
local cheap rate for library circulation over ru- 
ral delivery lines. To the farm district, because 
of its isolation, pictures, magazines and books 
are of utmost importance, he says. The use 
of the library by the farmer has been itkort or 
less barred on account of distance, and only 
the penny post can obviate the difficulty. At 
least 8,000,000 country homes are reached each 
day by carriers whose load is so light that 
12 or 20 books added to each would not prove 
an undue burden. A weight of 2^ pounds 
for the strictly local, minimum rate of i cent, 
which he advocates, would allow the sending 
of two average books or magazines. This rate 
would be a flat round-trip rate, paid from a 
deposit made by the borrower at the library 
so as to insure the returning of the book with 
the least possible friction. As country people 
have proved to be liberal supporters of both 
school and church, they can be relied on to do 
their part for library extension. Endorsement 
of this scheme has come from many of the 
leading educators and public men of the state. 

LOAN DEPARTMENT 
Beginning with Oct. i, the Brookline Pub- 



lic Library opened its doors at 8.30 instead of 
9 in the morning, and the Coolidge G>mer 
branch made the same change on Saturday 
mornings. This has been done to accommo- 
date the many business men and women who 
leave home soon after eight, and who want 
to return their books on the way to town. The 
new rules allowing to borrowers a practically 
unlimited supply of books on their regular 
borrowers* cards have now been in force for 
six months, and have proved satisfactory in 
their practical working. Each borrower may 
have on his regular card one seven-day fiction, 
one magazine for the current month, and any 
reasonable number of other books and maga- 
zines. Books which have heretofore been 
issued for two weeks, with privilege of re- 
newal, are now given out for four weeks, thus 
saving the trouble of renewal. A few popular 
books other than fiction are still issued for two 
weeks only. 

LOCAL HISTORY COLLECTIONS 

The Public Library at Long Beach, Cal., 
has been stimulating local interest by gather- 
ing together historical material concerning the 
city, still very young, thus securing much that 
some years later it would be vain to seek. The 
library sent a circular letter to people who 
lived in Long Beach 20 years ago, asking them 
to lend any pictures of the city or of early 
residents they might have. The letter also 
explained the aim of the library to build up 
a local history collection, and expressed the 
hope that early pictures and papers might be 
given to the library so that they might be safely 
kept and be accessible to all. The pictures 
exhibited' covered the whole history of the 
city, from the days when coyotes were hunted 
in what is now the center of the city, thru 
the Chautauqua and camp-meeting period, to 
the present.

"The broadsides and pamphlets, the crude 
pictures and political cartoons, the letters and 
diaries and all the other ephemeral material 
of one day," writes Mr. Landon in connection 
with the work of libraries in the past, "now 
serves to illuminate the past, as books alone 
would never do. This was the local material in 
its day; in the light of after years it sets forth 
great national activities and development." 

As local material is a very inclusive term, 
thert is need for selection. The local news- 
pai-er is of foremost importance; then there 
follow reports, lists, etc., issued by municipal 
governments, churches, political parties, vo- 
ters' lists, assessment rolls, church programs 
and reports, clippings from newspapers, books 
relating to the district and books by local 
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authors. "The chief point to be emphasized 
in the collection of local material is to make 
it known and have it used. Public libraries 
should never be archives. . . . The more use 
that is made of the collection the larger it 
will grow.'

Librarians who have motion picture ma- 
chines in their libraries or who co-operate 
with the proprietors of commercial moving 
picture theaters, will be interested in .the an- 
nouncement of the production of the Edison 
Conquest Pictures, handled by Forum Films, 
Inc., of New York city. Eight months ago 
Mr. Edison, aware of the growing demand 
for better films, decided to go ahead with 
the production of films, the first requirement 
being that they should be clean. 

Adaptations have been made of many good 
stories which have been favorites among boys 
and young men readers. The first program 
will include "The half back," a picturization 
of Ralph Henry Barbour's story of school life 
and football; "Captains of tomorrow," a dress

MUNICIPAL INFORMATION BUREAU 

An institution known as the New York 
State Bureau of Municipal Information has 
been organized at Albany, with W. P. Capes 
as director. The bureau is the outgrowth of 
the Conference of Mayors of the state last 
June, when it was realized that there existed 
everywhere a duplication of work, time and 
expense in obtaining information about sys- 
tems, costs and results in other cities. In an 
eflF9rt to bring some order out of this chaos, 
this central clearing house of municipal in- 
formation, run on a co-operative plan, was 
established in Albany, just across the street 
from the Capitol and the State Education 
building. 
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A valuable co-operative relationship has 
been established with the State Library and 
with many state and other agencies gathering 
data about cities, both in this country and in 
Europe. The bureau serves fifty-seven cities 
within the state, its chief function being to 
.supply information about any municipal prob- 
lem to any city official requesting it. This 
service has also been extended during the 
winter to state officials. Another duty is to 
keep cities informed about all legislation 
affecting them. A copy of every bill intro- 
duced is supplied to the bureau. If it is gen- 
eral in character, it is referred to the legis- 
lative committee of the Mayors' Conference. 
If it is of interest to one or two cities alone, 
notification is sent to the mayors, with request 
for instructions. The director of the bureau, 
on request, appears before any state depart- 
ment for any city, and each co-operating city, 
as a result of this plan, is receiving a service 
which it could not possibly duplicate by indi- 
vidual effort or for the money it now pays. 

MUNICIPAL REFERENCE LIBRARIES 

"Municipal reference Ubraries are of two 
main classes," writes A. L. Bostwick in the 
1916 report of the St. Louis Public Library. 
"The first includes libraries of general char- 
acter for the use of the .city officials and em- 
ployes. These, in addition to purely munici- 
pal reference work, render very much the 
same service to city employes as a general 
public library renders to the public at large. 
The second class, in which our own Municipal 
Reference branch belongs, includes highly 
specialized collections used largely by the li- 
brarian himself in compiling reports and sum- 
maries for those connected with or interested 
in municipal affairs. In recent months there 
has been a certain amount of discussion as to 
which type of municipal reference library is 
the better. The first class of library is much 
more expensive, as it must contain, for ex- 
ample, a large collection of periodicals and 
other material which one would expect to 
find only in a general reading room. The 
second class, which would seem to be most 
nearly related to what the National Municipal 
League originally had in mind, is modeled on 
the legislative reference idea, and is intended 
only to supply specialized information. It 
caters principally to city officials, civic and 
business organizations, and individuals in con- 
nection with their official, municipal and civic 
duties. There is no reason, of course, why 
a municipal reference library should not be- 
long to both classes, and in the case of St. 
Louis it is hardly more than a matter of 
expense. 

•In the opinion of the branch librarian, 
however, the present specialized work is by 



far the most important phase of municipal 
reference library activity. In St Louis many 
important measures for the benefit of the 
city have been aided by the presentation of 
impartial reports based on data collected by 
the library. Work of this sort is in line 
with what the originators of the legislative 
reference idea had in mind." 



Social work and the written record. L. 
Stanley Jast Lib. Assn, Rec, My., 1916. 
p. 215-218. 

There is need in England for a properly 
organized collection of written material cov- 
ering every phase of social work. A depart- 
ment of municipal record should be estab- 
lished, wherein any individual or corporation 
could find out, thru classified reports, just 
what is being done for social betterment 
thruout the country, on the Continent, and 
in America. A trained librarian should be in 
charge of this municipal and soci««l reference 
library; he should be prepared to give out 
facts, not opinions, in the briefest form pos- 
sible. Organized municipal reference libra- 
nes on the lines suggested are found in New 
York, Chicago, and many other American 
cities.

The art museum and the public M. G. Van 
Rensselaer. Bull of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, Mar, 1917. p. 57-64. 

This article is reprinted with a foreword 
by Robert W. de Forest^ president of the mu- 
seum, from the North American Review, 
January, 1917. Knowledge of art and feeling 
for beautiful objects are distinctly di£Ferent 
qualities. The problem of how to promote 
appreciation is one which our museums are 
considering more and more. The individual 
must educate himself, and the only outside aid 
must lie in the material furnished for this 
self -instruction. "This means that . . . almost 
all valid training in appreciation of art must be 
gained in the public museum or gallery. And 
it follows that in all possible ways the 
museum, the gallery, should itself facilitate, 
stimulate, and guide the self -education of the 
people." 
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Whether the art nraseiim should exist for 
the "gifted few" or the general public is 
always moot, but the wide democratic cir- 
cles usually triumph. Far greater problems, 
however, confront the museum in seeking to 
furnish aid and instruction. Shall the "fine 
arts,** strictly speaking, stand alone, or shall 
there be introduced in addition, artistic 
things of which the value is partly industrial, 
historical or ethnographical? 

Fortunately the musetuns of to-day have 
reached the place where contributions are 
proffered, to be rejected by the museum at 
their discretion. 

With the growth of our museum collec- 
tions many people have divided their division 
into many small ones, located in different 
parts of the city. From a practical stand- 
point such a plan is too expensive, and the 
advantages to the student of having a widely 
diversified collection under one roof would 
be lost The small, specialized collection, 
such as Mr. Altman's, undoubtedly has a part 
to play in the community, but a large museum 
is a necessity to every city. 

Other questions are those of arrangement 
and classification, in order to furnish the 
greatest possible pleasure and instruction. 
Shall the objects be grouped according to 
historical period or according to kind, the 
latter being the old traditional plan? The 
former more modem method has met with de- 
cided success at the Metropolitan Museum, as 
the popularity of the Egyptian rooms testify. 
When this point is settled there is the ques- 
tion of selection. It seems good, on the 
whole, to allow the individual to choose for 
himself, thus learning the lesson of discrimina- 
tion as well as personal selection. The mass- 
ing of objects also appeals to a national in- 
herited love of rich display which is an Occi- 
dental trait. It would seem reasonable to 
build upon this characteristic rather than to 
ape the Japanese love of effective isolation, 
foreign to our tastes and natures. 

Museums are also working along lines of 
more distinct public instruction. There are 
being instituted study rooms, handbooks and 
treatises, illustrated ' lectures delivered at the 
museum or elsewhere, tours of the galleries 
under guidance, and loan collections. This 
is all pioneer work; we have no precedent in 
our own or other countries. 

"An appreciation of the value of visual in- 
struction^ : this is the great need in our country. 
We must do more than merely "find time^ 
for the cultivation of this appreciation, we 
must "make time," and the museums should 
seek to render this cultivation easy. 

Common sense points to the necessity for 
good handbooks, good labels, large scale plans 
of the building, cloak and parcel rooms, and 



comfortable seats for rest and at the same 
time contemplation. And moreover plenty of 
space in which to enjoy that which is before 
one. 

The more that can be done to increase the 
attractiveness of the museum the more surely 
will it appeal to a large and varied public, 
drawn to its doors for every motive from 
active enjoyment to creative work.

Co-operation between a public library and 
a museum. Margaret A. McVety. Thg Mu- 
seum, May, 1917. p. 31-33- 

The idea of co-operation between the pub- 
lic library and the museum has been worked 
out very successfully in Newark, N. J. The 
Newark Museum was started in the Newark 
Public Library and has been developed under 
the care of the librarian. By means of printed 
signs thruout the building and by distribution 
of notices about special exhibits, library visit- 
ors have to a remarkable extent become mu- 
seum patrons. 

The Latin exhibit recently arranged is a 
good example of how the library and the 
museum work together. The library wished 
to exploit its generous collection of books 
and pictures relating to the Latins. The mu- 
seum not only furnished bronzes, marbles, old 
Roman coins and other objects, but put its ex- 
perience and skill at the service of the library 
in ideas, plans and arrangement for the whole 
exhibit Visiting Latin classes received a more 
clear-cut impression from the exhibit than 
if they had been directed to look up Roman 
antiquities for themselves in the museum. 
Teachers were told that similar displays could 
be shown or lent at any time. 

Co-operation with the museum is active in 
the various departments of the library. From 
the art department the museum draws ^n the 
library's resources of pictures to supplement 
its displays and school lending collections. 
Its staff prepares selected groups, for ex- 
ample, on "The life of a river," as teaching 
lessons. 

The school department of the library thru its 
close connection with teachers and pupils 
brings the museum many visitors. The chil- 
dren's department sends many more to the 
museum, while the museum furnishes the de- 
partment with interesting displays. The tech- 
nical department aids the museum in the 
scientific labeling of objects; it sends enquir- 
ers to the museum's geological and zoological 
collections or to their demonstrations of tech- 
nical processes. From the reference rooms 
visitors are constantly referred to the museuoL 
The same co-operation with the museum pre- 
vails thruout the branches of the library. 

The museum staff gives advance informa- 
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lion of its plans to the library, so that the 
latter may "take stock" of related reading 
material and compile reading lists about the 
objects displayed. 

MUSIC COLLECTIONS 

The Main Library in Cleveland has a large 
and rapidly increasing' collection of music 
scores for circulation. Here may be found 
and borrowed for home use, songs by the 
standard composers of all nations. Folk-songs, 
college songs, part songs and collections for 
home music are included, and the sacred song 
writers of the past and present are quite fully 
represented. 

Among the instrumental scores, piano and 
organ music predominate, but music for piano 
and violin, piano and violoncello, and solo- 
violin, are already fairly well represented, and 
there is some chamber music and music for 
other solo instruments including the Rute, be- 
sides instruction books for many of the in- 
struments. There is also an excellent collec- 
tion of grand opera, opera bouffe and light 
opera scores, with some oratorios and can- 
tatas. 

The library has most of the current and 
standard books on music theory and tech- 
nique, besides numerous volumes on the his- 
tory and interpretation of music, biographies 
of musicians, stories of the opera and of its 
great stars and even some books about the 
relation of music to the other arts and to 
sciences, as color-music, etc. 



A list of titles suitable for starting a music 
collection in a library has recently been pre- 
pared by G. Schirmer, music publishers of 
New York. The Wisconsin Library Bulletin 
for March, 1917, prints a letter accompanying 
the list from Mary E. Armstrong, who says 
that the lists were based on catalogs from the 
most important libraries. She adds a few 
rules for music collections. If the Dewey sys- 
tem of classification is used music should be 
treated like any other book, entered under 
the composer's name, and if that is unknown 
under the title rather than the writer of the 
words. There is a revision of the Dewey 
Music Section made for one of the largest 
libraries which will be of value to all libraries 
contemplating a music collection. Shelving is 
being handled in the newer libraries by a hori- 
zontal arrangement which is found more sat- 
isfactory than the vertical files. Shallow 
drawers are even better as a protection from 
dirt. Unbound sheet- music is usually kept in 
hinged pasteboard filing boxes, shelved hori- 
zontally. As to binding, it is generally felt 
that buckram wears better than any other ma- 
terial, and is from 15 to 25 cents per volume 



cheaper. For sheet music paper holders re- 
inforced with linen hinges are practicable. 

— Cataloging of 

In her account of the work of the catalog 
department of the Seattle Public Library, in 
the 1916 report, Miss Firmin says of the m}>- 
sic catalog: 

"Upon starting the revision of the music 
catalog we found it necessary to keep a 
separate list of composers' names and subject 
headings used, and a record of the various 
titles under which a single piece had been 
translated, with references to the best known 
English translation. This, altho involving a 
considerable outlay of time, is an advantage to 
the users of the catalog who wish to find, for 
example, all entries of The marriage of 
Figaro' together, rather than to find them 
under the various translated titles, 'Figaro's 
hochzeit,' *Les noces de Figaro/ etc. Cards 
were also made for the different forms of 
music such as Mazurka, Sonata, Impromptu* 
etc., upon which are listed the names of com- 
posers who have written that form of music. 

N£6R0£S, Library Work for 

The Life Culture Review for January gives 
several pages to a description of the two 
branches of the Louisville Public Library de- 
voted to colored readers. Pictures of the 
branches and of the colored staff accompany 
the article, which includes a description of 
the buildings and a summary of the various 
phases of the work carried on therein. The 
two branches contain 15,119 volumes, and 
since their opening (the first in 1905 and the 
second in 1914) the circulation has amounted 
to 700,229 volumes. A large amount of refer- 
ence work is also done, many club and public 
meetings are held in the buildings, and an 
apprentice class is conducted each year for 
those who desire to work in these branches 
or in colored branches in other cities of the 
South. 

N£WSPAP£R LIBRARIES 

The head of the technology division of the 
Cleveland Public Library has been visiting 
the libraries of the leading newspapers in that 
city— the Plain Dealer, Leader-News, and 
Press — and has jotted down some notes on 
their contents and practices in the staff bulle- 
tin of his own library. 

"They are all alike in combining an ex- 
tensive 'morgue' of clippings, pictures and cuts 
>yith a small collection of general reference 
books, including year books, etq., and works 
of local subject interest," he notes. **The 
Leader-News and the. Press have installed a 
system devised by the Library .Bureau, In 
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this system, clippings are iiled in envelopes of 
two sizes. The envelopes are numbered, and 
the subjects indexed in a card-index. Cuts 
are filed according to size (one. two or three- 
coltnnn). in special, heavy envelopes. The 
arrangement of these is alphabetical by sub- 
ject. The files are kept in special steel cab- 
inets. 

"An interesting index feature of the files 
of cuts is the way in which the one-column file 
is at the same time an index to the whole 
collection. This is done (i) by making a 
cross reference on an envelope to envelopes 
in the other files which contain additional 
material; (2) by including cards for matter 
not represented in the one-column file, but 
which is found in the other files. 

"The Plain Dealer has a somewhat different 
system, and lacks the filing cabinets. Envel- 
opes are filed on shelves as in reference clip- 
ping file in our own library. 

"Files of magazines are kept, but periodi- 
cals and newspapers are clipped at once and 
made available as clippings. 

"The reference collections varied rather in- 
terestingly. In the Plain Dealer library there 
was the first edition of the New International 
Encyclopedia, the Jewish Encyclopedia, the 
Catholic Encyclopedia, and the Schaff-Herzog 
Encyclopedia of Religious Knowledge, none 
of which appeared in the other libraries. Mr. 
Lloyd seemed rather indignant because he 
could not have or did not have an up-to-date 
general encyclopedia. 

"In the Leader-News, the library had out- 
grown its space (about 15 by 20) and the li- 
brarian said that many books were in the 
offices of some of the editors, in part as a 
matter of physical necessity. This perhaps 
accounts for the apparently not very well bal- 
anced selection. Their only encyclopedia 
which was visible was the Americana. 

*The Press library seemed in the best gen- 
eral condition, owing perhaps to the fact that 
the librarian had had library training. It was 
also more pleasantly located and better light- 
ed. The reference collection tho small was 
up-to-date and showed evidence of intelligent 
selection. Miss Lingan, the librarian, says 
that she is allowed to order books, and — an 
interesting item — that high school students 
make some use of the library. 

"None of the libraries classify their books, 
tho the Press librarian states that she has the 
matter of classification in mind to do when 
opportunity oflFers. In view of the small size 
of the collections and the circumstances of 
their use, classification would seem to be a 
convenience rather than a necessity."

NICKNAME INDEX 

One of the short-cuts which is found useful 
in the economics division of the New York 
Public Library is a "Nick-name index." At 
the present time this index is on cards which 
are filed together, but it is planned to dis- 
tribute them thruout the catalog, which will 
then be composed of author, title, subject and 
nick-name entries. 

These nick-name cards contain sometimes 
long and sometimes short explanations, but 
however they are, they are appreciated by the 
assistant whose memory fails when asked what 
the Biggs Commission Report was about, or 
for a copy of the Bowman act, or where the 
text of the Monroe Doctrine belongs. And 
none the less are they appreciated by the pa- 
tron, whose time is limited but who must have 
the text of the Carey Act before he makes 
the four-twenty-eight I "The Carey Act," ac- 
cording to the "Nick-name index," is the pop- 
ular title for a single section in the Sundry 
Civil Appropriation Bill, approved August 18, 
1894. ("For text of the Carey Act see U. S. 
Statutes, V. 28, p. 422-423. For history of act 
see U. S. Monthly (^talogue for October, 
1910, p. 141-142.*') 

Who knows offhand that the Aldrich-Vree- 
land Act is a U. S. Emergency Currency 
Measure, which became a law May 30, 1908, 
and expired June 30, 1908? Who remembers 
the exact location of the "Grandfather Cause** 
or the "Gateway Amendment"? They are so 
familiar to us by their nick-names that it is 
only when we come to locate them without the 
help of a nick-name index or its equivalent 
that we realize how elusive they are, and how 
unable we are to go directly to them. 

It may take hours to run down the Bowman 
Act and find that it is a U. S. Act concerning 
French spoliation claims and was dated March 
3, 1883, but once found it is herded safely into 
the nick-name index, where forever after it is 
instantly available. If it had been corralled 
when it was current in 1883, there would have 
been no hours wasted now, and with this in 
mind, the nick-named bills and acts of the 
present day are noted on sight and added to 
the index. Like many another hobby, this is 
a good one to ride and saves the pedestrian 
many weary steps.

out in some states, or to the string of co- 
operating libraries which Mr. Borden himself 
organized in Baroda, India.

The care of pamphlet collections. Tracy I. 
Storer. Science, Nov. 24, 1916. p. 73S-739. 

Since published articles on any line of 
scientific investigation are scattered thru a 
large number of serial publications, the worker 
who desires to cover the literature of his 
particular field must have access to a collec- 
tion of reprints and excerpts of such articles, 
gathered either independently, or by the insti- 
tution with which he is connected. Thus 
most investigators have occasion to assemble 
and care for a pamphlet collection. This paper 
discusses some of the methods of arranging 
this material in vogue in various libraries, and 
of preserving it from the injuries to which it 
is liable from dust, strong light, and careless 
handling. 

"The methods in use for assorting and con- 
serving pamphlets are various. ... A popular 
method is to keep the reprints in fiat piles on 
shelves. This, however, does not permit ready 
location, and removal of single papers from 
the pile involves a risk of tearing either them 
or the sheets adjacent to them. A second 
device is to. place the pamphlets vertically on 
a shelf. This makes it possible to remove 
any desired paper without disturbing those 
adjacent to it. But unless there are frequent 
vertical partitions for support, the pressure 
exerted by the weight of the papers on either 
side makes the removal of thin pamphlets 
difficult Both of these methods expose the 



collection to light and dust. A third method 
is to bind the pamphlets in volumes. This 
obviates the danger of damage by light or 
dust, but is still open to several serious objec- 
tions. Chief among these is the difficulty of 
arranging the papers in a thbroly convenient 
manner for ready reference. . . . All of 
the papers of one author may not be on hand 
when the binding is done; the contents of 
bound volumes cannot be so readily indexed 
as can separate papers; and the papers con- 
tained therein can not be so easily laid out 
for study as when separate and unbound. A 
final objection to binding is the expense. A 
fourth method is to place the pamphlets in 
vertical filing cabinets. This economizes space, 
but the cost of the containers is quite 
high. . . . 

"The last plan is probably in more general 
use than any other, namely, placing the pam- 
phlets in narrow pamphlet cases. These are of 
three general types. The first resembles a 
small letter file with a hinged back which 
completely protects the contents from dust and 
light. This case is heavier and much more 
expensive than the others and is slightly more 
inconvenient to handle because of the necessity 
of opening the back when removing the con- 
tents. The second type has both top and back 
open and while it will accommodate pamphlets 
of widely di£Ferent sizes it exposes portions 
of the papers to the harmful action of dust 
and light The third type, a box open only at 
the back, seems by far the most convenient, 
as when pushed against a wall it is practically 
dust and light proof, tho still permitting ready 
reference to its contents. Cases 12 inches high, 
8 inches deep and 2j^ inches wide, made of a 
good weight of strawboard faced on the in- 
side with white paper and covered with black 
binder's cloth, are excellent, and are more 
durable than cases with wooden tops and bot- 
toms, as they have a slight 'give' which seems 
to make them more lasting. . . . Cases 
measuring more than 2^ inches in width are 
not satisfactory; they soon break to pieces 
under pressure of the greater weight of the 
material they hold. They often, moreover, 
hold too many papers for quick reference, 
while the narrower boxes permit o.f a finer 
classification. With the smaller size addi- 
tional boxes may be interpolated as necessity 
arises, before a complete revision of the 
collection is required. 

"Three methods of filing the pamphlets of 
a collection are in general use; filing by sub- 
ject, by author's surname, and by date of 
accession. For a small collection with which 
the worker is well acquainted, and .•. . in 
very large collections comprising papers on 
such distinct subjects as geography, geology 
and zoology, the subject classification is pos- 
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sibly the most convenient But in large col* 
lections devoted to a narrower field the alpha- 
betical segregation by authors is much more 
satisfactory. ... A third system is to file 
pamphlets in the order of their receipt, giving 
them serial numbers, * and maintaining both 
author and subject indexes for reference 
purposes. . . . 

"If cases are used to shelter the collection, 
some kind of case inscription is necessary 
whatever system is adopted. ... If the 
subject arrangement is used, the title is made 
comprehensive enough to include all papers 
which are or may be filed in that case. If the 
author classification is used, a large initial 
letter is placed at the top and below it abbrevi- 
ations indicating the names of the authors 
whose papers are filed in that case. If one 
author's papers require one or more complete 
cases their fronts bear his initial and name 
and an indication of the years covered. . . . 
Sufficient room should be left in individual 
cases to anticipate considerable expansion — 
no case should be more than two-thirds filled 
at first, save for a single author, unless the 
collection is already large and the expense of 
additional cases is an object for consideration." 

A finding index is necessary, whatever the 
arrangement Unless the pamphlets are filed 
by authors, a- catalog of authors is needed. 
With a subject classification the entry would 
read: 

Ridpray, R. 

189a. Humming birds (Atm: ■jrttematic) 
1897. Galapagos It. birda (Fauoal: S. Amer.) 

With a serial arrangement it would be 

Ridjmj, R. 

189'. Hummingbirds (64a) 

The words or figures in parentheses indicate 
where the paper is filed. In an author arrange- 
ment, only a subject index is needed, with 
entries under as many headings as needed. 
For all indexes the 3 by 5 inch cards are 
recommended, and a carbon ink of uniform 
color such as Higgins' Eternal. 

A uniform annotation on the upper left hand 
comer of each paper, with author's name and 
initials, the date, and a catch title, will facili- 
tate the search for specific items in the file. 

Serials are best kept in sets, but reprints of 
individual articles may be filed with other 
pamphlets. The date of receipt should al- 
ways be written on the pamphlet as soon as it 
comes to hand. With some series no date of 
publication is given on the separate papers, 
and as they may have been issued in advance 
of the appearance of the complete volume, it 
often becomes important to know their dates 
of receipt, as in the case of papers describing 
new species of animals or plants."

At the meeting of the branch librarians of 
the Oakland (Calif.) Public Library in July, 
Winifred JHandley, librarian of the Alden 
brandi, made some good points in discussing 
the expenditure of money for periodicals. 

Selection of Magasines. — ^"Our fiction mag- 
azines are one of the luxuries of a branch 
library," she said, "and except for the news- 
papers, they are the first thing we can cut 
down on, if it is necessary to economize. To 
be sure one year's subscription to a good fic- 
tion magazine gives us say at least one full 
size new novel, perhaps two short novels, and 
a host of short articles on current topics of 
interest . . . which will perhaps never be pub- 
lished in book form — a very good investment 
If we must economize on periodicals, let it be 
thru the fiction, but just as fast as we can find 
the means, let us subscribe to fiction maga- 
zines, keeping our fiction standards as high in 
the periodicals, as in the bound book. 

Binding, — ^"It is argued that all periodical 
material eventually comes out in bound books. 
Nevertheless, if we could afford it, I would 
very much like to bind some of our non- 
fiction magazines. The old numbers of the 
magazines seem to be fast becoming invalu- 
able at Alden in our school work, and I be- 
lieve would be more so if we could have them 
in more available form. In all manner of 
work, research, debate, theses, biographies, 
the student or borrower wants period- 
ical material — ^it seems to 'hit the point' so 
exactly. Of course, to spend the money 
on the binding of magazines just because, 
they are good, might be utter waste, as 
those magazines may not be used in one's 
particular neighborhood, but if we can ascer- 
tain in some way which non-fiction periodicals 
to bind, I would say bind them, perhaps even 
to the extent of using some of our reference 
book money for the purpose. 

Non-Readers Guide Magazines, — "Six 
months ago I think I should have said we 
should discontinue them, but Harper's Basar 
and Leslie's, not indexed, are yet in tremen- 
dous demand. Leslie's is not indexed for refer- 
ence materia], yet it was well read on the 
tables, and the back numbers, bound by 
months, circulated very well. Boys read it 
instead of the American Boy. Men read it 
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well. And cvcryoac, I believe, enjoys its 'pic- 
tures. 

Circulating Reference Magasines. — "We do, 
freely and with no exception. So far we have 
found that seldom, if ever, are we unable to 
find material in some other magazine if by 
chance the periodical is needed while in circu- 
lation. Of course we exercise the same re- 
strictions on a periodical in temporary demand 
for a certain article, as we do on a book, 
keeping it in reserve and allowing it to cir- 
culate perhaps only over night, or for a day 
or so, or even making it solely reference for 
the time being. There seems to be a general 
prejudice against having to use a book in the 
room— everyone prefers to do his studying at 
home, and if we circulate all our reference 
magazines willingly, it seems to encourage the 
general reading of the better periodicals. Some 
of the magazines do not circulate enough to 
warrant the expense of pockets and labels, 
and these we circulate — for the regular seven 
days — on a temporary slip. Even very old 
back numbers we circulate, and if we had 
bound magazines, I think it would be wise to 
let them go out for a day or two at least, as 
we now occasionally do with the National 
Geographic. In this case, we need not make 
the public too conscious of the restriction. 

How Long to Keep Magazines. — "Most 
branch librarians do hold the best periodicals 
for more than two years, but then comes the 
problem of where to keep them. I would say 
keep the back files of almost all of our best 
magazines, keep them stored as carefully as 
possible. Then the cumulated five and ten- 
year Reader's guides will be of much more 
efficient use."

PHOTOSTAT 

The St. Louis Public Library is using the 
photostat to save the wear which frequent 
use of its valuable newspaper files would 
entail. 

"In the early files of our local papers there 
are many interesting articles of historic value," 
says the librarian in the 1915-16 report. "These 
papers are in a frail condition and the volumes 



are large and difikult to consult Of certain 
articles in these papers we are having photo- 
static copies made, and, as a beginning, are 
now able to furnish, from papers dated i85if 
in handy scrap-book form, a volume upon the 
Osage Indians and another of historical 
sketches of Illinois and Missouri pioneers, 
written by J. M. Peck."

A citizen of Kewanee, 111., having given a 
sum of money to the trustees of the library 
to purchase one or two original oil paintings, 
consented to allow the money to be expended, 
instead, < for a number of good prints of mas- 
terpieces, chosen with a definite educational 
purpose. Thus there came into existence the 
Pierce Art Collection, consisting of 146 prints 
of French and German masterpieces, the 
larger number carbons and photogravures, 
ranging in size from 16x20 inches to 24x30 
inches. For the sake of contrast, a few Arun- 
del colored prints and two or three copper 
plate etchings in color were added. The pic- 
tures were chosen and arranged to illustrate 
the rise, growth and progress of the art of 
painting, from the dawn of the Renaissance 
to the present century. The pictures hang 
chronologically, the artists of one country be- 
ing set side by side with those of another, in 
the order in which they came into prominence. 
Thus, the early Italians are followed by the 
Flemish artists; these in turn by the Floren- 
tines and Venetians, the Germans and the 
Dutch, and on thru the great English artists 
of the eighteenth century to Hunt and Whistler 
of our own time. 

The catalogs were made by a Kewanee 
woman, the printing was a gift from the local 
printing establishment and tax funds were used 
for decorating and lighting the gallery where 
the pictures hang, so that the collection is in 
the best sense a community venture. 



Papers presented to the Massachusetts Li- 
brary Qub at the Marblehead meeting on the 
picture collections in the public libraries of 
the state were reported in the Massachusetts 
Library Club Bulletin, July-October, 1916. 
Speaking of "How to get pictures and how to 
use them," George H. Tripp of New Bedford 
emphasized pictures of artistic and commercial 
value and of school use. He mentioned sev- 
eral sources of art subjects in reproductions 
and gave a list of art magazines which the 
New Bedford Library has found valuable. 
Commercial and practical pictures are mounted 
and arranged alphabetically, and for this 
group of pictures newspapers and schools have 
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been found the most constant clients. Posters, 
too, Mr. Tripp regarded as worth collecting. 
F. H. Chase of the Boston Public Library 
spoke with some detail of the method of circu- 
lating pictures in Boston, especially of circu- 
lating pictures to schools. He considered that 
a library should provide a portfolio to protect 
the pictures, some simple form of permit or 
record, and a skilled attendant The addresses 
of five sources for photographs were given. 
In calling attention to an exhibition in 
Abbot Hall, John G. Moulton of the Haverhill 
Public Library, distributed a multigraphcd 
statement regarding the picture collection and 
its use at Haverhill. The pictures are circu- 
lated in bundles wrapped in a piece of water- 
proof green duck about a yard square. They 
are stored like books, upright on edges on 
shelves 14^ inches wide. The shelves are 
divided into pigeon holes 12 inches high and 
4}4 inches wide by upright thin partitions. 
In the classification of portraits, if the artist 
is known, and of paintings with a well defined 
subject, simple subject catalog cards are made. 
Sculpture is divided into three groups and then 
alphabetically by sculptor. Other subjects are 
arranged by the Dewey classification. Mr. 
Moulton added a list of sources for the vari- 
ous kinds of pictures mentioned. 

The material of the Newton Public Library, 
as divided by Louise Stuart, falls into three 
divisions: photographs, color prints and lan- 
tern slides. The greatest success in the circu- 
lation of pictures from the library has been 
found in the colored prints and slides. 

Effaline H. King reported that the Spring- 
field City Library has accumulated some 150,- 
000 pictures, the great mass of which index 
themselves as they are filed. "Thin flexible 
mounts," Miss King said, "have proved quite 
satisfactory. A great deal of shelf room is 
thereby saved, packages to be taken away are 
less bulkyand corners are not so easily broken." 
During the last year teachers have been ex- 
empted from fines. About 60,000 pictures 
were circulated. 

Robert K. Shaw reported a special attempt 
in the Worcester Public Library to secure 
an arrangement of pictures such that any at- 
tendant could understand. The largest use 
has come thru the exhibitions held during the 
year. 

Miss Hooper of the Brookline Library spoke 
briefly of her collection which she said had 
much in common with those already described. 
She urged discrimination in selection and 
spoke of the care of photog^raphs in the 
Brookline Library. 

As a guide to librarians the two pamphlets 
issued by the Newark Library on picture col- 
lecting in the series on "American library 
economy" were especially recommended, as 



were other specific sources for pictures and 
exhibits. 

— Circulation of 

The St. Louis Public Library has com- 
menced the circulation of pictures available 
for wall decoration. These pictures, circulated 
from the art room, now include 300 Seeman 
prints of the old masters, 10 x 14 inches, and 
300 photographic reproductions of pictures in 
American galleries, made by the Detroit Pub- 
lishing Company, 9 x 11 inches. These are 
issued for six weeks experimentally. No limit 
has yet been placed on the number that may 
be borrowed by one person at one time, pro- 
vided he has a sufiicient number of frames 
with adjustable backs, which may be obtained 
from dealers at prices varying from 50 cents 
to 85 cents each. 

The library may possibly lend frames also 
in the future, but is not doing so at present. 
The library will not lend pictures in permanent 
frames, ss these are awkward for borrowers 
«:o carry ^bout. At present, the borrower 
keeps his frame at home, and the picture Is 
lent in a heavy manila envelope. 

-^Utistics of XFse 

In The Library World for July, 1917, the 
question is raised of the best way of "count- 
ing" the use of prints, photographs, etc. Tak- 
ing the case of an exhibition of 100 of Rae- 
maeker's cartoons, visited by 4000 people, dif- 
ferent librarians have offered the following 
methods of recording "issues." i. Multiply 
the number of cartoons by the number of vis- 
itors, assuming that every visitor looked at 
every cartoon [40,000* issues]. 2. Count the 
number of cartoons displayed, irrespective of 
the number of visitors [100 iissues]. 3. Don't 
count them at all — ^merely record in the an- 
nual report that an exhibition was held, and 
was attended by 4000 people. "This is the 
easiest way out of the difficulty, but is other- 
wise thoroly objectionable. The only possible 
justification for exhibitions is that they influ- 
ence the use of the library. If they are com- 
posed of material from the library they are 
a very definite public use of the stock, which 
ought to be recorded, as all other uses of it 
are. ... At this time, when we are carelessly 
accused of providing only novels, we should 
make use statistically of every one of our 
activities."

In the Wisconsin Library Bulletin for March, 
1917, Vivian Gray Little has given a clear de- 
scription of how to care for posters which 
warrant saving. The Watertown Public Li- 
brary had a poster cabinet made of yellow 
pine which cost $6.50. Owing to the increased 
cost of lumber it would probably be $1.50 
more at the present time. "The cabinet opens 
from the top and is divided into five com- 
partments by four small, round, wooden rods, 
placed horizontally about twelve inches from 
the top. This arrangement holds the smaller 
and light-weight posters in an upright posi- 
tion and also allows an alphabetical division. 
The inside dimensions follow: Length, 31 
inches; width, 15 inches; height, 27 inches. A 
4-inch base-board raises it from the floor."

The library in Worcester, Mass., has tried 
printing posters in Swedish and placing these 
in neighborhood stores. The posters tell what 
magazines, newspapers and books in the Swed- 
ish language may be found at the library, and 
have proved a useful method of advertising 
those institutions.

Apparently the general opinion expressed 
at the Atlantic City meeting, that the inser- 
tion of library publicity slips in pay envelopes 
does not bring results, has not proved tme in 
the little town of Endicott, N. Y. A note 
in New York LSfraries for February says: 

A recent bit of library publicity obtained 
by the insertion of a printed announcement 
and appeal in the pay envelopes of certain 
factories, brought an immediate and notice- 
able response. The appeal was made in the 
following words:

The Public Library of Jersey City is doing 
some effective publicity work by means of 
window displays. Two of the principal 
branches are located in rented stores on busy 
thorofares. These stores have large show 
windows which have been utilized for library 
displays and exhibits of various kinds. These 
displays have attracted considerable notice and 
have been found to be very effective means 
of advertising. One of these branch libra- 
ries has also installed an electric display sign, 
said to be one of the first electric signs used 
by a public library in this locality. The sign 
extends over the sidewalk and may be seen 
for several blocks in either direction. It has 
proved to be an excellent method of attract- 
ing attention to the library and does not in- 
jure the neatness and simplicity of the build- 
ing. 

The Public Library of Kansas City, Mo., has 
many channels of publicity, among others a 
page in The Kansas Cilian, the Chamber of 
Commerce publication. In the June number 
appeared the following :

The Nobles ville Public Library is situated 
at the crossing of two prominent streets, but 
the building itself does not always attract 
readers. The librarian, having heard of store 
window advertising of other libraries, adapted 
this method to her own conditions by invent- 
ing a show case to be placed on the corner 
of the library grounds where every one pass- 
ing must see it. The C^se is 4 ft. x 2 ft. x 6 
in. with a one pane glass door 4 ft. x 2 ft. 
for the upright front. This door is hinged 
at the bottom so that the door falls. Special 
displays are made as time or interest suggest. 
Books and lists on Gardening, the European 
war, Canning and Preserving, or any other 
subject, are arranged attractively in the case 
and allowed to remain as long as the librarian 
thinks profitable. This case has proved itself 
very effective advertising. 

The Potts ville (Pa.) Public Library ends 
its brief annual survey with the following

READING CIRCLES 

A porch reading plan which has been tried 
with success during several summers in Chat- 
ham, N. J., might be tried with equal success 
during the winter if the place of reading 
were merely changed from the porch to the 
parlor. The idea is simply to invite the com- 
munity to come and let each individual con- 
tribute 10. cents for each visit or $1 for the 
entire series of readings. The proceeds are 
used for the purchase of library books. In 
Chatham so much enthusiam has been aroused 
by the porch readings, which have been held 
for some five or six summers, that there is 
now a desire for a library building. At present 
the library is housed in the Town Hall. 



The Public Library in Milton, Mass., has, 
for the past three years, held Sunday after- 
noon readings at the library. For these meet- 
ings the services of Mrs. Edward Hoi ton 
James, a I'esident of Milton, have been freely 
given, and the attendance thruout this period 
has been eager and enthusiastic. From a let- 
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ter written by Miss Forrest, the librarian, con- 
cerning these readings, we quote as follows': 

"Mrs. James has read some shori stories by 
Mary Wilkins and Myra Kelley, but as a rule 
she reads a play, and oftentimes one that pre- 
sents a new light on matters of social justice 
and public affairs. She has read 'Makers of 
madness' by Hagerdorn and has repeated it 
by request, also *The Medea,' 'The mob' and 
'Justice' by Galsworthy, 'Macbeth' and 'The 
taming of the shrew,' also some poems. 

"In 1915 the total attendance was 290; in 
1916, 115; and in 1917, 177, so you see the 
interest has kept up well. 

"I consider it one of the most worth-while 
things which we have done and an experiment 
which might well be made in other libraries. 
It is an excellent way to put before the aver- 
age person good literature, 'and from our ex- 
perience here I know it makes people think." 

It will be of interest to Massachusetts li- 
braries not having special funds for lectures 
or other library' entertainments, to know that 
Mrs. James will be glad to give them free 
readings from the great dramatists. In her 
repertory are the works of Euripides, Shakes- 
peare, Ibsen, Galsworthy, Masefield and Lady 
Gregory. Stories from Dickens, Van Dyke 
and Myra Kelley are also included, as well as 
French readings, classical and modern. 

Mrs. James naturally expects to be reim- 
bursed for her traveling expenses. 

The undoubted interest and value of Mrs. 
James's work will receive cheerful testimony 
from anybody who has listened to her read- 
ings.

RELIGIOUS LIBRARIES 

The Church House Library. Edwin W. 
Fletcher. Lib. Assn. Rec, Sept., igi6. p. 

333-346. 

The Royal charter for the "Central Church 
House" (a place where the religious societies 
of the metropolis could be brought together 
in one building) made provision for "a library 
or libraries and rooms for the custody and 
preservation of records and reports." The 
library is now temporarily boused and num- 
bers about 30,000 volumes and 10,000 pam- 
phlets, mainly gifts and bequests. The library 
committee aims to form special collections 
relating to hymnology, liturgiology, and the 
constitutions and canons of the colonial dio- 
ceses and of the American Church. The mag- 
nificent hymnology collection surpasses even 
that at the Hartford Theological Seminary, 
in Connecticut. The card catalog to the gen-, 
eral library is divided into two sectiont — 
author and subject. There is a separate card 
catalog to the hymn-book collection, for which 
also a classified index is in course of com- 
pilation. Among other rarities the library 
possesses a copy of the "Vulgate," printed at 
Venice in 1599; there is no copy of this in 
the British Museum Library, nor in the 
British and Foreign Bible Society Library.

Rural libraries. A. L. Hetherington, Esq. 
Lib. Assn. Rec, My., 1916. p. 195-211. 

James Kirkwood, a minister, outlined st 
scheme for rural libraries as early as 1699, in 
a pamphlet entitled "An Overture for Found- 
ing and Maintaining Bibliotchecks in every 
Paroch throughout the Kingdom." Another 
less visionary project, outlined by him in 1702; 
was actually put into practice and for a time 
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furnished libraries for the use of ministers, 
schoolmasters, and students. In 1817, Samuel 
Brown distributed 200 volumes in the villages 
of Aberlady, Salton, Tyninghame, and Gar- 
vald; within a period of twenty years he had 
organized 47 libraries and was circulating 
2380 volumes. His success was due largely to his 
own energy and self-devotion, for the scheme 
failed when copied by others in Berwicksh-re. 

The Yorkshire Village Library was formed 
in 1856 under the auspices of the Yorkshire 
Union of Mechanics' Institutes. Several simi- 
lar itinerating libraries have been set on foot, 
all of them depending on voluntary local sub- 
scription for financial support, or upon grants 
from the education authority.- Among other 
important stationary libraries placed in rural 
areas are the Coats Libraries, established by 
the late Mr. James Coats, of Paisley, over the 
Highlands and * Islands of Scotland. There 
are over 300 in all, located in the schools of 
.small remote villages, and their contents of 
from 300 to 600 volumes are .free to the 
public. The collections are permanent, with- 
out prospect of exchange or reinforcement. 
The Claydon Libraries of Buckinghamshire 
were established by the Verney family and are 
supported on the id. rate. 

To secure permanence in rural communities 
two things are essential : a frequently changed 
collection of books and something more than 
voluntary subscription for maintenance. One 
scheme has been suggested which is based on 
existing library legislation. The English Act 
of 1892 contains clauses allowing several 
parishes to combine for library purposes. Each 
parish should then adopt the Acts and impose 
a rate. If twenty-five villages came together, 
a yid. rate in each village would produce an 
annual income of ^250, sufficient for the in- 
itial outlay of organization and for running 
•expenses. To test the scheme, the Carnegie 
•United Kingdom Trustees have offered the 
ineoessary sum to the Public Library Commit- 
tee at Worksop for a trial period of five ye.rs 
in a selected group of twenty parishes sur- 
rounding Worksop. A similar experiment will 
shortly be inaugurated in Forfarshire and the 
contiguous parts of Kincardineshire, with 
Dundee and Montrose as centers. A second 
scheme, based on Prof. Adams' Report, places 
the providing of books in the rural areas of a 
county under the control of the Education 
Authority. The special feature emphasized 
here is the county control, and a bill has al- 
ready been considered in Parliament whereby 
the county authority shall be invested with 
library powers, which would lead to compre- 
hensive plans for developing rural areas. Both 
of these schemes depend on the schools as local 
depositories and on rates, rather than volun- 
tary subscription, for maintenance. 



The machinery for rural libraries is not 
elaborate. There should be one central large 
repository, with a small staff for administra- 
tion. Boxes of books are sent out to the 
schools, the number of books depending on 
the attendance. Generally the books are 
grouped in three sections: books of a gen<eral 
nature, books for adult readers, and juvenile 
books. Each collection should have books of 
local interest and such as bear on the industry 
of the locality where they arc sent. The in- 
dex of deliveries and the record of books 

• 

borrowed are necessarily complicated. Both 
serve as a guide to what books have been sent 
out and prevent duplication. In the central 
repository all the detailed work is directed to 
the end of securing complete records of the 
use made of the books and of making the 
work of the local librarians as simple as 
possible.

Editorial. In commenting on the recent 

action of the Brookl3m Public Library in pre- 
senting to the board of trustees a petition for 
adequate remuneration and the forwarding of 
a petition to the Board of Estimate with a re- 
ouest for an increase in tlie salary of all mem- 
bers of the staff receiving $1200 or less. Public 
Libraries says that it is bad business in libra- 
ries as well as in other concerns to spend time 
in training employes only to let them go to 
better paid positions. The statements that 
women can afford to live on less than a man 
and tha( some employes are not dependent on 
the earnings are dismissed as unworthy of 
consideration by a library board. "Up to a 
certain point, long service makes the librarian 
more valuable and it is no part of wisdom to 
allow the ripeness of wisdom and judgment of 
conditions gained in library service to be lost 
to outside agencies which are more apprecia- 
tive of these qualities than is the library."

The school library as a laboratory. Ida M. 
Mendenhall. Wilson Bull., June, 1917. p. 
219-223. 

School superintendents, principals and teach- 
ers were, for the most part, trained before 
the modern library came into existence. Un- 
trained themselves in the use of library tools, 
they cannot be expected to understand the 
librar3'*s place in the school. Of library books 
as tools of information, present-day pupils are 
still surprisingly ignorant. Many colleges and 
normal schools today must take time to teach 
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the use of catalog and reference books before 
entering students can do the necessary class 
work. 

Largely because public schools have not di- 
rected pupils to the public library, business 
and professional men do not think of it as 
the necessary laboratory to keep them in touch 
with efficiency methods. The library has yet 
to convince the business world that the tech- 
nical room is indispensable to citizens who 
wish to keep in touch with up-to-date methods. 
An industrial department was recently opened 
in a public library during a time of unem- 
plo3rraent. Many men wandered in out of 
curiosity, who later, thru reading and study, 
prepared themselves for the civil service ex- 
aminations. 

If high schools brought their classes to libra- 
ries, introduced the pupils to the various de- 
partments, and made them feel at home with 
the books, there would be a larger and more 
intelligent use of the library tools. In public 
schools citizens are made and hodbits are 
formed. How well the coming generations 
will be trained in the use of library resources 
depends upon the teachers, who are now pupils 
in normal schools. The normal school, in 
reaching coming teachers, lies at the root of 
liftrary and school co-operation. The library 
will fail as a working laboratory until stu- 
dents, citizens of the business world, and 
people generally understand the tools and re- 
sources of the modern library. 

Miss Mendenhall concludes her article with 
a short bibliography on the teacher's use of 
the library. 



The continuation school of the book. Wal- 
ter Barnes. Normal Instructor & Primary 
Plans, Jan., 1917. p. 13-14. 

Mr. Barnes urges that rural schools in 
particular, since they are shut off from so 
much in the way of art and music and travel 
that quickens the mind and gives it food for 
thought, should m.ike soccial effort to educate 
their pupils to care for books. 

Money for the library can be obtained by 
the school thru entertainments, fairs and 
athletic meets, if need be, and at the same 
time the dbiaining of it will educate and unify 
j.MicoI and comriunity. The money secured, 
the eHcIiers will do well to ask the advice of 
'district or county superintendent as to what 
bucks to buy, or else use one of the carefully 
compiled lists of children's books. The rural 
library section of the N. E. A. has published 
such a list, and the same committee is pre- 
paring a bulletin on "The rural school li- 
brary," which the U. S. Bureau of Education 
v/ill publish. 

"There should be no iron-clad rules about 
the use of books. Children should be allowed 



to go to the book-case at any time during the 
day, when they have leisure and take books to 
their seats, and they should be permitted and 
encouraged to take the books home with them 
at night, over Sunday, or for definite periods. 
If the teacher cares for books, she will have 
them on her mind and heart, and. she will 
speak of fhcm often, in that casual manner 
that is most convincing" 

— In Rural Schools 

The rural-school library. Renee B. Stern. 
Jour, of Nat. Educ, Assfi., March, 1917. p. 
674-676. 

Miss Stern writes from the viewpoint of 
one who has had experience in a large public 
library, large rural libraries, and as a member 
of tlie editorial staff of the Mother's Maga- 
zine. 

She presents feelingly the great lack on the 
part of pupils as well as teachers, of knowl- 
edge as to the value of books as tools. They 
do not learn to be self-helpful. Information 
is given to them in solid masses, and they 
never learn how to analyze and make use of 
every by-product of that information, nor how 
to locate information for themselves. 

Given a well chosen library in these country 
schools, with a specialist in charge (if the 
school is large enough to warrant it) ready 
to co-operate with the teachers, and the chil- 
dren could be educated in helping themselves. 

Miss Stei*n makes various suggestions for 
such libraries: 

The borrowing of books thru state library 
commissions or thru state superintendents of 
public instruction to freshen the school li- 
brary, to aid students in choice of vocation, 
and to secure expensive reference volumes 
which cannot be afforded by the library. 

Handling the mail that comes to an editorial 
desk for one week would show how much 
this training in learning to look for your own 
knowledge is needed. The school library that 
will teach its pupils how to obtain informa- 
tion, to get literature "on the job," is the 
greatest source of cultural and civic improve- 
ment any community can boast. 



The rural-school library. Orpha Maud Pe- 
ters. Jour, of Nat. Educ. Assn., March, 1917. 
p. 672-674. 

Report made to the N. E. A. in New York 
City, in July, 1916, by the Rural-School Com- 
mittee. Of the many needs in connection wjth 
the betterment of rural-school libraries the 
committee felt that the greatest was for a 
bulletin or handbook to be used as a guide 
for the rural teacher, since upon her alone 
falls the supervision of the reading of her 
pupils as well as of the rural community. 
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For this reason the committee decided upon 
the publication of a handbook to be printed 
and distributed thru the Bureau of Education. 
This includes a general survey of rural-school 
libraries in the United States, an article on the 
organization of. a rural-school library, one on 
children's literature, a list of four hundred 
books for a rural-school library, and a selected 
bibliography on the rural-school library. 

Since conditions in these libraries are prac- 
tically the same in all states, the bulletin is 
devoted chiefly to suggesting methods of im- 
provement which have been found satisfactory 
in various states, citing examples. All of 
this will help the individual rural-school li- 
brary teacher to constructive work that shall 
make the library a real center in the rural 
community life.

The Grand Rapids Public Library Bulleiin 
for June published a survey of the library's 
work with the schools of Grand Rapids, being 
an excerpt from the survey of the city schools 
recently published by the Board of Educa- 
tion. The survey was organize^ by Prof. 
Chas. H. Judd, of the University of Chicago. 
Prof. Judd also edited the results." 

The form of organization of the library 
is found excellent for co-ordinated work with 
the schools. A board under a separate con- 
trol from that of the school and yet somewhat 
linked with the educational organization 
makes for an easy co-operation between the 
two bodies. 

For more than twenty years the city library 
has been placing deposit and branch libraries 
in all of the school buildings. A reading room 
is being supplied by the Board of Education 
in about one-third of the regular school build- 
ings in the city. The school board supplies 
heat, light, etc., while the library board sup- 
plies the books, periodicals, librarians, etc. 
They have served as reading rooms for chil- 
dren by day and as library rooms for grown 
people in the evening. Where classrooms 
have seemed too small for these branch library 
purposes provision has been made for larger 
quarters. An equal proposition of books h 
maintained for children and adults, with a 
constant effort to keep "live" books upon the 
shelves. 

In some schools branch libraries have not 
been opened; in such cases deposit libraries 
managed by principal and teachers are sub- 



stituted. One day a week an assistant from 
the library takes care of the work. The size 
of such libraries adjusts itself automatically 
to the needs of the school. 

Traveling library sets form an important 
feature of the library work with public 
schools, illustrating special topics in a course 
and fulfilling the temporary need admirably. 
This special collection may be kept from four 
to six weeks, teachers issuing the books in- 
formally. 

Reading is stimulated in various ways. 
There is a weekly story hour in both central 
library and branches for the children. Month- 
ly bulletins calling attention to the new books 
are issued. Lectures for both children and 
adults are given. Reading clubs add incen- 
tive to countless children who otherwise would 
not form the habit of reading to them- 
selves. 

To further co-operate with the schools li- 
brarians choose and recommend books suit- 
able for children's reading. Teachers like- 
wise send their suggestions to librarians. The 
"Annual Conference of Children's Reading," 
at which parents and teachers are represented, 
furnishes concrete help to the library in the 
selection of juvenile reading matter.

In Syracuse, N. Y., a plan of co-operation 
with English teachers in the Central and 
North High Schools was started in October, 
whereby all students in these schools are to 
be personally introduced to the Public Li- 
brary. Wharton Miller, the assistant libra- 
rian, who is in direct charge of the work, met 
with the teachers several times to discuss 
briefly the processes of cataloging, classifica- 
tion, and the like. The teachers in their turn 
included some of this in their courses, and 
brought the students in small groups to the 
library for laboratory instruction. The Tech- 
nical High School will later be included in 
this plan. 



The common aims of library and school, 
as stated on the cover of a "Library and 
school" folder issued by the St. Louis Public 
Library are: 
To introduce children to good and useful 

books. 
To train them in the wise use of these books. 
To awaken a desire for reading and research. 
To develop the social instinct. 
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To teach fitting behaviour in public places. 
To train for enlightened citizenship. 

Under the common heading "How teachers 
and librarians work together" pages 2 rnd 3 
give in balanced form "What the teacher does" 
and "What the librarian does" : 

WHAT THE TEACHER DOES 

When there is a library within walking distance 
of the school: 

Encourages the child to use the library. 

Welcomes the librarian to the school room. 

Assigns topics to be looked up at the library by 
the class. 

^ Notifies the librarian in advance of subjects as- 
signed for class research. 

impresses upon the children in the class room 
the proper care of books and seemly behaviour at 
the library. 

When there is no library within walking distance 
of the school: 

Obtains from the library a class room library 
and encourages the children to borrow the books 
for home reading. 

Advises the children to visit occasionally the main 
library or the nearest branch. 

Our teachers are cultivating in larger measure an 
understanding of the library point of view and confer 
with the librarian frequently on matters of common 
interest, 

WHAT THE LIBRARIAN DOES 

Visits schools to understand better the class needs. 

Keeps for the use of the class books on any study 
subject, whenever notice is given in advance by the 
teacher. 

Instructs classes in the use of the catalog, place of 
books on the shelves and the use of reference books. 
Application for this instruction should be made as 
early in the season as possible. 

Furnishes lists on general or special subjects on 
request of teacher. 

Tells stories or gives book talks in schools when 
desired. 

Conducts a weekly cycle story hour at the library to 
encourage older boys and girls to read long continuous 
lines in literature. 

Invites teachers to visit the library and to make 
suggestions. Seeks to understand the school prob- 
lems and render all practical assistance. 

Co-operates with the school spirit thru Mothers' 
Clubs and Patrons' Associations. 

The technical library in its relation to edu- 
cational and industrial development. J. H. 
Reynolds. Lib. Assn. Rec, July, 191 7. p. 250- 
261. 

Mr. Reynolds, ex-principal of the Municipal 
School of Technology in Manchester, insists 
that the library should have a definite place in 
the general educational scheme. "The public 
libraries and the schools of a given area 
should work together in the closest alliance 
and I would venture to suggest as a means of 
promoting it and with a view to ensure an 
organic connexion that the chief administra- 
tive official of each should have a seat on the 
committee of the other." 

Considerable space is given to the part edu- 
cation — general, scientific, and technical, in all 
grades of the national life — has played in the 
development of Germany since 1870. The li- 
braries and museums of England must be an 
active living force, working in organic asso- 
ciation with the educational and industrial 
activities of every district. "It would be of 



much advantage if the libraries were used as 
the agents for the sale and distribution of the 
numerous publications issued by the govern- 
ment treating of social, economic, educational, 
and political questions concerned with the 
well-being of the people. They might be ex- 
posed in vertical glass frames under suitable 
headings. . . . The carriage of books to rural 
areas should be largely reduced or even made 
free so far as their distribution thru the free 
library organization is concerned, and the local 
tramways might be used for a like service. 
There are few items of public expenditure 
that would bear better and richer fruit." 



To facilitate better work with teachers and 
pupils in the schools of Cleveland, the Public 
Library has sent the following letter to teach- 
ers in grade schools and junior high schools: 

In order to make it possible for all children to have 
access to books on subjects assigned to them in con- 
nection with their school work, the following plan has 
been worked out: 

Temp>orary Reference Books 

Copies of books which give only a short account 
of the subject required will be kept as temporary 
reference at the branch and all children are expected 
to consult them there. They will not be allowed to 
take such books home. Books which cannot be con- 
sulted quickly will be loaned for home reading. 
Notice of Assignments 

The best and fullest service can be obtained only 
by teachers notifying the nearest branch of her weekly 
Assignments. The enclosed card is for such use. A 
supply of these cards can be procured from the 
nearest branch. 

Teachers' Privileges 

In loaning books on a given subject, teachers will 
be given preference over the children as regards both 
the surplus copies, if any, of books for home reading. 
But one copy cf any one book may be borrowed by 
a teacher. 

Direct Application Requested 

Teachers are requested to make direct application 
for books; they are requested not to use the library 
cards of individual children for the purpose of obtain- 
ing books for use in their school room. 

This plan will enable all the- children in a given 
room to obtain information on a subject, additional 
to that in iheir text-books.

SHAKESPEARE, William

Shakespearian literature and its classifica- 
tion. Henry R. Tedder. Lib. Assn. Rec, July- 
Aug., 1916. p. 275-281. 

In the tercentenary year the finest tribute to 
Shakespeare would have been a great Shake- 
speare Library, containing all the editions, 
together with everything that has been writ- 
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ten about him or his writings. Such a project 
is out of the question in wartime ; instead, Mr. 
Tedder, secretary and librarian of the Athe- 
naeum, asks us to celebrate the occasion by 
drawing "a picture of an imaginary library in 
the shape of a generalized view of Shake- 
spearean literature in classified form to show 
its extent and variety, and how complex are 
its ramifications." He suggests that a com- 
plete Shakespearean Library would include 
&ome 25,000 volumes. The Works themselves 
should be given first place. Books about 
Shakespeare have arisen, in multitudinous 
form, for the following reasons : most persons 
have not sufficient mental activity to assimi- 
late literature of power except in- diluted 
form, each generation requires its current 
thought written afresh (hence the repetition), 
and each stratum of readers requires books 
that will meet the needs of its particular level 
of culture. Then follows a scheme for classi- 
fication of Shakespeareana. It embraces 
twenty-nine heads, with numerous subdivi- 
sions, and gives a general view of the scope 
of the literature on the subject such as any 
enumeration of titles could not possibly do.

The Birmingham Shakespeare Memorial 
Library: a tercentenary memorial (with a 
note on the Cervantes collection). Walter 
Powell. Lib. Assn. Rec, July-Aug., 1916. p. 
282-297. 

The Birmingham Shakespeare Memorial 
Library is one of the few great Shakespeare 
collections of the world. In the matter of 
quartos and contemporary literature it is 
surpassed by the British Museum and Bod- 
leian Libraries; in modern literature (English, 
foreign, and foreign translations) it is perhaps 
unrivalled. 

The history of its founding dates back to a 
suggestion made by the late Sam. Timmins, 
F.S.A., at a Shakespeare celebration dinner in 
1858. It was publicly advocated three years 
later and the library was formally inaugurated 
on April 23, 1864, being opened to the public 
April 23, 1868, when it contained 1239 volumes. 
A disastrous fire occurred on January 11, 
1879, and only about 500 volumes were saved. 
The new building was opened in June, 1882, 
and the library now contains 15,665 volumes, 
including pamphlets, but not prints. 

In 1889 the library was offered the oppor- 
tunity to buy the Shakespearean rarities owned 
by J. O. Halliwell-Phillipps ; the Town Council 
was unable to obtain the funds and the valu- 
able collection went to America. In a brief 
summary of the contents of the library to-day 
reveals the following: it is short of original 
quartos and rich in excellent and rare fac- 



similes. It has good copies of all the folios, 
including the two issues (1663 and 1664) of 
the third edition. The first folio is valued at 
^750 and insured for that amount. There is a 
good collection of books which Shakespeare 
used, or may have used, tho not many in con- 
temporary editions. There are excellent mod- 
ern editions of source books, but none of early 
date. The most important unique possession 
is the "Forrest collection of illustrations," ac- 
quired in 1892. Among other interesting mat- 
ters is found the original manuscript of the 
imprinted part (the "cancelled pages") of 
Cowden-Clarke's "Shakespeare key." 

The collection is arranged according to place 
of publication, not by language. Of the two 
catalogs, the first appeared in 1876 and the 
second in 1903. The full annotations in the 
first have great bibliographical value, altho 
the collection it represents was destroyed by 
the fire of 1879. The 1903 catalog has no 
bibliographical pretensions, but as a key it 
justifies Sir William Bailey's description of it 
as the "Bradshaw of Shakespeare." 

Bin lingham has also founded two Cervantes 
collections. The first, presented in 1873 by 
William Bragge, was destroyed by the fire of 
1879. Many rarities have not been replaced, 
but the present collection contains about 580 
volumes, and includes many rare and valuable 
editions.

SHELVING

Librarians having the care and housing of 
large files of periodicals and other serial pub- 
lications may be interested in a shelf in- 
stalled in the Brooklyn Museum Library peri- 
odical room. In describing it Miss Hutchin- 
son, the librarian, says: 

"Accessibility by alphabetic arrangement, 
economy of space, and sightliness were re- 
quired. These have been attained by the use 
of pigeon holes or compartments which can 
be adjusted to any height or width in the 
following manner: 

"A Library Bureau unit wood book-stack 
is used whose g}/2 inch shelves have been 
converted to our needs by the use of a mov- 
able partition as described below. Down the 
center of each shelf is cut a groove 25^ 
inches long, this groove measuring J^ inch 
wide at the top of the shelf and 1% inches 
at the bottom. An upright movable partition, 
^ inch thick and 4 inches high slides along 
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the groove crosswise of the shelf, by means 
of a wooden running block which fits into 
the groove, and which is attached to the parti- 
tion by means of two iron pieces each 2 
inches long forming a cross, on the principle 
employed in the manufacture of some din- 
ing-room tables. Both the groove and the 
block are waxed to insure smooth running. 
In the compartments arc arranged the un- 
bound numbers of the current volumes. Each 
pigeon hole is labelled with the title of its 
contents and runs in alphabetic order. 

"Our file of about 800 titles is housed in a 
room 38 X 14 feet and there is considerable 
room for expansion. 

"As one enters the room the first impres- 
sion is of a room walled with compartments, 
while in the center are reading-tables and 
comfortable chairs, forming an inviting and 
orderly whole."

"There is great need of a general guide to, 
or a directory of specialists and special col- 
lections relating to technology and other use- 
ful information. Such a work ought to be 
compiled and published in the form of a 
'Year-book/ which in some measure would 
be a key to the world's knowledge of to-day 
and to-morrow, just as printed literature or 
bibliography is a key to the knowledge of 
yesterday." 

Serious consideration is being given this 
proposition in England, France, Russia, etc. 
As a small contribution toward the proposed 
directory of specialists and special collections 
Mr. AlcPikc lists 28 such sources of infor- 
mation.

The special library and the student of busi- 
ness. Ralph L. Power. Spec. Libs., Nov., 
1916. p. 147-150. 

Parallel with the industrial development of 
the United States has come the development 
of the special library, now recognized as an 
indispensable adjunct to a successful business 
enterprise of any size. The demands of 
business and the growth of commercial and 
industrial efficiency make college training in 
business administration practicable. A broad 
liberal element must be introduced into the 
training of the business man of to-day and a 
college business course prepares generally for 
any business career. "The experience of hun- 
dreds of trained minds is in print, so that by 
judicious reading a business man may come 
to a general knowledge of all business and be 
a specialist is one line besides. By seeing 
what is being done in the College of Business 
Administration of Boston University, you may 
form a fair estimate of what collegiate insti- 
tutions thruout the country are doing to make 
these writings available. 

"A good business library in an educational 
institution . should comprise a fair working 
collection on accounting, finance, banking, 
foreign trade, statistics, industries, law, 
insurance, marketing, journalism, business 
management, — including organization, ef- 
ficiency salesmanship, advertising and other 
phases — together with the academic studies 
so necessary to the trained professional busi- 
ness man of to-day: psychology, economics, 
English, history and foreign languages. 

"Such a library cannot, of course, limit its 
collection to books alone. It must include 
clippings, photographs, maps, periodicals, 
house organs, class literature, pamphlets, and 
state and national government publications. 
Material published by business houses and by 
public and private institutions may be used 
to advantage. Even advertising data has its 
value. Each of these aids and illustrative 
materials creates its individual problem 
as to best methods of cataloging and 
shelving — accessibility to students being the 
norm of judgment. As far as possible, all 
publications in business science, which im- 
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parts practical knowledge to the modern busi- 
ness man, should be collected. Professional 
business men need to understand bibliography 
and to know where to look for material just 
as much as lawyers require familiarity with 
the intricacies of the law case method/* 

Many colleges -maintain in connection with 
their business library a commercial museum. 
These should include exhibits o'f domestic in- 
dustries; samples of raw material and speci- 
mens of partly finished and finished products ; 
methods of packing, and photographs, charts, 
maps and other illustrative material. It 
should be so arranged that a student may 
study a process, or the evolution of some par- 
ticular article and then step into the museum 
and see objectively just how that process or 
that evolution takes place. 

In further aid to the student, some educa- 
tional institutions have established separate 
bureaus for constructive business research 
work in connection with their business 
schools. 

"The College of Business Administration re- 
quires actual business experience under super- 
vision in addition to class room work for the 
degree. Day students must be employed dur- 
ing summer vacations and spend one year in 
supervised employment, before receiving the 
degree. Evening students must be employed 
by day and submit reports concerning their 
work. This is given credit as a laboratory 
exercise. 

"Employers co-operate with the college in 
giving these students opportunity to securfe 
the most valuable experience possible, and re- 
port regularly to the college on the progress 
made by the student. A board of guarantors, 
composed of prominent business men, advises 
in business courses and thus the college is 
brought into close contact with the active busi- 
ness interests of the city and country." 

The book collection is closely classified, but 
the Dewey decimal system is changed slightly 
so as to bring everything related to each 
course of study in the college under the sub- 
ject heading. It is not always possible to 
preserve clippings in a uniform way due to the 
fact that they may be used for different pur- 
poses in different schools or in different 
courses of study. Cases for photos and maps 
generally solve the task of caring for these 
library auxiliaries. With trade catalogs and 
commercial literature of permanent value it 
is well to include book catalogs of reliable 
firms which publish technical or text books. 

Not the least of the results attained by this 
business library is the knowledge imparted ot 
the work of federal departments and bureaus. 
The business man needs to be thoroly familiar 



with the Department of Commerce and the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. 

— Function of 

Sources of information for business men. 
D. C. Buell. Special Libs,, Oct., 1916. p. 142- 

144. 
"The average business man takes one or two 

of the technical journals pertaining to his 

trade, meets and talks with men in similar 

lines of business, possibly is a member of his 

local commercial club and of several business 

and technical associations and gets more or 

less value out of such memberships, according 

to the energy that he personally puts into the 

association work." 

But when he wants information on a special 
subject his ideas of where to look are vague. 
He may find it, after some searching, in his 
magazines; his friends or the secretary of his 
club may be able to give him some of the 
information he wants ; but rarely does it occur 
to him to try the public library. Only a small 
percentage of the business men in the country 
can afford a special library or a special libra- 
rian. Neither have many of the commercial 
clubs or other business organizations in the 
country installed such a library, tho organized 
for the betterment of business conditions in 
various lines of activity. 

"Let us suppose, for instance, that the com- 
mercial club of a city would co-operate with 
the local library authorities to the end that a 
special librarian was appointed, given space in 
the library aijid provided with direct telephone 
lines and facilities to furnish information 
quickly to business men. Let us then suppose 
that the appointment of such a man was ad- 
vertised to the business men of the town and 
that the importance of the opportunity to 
use such a source of information was fully 
explained to, and understood by, the business 
men of the community. Such a step would 
bring the local library to a place of impoi-tancc 
in the community that few such libraries oc- 
cupy to-day. Service such as this would make 
the business men* of the community willing to 
support the library, and would make them will- 
ing to scheme out methods of providing suffi- 
cient funds for the library so that the efficiency 
of this special department could be continually 
increased. Books would be donated, informa- 
tion offered and results obtained that would 
make the library a factor in the business life 
of the community instead of its living on as a 
colorless institution as it does in so many 
localities at the present time. Under the new 
plan it would be enthusiastically supported as 
a necessity— not half-heartedly, as a traditional 
institution. . . . 

"The business man to-day has numerous 
sources of information available for his use. 
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The great trouble, however, is- that such 
sources are scattered and difficult of access, 
and the special library and special librarian 
seem to be the solution of the difficulty. 

"There is a great economic waste due to a 
lack of proper sources of information of this 
kind. On^ firm conducts an elaborate series 
of tests on a certain device, or works out an 
elaborate method of accomplishing certain 
desired ends. Mention is made of the results 
of such work in the technical press, data 
covering the tests are published, but another 
business man who has not known of these 
tests or who has not seen this data may go 
ahead and spend considerable money experi- 
menting along similar lines. I believe no one 
knows better than special librarians the will- 
ingness of broad-minded business men to fur- 
nish information which will help others'. Of 
course, certain information as to sales methods, 
manufacturing processes, etc., is kept secret 
as far as possible, due to its being an asset to 
the company which has developed it, but there 
is so much information that is available, that 
can consistently be given to others, that would 
save so many hundreds of thousands of dol- 
. lars in experimenting, developing and per- 
fecting methods, or, on the contrary, that 
would save so many hundreds of thousands 
of dollars which are needlessly spent in in- 
vestigating methods which are not productive 
or satisfactory, that it would seem that the 
economic requirements of the situation would 
justify any reasonable expense whereby busi- 
ness information would be available in a prac- 
tical way thru the ordinary library or a special 
library.-

STAFF MEETINGS 

Suggestions for staff meetings in other li- 
braries may be drawn from the report of the 
ones held in the St. Louis Public Library dur- 
ing the year 1915-16. 

"Three general meetings of the staff were 
held. The first on May 20, 1915, took the form 
of a luncheon in the staff lunch-room of the 
Central Building. It was served in two 
periods, 12:30 to 1:15, and 1:15 to 2:00, in 
order to provide for the attendance of the 
whole central staff without interruption of 
service to the public. The librarian presided 
and reminiscences of early days in the library 
were given by Mrs. Myers, Miss Wagner, and 
E. C. Rowse, a former member of the board 
of directors. 

"The second meeting, on Thursday evening, 
Nov. 18, 1915, included a talk on Japan by 
Miss Qara Blattner and instrumental music 
by Miss Louise Boette of the' Carondelet 
branch. The main hall-way on the upper floor, 
where refreshments were served, was arranged 
and decorated as a Japanese garden. 

"The third meeting, on Wednesday evening, 
Feb. 9, was devoted to a musical program 
by members and friends of the staff and the 
reading of selections from Witter Bynner's 
"New world" by Gustavus Tucker man. Re- 
freshments were served in the staff lunch- 
room. Members and instructors of the 
Illinois Library School, visiting St Louis 
on a tour of library-inspection, were present 
as guests by special invitation. On Dec 21, an 
entertainment was given by the boys of the 
staff, especially for themselves and their 
friends. A feature was the playing of an 
orchestra recruited from the Filipino jan- 
itors. This body also furnished music in the 
lunch room at the meeting of Feb. 9. 

"The usual weekly conferences of depart- 
ment heads and branch librarians with the li- 
brarian have been held on Thursday morn- 
ings thruout the year, except in the summer, 
when only one a month took place. They took 
the form of meetings for joint discussion and 
interchange of opinion, except on the last 
Thursday of every month, when separate inter- 
views with the librarian took place. Among 
the matters referred to staff-committees for 
investigation and recommendation, previous to 
decision by the librarian, were arrangements 
for general meetings of the staff and for 
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visitors' nights, book-review meetings, the 
systematization of the clipping work, flowers 
for decoration, the Shakespeare exhibit, and 
the handling of temporary loans. 

"Beginning November i8, monthly book- 
review meetings of one hour each, similar 
to those held last year, took place on the 
second Thursday in each month, just preceding 
the meeting described above. All members 
of the staff desiring to attend were admitted, 
whether intending to participate or not The 
speakers were selected by a committee of the 
staff. A selection from the publications of 
the month was displayed at each meeting." 

STAFF ORGANIZATIONS 

The Syracuse Public Library Staff Associa- 
tion was formed Oct. i, when every member 
of the staff of the Syracuse institution met 
upon the invitation of Paul M. Paine. The 
purpose of the new organization is to pro- 
mote team work in the distribution of the 
thousands of books at the library. The Staff 
Association plans to meet on the first Mon- 
day evening of each month. The library will 
remain open on Sundays during the fall and 
winter season and every member of the staff 
will take charge for a day. 

STANDARDIZATION

Library statistics. A. L. Hetherington. Lib. 
Assn. Record, Jan. 15, I9I7« P- 4-16. 

In this address the writer questions the 
benefits which Great Britain is deriving from 
library statistics at the present time. Do li- 
brary reports bring out the most important 
items of interest? A survey of some of the 
more important libraries seems to show that 
very little attention is paid in the annual re- 
ports to the income and expenditures of a 
library, whereas much of the space is given 
over to circulation statistics. The latter with- 
out the former is a useless piece of knowledge, 
and no comparison of several libraries would 
be of value under these circumstances. If 
for no other reason than to let the commu- 
nity have a fair and complete understanding 
of the finances of its library every report 



should include a record of expenditures and 
receipts. 

By the aid of tables the author illustrates 
a scheme for complete income and expendi- 
ture classification founded on that of Prof. 
Adams: the expenditures are first separated 
into two groups, library service expenditure 
and other expenditure. In the former group 
fall such expenses as pertain strictly to the 
library itself — ^books, binding, salaries, etc. In 
the latter group fall rents, loans and miscella- 
neous items. The per cent of the total ex- 
penditure follows each item. In this way each 
particular vice and virtue of a library can 
be checked up. 

"Other expenditure" may be even more 
closely differentiated. Mr. Hetherington sug- 
gests that a slightly more detailed table than 
that of Prof. Adams would render even 
greater service. From such a table a sub- 
division under "stock" is made showing the 
stock as it appears at the beginning and 
end of the year with the main factors which 
have operated on it thruout the year; the 
book supply in terms of the population to be 
supplied stands out; figures show the amount 
of unbound pamphlet material; circulation is 
treated in four columns only, a summary of 
aggregate results being all that is thought nec- 
essary. 

Finally in a "General Table" the author 
shows the population and the amount of the 
tax levy per pound; the assessable value of 
the town; cost of library service per inhab- 
itant and total cost of library per inhabitant; 
number of branches; and' particulars in re- 
gard to the staff. "This general table ought 
to be of considerable interest," says Mr. Heth- 
erington, "not only to the persons engaged in 
the direct administration of the library, but 
also to the general public, for it brings out 
incidentally what a very inexpensive thing 
their library is, having regard to the facilities 
offered." 

Were sudi tables adopted for general use 
the reports of all libraries could be compared 
with far better and more useful results.

Report by sub-committee on standardiza- 
tion of public library statistics. H. R. Ted- 
der. Library Assn. Record, July 16, 1917. p. 
280-284. 

The special sub-committee appointed by the 
Council of the Library Association has pre- 
sented a report on the question raised try a 
paper read by A. L. Hetherington at a meet- 
ing of the North Central Library Association 
in January, 1917. This is the question of 
standardization of library statistics for the 
better comparison of one library with another. 
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The sub-committee suggests five main heads: 
genera] statistics; income and expenditure; 
stocks; issues; borrowers. • 

"General statistics" includes population, 
amount of tax, cost of library service, total 
cost of library, number of branches and num- 
ber of staff. "Income" covers the usual 
sources, and "expenditure" may be divided 
under the headings "library service expendi- 
ture" (to include books, newspapers, printing, 
binding, etc.) and "fabric charges," such as 
rent, taxes, building repairs, heating and light- 
ing. Under "Stocks" stand the number of 
volumes at the beginning of the year, vol- 
umes withdrawn, additions, total number at 
end of yc2T and volumes per head of popula- 
tion. "Issues" includes those of the lending 
library, children's reading room, reference li- 
brary (recorded) and reference library open 
shelves. Under "Borrowers" are listed the 
number of actual borrowers, number of sup- 
plementary readers, and total borrowers' cards 
in use. 

The report ends with a detailed list of in- 
structions to be studied in preparation of the 
above figures.

An additional series of three story -hours for 
children of members of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art in New York was given on Sat- 
urday mornings during the month of March 
as follows: 

March 3. Robin Hood and Maid Marian. 
March 17. The Miraculous Pitcher. 
March 31. The Quest of the Princess Perie- 
zade. 
The stories are told at 11 o'clock in the 
Lecture Hall by Miss Anna Curtis Chandler 
of the Museum staff. The stories have been 
chosen because they are capable of illustration 
by means of objects in the Museum galleries, 
mediaeval, classical, and Persian respectively. 
Following the telling of the story in each 
case lantern slides of these objects are shown, 
and the children are conducted thru the gal- 
leries to see the things themselves. 

TAXATION FOR LIBRARIES 

The city attorney of Tacoma, Washington, 
has given an opinion which may be of interest 
to other libraries. The state law (Section 
6973 Remington & Ballinger's Ann. Codes & 
Statutes of Washington) provides that "taxes 
h addition to those otherwise authorized" may 



be voted for library purposes. Section 172 of 
the city charter states that "the City of Ta- 
coma shall provide in the Ordinance levying 
the taxes for each year for the levy and col- 
lection of an additional tax of not less than 
one-sixth of one mill for the maintenance of 
the Public Library." In each of these provi- 
sions the levy for library purposes is spoken 
of as an additional levy, yet paragi'aph 2, 
section- 4, in Article I of the city charter, 
provides "that all taxes, whether general or 
special, exclusive of assessments for street 
improvements and construction of sewers, 
shall not exceed one and five-tenths per cent, 
in any one year of the assessed valuation on 
the property of said city, except as provided 
in Sec. 6 of this charter." 

The question raised by the library board 
was whether, in view of the words "additional 
taxes" in the state law and in one section of 
the charter, the library levy could be made in 
excess of the 15 mills limit set by the other 
section of the charter. 

The city attorney went into the matter quite 
thoroly, and gave it as his opinion that the 
library levy must come within the 15 mills 
limit set by the charter for all purposes. The 
city attorney admits that if the charter and 
the state law conflict, the charter must yield 
to the state law, but in his opinion they do 
not conflict in this case, and the strict con- 
struction of taxing statutes, in his opinion, 
makes the mandatory provision of the charter 
control the permissive section of the state law. 
His main authorities are Colley on Taxation, 
and McGill vs. Hedges, 62 Wash., 274. 

TEACHER-LIBRARIANS

Demand for the teacher-librarian. Clarence 
W. Sumner. Univ. of No. Dak., School of 
Educ. Rec, Jan., 1917. p. 30-32. 

A discussion given before the conference on 
the training of teacher-librarians at the meet- 
ing of the Minnesota Educational Association 
in St. Paul, Nov. 2, by the librarian of the 
University of North Dakota. 

The school library, and especially the high 
school library, is receiving increased attention 
thruout the country, both from school-men 
and librarians. It started in 1896, when the 
National Education Association formed the 
library department and recognized officially the 
value and importance of the library as related 
to the school. Added stimulus has been given 
by the formation of the school libraries sec- 
tion of the A. L. A. and of the library depart- 
ment of the National Council of Teachers of 
English. The very nature of the work car- 
ried on in the modern high school demands 
a more efficient library, with supplementary 
texts and wider reading. It should all make 
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provision for training the taste of pupils for 
good literature and for encouraging them to 
form the reading hahit. 

"Both the teacher and the librarian are com- 
ing to realize more and more the possibilities 
of a great and far-reaching influence which 
may be derived from the efficient high-school 
library. While the school-man is awake to 
the situation, he seems to be in the dark as to 
how to secure the desired results. . . . The 
University of North Dakota has been fully 
awake to the situation and for five years we 
have teen offering a course for the teacher- 
librarian in library methods and economy for 
the benefit of teachers and others who have 
charge of school libraries. This course con- 
sists of lectures and practice work in accession- 
ing, classification and book numbering, cata- 
loging, book selection and ordering, and the 
use of reference books. The course continues 
thruout the six weeks of the Summer Session 
and is given by the librarian and members of 
the staff. We believe that the teacher- 
librarian who has taken this course is equipped 
to organize and administer a school library in 
an efficient and satisfactory manner. 

"The number of teachers, however, who 
have taken advantage of this course has been 
disappointingly small. I am coming more and 
more to the opinion that what is needed in 
North Dakota is a ruling by the State Board 
of Education similar to the one in Minnesota. 
There is no question as to the need in our 
state of such a course as the University is 
offering. There is a growing demand for the 
teacher-librarian ; but the demand springs 
largely from the situation rather than from 
the requirement of school boards that their 
libraries be administered by teacher-librarians. 

"A professional librarian is, of course, to be 
preferred but in the nature of things few 
high^schools will be able to secure this service. 
For the great majority of high-schools thru- 
out the country the solution of the problem 
lies in the teacher-librarian. If a teacher is 
employed for part-time library service' the 
school should make a reduction in the amount 
of teaching service required, and such a 
teacher should be required to take special work 
in library economy in preparation for this 
part-time li})rary service."

TRAVELING LIBRARIES 

Boone University Library, Wuchang, Chira, 
has overcome the difficulty of bringing stu- 
dents of outside schools into touch with the 
library by means of traveling libraries. In a 
pamphlet, "Boone Library up to date," Mary 
E. Wood, the librarian, reports that during 
1915-16 18 small circulating libraries with 
nearly 1800 books were sent to government 
schools, to Chinese clergy, to mission schools, 
to the Artillery Camp and to Pingshiang Col- 
liery. A library is packed in a box which is 
swung by cords from a pole, the pole restmg 
on the shoulders of two men who carry the 
library to its station. The libraries are made 
up partly of English books and partly of 
Chinese. Biographies of English and Amer- 
ican statesmen, histories and books on political 
science, as well as fiction, are in great de- 
mand. To certain schools, Boone Library is 
free to include religious books in the traveling 
library. Most of the books sent are Chinese 
translations of 'English standard works, but 
in addition to these, the Commercial Press, 
the largest publishing firm in China, has issued 
certain great books of literature in English 
with Chinese notes. 

TRUSTEED 

— Powers and Duties 

The financial responsibility of the library 
trustee to the community. George B. Utley. 
Pub. Libs., July, 191 7. p. 261-268. 

As the public library has taken its place 
among the institutions supported from the 
public purse, we need directors and adminis- 
trators skilled in the ways of public finance. 
Particularly it is important that the former 
shall ,be influential with the city officials and 
able to talk the language of the budget com- 
mittee of the common council and of the city 
treasurer. So the prime financial responsi- 
bility is familiarity with the city's financial 
affairs in general, intelligence in their discus- 
sion and acquaintance with those who for the 
time being are holders of the purse-strings. 
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Perhaps one reason why trustees do not pre- 
sent a clearer outline of the library's needs is 
because they do not themselves realize the pos- 
sibilities of a library as a power for public 
service; of its value to the business man, to 
the workingman, and to teachers and pupils in 
the schools. And this may have both for 
cause and result the fact that the salary of- 
fered to the librarian is too paltry to tempt 
any woman of education, culture, or the mental 
discernment to see the possibilities of the ser- 
vice which the library may render. 

It is the trustees' place to talk finances to 
the community at large, and to see that a 
budget is carefully prepared each year, based 
on the experience of past years. Appropriations 
for fire protection or public schools or almost 
any other city department are easier to secure 
than those for the library, and i<t is an im- 
portant duty of the trustee to see that every 
member of the city council understands the 
library's needs and is willing to help. 

As to what constitutes the best basis for 
figuring adequate financial support, Mr. Utley 
rejects both the cost of the building or the 
number of volumes it contains, and says, "I 
am strongly of the opinion that population, 
which represents the size of the community to 
be served, is the best basis we have on which 
to figure, and that for cities of io,oao popula- 
tion or over, about 50 cents per capita, should 
be considered a fair appropriation. 

"In towns and cities much smaller than 
10,000, it will be necessary to raise these 
figures above 50 cents per capita, as that 
amount probably would not be sufficient to 
pay the fixed expenses, consisting of heat, 
light, insurance, repairs, etc., and allow the 
proper expenditures for salaries, books, and 
periodicals."

UNIVERSITY EXTENSION WORK, 
Library Relations with 

Mr. James A. Moyer, director of the Uni- 
versity Extension Department of Massachu- 
setts, addressed the Massachusetts Library 
Qub at the Greenfield meeting on "University 
extension and public libraries." The report 
of his address is published in the Bulletin of 
the club for December, 1916. Mr. Moyer out- 
lined with some detail the attempt which is 
being made by the state to provide educa- 
tional courses free to the public. Out of 113 
courses offered one half are elementary and 
the remainder are of college grade. Care in 
enrolling students and especial effort to main- 



tain their interest in the course have resulted 
in the loss of only i per cent, of the student* 
during the term. When the number of stu- 
dents in a community is twenty or more, class 
room work is offered. It is in the develop- 
ment of this work that libraries are offered » 
great field. Most of the assistance, up to the 
present, has been provided by the schoot 
authorities. In outlining this relationship- 
between the library and University Extension 
work Mr. Moyer said, "In this system the 
State furnishes the instruction at a Very low 
cost. The community furnishes the classroom 
or lecture hall and pays for heat, light, and 
janitor's service; the student pays only for his- 
text-books and materials. It should be obvir uS' 
that in this system, with proper management,, 
most of the public libraries in cities and towns; 
will be able to perform a most important pub- 
lic service. They have a building which is ordi- 
narily open as well as heated and lighted during 
the hours that it is likely to be used by exten- 
sion students. Usually the trustees of the 
library have available rooms which are suit- 
able for the use of extension classes and 
home study groups. If, in addition, they can 
agree to furnish a working library includ- 
ing the text and reference books required for 
these classes, they will be making possible the 
actual attainment of free higher education 
in practically all of the cities and towns in 
the commonwealth. When these conditions 
are established, the actual cost to each student 
when he is not required to purchase text and 
reference books will be about $1. If, further, 
a library becomes a clearing house for in- 
formation and for receiving applications, the 
difficulties which students have when work- 
ing independently in establishing classes will 
be very much simplified. 

"I believe it will sometime become the 
business of the administrators of public libra- 
ries to supervise free reading courses for a 
more rational intellectual development of 
their communities. To begin this system is 
not difficult. If you will furnish the books 
and the class room, the State Extension de- 
partment will provide the rest, at a veVy 
nominal expense to the student. For example, 
if you will furnish the text and reference 
books and stationery needed by a class and 
will provide also a room for the use of this 
class, the Department of University Extension 
will establish in your city or town a course 
of twenty or forty lectures and recitation 
periods giving the exact equivalent of the 
most popular course in English Composition 
offered in Harvard (illege. By offering your 
facilities of both room and books, you will 
be establishing in your library a really col- 
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legiate atmosphere, which is also very prac- 
tical. . . . 

"Unfortunately, the plans I have outlined 
cannot be developed on a large scale this 
winter as there are already more than 2500 
students enrolled in the Extension corres- 
pondence courses while the appropriation that 
is available was not intended to provide for 
more than 2150 students. With the most 
economical and efficient management, it is 
doubtful whether a larger number than is 
already enrolled can be provided with adequate 
instruction.

The aim of the English university libraries 

lias been definitely to meet the 'requirements 
•of the student of higher education in all 
branches of knowledge. In the main their 
success is due to large donations and be- 
quests. 

Birmingham. Excluding the departmental 
sections, the library contains upwards of 70,- 
000 volumes. Its success is due to the munifi- 
cence of the late Dr, T. P Heslop. The out- 
standing collections are the Hensleigh Wedg- 
wood, chiefly philological, and the John Cor- 
bett, rich in county histories, general biog- 
raphies, and works of art. The library of the 
late Prof. J. Churton Collins has recently been 
added. The catalog is in cards and the classi- 
fication is in sections corresponding to the 
subjects taught in the university. 

Bristol. The library was begun shortly 
after the founding of the college in 1876. 
It is special rather than general, and contains 
some 15,000 volumes (books and periodicals). 
The periodicals are chiefly scientific. The 
card catalog has been adopted and the classi- 
fication is according to subject. The library 
is now temporarily housed. 

Durham. The University Library was found- 
ed in 1833, with an initial gift of costly works 
presented by the late Bishop Van Mildert. It 
consists of some 37,000 volumes. The four 
extensive private libraries which have recently 
been added are the Routh (rare books and a 
series of political and religious tracts), 
Maltby, Winterbottom . (philology, classics, 
and general literature), and Lightfoot (class- 
ical, archaeological, and general works). There 



is a printed catalog of the Maltby and Light- 
foot libraries. 

Leeds. Proper housing for 10,000 volumes 
was acquired in 1884. The new College Hall 
and Library was opened in 1894. The library 
possesses some 30,000 volumes, and the 
General Library controls several seminar and 
departmental libraries. The library of the 
School of Medicine, a part of the University 
of Leeds, is managed independently of the 
General Library, and is rich in medical clas- 
sics. A card catalog is in preparation. 

Liverpool. The University Library, which 
approximates 60,000 volumes, received an in- 
itial donation of 1000 volumes from the Rev. 
Canon Hume in 1882. Among its rarities arc 
the collection of Thomas G. Rylands (early 
works on geography and astronomy), a col- 
lection of works by or relating to William 
Blake, sets of the Bannatyne, Maitland, and 
Roxburghe clubs, together with over 100 in- 
cunabula. External departmental libraries, as 
branches of the General Library, have resulted 
thru the activities of the professors. Special 
class libraries have also been established. The 
main catalog of the University Library is in 
progress, and special bibliographies have been 
issued. 

London. The libraries are housed in South 
Kensington. They contain some 87,500 vol- 
umes and pamphlets and consist of the three 
departments, the (General Library, the Gold- 
smiths' Company's Library of Economic Litera- 
ture, and the Physiological Laboratory De- 
collections are the library of rare mathemat- 
ical and astronomical books owned by the late 
Prof. Augustus De Morgan, George Grote's 
collection of Greek and Latin classics, and 
rare Russian works presented by Sir John G. 
Shaw Lefeyre. The Goldsmiths' Library is 
partmental Library. The aim is to meet the 
needs of the post-graduate student in every 
field, and a bibliographical department is pro- 
vided for his use. Among other interesting 
one of the finest • economic libraries in the 
world! There are separate card catalogs for 
each department, but the aim is to compile 
one catalog of all the libraries connected with 
the University of London. 

Manchester. The Victoria University Li- 
brary of Manchester was founded in 185 1, and 
now comprises 123,257 volumes, exclusive of 
the works in the various departments. The 
new building, a magnificent structure after the 
Gothic period, is the gift of R. C. Christie 
and was opened in 1898. The collection of 
books is general, and the classification is the 
Brussels expansion of Dewey. The card cata- 
log is both by author and subject. 
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Sheffield, The building housing the Edgar 
Allen Library of the university was opened 
in 1909. The library contains about 33»ooo 
volumes, and depends largely on donations 
and bequests. Several specialized collections, 
such as the library of the late John Spear 
Parker and that of the late Dr. Sorby, have 
accumulated, and the library is especially rich 
in manuscripts and early printed books. The 
stock is on open shelves and is classified ac- 
cording to the Dewey system. There are 
separate author and subject card catalogs.

VENTILATION 

A successful and inexpensive scheme to 
increase the humidity of the atmosphere has 
recently been tried by the Public Library in 
Charles City, la. Long, shallow, galvanized 
iron pans were placed under each radiator 
and a small Turkish towel or thick cloth 
was suspended by a wire back of the radi- 
ator with one end in the pan of water, all 
out of sight. The degree of humidity was 
thus raised from 24 to 57, exactly the rigiit 
degree. This has added to the comfort of the 
users of the library and the better protection 
of furniture and books. 

VISITORS' NIGHTS 

The St Louis Public Library held its twenty- 
second "Visitors' Night," on Feb. 15. The 
first of these functions was held in October, 
1912, so that the series is now in its sixth 
year. Interest shows no signs of abating. 
The special feature on this occasion was a 
demonstration of story^telling, held in the 
children's room, which was attended by about 
200 persons. Stories were told by Mary C. 
McCuUoch, supervisor of kindergartens, of 
the Board of Education; Laura Obert, as- 
sistant supervisor of the municipal ^play- 
grounds; Eva Leslie, children's librarian of 
the Soulard branch library; and Mrs. Anna 
P. Mason, children's librarian of the DivoU 
branch. Margaret Curran, children's librarian 



of the Cabanne branch, presided, as chairman 
of the visitors* night committee for the cur- 
rent year. The various departments of the 
library were open as usual, under the guid- 
ance of members of the staff.

"There are three kinds of books to be con- 
sidered in connection with this problem: 
books on vocational guidance, books to be 
used as supplementary material for formal or 
informal courses under the direction of an 
instructor, books to be used by the man at 
the machine who has come to realize the pos- 
sibility of his work and his own latent facuF^ 
ties. 

"It is easy enough to buy the first class 
mentioned — ^books on vocational guidance. 
Many excellent ones have been published 
within the last six years. It is also com- 
paratively easy to get those books read by 
those for whom they were written, . . . 

"It is also easy to obtain books of the sec- 
ond class — ^books to be used as supplementary 
material in connection with vocational courses. 
But the third class — ^books to be used by the 
man at the machine — that is a different mat- 
ter. . . . The difficulty in the way is thisT 
there are too few technically accurate books 
on the trades and industries written in simple 
enough language to be put directly into the 
hands of the individual who stopped school at 
the end of the fourth or fifth grade. When 
one considers how laborious a matter it is for 
such a man to read the daily newspaper one 
can easily see that this must be true. . . . The 
need of more books and simpler books is 
very great."

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THE American book production statistics 
for 1917 show a slight decrease in the 
number of publications in comparison 
with 1916— a total of 10,060 against 10445, or 
a loss of 385. Pamphlets, however, which are 
included in these figures, show a gain of no 
over 1916's figures. 
The decrease is most noticeable in importa- 



tions. Books of American origin have dropped 
only from 8797 to 8430, a loss of 61, while 
importations continued to decrease from 1648 
in 1916 to 1324, a decline of 324. Books by 
English or foreign authors manufactured in 
America rose from 367 to 629 in contrast to 
the decline which started in 1913 and con- 
tinued for the next three years. Ten classes

* These figures include pamphlets of which 2051 were recorded in 1917; 1941 in 1916. 
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showed gains in 191 7 and fourteen losses. The 
losses were in Law, Education, Applied Sci- 
ence, Medicine, Fine Arts, Music, Games, 
General Literature, Poetry, Fiction, Juvenile 
books. Geography and Travel, Biography and 
General Works. The most conspicuous losses 
were in the classes of Juvenile Books, Poetry 
and Drama, and Geography and Travel. The 
decrease in fiction was very slight, tho the 
total number of volumes of these various 
fiction titles sold during the year is generally 
reported to have decreased noticeably. So- 
ciology shows a material gain for the year. 

As was to be expected for the first year of 
America's entrance into the war, the greatest 
gain was in the department of Military and 
Naval Science, an increase of 244 from 191 6. 
This was due not only to a marked increase 
in the output of such established houses as 
the George Banta Co. but also to the estab- 
lishment during the year of at least two suc- 
cessful new publishing houses whose output 
is devoted entirely to this, class of books. 

A graphical presentation of the changes in 
the book production of 1917 as compared with 
that of the five years preceding appears on 
another page. 



ENGLISH BOOK PRODUCTION 1917 

DURING 191 7, 8131 books are recorded by 
the Publishers* Circular as published in 
England, making a decrease for the year 
of 1018 volumes as compared with the year 
1916. The falling off has been distributed un- 
evenly over all classes of literature with the 
exceptions of philology, medicine, agriculture, 
domestic and business, each showing a small 
increase, and history showing a comparatively 
large increase of 147 items. These classes 
represent subjects brought into prominence by 
the continuance of the European War, as, for 
instance, the necessity of word and phrase 
books for the use of soldiers and others, the 
demand on medical science, the problem of 
production, the readjustment of business and 
domestic life, and the record, historical and 
general rather than technical, of the war. The 
quality of the 1917 output has maintained a 



good level and, combined with so compara- 
tively small a decrease in production in face 
of unparalleled difficulties of labor and ma- 
terials, is a great tribute to the vitality and 
enterprise of British publishing. 

It should be noted that in the following 
classes education includes only books about 
educational theory and practice, and not text- 
books on special subjects, which are classed 
elsewhere; that under music only works about 
music are recorded; and that books dealing 
generally with the European War are classed 
under history, while those of a technical na- 
ture are placed under the heading military 
and naval. It would be possible to swell the 
total to a much greater figure by counting 
numerous leaflets (Government and other), 
ephemeral pamphlets, the publications of bor- 
ough councils and other local government bod- 
ies, and musical texts. While it is obvious 
that the total could be increased greatly by 
the inclusion of all this literary protozoa, the 
figures would not represent so accurately the 
book publishing activity of the United King- 
dom.

lected volume. The same rule applies to vol- 
umes of magazines, etc. Further detailed in- 
formation regarding the year's publishing is 
supplied by the appended analytical tables.

Thirty books were represented in the Book- 
man's lists, about the same number as in 
past years. Of the books of 1917 nineteen 
were written by men and eleven by women. 
Eleven books by English, Canadian and 
foreign authors appear in the list, making a 
decided increase over last year's four books 
by foreign authors.

THE falling off in the international book 
output in these critical times, says Le 
Droit VAuteur, in its annual review, 
December 15, 191 7, is indisputable but not to 
be wondered at considering the increasing cost 
of manufacturing materials and the scarcity of 
paper, copper and other metals. On the other 
hand, it is none the less indisputable that lit- 
erary life has recovered, that a great need for 
solid reading is evidenced even in the trenches 
and that there is renewed interest in music, the 
theater and motion pictures. Rest and recrea- 
tion so necessary to the nerves are sought 
more than formerly in intellectual pleasures. 
The contradiction between these two phases 
of the book situation is only apparent. The 
statistics as given below do not show as great 
a decrease as might be supposed in the face 
of the exceptional material difficulties. In 
Germany, Great Britaii\ and Italy it is only 
relative and in the United States and France 
there has been a slight increase. It must be 
taken into consideration also that these figures 
represent only books published thru the trade 
and do not include literary productions st'll 
unpublished. That there has been a real 
awakening in intellectual activity is apparent 
in the high grade of the belles-lettres, fiction 
and poetry published in the different countries 
under such difficult circumstances. 

GERMANY 

The considerable decrease of 1914 and 191 " 
in comparison with the years immediately pre- 
ceding was much less in 1916. 1914 showed a 
decrease of 5770 from 1913; 1915 a decrease 
oi 5750 from 1914, and 1916, a decrease of 
only 1538 from 1915. One must go back to 



1 89 1 to find a lower total than 22,020, the fig- 
ures for 1916 (1891: 21,279; 1892: 22,435; 
1893: 22,946; 1894: 22,570). The figures re- 
mained at 22,000 publications it will be notice ' 
for three consecutive years before reaching 
the culminating point of 1914. The following 
table shows the progress of the last decade :

The classified table which follows, giving 
data for 1916, was compiled by the biblio- 
graphical section of the Booksellers* Associa- 
tion of Leipzig. As the classification is not 
absolutely identical with that followed by the 
house of J. C. Hinrichs at Leipzig (juveniles, 
sports and students* societies being made a 
separate division in the former) the compari- 
sons between the different divisions cannot ht 
as exact as formerly. In four divisions there 
were slight gains. While Military science 
showed the greatest gain (+58; 1915: +182), 
Belles-lettres, which in 1915 decreased ( — ^484), 
showed in 1916 a slight increase (J^i8). The 
following table shows the gains and losses by 
divisions :

The number of applications for American 
copyright is not indicated, because of the fail- 
ure of the official agency of New York, the 
German Book, Art and Music Agency, to pre- 
sent its report for 1916. Thru the American 
Institute at Berlin, 864 (1913: 934; I9H: I079; 
1915: 909) (jerman works were registered at 
Washington, a relatively high figure consider- 
ing the circumstances. 

A year boo^ of German periodicals for 1917 
issued by Oscar Michel lists only 2938 dailies 
against 3500 before the war. 905 newspapers 
greatly reduced their editorial staffs, in many 
cases, to the editor alone. The greatest num- 
ber of pages printed by any newspaper in the 
year was 10,918, the smallest 93. Supplements 
were widely suppressed, but 1859 periodicals 
continued to distribute them free of chargt. 
63 periodicals printed 500 copies or fewer, 
some even 150 copies; the largest editions 
reached 270,000 copies. 872 periodicals were 
printed on the rotary press, 2052 on the flat- 
bed press. 80s periodicals had a subscription 
price of 2 marks quarterly, while 1366 were 
sold at I mark 50 and less per quarter. 

According to an article in the Borsenblatt 
fur den Deutschen Buchhandel for February 2, 
191 7, there were 797 press information bureaus 
which furnished periodicals with articles and 
information on a wide range of topics. They 
were located for the most part in Berlin and 
Leipzig. 

Figures furnished by the Society of German 
Music Dealers for the first quarter of 1917 
list 964 publications of music of which 605 
were classical music, 359 popular. 26 composi- 
tions were written for large orchestras, 52 for 
small. 5 were military. 467 for the piano, 
219 for soloists, 74 for choruses, 21 for cham- 
ber musicians and 100 for various instruments. 
The large number of classical publications 
was due to 220 editions of Liszt's works of 
which the copyright had expired, so that after 
the deduction of these there were 385 classical 
against 359 popular publications.

In the absence of figures for the literary 
production of Austria, we publish, as usual, 
data from the Addressbuch of Perles which 
appeared for the fifty-first time in February, 
1917.

An examination of the classified figures 
shows that in the different divisions there is 
either a great similarity or a great contrast. 
The former is usually due to the fact that 
after great fluctuations, the production has 
swung back to normal; the latter situation, 
rather to accidental or special causes and ten- 
dencies. This is the case with the marked 
decrease in Technology ( — 74) , History ( — ^32) 
and Medicine ( — 31) balanced by increases in 
four divisions (Belles-lettres 49, Biography 47. 
History of literature 331, Philology 29). The 
figures on the whole show great stability. 

The national literary production has held its 
own (1914: 445; 1915: 664; 1916: 659), also 
Icelandic publications of Belles-lettres (191 5: 
23; 1916: 28). Translations have increased 
without having reached their former prosperity 
(1914: 445; 1915: 143; 1916: 172). Among 
these, the greatest number were made from 
the English (1914: 283; 1915: 84; 1916: 106) ; 
next came translations from the German (42 
24, 27) ; from the French (26, 16, 27) ; and 
from the Swedish (12, 10, 9).

The considerable increase noted here (1913- 
14: 1420; 1914-15: 1392; 1915-16: 1412) is due 
almost entirely to periodical publications of 
national History and Geography (-+-88). Po- 
litical periodicals decreased by 20. The war 
only imperfectly explains this phenomenon 
which will need confirmation in the years to 
come before definite acceptance. To this 
number are added 281 papers, nine more than 
in 1915-16, 20 (18) of which appeared in the 
capital, 254 (24i8) in the rest of the country 
and 7 (6) in the Danish Antilles.

The enormous decrease in the literary pro- 
duction in France since the beginning of the 
war gave place to a slight increase in 1916. 
Deposits declined in 1915 by 3953 [7953?], and 
in 1914 by 12,202. 1916 however showed an 
increase of 853 publications over 1915. Draw- 
ings alone still showed a slight loss natural 
in times discouraging to the publications of 
expensive works of art. The detailed statistics 
taken from the annual table of the Bibliogra- 
phic de la France show an increase also — 889 
titles over 1915. There is then between the 
two sets of statistics only a slight discrepancy 
which shows that there was an actual increase 
in the production of 1916.

The works on the war which in 1915 were 
classed under History and contemporary poli- 
tics are in 1916 to be found in the class of 
French history. They reached the figure of 
455 publications. Poetry ( — 81) and Military 
science ( — 57) decreased. Fiction ( + 12) 
barely held its own; Education increased 
( + 125) and Historical sciences {-^-T^z)- 

As for texts printed in foreign lan^ages, 
Spanish and English are as usual most numer- 
ous, but both have continued to diminish 
(Spanish texts 1913: 134; 1914: 127; 1915: 28; 
1916: 25; English texts 1913: 34; 1914: 23; 
1915: 21; 1916: 14). ' 

ITALY 

"The paper situation [in Italy]," comments 
the Biblioiheque Universelle et Revue Suisse 
for March, 1917, "has reduced book produc- 
tion already so low to the extreme limit." This 
statement is greatly exaggerated altho accord- 
ing to the Bibliografia Italiana for December, 
1916, the production has greatly diminished. 
In 1915 it descended but one step from the 
1914 figures ( — 92) and the loss was princi- 
pally in new periodicals and new editions. In 
1916 the loss was felt thruout the whole pro- 
duction as the following table for the past 
eleven years shows:

These figures show a slight advance due, 
however, to publications of limited circulation. 
This is the case in the first group where the 
increase results from the publication of a new 
edition of plays in the Luxemburg patois. 
The shortage in paper is felt also in Luxem- 
burg.

Two small 
periodicals have been founded, a weekly and a 
monthly. 

NORIVAY 

Since 1912 Le Droit D* Auteuur has been 
unable to obtain the necessary data for statis- 
tics of the Norwegian book production. A 
report from Aarskatalog over Norsk Littera- 
teur published by the Norwegian Library 
Association gives figures for 1916. This re- 
cords only book-trade productions listed by 
Booksellers' Association. The annual catalog 



published by the University Library and based 
on legal deposit prescribed by the law of 1882 
is more complete.

As for the separate divisions, books of His- 
tory and biography ( — ^52), Ethical books 
( — ^45) and military publications ( — ^31) which 
increased in 191 5, showed a loss in 1916.

The year 1916, as the report states, marks an 
epoch in the annals of the National Library 
and its relations with the Swiss book-trade as 
the year in which the agreement went into 
effect whereby the Swiss publishers should 
deposit gratis with the library a copy of each 
of their publications. In the absence of legal 
deposit in Switzerland, the bookseller himself 
was obliged to make up in some degree for 
this institution which, however questionable 
its principle, has had excellent results where 
it exists. The agreement with the Swiss Book- 
sellers' Society and the Booksellers' and Pub- 
lishers' Society of Romanisch Switzerland is 
not binding upon their members. Compliancce. 
with it, therefore, depends upon the individual, 
yet failures to comply have been few and un- 
important. 115 publishers were enrolled by 
the close of December, 1916. Deposits have 
been made regularly with but few exceptions 
and the experiment of this new service has 
proved successful. Tentative steps toward 
interesting printers in the library collections 
have been less successful: They were asked 
to send books of scientific, literary, or docu- 
mentary value, printed by them outside the 
trade, conditional, of course, to the authors' 
consent. Altho supported by the president of 
the Swiss and the Romansch Swiss Societies 
of Printers, the Library received only 26 
names, a small proportion but not surprising 
considering the critical condition of the Swiss 
printing trade at this time. 

Publications by Swiss authors in foreign 
countries and the very few works on Switzer- 
land by foreigners decreased once more (1914: 
522; 1915: 363; 1916: 271).

Except for Law, Medicine, Education, Geog- 
raphy, Fine Arts and Miscellaneous where 
there were increases, oftener slight than 
considerable, the loss extended to all classes. 
Comparing its book production with its popu- 
lation, Switzerland published in 1916 one book 
for every 2463 inhabitants.

The Library acquired 3540 volumes (1913' 
3294; 1914: 3545; 1915: 3172), 3438 pamphlets 
(6786, 6319, 5716), 163 new sheets (1422, 876, 
1407), 4747 government documents (books and 
pamphlets), 782 prints, 294 maps (273, 328, 
471), 3 manuscripts, in all 12,967 pieces (11,988, 
11,546 11,844) and 10,834 periodical issues 
(8(547, 9581, 8979). Of this number 6338 pieces 
had appeared before 1916 and 6629 pieces 
(2120 volumes and 1800 pamphlets etc.) ap- 
peared in 1916. 

The difference in the number of books 
brought out thru the trade and of those which 
actually appeared in 1916 seems considerable, 
but it can be explained for the most part by 
the fact that the second classification includes 
2098 government and society publications as 
well as periodicals of the current year. Exact 
figures, however, for works appearing outside 
the trade (1914: 1113) and for the theses of 
the seven universities are not available. 

According' to rAnnuaire de V Association de 
la Presse Suisse for 1916-17, 1670 periodicals 
appeared in Switzerland published in 258 lo- 
calities. In addition 7 Swiss papers were pub- 
lished in foreign countries (2 in Germany, i in 
France, 3 in North America and i in Argen- 
tina). The following statistical table classi- 
fies the periodicals according to their subject 
matter :

From 1909 to 1914 the Swiss press steadily 
progressed (1909: I332; 19": 1498; 1912: 
^519; 1913: 588; 1914: 1671). Since then it 
has remained stationary. In view of the in- 
creasing shortage of raw materials and the 
high cost of printing, a decrease in its period- 
icals is inevitable.

I. Legislation 

THE Sixty-fourth Congress closed without 
action by the Senate on the two* copyright 
bills described in my last year's report, 
which had been passed by the House and re- 
ferred to the Senate Committee on Patents, 
namely, H. R. 8356* and H. R. I398i.t 

On August 4, 19 16, a bill was introduced in 
the House of Representatives by Hon. George 
S. Graham (H. R. 17294, 64th Cong., istsess.)* 
to provide a remedy for failure to make de- 
posit of the required copies within the time 
fixed by the statute, by legalizing such de- 
posits made prior to January i, 191 7. The bill 
was referred to the House Committee on 
Patents. 

Two copyright bills have been reintroduced 
during the first session of the Sixty-fifth Con- 
gress. On April 3, 191 7. Hon. Charles B. 
Smith, of New York, presented (as H. R. 
343)' his former bill (H. R. 13348) amending

section 25 of the act of 1909 to provide that 
the maximum damages for infringement by a 
newspaper reproduction of ^a copyrighted 
photograph, print, or pictorial illustraiton shall 
be $250; and amending section 40, providing 
for the costs of a suit to add the proviso "that 
if only the minimum amount specified in this 
act for damages shall be awarded, each party 
shall pay his own costs." The bill was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Patents and or- 
dered to be printed. 

On the same day (Apr. 3, 191 7) Hon, 
Luther W. Mott presented the bill (H. R. 
365)* proposing to add to the list of classes 
of copyright works named in section 5 of the 
Copyright Act of March 4, 1909, "Labels, 
trade-marks, firm names, and special designs, 
pictures, prints, wrappers, cartons, containers, 
and advertisements which are specifically cre- 
ated for individual trades, manufacturers, or 
businesses, engraved, printed, colored, or pro- 
duced in any manner whatsoever," The bill 
was referred to the Committee on Patents and 
ordered to be printed. 

In my last year's report I reported on vari- 
ous bills which had been presented to Congress 
up to April 15, 1916, proposing legislation to 
secure copyright for designs for articles of 
manufacture. On August 4, 1916, a new draft 
of the original bill was presented to the House 
by Hon. Martin A. Morrison (H. R. 17290).* 
This bill was favorably reported by the House 
Committee on Patents on August 18, 1916 
(H. R. Report No. ii25).' 

The bill as favorably reported to the House 
was introduced to the Senate by Hon. Thomas 
Taggart on August 22, 19 17 (S. 6925)*, was 
read twice and referred to the Committee on 
Patents. Public hearings on the bill were had 
before a subcommittee of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Patents on January 24, 1917,^ but 
the bill was not reported. On February 9, 
1917, Hon. Martin A. Morrison, at that time 
chairman of the House Committee on Patents, 
presented a revised bill (H. R. 20842)' which 
was ordered to be printed and referred to the

The various bills "to amend and revise the 
laws relating to printing and binding and the 
distribution of publications for Congress" re- 
ported on in my last year's report (p. 193) 
had contained a provision that "no Govern- 
ment publication nor any portion thereof shall 
be copyrighted." The revised bill introduced 
in the Senate by Hon. William E. Chilton on 
January 10, 191 7 (S. 7795)* contained a defi- 
nition of "Government publication" and the 
prohibition of copyright quoted above (sec. 

18, par. i). The Senate Committee submitted 
a detailed report on this bill on January 11, 
1 91 7,** whidi report contained a reference to 
the clause concerning copyright. This bill 
passed the Senate on February 6, I9i7- The 
House of Representatives has taken no action 
upon the Senate bill; but on February 22, 
1917, a substitute bill (H. R. 21021)" was 
introduced in the House by Hon. Henry A. 
Barnhart. In this draft, section 18, contain- 
ing the provision quoted prohibiting copyright 
in Government publications has been stricken 
out. 
II. International Copyright Relations 

The only action to report during the fiscal 
year concerning copyright relations between 
the United States and foreign countries is the 
issuance of the proclamation by the President 
on February 9, 1917, extending to citizens of 
New Zealand, the benefits of section i (e) of 
the Copyright Act of March 4, 1909^*0 secure 
"copyright controlling the parts 6i instru- 
ments serving to reproduce mechanically the 
musical work, in the case of such musical 
compositions by the composers of New Zeal- 
and as. have been published since December i, 
191 6, and have been duly registered for copy- 
right in the United States." 

This proclamation was isued by agreement 
in exchange for an Order in Council by the 
Governor of New Zealand, dated February 2, 
1916, to go into effect on December i, 1916, 
to secure protection in New Zealand for the 
unpublished works of American authors."

This New Zealand Order in Council is in 
exact agreement with the similar British Or- 
der of February 3, 1915* to secure copyright 
protection for the unpublished works of 
American authors in exchange for the ex- 
tension to British composers of the benefits 
of section i (e) of our Copyright Act of 
1909, to enable them to control the reproduc- 
tion of their musical works by means of me- 
chanical contrivances, such as perforated 
music rolls or musical records. By the terms 
of the British Order the protection for un- 
published works by American authors was ex- 
tended to Great Britain and the British Col- 
onies and Possessions with the express ex- 
ception of the self-governing dominions of 
Australia, New Zealand, Canada, Newfound- 
land, and South Africa. 

OUR INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT RELATIONS 

More than a quarter of a century has now 
elapsed since the copyright protection granted 
by law in the United States was extended to 
the works of foreign authors, under certain 
conditions, by the provisions of the Copyright 
Act of March 3, 1891. The fundamental con- 
dition was the existence of reciprocal pro- 
tection in the foreign country, and this was 
to be determined from time to ime by proc- 
lamation of the President." 

On July I, 189I' (the date upon which the 
copyright act went into effect), the President 
issued the first copyright proclamation under 
the provisions of the act in behalf of the 
authors of Belgium, France, Great Britain 
and the .British possessions, and Switzer- 
land.V 

The protection extended in the United 
States to the authors of each of these coun- 
tries was that accorded by our copyright laws 
and could only be secured upon full compli- 
ance with all the conditions and formalities 
prescribed by those laws. Registration was

required in our copyright office upon the ob- 
ligatory deposit ("on or before the day of 
publication in Uiis or any foreign country") 
of a "printed copy of the title" of the author's 
work; and the deposit was insisted upon of 
two copies of every published work "not later 
than the day of publication thereof in this 
or any foreign country," as well as "a copy 
of every subsequent edition wherein any sub- 
stantial changes shall be made." Each copy 
of every work was required to carry the copy- 
right notice, and in the case of some works 
(chromos, lithographs, and photographs) the 
law required them to be remanufactured in 
the United States, while the author of a book, 
whether he was a native or foreigner, could 
not protect it at all unless it had been printed 
in this country from type set within the limits 
of the United States; and to lend support to 
this printing requirement the general importa- 
tion was prohibitited of copies not so printed. 
A foreign author, therefore, was obliged to 
arrange for and complete the reprinting of 
his book in the United States before he could 
safely proceed with its publication in his own 
country, and he was under the necessity, 
moreover, to deposit such reprinted copies 
here (after antecedent registration of the 
title) not later than the day upon which his 
book was published abroad. These require- 
ments proved a serious burden on the foreign 
author and greatly curtailed the protection 
which he could actually secure under our 
copyright laws. The obligaition to reset in 
the United States books printed in languages 
other than English proved practically pro- 
hibitive of any protection at all, and prevented 
the foreign author of such books from secur- 
ing copyright in the United States. Under 
the amendatory acts of January 7, 1904, and 
March 3, 1905, ad interim protection was pro- 
vided for terms of one and two years and 
the extension of the protection to the full 
term of copyright was secured if an 
American edition, either of the original 
foreign work or of an English transla- 
tion, were produced within the period 
of the ad mterim term. The act of 
March 4, 1909, finally excepted from the re- 
quirement to reprint a book in the United 
States if it were "a book of foreign origin 
in a language or languages other than Eng- 
lish." This act further abolished the useless 
preliminary filing of the title page, and by 
the amendatory act of March 28, 191 4, it was 
provided that one copy could be deposited 
in lieu of two, "if the work is by an author 
who is a citizen or subject of a foreign state 
or nation and has been published in a foreign 
country," and this deposit is not required to 
be made until after the publication of the 
work in the author's own country. 

The act of March 4, 1909, amended the law 
"to secure copyright controlling the parts of 
instruments serving to reproduce mechanically 
a musical work," and presidential proclama- 
tions have been issued to secure that right in 
the United States for the citizens or subjects 
of Germany (December 8, 1910) ; Belgium, 
Luxemburg, and Norway (June 14, 191 1) ; 



Cuba (November 27, 1911); Hungary (O:to- 
ber 15, 1912) ; (jreat Britain (not including 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, Newfound- 
land, or South Africa — ^January i, 191S) J 
Italy (May i, 1915) ; New Zealand (Febru- 
ary 9, 1917). 

With Latin America our copyright relations 
began with the issuance of presidential proc- 
lamations, under the act of March 3, 1891, in 
behalf of Mexico (February 27, iBgiS) ; Chile 
(May 25, 1896) ; Costa Rica (October 19, 
1899) ; and Cuba (November 17, 1903) ; secur- 
ing to the authors of these countries access 
to the benefits accorded by our copyright laws 
upon compliance with the formalities pre- 
scribed by those laws. 

On April 9, 1908, the President proclaimed 
the Convention between the United States and 
other powers on literary and artistic copy- 
rights, signed at the City of Mexico on Janu- 
ary 27, 1902. This treaty (the second Pan- 
American copyright convention) went into 
effect on July i, 1908, as between the United 
States and Costa Rica, Guatemala, Hon- 
duras, Nicaragua, and Salvador. This was 
superseded by the Convention on Literary and 
Artistic Copyright (the fourth Pan-American 
copyright convention) signed at Buenos Aires 
on August II, 1910, by the United States and 
all the Central and South American States, 
except Bolivia. It was ratified on March 12, 
191 1, but was not proclaimed until July 13, 
1 91 4, as then in effect between the United 
States and the Dominican Republic, Ecuador, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Nicaragua, and Pana- 
ma. Notice has been received of the sub- 
sequent adhesion to this convention of Bo- 
livia, Brazil, Costa Rica, Paragruay, and Sal- 
vador. Under article one of this treaty "The 
signatory States acknowledge and protect 
the rights of Literary and Artistic Property 
in conformity with the stipulations of the 
present Convention." Article two enumerates 
the "Literary and artistic works" protected 
(books, music, original works of art,, etc.) 
including, finally, "all productions that can be 
published by any means of impression or re- 
production." Article three of the Convention 
provides that — 

"The acknowledgement of a copyright obtained in 
one State, in conformity with its laws, shall produce 
its effects of full right, in all the other States, with- 
out the necessity ot complying with any other form- 
ality, provided always there shall appear in the work 
a statement that indicates the reservation of the 
property right." 

The first treaty by the United States dealing 
exclusively with copjright was negotiated 
with Japan and was signed at Tokio on 
November 10, 1905, and was proclaimed by 
the President on May 17, 1906. It was fol- 
lowed by two treaties with Japan signed at 
Washington on May 19, 1908, and proclaimed 
on August II, 1908, for the reciprocal pro- 
tection in China and Korea for patents for 
inventions, designs, trade-marks, and copy- 
rights. 

OOFYRIGHT RELATIONS WITH GREAT BRITAIN AND 
THE BRITISH DOMINIONS 

Our copyright relations with Great Britain 
were established by the President's proclama- 
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tion of July i, 1891 (in accordance with the 
provisions of section 13 of the act of March 3, 
1891), and were confirmed by the proclama- 
tion of April 9, 1910, following the enact- 
ment of the consolidated copyright statute of 
March 4, 1909. The new copyright privilages 
accorded by section i (e) of that act (to con- 
trol the reproduction of music by mechanical 
instruments) were extended to Great Britain 
on January i, 191 5, and to New Zealand on 
December i, 1916, in exchange, in the case of 
each country, for an Order in Council secur- 
ing to citizens of the United States protec- 
tion in Great Britain and New Zealand for 
their unpublished works. 

The copyright relations between the United 
States and Great Britain, which have now 
existed for more than a quarter of a century, 
have never been either complete or satisfac- 
tory. They have never been nor are they 
now in any exact sense, "reciprocal." The 
protection accorded American authors has 
been incomplete and inadequate and especi- 
ally uncertain and unsatisfactory as regards 
security for literary property in Canada and 
AustraJia. On the other hand, the authors 
of Great Britain and her English-speaking 
dominions have found their copyright protec- 
tion in the United States heavily handicapped, 
in the case of books and prints, by the require- 
ment of remanufacture in the United States. 
The privileges conferred have also been bur- 
dened with compulsory registration and the 
obligation to deposit copies. 

The exigencies of the great war have 
brought hampering conditions of a new kind 
thru the necessity upon the part of Great 
Britain to prohibit the importation of printed 
books and music "imported otherwise than 
in single copies thru the post." This pro- 
hibition has put a stop to the usual methods 
taken by American publishers for securing 
the publication of their works, especially mu- 
sic, in England; and it has become very diffi- 
cult, if not almost impossible, to take the 
steps required by the British Copyright Act 
in order to secure copyright in Great Britain 
for published works by American authors. 
This embargo upon printed books and music 
also prevents American publishers from sup- 
plying thru the ordinary business channels the 
English demand for such works by United 
States authors. This situation may result in 
very serious losses, more especially to those 
American authors whose works might be the 
basis for lucrative motion-picture rights or 
profitable dramatic representation, and to 
American composers of music who, if pro- 
tected, could profitably dispose of their rights 
to authorize the making of perforated music 
rolls or phonographic records from their 
music. 

So far as the authors of Great Britain and 
their brother authors of the great English 
colonial commonwealths are concerned, the 
protection securable in the United States for 
their literary productions under our copyright 
relations is also inadequate and must, besides, 
seem unreasonably burdened with difficult ana 
unusual conditions. A comparison of the 



actual copyright situation of British authors 
with that of United States authors, so far 
as securing reciprocal protection in the other 
country is concerned, shows marked and un- 
favorable differences. While the unpublished 
works of American authors are now protected 
in Great Britain without any formalities, ex- 
actly as if the authors of such works were 
British subjects, or were resident within Great 
Britain, the British author in order to secure 
copyright in the United States for such un- 
published works as are protected by copy- 
right must file a claim for registration, to- 
gether with a copy of the work or an identi- 
fying reproduction of it if it be a work of art, 
and must also pay a fee for each registration 
made. 

In the case of published works the inequal- 
ity is still more marked. An American author 
can secure copyright in Great Britain by sim- 
ply placing his work on sale there simultane- 
ously with, or within 14 days after, publication 
of the work in the United States. There is 
no obligation to manufacture the work abroad, 
or to register it, or to insert any notice of 
copyright in it. In the case of a book it is 
not required that it be printed or bound in 
Great Britain; copies of the American edition 
can be sold there without restriction. The 
only absolute obligation upon the American 
author (imposed upon the British author as 
well) is the deposit of one copy of the au- 
thor's book in the British Museum. In ad- 
dition, if a written demand for any specific 
book is made within one year after its pub- 
lication by any one or more of five other 
great British libraries, such book must also 
be delivered for the use of the library. 

Our copyright laws require of the British 
author that one copy of his work (since Mar. 
28, 1914, formerly two) be deposited for 
registration; the manufacture in the United 
States of lithographs and photo-engravings, 
and, in the case of books, that theey be printed 
in the United States from t3T)e set within the 
United States, and also that an affidavit of 
such American typesetting be filed. The 
United States notice of copyright must ap- 
pear in all copies sold or distributed in the 
Unite(|_ States, and copies of the original 
authorized edition of the English author's 
book are prohibited importation for sale, ex- 
cept under special restrictions. [See sec. -?!, 
3^. 33'] 

The result has been that only* a small pro- 
portion of the books published from year to 
year in Great Britain have been republished 
and copyrighted in the United States. An 
examination of the "English Catalogue," 
which records yearlv the titles of the books 
published in Great Britain, with the recorded 
entries in our Copyright Office goes to show 
that less than one-tenth of the books pro- 
duced in England have been republished in 
the United States and thus made available for 
American readers and students, and that the 
republication which has taken place has been 
mainly of popular works, such as novels, etc. 

With a view to facilitate compliance with 
Its typesetting stipulations, the act of March 
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4» I909» provides that upon the deposit and 
registration in the Copyright Office of a copy 
of an English book, not later than 30 days 
after its publication in England, an ad interim 
protection for 30 days may be secured, and 
if an American edition of the book (type set 
in the United States) is published during 
these last 30 days, the copyright is extended 
to 28 years. During the eight years or more 
since the act of 1909 went into effect some 
3000 ad interim registrations have been made, 
or for about 300 different books each year. 
While these 3a-day ad interim provisions may 
be advantageous and sufficient in the case of 
a few well-known authors having established 
relations wath American publishers who are 
accustomed to republish English books, they 
are of little or no value to the new, unknown, 
or little-known English author who cannot 
hold back the date of publication of his book 
in London, and who fails to secure promptly 
a publisher in the United States. The Copy- 
right Office records clearly demonstrate that 
both 30-day terms are too short to be really 
helpful. In about 5 per cent of the applica- 
tions received there has been failure to make 
deposit within the prescribed 30 days after 
first publication; and of the English books 
actually registered for ad interim protection 
hardly more than one-third have been finally 
republished in the United States. A certain 
proportion of the books which were reprinted, 
moreover, have not been published in the 
United States within the 30 days of the ad 
interim term and therefore have not fully 
complied with the law's requirement. It is 
to be observed that in all cases where the ad 
interim registration is followed by an Ameri- 
can edition, two registrations must be made, 
two fees paid, and three copies, in all, of each 
book must be deposited. 

These special requirements of our copjrright 
act — insertion of copjrright notice, deposit of 
copies, and registration — are generally absent 
from foreign cop)rright legislation, being 
either not required at all, or only in part ; but 
never as a condition precedent to the securing 
of copyright. They actually result, therefore, 
in barring foreign authors from securing 
copyright in the United States for the greater 
number of their literary productions. 

The foreign countries with which we have 
established copyright relations may be divided 
into three groups to indicate the different 
character of the protection secured and the 
practical variances upon which it is based. 
With the Central and South American States 
which have ratified the treaty of 1910, we 
have an agreement that the acknowledgment 
of copyright in a work by a citizen of any 
one country and its publication in that coun- 
try with a notice of cop)rright shall secure 
its protection in all of the other signatory 
countries without further conditions or for- 
malities. With the continental countries of

Europe the protection secured in the United 
States by presidential proclamation depends 
upon the obligatory deposit of copies and 
compulsory registration, while in the case 
of Great Britain and the British self-govern- 
ing dominions the protection securable in the 
United States is greatly circumscribed by the 
stringent conditions imposed which are often 
very difficult to comply with. 

The above summary of our established 
international copyright relations indicates the 
need for amendment Literary and artistic 
property protection in this country should be 
tuiiform and equal, with no di Terences or dis- 
tinctions based upon the nationality of the 
author, and should be free from inequsdity in 
the conditoins or formalities imposed upon 
the author or his publisher. 

The leading European countries, including 
all the foreign countries with which we have 
copyright rekttions, except Austria-Hungary, 
have joined in forming the International 
Copyright Union, based upon the conventions 
of Berne (1886), Paris (1896), and Berlin 
(1908). In the protection accorded to the 
authors benefited by membership in this very 
practical and effective Union is seen the high- 
water mark of international Jiterary-property 
protection. The authors of each country of 
the Union are guaranteed security for their 
works, by the terms of the convention creating 
the Union, in all the other countries of the 
Union without conditions or formalities of 
any kind. It has long been the desire of 
American authors to secure to themselves this 
literary world-citizenship by the entrance of 
the United States into the International Copy- 
right Union, so that every citizen of the 
United States upon the publication of his 
work in his own countiy should therein be 
assured of his complete control of it — of its 
republication, translation, dramatization, or 
other legitimate use— in all the other great 
countries of the world. This step forward 
probably cannot be taken without antecedent 
copyright legislation by Congress to prepare 
the way. Meantime, in the convention of 1910 
between the United States and Latin- 
American countries an attempt was made to 
secure effective international protection for 
intellectual productions free from troublesome 
conditions and formalities, and that treaty 
might possibly serve as a model for a similar 
convention between the United States and our 
allies, France, Belgium, and Italy, as well as 
other European countries. 

The present most urgent need is some 
remedy for the serious defects in our copy- 
right relations with Great Britain. What 
should be accomplished is complete security, 
not only in Great Britain and the United 
States, but in all the British self-governing 
dominions as well, for all literary and artistic 
works by the authors of each of these coun- 
tries, no matter in which country their works 
shall have been first produced. 

In view of the new and important relations 
now established between the United States 
and Great Britain, the time is opportune for 
bringing about a more friendly and effectual 
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union of all the Ejiglish-speaking peoples of 
the world on a basis of mutual trust and equal 
consideration. Much might be achieved in 
this direction if a formal agreement could be 
entered into by the respective governments for 
the reciprocal security of literary and artistic 
productions based upon a broad and liberal 
treatment of the various questions involved. 
Such a convention or treaty for the protec- 
tion of intellectual property might go far 
toward cementing relations of inestimable 
and permanent value.

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN OF CON- 
GRESS 

Growth of America's Largest Literary 

Repository 

PUBLISHERS are inclined to regard the 
Library of Congress as a great many peo- 
ple seem to regard the church: they 
contribute what they must towards its sup- 
port as a matter of) personal insurance and 
dismiss the whole business from their 
thoughts until a birth or a wedding or a 
death — or, in the case of the publisher, a copy- 
right infringement — sends them scurrying to 
its shelter. The work of the Library of Con- 
gress can be viewed from two angles : as the 
largest and most romantic agglomeration of 
book writing, publishing and selling propa- 
ganda, . the most imposing monument to the 
va!ue of the printed page in America; or, 
on the somewhat more practical side, as the 
publishers' best friend in the matter of the 
extension of the local and international pro- 
tection of their wares. 
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According to the latest report of the Libra- 
rian of Congress, just issued, the great gold 
domed building in Washington houses more 
than two and a half million printed books and 
pamphlets, nearly 160,000 maps and charts, 
800,000 volumes and pieces of music, and 400,- 
000 prints, in addition to a considerable num- 
ber of original manuscripts. The books and 
pamphlets alone increase each year by ap- 
proximately 85,000 items. Something of the 
vastness of the work of the Library on the 
one side that keeps this stream of annual 
acquisitions in all departments well above the 
100,000 mark even in war-time is apparent 
from even a partial analysis of the list of 
accessions of books and pamphlets in 1917 
submitted by the librarian in his report: 17,- 
348 were acquired by purchases here and 
abroad by agents of .the Library, 12,100 by 
gift, 9619 by international exchange, 11,095 sis 
gifts from State governments, 623 as gifts 
from corporations and associations, 14,738 
thru deposit of copies at copyright, 1962 from 
the Smithsonian, 3014 by exchange — and so 
on until the total of 85,948 is made up. For 
instance, in addition to regular consignments 
from the ninety-one countries on the inter- 
national exchange list, shipments of books 
and pamphlets were received in 191 7, in re- 
sponse io special requests, in part as follows : 
Agra and Oudh 46, Antigua 44, British 
Guiana 47, British East Africa 15, Falkland 
Islands 16, Malay States 54, St. Christopher 
and Nevis 14, etc. 

The most important accession by gift dur- 
ing the year was the collection of Whistleri- 



ana presented by Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Pen- 
nell, the authorized biographers of James 
McNeil Whistler. The collection consists of 
fourteen cases of books by and about Whistler 
and his art, several hundred unpublished let- 
ters, and the most complete collection of 
Whistler prints, etchings, etc., in existence. 
The press cuttings and magazine clippings 
alone fill some sixty folio volumes. There 
are also numerous manuscripts by Whistler 
and by the Pennells written at his dictation. 
The collection is now in London and owing 
to the submarine danger will not be brought 
to America until after the war. 

Accessions of all manner of original docu- 
ments are constantly being made which make 
the Library the greatest repository of archives, 
especially of Americana, on the continent. 

Another activity of the Library is the pub- 
lishing of valuable but commercially unsale- 
able records of our early history. Notable 
among these is the ''Journals of the Contin- 
ental Congress" kept by Charles Thompson. 
This colossal work was begun in 1904, and 
according to the Librarian of Congress, is 
*Hhe largest piece of editing by one person 
ever undertaken by the Government, if we ex- 
cept the 'American archives' of Peter Force." 
Twenty-three volumes are ready and more 
are to follow. 

A survey of the extent of the Librar/s 
business on the copyright registration side is 
furnished by the following table of registra- 
tions for copyright in the years 191 1 -12 to 
1916-17 inclusive:

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Regular sessions of the state legislatures 
were held in forty-two states of the United 
States in 1917. The states which did not 
hold any sessions were Alabama, Louis- 
iana, Mississippi, and Virginia. Kentucky 
and Maryland had no regular sessions but 
both had special sessions. Georgia had 
both a regular and a special session. West 
Virginia had two extraordinary sessions be- 
sides her regular session. An examination 
of the session laws of the various states 
show that there was much library legisla- 
tion during the past year. The material 
used in the following article was obtained 
directly from the session laws in most 
cases. It was not found possible to cor- 
respond with all the states to verify the 
facts. However, it is believed that the 
following review is practically complete. 
No effort was made to determine the num- 
ber of bills introduced which failed of 
passage. 

There was a general tendency to extend 
the scope of library work into new fields, 
and to provide more generously for the 
maintenance of such work. Legislatures 
continued to regulate minutely the affairs 
of libraries supported by state funds. There 
were a great many amendments to the ex- 
isting library law. Not only did the states 
provide more liberally for the maintenance 
of libraries, but in many instances there 
were substantial increases in the salaries 
paid to librarians. County libraries, legis- 
lative reference bureaus, and co-ordination 
of the work of county and city libraries ap- 
peared to be the favorite subjects of legis- 
lation. Indiana enacted the most important 
and most complete county library law. 
Montana, North Carolina, Oregon, South 
Dakota, Michigan, and Texas also had im- 
portant county* library laws. Maine and 
Arkansas established Legislative Reference 
Bureaus. Indiana abolished her Bureau of 
Legislative Information. Pennsylvania re- 
wrote her general library law. Massachu- 
setts was the only state to provide for 
use of library books by soldiers within 
the state. Following is a minute survey 
of the legislation enacted in each state. 
It was thought best that the material for 



each state be kept together. Subjects cov- 
ered by the legislation in the various states 
include appropriations, general library 
laws; county, town, and state libraries; 
law and historical libraries, legislative bu- 
reaus; documents, establishment, mainte- 
nance, and functions of libraries. The 
states are listed in alphabetical order. 
Wherever the states have biennial sessions, 
the appropriations are for two years. 

Alabama: No session. 

Arizona: A total appropriation of $14,- 
085 was made for library purposes in 
Arizona. Of this amount, $4335 was ap- 
propriated to pay the deficit of the State 
Law Library for the years 1913 to 1915 
inclusive. In addition $12,000 was appro- 
priated for extension division work at the 
State University. The appropriation act 
provided that the claims of all creditors 
against the library fund must be verified 
by the law librarian and the legislative ref- 
erence librarian. 

Arkansas: Arkansas added to the work 
of the Historical Commission the work 
usually performed by a separate legislative 
reference bureau. A branch department of 
the Historical Commission will collect all 
data, documents, and other material useful 
to legislators in their work. However, 
when they made the appropriation for the 
Historical Commission, they omitted the 
appropriation for the legislative reference 
department and the law establishing this 
department did not go into effect. 

Arkansas did not report as to library 
appropriations. 

California: In California, $250,000 was 
appropriated for the support and mainte- 
nance of the State Library. In addition 
$10,000 was appropriated for the salary of 
the state librarian. This was a decided in- 
crease. The salary of county librarians 
of the thirty-third class was raised to $1800 
per annum. 

The county boards of education were 
authorized to adopt a list of books and sup- 
plies for district school libraries. How- 
ever, no pupil can be required to purchase 
any of the said books. 

A new law provided that no librarian 
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shall be employed for more than two hours 
a day in any high school unless holding a 
certificate in library craft granted accord- 
ing to the provisions of the California code, 
and then such a librarian ranks as a teacher 
and is entitled to all the benefits of public 
school teachers. 

The clerks of all precincts were instruct- 
ed to prepare an index for all registration 
books and supply the state librarian with 
such index. 

Colorado: Session laws not available. 

Connecticut: Connecticut appropriated 
$119,700 for her State Library, in addition 
to a deficiency appropriation of $13,000. 
An appropriation of $10,000 was made to 
improve the Capitol grounds and the State 
Library grounds. 

Delaware: Delaware appropriated for 
library purposes a total of $8700 of which 
$3200 went to the State Library Commis- 
sion. The librarian was allbwed $500 for 
current incidental expenses. 

The publication of all public archives was 
put in the hands of the state librarian who 
is to be held responsible for them, and who 
has authority to sell them. 
' Florida: A Florida State Museum was 
established at the State University at 
Gainesville, with authority to undertake a 
survey, make collections, and maintain a 
library of the natural history and resources 
of the state. The library and exhibits of 
the museum are open to the public. The 
board of control is given authority to make 
duplicate specimens for use as traveling 
exhibits. Direct management of the mu- 
seum is put in the hands of a director who 
also must make an annual report to the 
board of control, and publish the activities 
and findings of the museum. The state 
board of control has charge of the ex- 
penditures in behalf of the newly organized 
work. 

Georgia: Twenty thousand, two hun- 
dred dollars was appropriated for library 
purposes in Georgia. Of this, $18,000 went 
to the State Library. Georgia also pro- 
vided for the compiling, publishing, and 
reporting of all early state records and 
reports. The State Library was put in 
charge of the distribution of Park's "An- 
notated code of Georgia." 

The Georgia extra session enacted no li- 
brary legislation. 

Idaho: Idaho appropriated $14,875 for 
library purposes. 



A State Law Library at Pocatello, Ban- 
nock county, was created, and the Supreme 
Court was authorized to expend $5000 out 
of the State Library fund for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of this new library. 
The clerk of the District Court was made 
librarian, and the county of Bannock was 
to provide for the housing of the library. 
It was also provided that all fees received 
by the state of Idaho from notary publics 
and attomeys-at-law in fourteen counties 
of southern Idaho should go toward the 
"South Idaho Library Fund," and be ex- 
pended under the direction of the Supreme 
Court. 

The librarian of the Traveling Library 
was instructed to make a report to the 
legislature. 

Illinois: Illinois appropriated $ii5>437 
for library purposes, $69,600 of which went 
to the Legislative Reference Bureau, and 
$2000 was appropriated to make up a past 
deficit. 

The legislature provided that commission 
governed cities could establish and main- 
tain libraries according to the general legal 
provisions for all cities. 

The authorities in a park district may 
permit the erection of a library building 
in a park if the library is for public pur- 
poses, and if the people of the district by 
referendum express approval of the pro- 
posal. 

Indiana: Indiana appropriated $49,300 
for library purposes. The Library Com- 
mission received $12,500, and the State Li- 
brary $23,100. 

In an act providing for the constitutional 
convention, the Bureau of Legislative In- 
formation was instructed to collect, com- 
pile, and to prepare all information and 
data which might be useful to the delegates 
at the convention and to the public. It was 
also instructed to print the state constitu- 
tion, and an Indiana Year Book, which 
should include reports, facts, data, and sta- 
>tistics of the state, its people, resources, 
and government. In Indiana we have the 
novel situation of the state legislature 
burdening the Bureau of Legislative In- 
formation with many more duties, and then 
providing that it should be abolished from 
and after Oct. i, 1917. It could not pos- 
sibly have finished its work. 

Indiana passed an important law in ref- 
erence to town and township libraries and 
\ht organization of public library boards. 
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The library board is to be made up in the 
following way : Three residents of the city 
or town shall be appointed' by the judge of 
the circuit court— one for one year, one 
for two years, and one for three years 
from the date of their appointment. After 
the first appointment all tenures shall be 
for a period of two years. If any town- 
ship advisory board shall levy and collect 
a tax for library purposes, the total amount 
of which is greater than the amount col- 
lected by the town or city, and turn it 
into the city or town treasury where a 
library is located, then the judge in making 
his appointments thereafter may appoint 
people who are residents of such city or 
town or such township outside the city. 
The common council or town board and 
the board of school trustees each shall 
appoint one member to the library board. 
The board of school trustees may appoint 
from its own body. These appointees 
must be residents of the city or town. 
If the township advisory board levies and 
collects for library purposes a tax of five- 
tenths of one mill on each dollar of all 
taxable property assessed in the township, 
exclusive of the property of the city or 
town taxed for library purposes, and pays 
the same to the treasurer of the city or 
town where the library is located, then the 
township trustee shall ex-officio become a 
member of the library board, and he shall 
appoint one person, a resident of the town- 
ship, as a member of the public library 
board. Women are eligible for the board, 
and not less than three members of the 
board shall be women. Those appointed 
shall be persons of well known integrity 
and ability, they shall be fitted for the work, 
and must be twenty-five years of age. All 
shall serve without compensation. 

Indiana's county library law was the 
most important one passed during 1917. 
It provided for the establishment' ai\d main- 
tenance of county libraries in counties in 
which there are no free public tax sup- 
ported libraries in any city or town: for 
aid to be granted by the county to the li- 
brary of any city or town in return for 
which the residents of the county are en- 
titled to the use of the library and to 
representation on the board; for a com- 
bination of city, town, or township, and 
county libraries in which case the county 
library board shall control the city, town, 



or township library las a branch of the 
county library. The tax levy for the sup- 
port of a county library is limited to not 
less than five-tenths of a mill nor more 
than one mill on each dollar of taxable 
property. The main provisions of the law 
are as follows: 

Maintenance and Control: The county 
commissioners of any county may levy a 
tax for library purposes without petition of 
residents. Upon petition of twenty-five 
resident freeholders of each township in the 
county, not already taxed for library pur- 
poses, they shall levy a tax for the estab- 
lishment of a county public library open 
and free to all inhabitants of the county. 
Within five days after such tax is levied or 
such petition is filed with the clerk of the 
circuit court, the following bodies shall be 
notified by the clerk, and within ten days 
they shall make appointments to the library 
board. The county commissioners shall 
appoint two members for a term of one 
year— -one of whom shall be a woman. The 
county superintendent of schools shall ap- 
point two members for terms of two 
years — one of whom shall be a woman. 
The circuit court judge shall appoint three 
members, one for one year, one for two 
years, and one for three years. One of his 
appointments also shall be a woman. 

Organization, Powers, Duties : The coun- 
ty library board shall have the control and 
disbursement of all public funds for library 
use, the custody of all books and property 
of every description, power to purchase 
books, periodicals, all necessary equipment 
and supplies, and direct all the affairs 
of such county public library, including 
the right to determine the rate of tax 
for its support. They are empowered 
to receive donations, bequests, and hold 
and convey realty and personal prop- 
erty for and on behalf of such library. 
They may make and enforce rules and 
regulations, employ the necessary aid, and 
establish branches at their discretion. All 
county library money is held by the county 
treasurer as a separate fund, and is paid 
out on warrant of the board president, 
countersigned by the secretary. In any 
county where there is now a library fund, 
it now becomes available for library pur- 
poses. 

County Aid to City Libraries: If the 
city board gives to the county commis- 
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sioners notice of willingness to allow their 
library to be freely used by residents of 
the county on the condition that the county 
aid in its support', the county commissioners 
upon petition of twenty-five residents of 
each township may vote a tax of between 
one-tenth of one mill to one mill on each 
dollar of taxable property, and turn the 
same into the city library fund — to be con- 
tinued as long as ten per cent, of the coun- 
ty inhabitants outside the city use the li- 
brary, or otherwise at the discretion of the 
county commissioners. 

Appointments and Qualifications of 
Board: If the county takes advantage of a 
city offer, it shall be represented on the 
public library board. The county commis- 
sioners shall appoint two members, one a 
woman, for a two year term, and the coun- 
ty superintendent of schools shall appoint 
two members, one a woman, and one for 
^ one year term and one for three years. 
These persons are to have the same qualifi- 
cations and equal authority with the other 
members of the library board. 

Combination of City and County Libra- 
ries: If both exist within the county, the 
city board with the consent of the county 
board may pay to the county fund its in- 
come, and thereupon the county library 
board shall maintain the city or town li- 
brary as a branch of the county library. 
Such library shall remain part of the coun- 
ty library as long as ten per cent of the 
inhabitants of the city or town shall be 
users of the county library thru such 
branch. 

This is the most important county library 
law passed during the year. Indiana leads 
in library legislation for 191 7. 

Iowa: Iowa had no library legislation 
during 1917. She appropriated for library 
purposes $100,840, of which $51,560 went 
to the state historical department. 

Kansas: The only 1917 legislation affect- 
ing libraries was a law authorizing the 
erection of library buildings by cities of the 
second and third class. 

The total appropriations in Kansas for 
library purposes were $33»450. Of this 
sum $19,550 went to the State Library, and 
the remainder to the State Historical So- 
ciety Library. 

Kentucky: Kentucky held a special ses- 
sion, but enacted no library legislation. 



Louisiana: No session of the legislature 
was held in 191 7. 

Maine: Maine appropriated $62,500 for 
libraries. 

The most important act in regard to li- 
braries was that authorizing the establish- 
ment of a Legislative Reference Bureau. 
The state librarian was instructed to estab^ 
lish in the State Library a Legislative Ref- 
erence Bureau which shall collect, arrange, 
and place on file books, pamphlets, docu- 
ments and other material relating to legis- 
lation, and which shall prepare abstracts 
of laws of other states and present such 
other information as may be necessary for 
the legislature in the performance of its 
duties. 

Library Instruction: On application to 
the state librarian or the State Library 
Commission, the librarian or trustee of any 
free library may have instruction at the 
State Library or at their home library in 
cataloging and any other matter pertain- 
ing to the maintenance and administration 
of libraries. 

Town Libraries: If the legal voters at 
a regularly called town meeting appro- 
priate not less than one hundred dollars 
for the purchase of books, and provide 
for the care, custody, and distribution ot 
its books, and those donated to it by the 
state, it is entitled to the following bene- 
fits. The Maine Library Commission shall 
donate to any town having no free public 
library books purchased for that purpose, 
not exceeding in value fifty per cent of 
the books and documents purchased for 
the said town to found a free public library 
therein. The donation in no case shall 
exceed $100. 

Use of Adjoining Town Libraries: Any 
town may appropriate a sum of money, not 
exceeding the legal limit for maintaining 
free libraries, to secure for its inhabitants 
the free use of a library located in an ad- 
joining town, and it shall be entitled to 
state aid of not less than seven nor more 
than ten per cent, of the amount so raised 
annually; provided that no town shall re- 
ceive more than $500. 

The stipulation as to the amount to be 
assessed for the establishment of free pub- 
lic libraries by village corporations was 
eliminated. Formerly it was two dollars 
for each ratable poll within the village 
limits. The law now provides for the 
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assessment of a corporate tax and the ap- 
propriation therefrom for the maintenance 
and annual increase of libraries a sum not 
to exceed one dollar for each ratable poll 
within the village limits for the preceding 
year. 

Maryland: Maryland held a special 
session, but enacted no library legislation. 

Massachusetts: Massachusetts appropri- 
ated $53,040 for libraries in 1917. Nine- 
teen thousand eight hundred and fifty dol- 
lars went to the Library Commission, and 
the remainder to the State Library. 

Books for Soldiers: Massachusetts took 
the lead among states in providing books 
for soldiers. The public library commis- 
sioners were authorized to expend one 
thousand dollars per year until the end of 
the war in supplying books for the use 
of the United States army, the navy, na- 
tional or home guard which may be lo- 
cated within the commonwealth. The com- 
mission may place the books in charge of 
a military officer or any other person or 
corporation artd provide for their distribu- 
tion and collection as it deems proper. 

Michigan: Michigan appropriated $10,- 
000 each for the State Library, the Travel- 
ling Library, and the Board of Library 
Commissioners. Besides this, they pro- 
vided for an annual appropriation of $15,- 
000 for the Michigan Historical Commis- 
sion. 

An amendment provided for the appoint- 
ment of an assistant law librarian at a 
salary of $1500. A person to be qualified 
must be an attorney-at-law legally ad- 
mitted to the bar of the state. The state 
librarian was given authority to appoint 
an assistant to be put" in charge of the 
legislative reference work at a salary of 
$2500. 

In each school district of the third class 
(population between twelve thousand and 
seventy thousand) the board of education 
was authorized to establish and maintain 
a library or art museum for the schools of 
the district if it deems it advisable. They 
also have power to appoint a board of li- 
l)rary commissioners to govern such libra- 
ries or museums. 

County Libraries: The 1917 session at 
Michig'an authorized the creation of coun- 
ty libraries. In any county the board of 
supervisors are given the power to estab- 
lish a public library free for the use of 



its inhabitants of such county or to con- 
tract for the use of a public library already 
established within the county to furnish 
library privileges to the people of the 
county according to the terms of the con- 
tract agreed upon. For these purposes an 
annual tax of not more than one half mill 
on the dollar may be levied. In case the 
county library is established, there shall 
be a library board consisting of five mem- 
bers, the county commissioner of schools 
and four other members to be appointed by 
the board of supervisors, the commissioner 
to hold ex-officio during his term of office, 
the other members to be appointed for 
four year terms, except that the first mem- 
bers are to be appointed for one, two, 
three, and four years respectively. In case 
the county contracts with an existing li- 
brary, the board having control of such 
library shall administer the library fund, 
but there shall be an advisory board, con- 
sisting of three members, the county super- 
intendent of schools and two additional 
members to be appointed by the board of 
supervisors for two year terms. The duty 
of the advisory board shall be to consult 
with the board administering the library 
fund in regard to the purchase of books, 
the location of branches and any other 
matter pertaining to the proper manage- 
ment of the county library and its fund. 
This was one of the important library laws 
of 1917. 

Minnesota : Minnesota appropriated $5 1 ,- 
150 for libraries, of which $25,000 went 
to the State Historical Society. The State 
Library received $14,150. 

The school board of any independent 
school district of the first class was au- 
thorized to establish library stations, and 
maintain them along with any other social 
center activities. They are empowered to 
levy a tax within such district for this pur- 
pose. If possible, the library station is to 
be maintained in a school building. 

Mississippi: Mississippi held no session 
in 1917. 

Missouri: Missouri's library ' legislation 
in 1917 was limited to appropriations. Her 
total appropriations for libraries approxi- 
mate $46,935. The Library Conmiission 
received $18,160 ^nd the State Historical 
Society $16,840. Small deficiency appro- 
priations were made for both of these in- 
stitutions. 
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Montana: Montana appropriated $38,- 
800 for libraries. She provided for the 
preservation, collection, and publication 6f 
all historical facts on the early settlement 
of Montan^a, and appropriated $9000 to 
carry out the provisions of the act. This 
is included in the total appropriation quoted 
above. The salary of the state historian 
was fixed at $3000 per year, and that of his 
secretary lat $125 per month. 

A new law provided that all moneys of 
the attorney's license tax fund, not ex- 
pended or disbursed in the ways specified, 
should be turned into the law library fund 
to be used for the purchase of books and 
other library supplies. All expenditures 
must be approved by at least one justice 
of the supreme court. 

Montana freely amended her county li- 
brary law so that the main provisions are 
as follows: The county free library is to 
be under the general supervision of the 
Board of County Commissioners who are 
to make the necessary rules land regula- 
tions. It is the duty of the county libra- 
rian to build up and manage the library, 
establish branches, buy books and equip- 
ment, and take proper care of the library 
building. The county commissioners are 
authorized to laudit and allow the neces- 
sary expenses and compensation for the 
performance of these duties. All em- 
ployees must pass a graded examination 
to determine their qualifications for the 
work. The county librarian is appointed 
by the Board of County Commissioners, 
and must be a graduate of a library school 
or have two years' experience in a library 
of more than two thousand volumes. After 
the creation and organization of the state 
board of library examiners, no one shall 
be eligible unless he receives a certificate 
of qualification from such board. Upon 
petition of at least twenty per cent, of the 
resident tax payers, the county commis- 
sioners shall appoint a public hearing for 
such petition, and at their discretion they 
may establish at the county seat a county 
free library. 

Nebraska: Nebraska appropriated $69,- 
230 for libraries. The largest sum, $16,- 
500 went to the legislative reference bu- 
reau. 

Nebraska granted to all library boards 
the right of eminent domain. 

Nevada: Nevada appropriated $36,000 



for libraries. Provision was made for the 
printing of the papers of the Nevada His- 
torical Society. 

A large extension in the use of the State 
Library was made by the state. A new 
law provided that residents of the state 
may borrow books by writing in to the li- 
brary by mail and having books sent to 
them prepaid, to be returned prepaid within 
four weeks. If the book is kept longer, a 
fine of ten cents ^ day will be levied, and 
if kept twenty days over time the priv- 
ileges of the delinquent will be forfeited. 
Any school district may borrow twelve 
books at a time, and if any penalty is in- 
curred, it is against the library fund of 
the district. Two thousand five hundred 
dollars was appropriated to carry out the 
provisions of this law. The state libiu- 
rian is also instructed to prepare an author 
and subject catalog, and send it to all the 
school districts with a copy of the state 
library rules. 

New Hampshire: New Hampshire ap- 
propriated $36,060 for her state library. 

The New Hampshire general library law 
was considerably amended by the 1917 
legislature. The organization and func- 
. tions of the State Library were outlined 
in detail. The library is maintained for 
the use of the members of departments of 
state government and as a reference li- 
brary for the use of citizens of the state. 
It is to be governed and controlled by a 
board of three trustees appointed by the 
governor of the state. They shall serve 
without compensation and no more than 
two of the trustees shall be of the same 
political faith. The trustees shall appoint 
a state librarian for a term of three years 
and specify the duties of the librarian. 
Legislative reference service is to be main- 
tained by the State Library. The law pro- 
vides for the exchange of publications, and 
the delivery to the State Library of ^11 
documents of public interest. The trus- 
tees are made custodians of the State Li- 
brary building and the library property. 

A board, consisting of four residents of 
the state and the state librarian, ex officio, 
is established under the name of the Pub- 
lic Library Commission of New Hamp- 
shire. Two members of the commission 
shall be appointed from each of the two 
leading political parties. The purpose of 
the commission is to aid in providing li- 
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brary instruction to librarians thruout the 
state, and to provide financial aid (not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars) to towns 
wishing to establish a library, and to free 
public libraries whenever they conform to 
the provisions specified. The commission 
may establish travelling libraries to be 
loaned to schools, libraries, and literary 
associations that obey the rules and regu- 
lations. The commission shall make la bi- 
ennial report to the governor. 

The selectmen in each town must main- 
tain a tax for the support of a library, and 
if the town has no library, the money so 
raised shall be held by the library trustees 
and allowed to accumulate until such time 
as the town may vote to establish a library. 
Unless a town obtained its library by be* 
quest, a board of library trustees shall be 
elected at a duly called town meeting to 
govern the library. The board m:ay con- 
sist of any number of persons divisible by 
three which the town may decide to elect. 
Penalty is provided for violation of any 
parts of the act. 

New Jersey: New Jersey appropriated 
$37,200 for libraries. Outside of appro- 
priations there was no library legislation 
of any kind in New Jersey. Two minor 
bills were introduced but failed of passage. 

New Mexico : New Mexico appropriated 
$3400 for her State Library. The sale and 
conveyance of land occupied by the library 
building of the Woman's Board of Trade 
and Library Association for the nominal 
sum of fifty dollars was authorized. 

New York: New York appropriated 
$109,170 for the State Library, $102,160 
for the State Museum, $22,820 for the 
Superior Court Law Libraries, $20,470 for 
the Judicial Libraries of the Court of Ap« 
peals, and $5000 for the Legislative Li- 
brary. Besides these large sums, about 
$75,000 more was appropriated for school 
libraries, departmental libraries, and dis- 
trict court libraries. 

The law libraries of the Superior Court 
of New York and of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of the city and county of New 
York were consolidated to form the Law 
Library of the Superior Court of the First 
District. The Supreme Court Library at 
Buffalo was put in charge of trustees who 
are appointed by the justices. 

The city of Glen Cove was incorporated 



and empowered to form a public library 
district. The library is under the control 
of a board of trustees of five members — 
three appointed by the city council and 
two by the board of education. All the 
rights, powers, privileges, and obligations 
of the library are vested in the board of 
trustees. The library is entitled to all the 
benefits of the public library laws of New 
York. The trustees shall prepare an an- 
nual budget, and submit it to the mayor. 
If he disapproves of it, it must be resub- 
mitted by a four to one vote and a new 
one presented. When it is finally ap- 
proved, it is filed with the commissioner 
of finance, and the council will provide 
for the same. The library funds are ap- 
propriated by the council or received from 
any source, and disbursed by the trustees. 

North Carolina: North Carolina raised 
the appropriation for the Historical Com- 
mission from six to seven thousand dollars, 
that of the legislative reference library 
from five to six thousand dollars, and that 
for the travelling library from four to 
eight thousand dollars. 

The county commissioners and the coun- 
ty board of education were authorized and 
empowered to co-operate with the trustees 
of any public or town library in counties 
where such exist in extending library ser- 
vice to the rural communities, and to ap- 
propriate out of the funds in their control 
an amount sufficient to pay the expenses 
of such extension. 

Any city or town is authorized to make 
continuing appropriations to any library 
associations or corporations whose books 
are available to the residents without 
charge and according to the regulations of 
the associations or corporation which have 
been approved by the city. Such appro- 
priation shall not exceed one-fortieth of 
one per cent of the taxable value of the 
city or town. 

North Dakota: North Dakota had no 
legislation affecting libraries. Appropria- 
tions for library purposes amounted to 
$38»726. 

Ohio: Ohio passed no library legisla- 
tion in 19 1 7, the Marker bill providing 
county district library service being unex- 
pectedly vetoed by the governor after hav- 
ing passed the General Assembly. Total 
appropriations for library purposes were 
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$155,464. Of this sum $33,000 was appro- 
priated for the Archaeological and His- 
torical Society. 

Oklahoma: Approximately $48,000 was 
appropriated for library interests in Okla- 
homa. There was no further library legis- 
lation. 

Oregon: Oregon appropriated $72,500 
for libraries in 191 7. The State Library 
received $40^000 of this sum. 

In counties of fifty thousand population 
or more the county court was authorized 
to contract with any law library associa- 
tion or corporation owning and maintain- 
ing a law library convenient to the court 
house for use by the judges, the city com- 
missioners, the district attorney, and all 
other attorneys duly admitted to practice 
law in Oregon. 

Pennsylvania : Pennsylvania appropri- 
ated $222,640 for libraries. The largest 
amount', $98,340 went to the State Library. 
In addition $15,000 was appropriated to 
enable the Legislative Reference Bureau 
to continue the work of codifying the gen- 
eral laws of Pennsylvania. 

Pennsylvania enacted an important gen- 
eral library law. Its chief provisions are 
as follows: Any municipality (includes 
county, city, borough, town, or township) 
may make appropriations to establish and 
maintain a free, public, non-sectarian li- 
brary for the use of the residents. Such 
appropriation shall not exceed two mills on 
each dollar of taxable property. The muni- 
cipal authorities may submit the question 
to the voters voluntarily or upon petition 
of three per cent, of the voters. The ques- 
tion of establishing an annual tax shall be 
voted upon at the same time. If by popular 
subscription a sum equal to or more than 
the two mill tax is raised, it shall be ac- 
cepted for library purposes, provided that 
not more than two per cent, of the said sum 
is subscribed by one person or firm. The 
library fund and the maintenance and con- 
trol of the library is in the hands of the 
board of library directors (between five 
and seven members) which is appointed by 
the municipal authorities. Two or more 
municipalities may unite in joint written 
agreement in maintaining a free library. 
A muncipality may contract with any ex- 
isting non-sectarian library for the free 
use of such library by the residents. 

Whenever any county commissioners 



take advantage of this act, and levy a tax 
for library purposes, they must exempt 
from such a tax all property already taxed 
for the purpose of maintaining a free li- 
brary, unless the municipality may wish 
to join with the county in the library 
project. The board of directors may 
establish branches, deposit stations, or 
traveling libraries, and the right of em- 
inent domain is granted for library inter- 
ests. Where a free library exists in a 
municipality, no new library shall be estab- 
lished, but all the library aid provided by 
this act shall be given to the existing li- 
brary. If five per cent, of the voters peti- 
tion the municipal authorities, the latter 
must submit to the voters the question of 
creating a bonded indebtedness for the 
purpose of purchasing grounds or erecting 
library buildings. 

AH library property is exempt from 
taxation. 

Rhode Island: Ninety-five thousand, one 
hundred dollars was appropriated for libra- 
ries in Rhode Island in 19 17. The salary 
of the law librarian was increased from 
$1600 to $2400, and that of the state libra- 
rian from $1600 to $1800. This was all 
' the library legislation in Rhode Island. 

South Carolina: Twenty thousand nine 
hundred dollars was appropriated by South 
Carolina. 

A special law was enacted providing for 
the establishment and maintenance of a li- 
brary in the Rock Hill school district. 

South Dakota: South Dakota appropri- 
ated $36,600 for the support of libraries. 

An important county library law was en- 
acted during 1917. Upon petition of at 
least twenty per cent of the legal voters of 
the county, and signed in at least a major- 
ity of the taxing districts, the board of 
county commissioners at their discretion 
may establish a free library in such county. 
In that event the provisions of the law be- 
come effective. 

If there is no free public library in such 
county suitable or available for use as a 
central library of ^ county system, the 
county commissioners shall appoint a board 
of county library trustees of five members, 
two of whom are to be women, who shall 
establish, regulate, and maintain a free 
public library. By August the first of each 
year, the county library trustees shall cer- 
tify to the county commissioners Ian amount 
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necessaxy for the maintenance and exten- 
sion of the library, and thereupon the 
county commissioners shall levy a tax not 
to exceed one-half of one mill. on each 
dollar of taxable property. This shall con- 
stitute the library fund. Any district which 
is maintaining a free public library by 
taxation shall be omitted from this levy. 

In any county where there are free libra- 
ries, the board of county commissioners is 
empowered to take over the care and con- 
trol upon terms agreed upon with the trus- 
tees of such library or libraries, and to con- 
tract' for free service to all the residents 
of the county. The first contract shall run 
for five years, and thereafter, if agreed 
upon, the contract shall run for a period 
of between five and ten years. If a joint 
agreement is not possible, the county com- 
missioners shall proceed as hereinbefore 
provided. 

Tennessee: The legislature of 1917 gave 
to the State Library a biennial appropria- 
tion of $25,900. These figures include 
salaries plus a small per cent of the Gen- 
eral Education Fund, averaging about $3500 
biennially, which is used for the purchase 
and maintenance of traveling libraries. The 
Law Library, which is a department of 
the State Library, received a special ap- 
propriation of $4000 to be spent under the 
direction of the Supreme Court and the 
State Attorney General. The state libra- 
rian expends $500 for the purchase of books 
for the State Prison Library, which is un- 
der the direct supervision of the State 
Library. A special appropriation of $10,- 
000 was made for the purchase of steel 
shelving for the State Library. This and 
all others except those previously mentioned 
are expended under the direction of the 
State Library Commission, composed of the 
Chief Justice, Governor, and State At- 
torney General. 

An appropriation of $3600 was made for 
the Department of History and Archives, 
which is in no way connected with the 
State Library. 

Texas: Texas appropriated $42,760 for 
libraries in 191 7. 

Texas passed an act rewriting their 
county library law. The county commis- 
sioners have the power to establish and 
maintain county free libraries or to estab- 
lish in co-operation with other free libra- 
ries a joint library for the use of the co- 



operating counties. The library shall be 
established for that part of the county ly- 
ing outside incorporated territory having 
free libraries. Upon their own initiative 
or upon petition of one hundred signers the 
question of whether or not one is to be 
established will be put to the people. 

No person sh^ll be eligible to be county 
librarian unless he has received a certifi- 
cate from the state board 'of library exam- 
iners, which shall consist' of the university 
librarian and three other librarians. Such 
county libraries are to be supported by a 
tax not to exceed five-tenths of a mill on 
e^ch dollar of taxable property. The 
county may co-operate with a city library 
or with an adjacent county if it is more 
practicable. Instead of establishing a 
separate free library, the county commis- 
sioners shall order an election to determine 
whether library privileges shall be obtained 
from existing libt'aries. Upon petition of 
five hundred residents in that part of the 
county voting to have a county free library, 
the county commissioners shall call an elec- 
tion to see if it shall' be disestablished. 

Utah: Utah's appropriations for libra- 
ries amounted to $6000. The legislature 
recognized the Historical Society of Utah 
as la state institution. The said society 
shall hold all of its present and future col- 
lections of property for the state, and shall 
maintain them in suitable rooms to be pro- 
vided by the secretary of state or the board 
of regents of the state university. The so- 
ciety shall be the custodian of all records, 
documents, relics, and other material of 
historic Value. 

Vermont: Vermont appropriated $25,- 
000 for libraries. Of this sum the State 
Library received $13,000. 

The state librarian was authorized to 
employ and pay assistants, subject to the 
approval of the trustees. The salary of 
the librarian is to be determined by the 
trustees. 

Virginia: Virginia held no legislative 
session in 1917. 

Washington: Washington appropriated 
$58,605 for libraries. The largest amount, 
$28,400, went to the State Law Library. 
Outside of this, there was no library legis- 
lation. 

West Virginia: West Virginia had two 
extraordinary sessions of her legislature in 
1917. During the second special session.

the following appropriations were made. 
A total appropriation of $30,700 was made 
for libraries, of which the State Library 
received $9000, and the Department of 
Archives and History $9100. 

IVisconsin: In Wisconsin the appro- 
priation to the State Historical Society foi 
gcnex^l operation was increased from $50** 
000 to $52,000 annually. The appropriation 
to the State Library for general operation 
was increased from $7125 to $9200 annu- 
ally; appropriation for books was in- 
creased from three to four thousand dol- 
lars for each of the next two fiscal years. 
This latter is not made a continuing appro- 
priation. An emergency appropriation of 
$6000 was made for the Legislative Refer- 
ence Library, available in preparing for 
the legislative sessions and during their 
continulance. 

The appropriation for the Free Library 
Commission, formerly a single lump sum, 
was divided into a fund for general opera- 
tion and a fund for capital expenditure. 
The total amount is not changed. 



The librarian of any library in a town, 
village, or city shall be notified by the local 
health officer of the appearance of any 
dangerous communicable disease. Library 
books shall not be taken into a home where 
such disease exists, and shall not be re- 
turned to the library from such a home 
nless disinfected. Infected books shall be 
burned unless thoroly disinfected under 
the direction of the health officer. 

In any county having a county library 
under the provisions of chapter 296 of the 
laws of 191 3, the cost to the county shall 
be divided in proportion to the expenditiire 
in each town, village, or city, and each 
such town, village, or city shall raise by tax 
and pay back to the county the amount so 
expended. 

IV yarning: Eighteen thousand nine hun- 
dred dollars was approprilated for libraries 
in Wyoming. All public libraries become 
exempt from taxation. 

This completes the library legislation in 
the states in 191 7. 
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The aim of this present article like that 
of similar surveys of reference books of 
earlier years is not to present la complete 
list of the new reference books of 191 7 but 
rather to indicate from the point of view 
of the general library some of the more 
important, useful, or interesting of the new 
publications. While most of the works 
referred to have been published during 
1 91 7 mention is made also of some books 
of 1916 and 1915, principally foreign pub- 
lications which were either issued or re- 
ceived in this country too late in 1916 to 
be examined in time for mention in the 
survey of reference books of that year. 
It has been necesslary to omit some French 
and English reference books which prob- 
ably should be recorded here, because on 
account of the delay in importation due to 
the war, copies have not yet been received 
in the various libraries to which the writer 
has access. 

The classification of titles in the follow- 
ing record follows, in the main, the group- 
ing in the new edition of A. B. Kroeger's 
"Guide to the study and use of reference 
books" (Chicago, A. L. A. Publishing 
Bolard, 1917), to which this present article 
forms an informal and unofficial annual 
supplement. 

PERIODICALS AND CURRENT EVENTS 

A new index of periodical literature and 
current events which promises to be of 
considerable importance in its special field 
is the Business Digest which furnishes a 
record of current events in all lines of 
business, with references to articles in 
about 100 periodicals and digests of many 
of the articles. Started early in 1917 as a 
monthly this new digest for a while ran 
parallel to Information, issued by the same 
firm, but later changed to a weekly and in 
July absorbed Information which was dis- 
continued as a separate publication. The 
present form of issue is weekly, with quar- 
terly cumulations which furnish permanent 
bound volumes and have the title "Current 
business encyclopaedia." Of the hundred 
periodicals indexed those of a purely busi- 
ness character are indexed completely while 



those of a general niature are indexed only 
for their articles on business subject's. 
While most of the periodicals are either 
"English or American, some foreign jour- 
nals, German, South American, etc., are 
included, and the list as a whole adds many 
titles not covered by other indexes. In 
the topics included special emphasis is 
naturally laid upon business subjects, and as 
a record of general current events the new 
digest is not always as satisfactory as its 
predecessor. Information. 

Certain changes and developments in 
existing indexes might be noted. The 
^'Agricultural index," started last year, 
has issued its first Annual volume which in- 
dexes 158 agricultural journals and bulle- 
tins. The third annual cumulation of the 
"Public Affairs Information Service" cov- 
ers considerably more material than the 
earlier annual volumes, indexing nearly 
500 periodicals las against less than half that 
number indexed in the cumulation of a 
year ago. The International Military Di- 
gesty heretofore issued in three forms, 
monthly, quarterly and annual, has discon- 
tinued its quarterly cumulations.

An important eVent to reference workers 
who handle the publications of French 
learned societies has been the issue of part 
three of Deniker's '^Bibliographic des tra- 
vaux scientifiques publics par les societes 
savantes de la France," a bibliography 
which has been at a standstill since the is- 
sue of parts I and 2 in 1895-1897. The 
new part extends the work by some 200 
pages.

DICTIONARIES 

The new dictionaries of the year have 
been principally small handbooks, and spe- 
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cial glossaries and foreign language man- 
uals called for by war work and w^r con- 
ditions. In the first of these classes be- 
long the new edition of a standard English 
handbook, Crabb's "English synonymes/' 
and a new Russian and English dictionary 
by J. H. Freese which is useful where a 
small work is needed but is not a substitute 
for Alexandrov's llarger work. Of first im* 
portance in the class of special dictionaries 
is the new edition of Willcox's "French- 
English military technical dictionary/' a re- 
issue of a standard work which has been 
enlarged and brought to date by the addi- 
tion of a 74-page supplementary list of new 
words and senses. Smaller military glos- 
saries are Page's "Glossary of aviation 
terms," Plumon's "Vade-mecum for the use 
of officers and interpreters in the present 
campaign" and an anonymous work, the 
"Dictionnaire des termes militaire et de 
Targot poilu." This last is in French 
only and contains not only definitions of 
terms but also some encyclopedic informa- 
tion, e^g., information, about uniforms, mili- 
tary medals with description and illustra- 
tions, national songs, etc.

RELIGION 

New publications to be recorded in this 
field include both new volumes in some of 
the great reference sets that are in process 
of publication, and also smaller works com- 
plete in themselves. In spite of the pres- 
sure of war times work on the great French 
sets proceeds. Three new fascicles of 
CabroFs "Dictionnaire d'archeologie chre- 
tienne," issued during 19 16, carry that im- 
portant work to the word Dimanche. A 
new volume, volume 9, of Hasting's "En- 
cyclopaedia of religion and ethics" ad- 
vances that work thru the alphabet as far 



as the word Phrygians. A statistical pab- 
lication of timely interest and impor- 
tance, in view of the interest in and 
need for information about conditions in 
Armeni'a, Syria and other regions of the 
Turkish Empire, is "World statistics of 
Christian missions" by Harlan P. Beach 
and Burton St. John. This forms a new 
edition of the statistical and directory 
part of the "World atlas of Christi)an 
missions/' published in 1911, but omits the 
maps and so does not entirely supersede 
the earlier work.

SOCIAL SCIENCES 

In spite of the fact that the war has 
caused the disappearance or temporary sus- 
pension of many established year books, 
new works of this type are still started from 
time to time and two new titles may be 
noted this year. A new work in inter- 
national statistics is "Annuaire interna- 
tional de statistique," the first volume of 
which gives detailed statistics of Euro- 
pean population in 1916. A new colonial 
annual is thig "Year book of the Nether- 
lands East Indies" which is issued in both 
Dutch and English editions and gives in 
its first issue a good deal of general de- 
scriptive matter as well as some statistical 
tables. 

Several titles important for questions on 
economic conditions or economic history 
of this country have been published. For 
present conditions an important new hand- 
book is the "Abstract of the census of 
manufacturers, 1914" which gives in con- 
densed form, in advance of the detailed 
reports, the figures collected in 1914 and 
makes comparisons between these and ear- 
lier figures, giving comparative figures gen- 
erally for 1914, 1909, 1904 and 1899. A 
new edition of "Commercial organizations 
of the United States" revises the earlier 
list published by the Bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce in 191 5, and car- 
ries information to July 1917. For histori- 
cal purposes an important new work is 
the "History of transportation in the United 
States before i860" prepared under the 
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direction of B. H. Meyer by Caroline £. 
MacGill and others. This belongs to the 
Carnegie Institution's series of "Contribu- 
tions to American economic history/' form- 
ing a companion work to Johnson's "His- 
tory of domestic and foreign commerce" 
and Qark's "History of manufactures" 
published in 191 5 and 1916 respectively. 
Like these earlier members of the series, 
this new volume has special reference value 
both because of its detailed treatment of 
the subject and, particularly, because of its 
full bibliographies. 

In college libraries and in other libraries 
used by readers interested in present or 
future possibilities of foreign study there 
is definite reference use for "Science and 
learning in France" published by the 
Society for American Fellowships in 
French Universities. The subject is cov- 
ered in sections devoted to special topics 
such as archaeology, history, philology, 
political science, etc. Each section has 
been prepared by a special drafting com- 
mittee, and indicates the record of French 
scholarship in its particular field, notable 
achievements and famous names, courses 
in the subject given now or recentjy in the 
different French universities, and the spe- 
cial facilities available, such as libraries, 
laboratories, etc. In addition to its main 
purpose, the book furnishes considerable 
incidental aid to the reference worker by 
suggesting the names of eminent writers 
and authorities in the various fields cov- 
ered. 

A convenient new handbook for both 
the general and the law library is "Im- 
portant federal laws" comf iled by John A. 
Lapp. This gives the text of the federal 
constitution and of a selection of the more 
important laws affecting questions of busi- 
ness, labor, agriculture, national defense 
and other questions of wide or constant in- 
terest and application. A supplement which 
Is issued separately and also bound in with 
later issues of the main work, brings the 
record quite up to date by adding the im- 
portant acts of the Special session of Con- 
jg^ess, April-October 191 7. Of interest in 
quite a different field is Sherman's "Roman 
law in the modern world" which while 
primarily a work for the law student covers 
many topics of interest to the student of 
Roman history and institutions and thru 
the detailed manual and bibliographical 



guide in the second and third volumes fur- 
nishes reference aid to the research worker 
in this field.

SCIENCE AND USEFUL ARTS 

Several scientific bibliographies of refer- 
ence value have recently appeared. "A 
bibliography of fishes," by Bashford Dean, 
is an important work including a g^eat 
number of titles ^accumulated during near- 
ly twenty years of compilation and cover- 
ing both book and periodical literature in 
all the principal languages. The two vol- 
umes so far issued form only the author 
half of the work and the subject index is 
to constitute a third volume. The "Bibli- 
ography of British ornithology" by W. H. 
Mullens and H. K. Swann, the first parts of 
which were noticed in l^st year's summary, 
has now been completed.

LITERATURE 

The "Cambridge history of English 
literature," which has been in process of 
publication since 1907, has been completed 
by the issue of volumes 13 and 14 which, 
with volume 12 published in 1916, cover 
the nineteenth century. For reference pur- 
poses, special note should perhaps be made 
of the chapters on colonial literature — 
Anglo-Indian, Anglo-Canadian, Australian 
and South African — which are included 
in the last volume. A companion work, the 
"Cambridge history of American litera- 
ture" edited by William Peterfield Trent, 
John Erskine, S. P. Sherman and Carl Van 
Doren, has begun to appear, volume one 
f Colonial and Revolutionary literature. 
Early national literature I) having been 
published in November. The reference 
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value of this new work is very great and 
the appended bibliographies are especially 
fine. In many cases special emphasis has 
been laid upon the record of contributions 
to periodicals and the bibliographies have 
therefore an added value as furnishing a 
key to material not covered, or perhaps in- 
completely indexed, in Poole. 

An older bibliography of dramatic litera- 
ture which has long been of importance is 
the Soleinne "Bibliotheque dramatique" 
(Paris, 1843-45. 5 vols.). This has been 
hard to use for some purposes because of 
the lack of an index. An index prepared 
year ago by Charles Brunet has recently 
been published. As this is an alphabetic 
title list with reference to the author's 
n'ame as well as to the number in the 
Soleinne catalog, it serves not only as Ian 
index but also as an independent reference 
book for finding "who wrote it." New 
bibliographies which have a reference 
value in more limited fields are: "Early 
American poetry, 1 610-1820, a list of works 
in the New York Public Library," com- 
piled by J. C. Frank, Wise's "Bibliography 
of the writings of Wordsworth" and his 
"Bibliography of the Bronte family," and 
"Bibliography of Thomas Gray" compiled 
by C. S. Northup, and the new edition 
of Prideaux's "Bibliography of Robert 
Louis Stevenson," edited by Mrs. Luther 
H. Livingston. This last brings the orig- 
inal edition to date by adding considerable 
new material, and corrects some errors 
but does not change the plan of the work. 

The Carnegie Institution has enlarged 
its list of concordances by publishing a 
Keats concordance compiled by D. L. Bald- 
win and several collaborators. This is 
based on the H. Buxton Forman editions 
of 1910 ^nd 1914, and is a complete record 
of all words used by Keats with the excep- 
tion of some 59 very common words which 
are omitted altogether and ten others of 
which only an incomplete record is made. 

Several new anthologies or collections 
have appeared. Of these the most exten- 
sive is the new edition of the "Warner li- 
brary" which is a partial revision, but not 
^ complete resetting, of the old edition. 
The main part of the work is reprinted 
from the old plates with some changes and 
insertions where the plates could be altered, 
and with a good many new pages added to 
each volume to include selections from 



new authors, additional selections from au- 
thors already represented, and new critical 
essays. The supplementary volumes, ue,, 
biog^phical dictionary, synopses, courses 
of study, are said to have been largely re- 
written and entirely reset, but as these 
volumes are not yet published no judgment 
can yet be passed on that point Libraries 
which h^ve the old edition will not need 
to purchase all of the new, as the additional 
selections and new critical essays inserted 
in the main work are also to be published 
separately in two supplementary volumes 
which, together with the biographical 
dictionlary, synopses and courses of study 
can be purchased separately from the 
set and used to bring the old edition 
to date. Among the poetical anthologies 
of the year may be mentioned "The stand- 
ard book of Jewish verse" compiled by 
Joseph Friedlander, and the "Treasury of 
war poetry, English and American" com- 
piled by G. H. Clarke. This latter, to- 
gether with J. W. CunliflFe's selection of 
"Poems of the great war" published last 
year, forms a convenient compilation of 
some of the poems written on various as- 
pects of the present wlar.

HISTORY 

The Utility of Sherman's "Roman law" 
for some questions of Roman history and 
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institutions has already been mentioned. 
An important event for research workers 
in classical history and literature has been 
the issue of the fast fascicle of the great 
"Dictionnaire des antiquites grecques et 
romaines" of Daremberg and Saglio. This 
completes the work as far as the main al- 
phabet is concerned and allows volume five 
to be bound, but an index volume, or sec- 
tion, still remains to be published. For 
questions relating to the history, institu- 
tions, etc., of the Middle Ages, a new refer- 
ence bibliography of first importance is the 
"Guide to the study of medieval history" 
by L. J. Paetow. 

Several titles in American and Cana- 
dian history are to be noted. A new gen- 
eral index to the thirty-nine volumes of the 
American statesmen series has been pub- 
lished which supersedes the index to vol- 
umes 1-31 published in 1900. This omits 
the selected bibliography given as an ap- 
pendix to the older index and adds instead 
an Epitome of the United States history to 
1916 which forms a useful chronological 
outline. One new volume in the Carnegie 
institution's archives series has appeared, a 
"Guide to the materials for American his- 
tory in Russian archives," by Frank A. 
Colder. The Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace has issued a volume 
cont!aining three fundamental American 
documents, the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, Articles of Confederation and the 
Constitution, which is more convenient for 
reading room use than the texts printed in 
many larger reference books because it 
contains an index to the Constitution. 

"Canada and its makers" edited by Adam 
Shortt and A. G. Doughty has been com- 
pleted by the publication of volume 23, 
which is a detailed general index to the 
whole set. A convenient small reference 
handbook for facts and dates in Canadian 
history is "Canadian historical dates and 
events" by F. J. Audet which contains many 
convenient chronological lists, e, g,, lists of 
governors and other officials, ecclesiastical 
authorities, dates of discoveries, settle- 
ments, etc.

EUROPEAN WAR 

The development of the war and the 
needs of the nation have produced many 
new reference books and pamphlets on war 
topics, some of passing interest, designed 
only to meet the needs of the immediate 
present and others of a more lasting nature. 
The new military dictionaries and the war 
anthologies have already been mentioned. 
The literature of the war is now so pro- 
digious that the most crying library need 
is for a good bibliography of carefully 
sifted material to guide in the selection of 
books and articles from the great mass. 
Several more comprehensive lists are in 
process of publication. The English list of 
Lange and Berry has already been men- 
tioned in previous summaries. Two large 
French bibliographies should be noted. The 
municipal library of Lyons is issuing a 
classified list which indexes a good many 
periodical articles as well as books and is 
useful for material in French and other 
foreign mag'azines that is not easily find- 
able in other ways. The Leblanc bibliog- 
raphy is interesting but so far of less prac- 
tical use than the Lyons list, as the first 
volume deals only with war posters, cards, 
etc., and books are to be included only in 
later volumes. "Pros and cons of the gre^t 
war, a record of foreign opinion" by L. A. 
Magnus, is a collection of brief extracts 
and quotations from various foreign writ- 
ings and speeches, principally German; as 
references to sources are given the com- 
pilation can be m^de to serve some of the 
uses of a bibliography. 

A very useful reference tool for texts of 
official documents of the war is "Diplo- 
matic documents relating to the outbreak 
of the war" edited by James Brown Scott. 
This includes the various gray, yellow, 
green and white books, etc., which have al- 
relady been printed in other forms, but the 
addition of a subject index makes this 
compilation more convenient for ready 
reference than the documents in their orig- 
inal forms. 

Two recent' compilations of current ser- 
vice information will be useful in every 
library. The "National service handbook" 
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compiled by Dr. J. J. Coss and published 
by the Committee on Public Information in 
its Red, white land blue series, gives infor- 
mation and suggestions about the pos- 
sibility of service in all branches of both 
civil and military activity, with an ap- 
pended bibliography. "The United States 
at war: organizations and literature," a 
pamphlet compiled and published by the 
Library of Congress, gives a useful 
chronology of events leading to the entry 
of the United States into the war, 
anpther chronology of events after the 
entry, and a list of American volunteer and 
auxiliary organizations with statement of 
their address, officers land activities. Refer- 
ences to reports, articles and other printed 
material are given, so the handbook serves 
also as a partial bibliography.

BIBLIOGRAPHY 

A useful ^addition to the by no means 
crowded class of bibliographies of bibliog- 
raphies is A. L. Humphreys' "Handbook to 
county bibliography." This covers the 
counties of England, Scotland and Ireland 
and records for each county bibliographies 
of material about the county, bibliographies 
of books printed in the county, general in- 



dexes to the various locSal history and 
archaeological societies, catalogs of libra- 
ries which have special local collections, 
etc. A special feature is the reference to 
collections of local books, manuscripts, etc., 
in both public and private libraries. Many 
to bibliogilaphies printed in periodicals, 
transactions, etc., are given and the work 
as a whole brings together a great deal of 
information not easily accessible elsewhere. 
Several new library catalogs of impor- 
tance have been issued. The Cambridge 
"Catalogue of the Bradshaw collection ot 
Irish books" forms an* important' contribu- 
tion to the history of Irish .literature and 
printing. It records in separate lists books 
printed in Dublin by known printers, 1602- 
1882, books printed in Dublin without 
printer's name, books printed in the pro- 
vincial towns, books by Irish authors 
printed elsewhere, etc. In all nearly 9000 
books are recorded, and there is a detailed 
general index which forms the whole of the 
third volume. An important American 
work is the "Catalogue of the Petrarch col- 
lection at Cornell University," prepared 
on the same general plan as Dr. Theodore 
Koch's well known catalog of the great 
Dante collection at Cornell. The present 
catalog not only lists all of the special 
Fiske collection but includes also refer- 
ences to periodical Particles and other 
Petrarch material included in the general 
library.

History. The Southern Library School was " established April 5, 1905. It was made 
possible by the generosity of Andrew Carnegie, who agreed to give the sum sufficient 
for an experimental term of three years. In April, 1907, the name of the School was 
changed to the Library School, (Carnegie Library of Atlanta, and on December 7, 1907, 
Mr. Carnegie agreed to continue the school. Anne Wallace was the fnrst director of the 
School She wa'^ succeeded in turn by Julia Rankin, Katherine H. Wootten {ex -officio), 
Mrs. Percival Sneed and Tommie Dora Barker. The School has been a member of the 
Association of American Library Schools from the organization of the Association. 

Finances. The School is supported by an appropriation from the Carnegie (Corpora- 
tion. There is no tuition fee, the expenses of the course to a student being a registration 
fee of five dollars ($5) and the cost of the necessary supplies, which approximates thirty- 
five dollars ($35 )• Students are responsible for their own living expenses.

In addition to the instruction of the regular faculty, six or eight lectures are g^ven 
every year by people prominent in some line of library work in other institutions. 

Entrance Requirements. All applicants for admission are required to take an entrance 
examination in General History, General Literature, (General Information and Current 
Events, and in one modern language; and to furnish a certificate of health signed by a 
reputable physician. While the language examination is usually in French, the applicant 
may offer any other modern language. Applicants must have had a four year high school 
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course or its equivalent to be eligible for the examination. Applicants must be at least 
twenty years of age. Persons over thirty-five are advised against undertaking the work. 

Entrance examinations are given in June. The examinations are competitive and 
cannot be given at any other time. The class is selected from those applicants who 
receive the highest percentage in the examinations, and whose previous education, training, 
experience and personality seem to have best fitted them for library work. Students are 
admitted at the beginning of the first term, in September, only. 

Curriculum, The course covers one academic year of thirty-four weeks, divided into 
three terms.

The recitation hour is sixty minutes long. From one to two hours of preparation 
is expected for each lecture period. 

Each student is free on Saturday afternoon and one other afternoon during the week. 

Credit is marked on a scale of 100 per cent, 75 per cent being the passing mark. 

The certificate of the School is awarded to those students who satisfactorily complete 
the prescribed course of study. 

Equipment, The School occupies a large, attractive room on the second floor of the 
Carnegie Library of Atlanta. A lunch room, conveniently fitted up for the use of the 
students, is located on the same floor. 

The students use the Carnegie Library as a laboratory for practical work tbruout 
the year. The Library contains 84,329 volumes and serves 72,175 people, and with its 
several departments and branches illustrates the practical methods used in a modern public 
library. 

Summer Session. The School does not conduct summer or correspondence courses.

BOSTON UNIVERSITY— COLLEGE OF BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION—COURSE 

IN LIBRARY ECONOMY 

(Boston, Mass.) 

[The course as outlined below was carried out for the academic year 1917-1918 but 
will be suspended for 1918-1919 on account of Mr. Power, the director, being called into 
service.] 

General Information. New courses are to be offered in library economy during the 
academic year 1917-1918 in the College of Business Administration of Boston University. 
These will be under the direction of Ralph L. Power, Librarian of the College and 
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Curator of the Museum. These courses, which will probably develop later into a de- 
partment of library economy, are to train specifically for business librarianship and 
teacher-librarians in high schools of commerce. They are not intended to rival existing 
library schools. 

Outline of Courses. Special emphasis will be placed upon training in business sub- 
jects and students will follow the regular required work of degree students with the 
addition of library courses. Freshmen are advised to take no more than one elective 
during the first year. The course of study requires four years, one year of which will 
be in supervised employment in a library under direction of the college authorities. Dur- 
ing this time the student becomes a member of the Evening Division and takes one or 
more courses. After the complete course is installed, special students and college grad- 
uates may specialize in library work and complete the library economy courses only in one 
year. The regular course leads to the degree of Bachelor of Business Administration 
(B. B. A.) and an additional two years to the M. B. A. (Master of Business Adminis- 
tration. Required subjects in the degree course are: bookkeeping; elementary account- 
ing; mathematics of accounting; penmanship; commercial development; personal effi- 
ciency; English composition; commercial correspondence; general economics; foreign 
languages; accounting practice; history of commerce; economic history of the United 
States; argumentation; commercial law; theory of money and banking; corporation 
finance; trigonometry and solid geometry. There are over fifty elective courses. 

The first year a small special class will be formed for personal conference work 
using the library and museum as a practical laboratory. In addition the regular fresh- 
man library lectures will be given. The third course will be arranged so that, in addi- 
tion to the regular students, it may be attended by library assistants in and around Boston. 
This course will be on the lecture plan and a large number of lecturers will be employed. 
Its purpose will be to give the students a broad outlook on the library field and to serve as a 
foundation for the later training. The lectures will be on different types of libraries and 
library work. Filing, chart making, copy editing, proof reading and printing, statistical 
indices of business conditions and other allied subjects will, for the present at least, be 
given in connection with other courses of the college. The courses to follow the first 
year will be fairly similar to the usual library school curriculum but from the business 
viewpoint, such as: business bibliography; cataloging and classification with special em- 
phasis on business problems; library administration; library filing and indexing; govern- 
ment documents ; types of special libraries ; special library organization ; library seminar ; 
business book selection; practice work; and reference work (special rather than general). 

These several courses will be of university grade with outside study, conferences 
and assigned reading and will command the same credit as other courses in the college. 

CALIFORNIA STATE LIBRARY SCHOOL 

(Sacramento, Cal.) 

History. The California State Library School was established by a resolution of the 
Board of Trustees of the California State Library, adopted September 4, 1913. 

The year's course for the first class was from January 14, 1914 to December 18, 1914. 
The course now begins in September and ends in June. The size of the class is limited. 

The entrance examinations are conducted by the California State Civil Service Com- 
mission and the California State Library. 

During the five years of the school, fifty^two students have completed the course. Of 
these, all except six are engaged in active library work. 

At a meeting of the State Board of Education held in August, 19164 a regulation was 
added to those governing high school certification, whereby holders of Bachelor degrees 
granted by the University of California, Leland Stanford Junior University and the 
University of Southern California, who have completed the required fifteen units of work 
in education, including practice teaching, and who have completed one major and one minor 
in subjects taught in the high schools of the state, may elect to spend the required year of 
post-graduate study at the California State Library School. At the end of the year, cre- 
dentials for library work and for high school teaching are given. 
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At the January, 1918, meeting of the State Board of Education a resolution was passed 
whereby the California State Library School was accredited by the State Board of Education 
to recommend to county or city and county boards of education individuals for secondary 
special certificates in library craft, technique and use. According to an amendment passed 
by the 191 7 legislature, a librarian employed for more than two hours each day, in any 
high school, must hold a high school teachers' certificate or the special certificate mentioned 
above. Thus the accreditation of the California State Library School by the State Board 
of Education ensures for each graduate the credential which renders her eligible to a 
position as high school librarian. 

Finances. The School is a part of the California State Library and is supported by 
State Library funds. 

There are no charges for the course of instruction and the necessary supplies and text- 
books are furnished, free of charge, by the State Library. 

Lectttres. With the exception of some outside speakers engaged for lectures on 
special suojects, the lecturers for the course are heads of the departments of the California 
State Library.

Entrance Requirements. To ensure a good foundation for advanced work university 
or college graduation is an entrance requirement. Each applicant must pass a personal 
examination, conducted by the California State Civil Service Commission and the State 
Library. The examination consists of a statement of the candidate's education, training 
and experience as it appears in the application blank, and an oral test to determine the 
candidate's fitness for the library profession, as to his personality, judgment, and fund 
of general information. 

Applicants must be at least twenty years of age and under thirty.

Every afternoon during the year is devoted to practice work in the diflFerent depart- 
ments of the State Library. Each student spends a short time in each departtnent the first 
term and a longer time in each the second term. The actual work of the department is 
given and carefully supervised. During the second term the afternoons of one week are 
devoted to practice work in the Sacramento High School Library. 
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At the time of the .annual convention of county librarians, which meets in Sacramento, 
usually in the fall, regular school work is adjourned, so that the students may attend the 
meetings, thus becoming familiar with actual problems of county library work, and making 
the acquaintance of the prominent workers in the state. 

Equipment, The lecture room of the Library School is located on the fifth floor of* 
the Library. All assigned work is done at large in the Library wherever the assign- 
ment leads. As a laboratory, the California State Library offers a collection of about 
300,000 volumes, including its law library, the collection of federal, state and municipal 
documents; the collection of books for the blind; the special collection on California; and 
the Sutro collection of rare books. During the school year, each student has a typewriter 
for her own use.

UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS LIBRARY SCHOOL 

History, The Armour Institute Library School, Chicago, began work in 1893, under 
the directorship of Miss Katherine L. Sharp. In the summer of 1897 the School, with the 
good will of the Institute, was transferred to the University of Illinois, Miss Sharp becom- 
ing librarian of the University and Director of the new Library School. During the first 
two years, the course at Armour Institute was a one year course; during the other two 
years the course covered two years. Beginning with its connection with the University the 
School required the completion of two years of college work for admission. In September, 
1903, the requirements for entrance were increased to three years of college work; since 
September, 191 1, only college graduates or those possessing equivalent training have been 
admitted as regular students. During the 25 years of the School 637 students have matri- 
culated; of these, 557 have completed one year's work and 290 the two years' course. 
About 425 are now engaged in library work. The school is a member of the American 
Association of Library Schools. 

Finances. The School is supported by appropriations from University funds made by 
the Board of Trustees on the recommendation of the President of the University. 

The new students pay a matriculation fee of $10, and each semester a fee of $15, the 
fees being turned into the general University treasury. The expenditures for the Library 
School during the year 191 6- 17 amounted to $9,281.21.

In addition to the above, nine members of the staff of the University Library, and a 
number of professors in other departments of the University, give occasional lectures before 
the Library School. Each year the School secures as lecturers eight or ten librarians from 
other institutions. 
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Entrance Requirements. For admission a student must present evidence showing that 
he has completed a four year course in Liberal Arts and Sciences in an institution of 
approved standing. Each applieant for admission to the School must fill out an application 
blank, and send to the School an official statement of his college courses, grades, etc. An 
applicant whose college work was of distinctly poor quality, or whose course was obviously 
lacking in subjects generally considered necessary as a preparation for libraridt^hip, is 
discouraged from attending. 

Applicants who cannot meet the formal entrance requirements and who are over 
twenty-one years 6i age, may be admitted as special students, not as candidates for the 
degree. It has long been the practice of the faculty to admit only two or three special 
students in any one class. 

Curriculum, The curriculum is two years in length. For graduation a student must 

receive credit for all courses except those marked with an asterisk (*), which are elective. 

The degree of Bachelor of Library Science is conferred on a student who has completed 

the required work in the two years' curriculum, and has received credit in courses amounting 

to 62 hours.

A student who has completed the junior year, and desires to fit himself thoroly for 
work in a business, agricultural, school, . historical or other special library, may with 
the approval of the faculty, elect appropriate courses in other departments of the University 
in lieu of certain of the required senior courses. 

One month of field work in an assigned public or other library is required of each 
senior. 

All students are required to spend a week each year in visiting certain designated 
libraries; these annual visits alternate between Chicago and vicinity, and St. Louis and 
vicinity. 

Equipment. The Library School occupies five rooms on the upper floor of the Library 
Building. Each student is given a desk in the study room. The Library School collection 
of publications relating to Library Economy and to the history of books, printing and 
libraries, is shelved in the school rooms. A collection of books designated for practice 
cataloging and a collection of about 400 children's books are maintained. 

The chief equipment of the School, however, is the University Library of 388,000 

volumes, 89,351 pamphlets, 4,318 pieces of sheet music, and 3.180 maps. The library staff, 

distinct from the faculty, numbers about sixty. Twelve departmental or branch libraries 

^are maintained in various buildings on the campus, eight of these containing over 10,000 

volumes each. 

Summer Session. The Library School has for the past seven years conducted summer 
courses in library training intended primarily for librarians and assistants in Illinois 
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libraries. Work done in the summer session has not been accepted for credit toward the 
B.L.S. degree. Students in these courses must be high school graduates and actually 
engaged in library work. Altogether 165 students have been enrolled in these courses, of 
whom 123 were from Illinois libraries.

UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA— LIBRARY SCHOOL 

Announcement. Preparations are now under way to offer the following courses in 
library science during the regular session. The first two only will be given in 1918-1919, 
but thereafter all four each year. They will be open to undergraduates of the University 
of California who have received the junior certificate in the College of Letters of Science. 
Six credits towards the A. B. degree will be allowed for ' each course. When the full 
work is. offered in 1919-1920 graduates of other universities may take, all courses in one 
year, receiving a certificate on completion. 

Faculty, Instruction will be given by members of the staff of the University ol 
California Library, all university graduates with library school training and varied pro- 
fessional experience. 

Bibliography, A study by means of lectures, reports and problems of dictionaries, 
encyclopaedias, indexes, handbooks, directories and general works of reference, subject 
and trade bibliographies, periodicals and society publications, atlases and maps. United 
States government publications, and California state documents. Practice in the prep- 
aration of reading lists and biblographies. 
3 hours throughout the junior year. 

Cataloguing and Classification. The study of the card catalogue with consideration 
of the problems of author and title entries as illustrated by typical examples; the assign- 
ment of subject headings. Instruction given in class is followed by actual cataloguing of 
books selected in illustration of different problems. The arrangement of books on the 
shelves; that is, their classification, is studied with particular reference to the Dewey 
decimal system, but also with some attention to the Library of Congress scheme. 
3 hours throughout the junior year. 

Ubrary Administration and Extension, Brief outline of library history and of 
library development and legislation in the U. S. Organization of different types of 
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libraries. Library planning and furnishing. Library support and government; office 
management, care and filing of records and correspondence; library budgets and ac- 
counts; supplies; ordering of books and periodicals; accessioning. Catalogue routine. 
Loan department problems, charging system, branches, stations, travelling libraries, 
inter-library loans. Work with children and schools. Extensions and publicity. 
3 hours throughout the senior year (not to be given until 1919-1920). 

The Study and Selection of Books. History of printing and of books. Present day 
book making and printing, style and arrangement of type, preparation of copy and cor- 
rection of proof. Book paper, book illustration. Binding, materials and methods, 
editions, publishers. Selection of books for libraries of different types; study of guides, 
standard lists and of current book reviewing periodicals; evaluating books and making 
book notes; critical examination of a selected list of new publications. 
3 hours throughout the senior year (not to be given until 1919-1920). 

SUMMER COURSE IN LIBRARY METHODS. 

General Information, The University of California offers a summer course of six 
weeks in library methods starting in June, designed to offer a systematic outline of the 
essentials of library work. It will be of assistance chiefly to those having some ex- 
perience in the work, but also offers an introduction to modern methods for those in- 
tending to enter the profession. 

Since the course is planned fully to occupy the student's time, no additional work, 
either in the University or outside, should be attempted. Credit not to exceed six units 
may be granted for this course. Those who satisfactorily complete the entire course 
will receive certificates to that effect. 

Entrance Requirements. A limited number only can be admitted to the course, 
selected from the whole number of applicants with due regard to personal and educa- 
tional qualifications and particularly to previous library experience. Applications must 
be filed not later than May i. 

Expenses. Only those students regularly registered in the Library course may at- 
tend the classes; auditors cannot be accommodated. A fee of $5.00 is charged in addition 
to the regular tuition fee of the summer session, fifteen dollars ($15). Text-books and 
supplies may be purchased from the Director's assistant; a list of required text-booki, 
with prices, will be sent each accepted applicant.

The Library School of the Los Angeles Public Library had its beginnings 
in the apprentice class which was started in 1888. This apprentice instruction was carried 
on continuously until 191 1 when courses were extended and the work was put in the 
hands of a full time instructor. In 1914, using the training class course as a basis the

curriculum was extended and reorganized into a one year library school. The school is a 
member of the Association of Library Schools. 

Finances, The school is supported from the funds of the Los Angeles Public Li- 
brary supplemented by a tuition fee of $75.00 for residents of Los Angeles County, and 
$100.00 for all others. The expenditure for 1917-18 was $4,932.00.

In addition to the above, twelve members of the Los Angeles Public Library staff 
give from one to three lectures each year. One or more special courses are given each 
year by library workers from other institutions and from fifteen to twenty single lectures 
on professional bibliographical and social welfare subjects closely related to library 
work. 

Entrance Requirements. A minimum education of four years of high school or its 
equivalent is required for entrance. Students must be at least 19 years of age, and ap- 
plicants over thirtj' are rarely accepted unless they have had experience in library work. 
An entrance examination in literature, history, current events, general information and 
one modern language is required of all candidates who are not graduates from colleges 
of approved standing. 

Curriculum. The course is one year in length. The hours given below represent 
lecture and seminar periods only. Two hundred and eighty-two hours of practical work 
are required, including one full month in June. A final bibliography or a thesis on some 
branch of library economy is required for graduation. A certificate is given on com- 
pletion of the course. A week of visits to representative Southern California libraries 
is one of the requirements of the spring term.

Equipment. The school quarters consist of a class room and a faculty office on the 
tenth floor of the office building which houses the Los Angeles Public Library. Each 
student has a desk in the class room. All available space in the two rooms is used for 
shelving whioh contains the school collection of books and pamphlets relating to library 
economy, bound and current files of library periodicals, a model children's collection, etc. 
In addition the school equipment includes mounted samples illustrating library methods, 
bulletins, a publicity collection, vertical files of lecture outlines, mimeograph, typewriters, 
etc. 
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The resources of the Los Angeles Public Library including a collection of over 
300,000 volumes are available to students. The central library and the eight Carnegie 
branches are used as laboratories for practical work. Students are also assigned for 
practical work to the local high school libraries, of which there are eight, and to the 
Los Angeles County Free Library. 

Open Courses. The school does not conduct summer courses, but each year a series 
of regular courses or special lectures is open to those engaged in library work in the 
vicinity of Los Angeles. In 1918 a '^Visitor's week," consisting of special lectures on std>- 
jects relating to library work was held in place of the five weeks' series of courses given 
the two years previous. 

Graduates. In July, 1918, four classes with a total of sixty-two students will have 
graduated from the school. All graduates have library positions except a few who have 
left the wo lie for personal reasons. Many types of libraries are represented, including 
county, municipal, normal school, state and special libraries. 



NBW YORK STATE LIBRARY SCHOOL 

(New York State Library, Albany, N. Y.) 

History. The New York State Library School was founded- by Melvil Dewey at 
Columbia University in 1887 as the Columbia College School of Library Economy. It 
removed to the New York State Library, Albany, . 1887, and is now a separate division of 
the University of the State of New York (The State Education Department). It is a 
charter member of the Association of American Library Schools. 

Finances. The total tuition, lecture and incidental fees for the entire course of two 
years are, for residents of New York State $100, for nonresidents $150. (Junior year: 
$75 for residents ; $100 for nonresidents. Senior year : $25 for residents ; $50 for non- 
residents.) The school is supported by direct legislative appropriation.

Entrance Requirements. The course is open only to a limited number of graduates 
of colleges registered by the University of the State of New York, who must be at least 
twenty years and preferably less than thirty-five years old. At least 15 hour-credits in 
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foreign languages are required. A detailed statement of the college courses taken must 
be submitted. This may be accepted as whole or partial equivalent of entrance examina- 
nations. An application blank (with references) must be filled out. Personality as well 
as education are considered in admitting candidates.

Four weeks* practice in libraries outside of Albany and a 10 days visit to typical 
libraries are required each year. An original bibliography or community study is re- 
quired for graduation. In its instructional and practice work the course emphasizes 
the administrative and reference sides of library work and close co-operation is main- 
tained with the State Library and the Educational Extension and School Libraries 
Divisions of the University. 

The degree of Bachelor of Library Science (B.L.S.) is given on the completion 
of the courses; a certificate is granted for completion of the first year's work. Descrip- 
tions of each course are included in the "Circular of information" which is sent free on 
request. 

The degree Master of Library Science is conferred on graduates who have been 
successfully engaged in library work for at least five years after receiving the degree 
Bachelor of Library Science and who present a satisfactory thesis, bibliography or cata- 
log and pass such further examinations as shall be prescribed. 

All degrees conferred by the school are granted under the seal of the University 
of the State of New York. 

Equipment. The school is located in a suite of rooms expressly designed 
tor it on the third floor of the State Education Building. The suite includes a large 
study hall with individual desks, class and seminar rooms, typewriting room and office. 
The bibliographical sections of the State Library are mainly shelved in these rooms. 
All collections of the New York State Library are available for student use. In 
addition to the great general reading room, with its large collection of 
general reference books and its special alcoves for technology, genealogy and local 
history and education, there are four large special reading rooms devoted to law, public 
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documents and legislative reference, medicine and general periodicals. More than 450,000 
volumes are already included in the State Librarjr's collections and large additions arc 
rapidly being made. About 800 serials dealing with libraries and library work arc 
regularly taken. 

Summer Session. Elementary summer courses are open only to those actually in paid li- 
brary work or under written appointment to it. The course is six weeks in length. In alter- 
nate years this is divided into two separate parts of three weeks, each devoted to a 
group of related subjects. Residents of New York pay no tuition. Others pay $20 for 
a six weeks session or $10 for a three weeks session. Summer work is not credited 
toward a degree. 

For the past three years a ten-days institute for high school librarians has been 
conducted in co-operation with the School Libraries Division. In 1918 this was extended 
to three weeks. There is no tuition fee for teachers of the State who attend this in- 
stitute. 

Number of Graduates, 841 students (167 men and 674 women) have matriculated 
as regular students. 230 of these have received the bachelor's degree. 

LIBRARY SCHOOL OF THE NEW YORK PUBLIC LIBRARY 

(Forty-second St. and Fifth Ave., New York City.) 

History. The Library School was established in 191 1 by the Board of Trustees of 
the New York Public Library. The funds for its support have been provided by Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie and by the Carnegie Corporation, and have consisted of an original 
grant sufficient to assure maintenance for five years, and of subsequent annual appropri- 
ations. The school was organized by Miss Mary Wright Plummer, and directed by Miss 
Plummer until her illness and death in 1916, after which the principalship was held for 
one year by Mr. Azariah Smith Root, Librarian of Oberlin College, wiile on leave from 
Oberlin. It is a general library school, its aim being to offer such technical and pro- 
fessional instruction as is considered essential for persons undertaking library work. The 
curriculum is so planned as to furnish the general training required for administration 
positions, and at the same time to lay the foundations for specialized work in children's 
rooms, reference rooms, catalogue rooms, and other departments. It has been a member 
of the Association of American Library Schools since the inception of that body. 

Equipment, The location of the school in New York City and its connection with 
the New York Public Library afford unusual facilities for library training, as well as 
many other educational advantages. In addition to the New York Public Library and 
other libraries of the city, nearby civic institutions of many kinds are accessible for in- 
spection and study. Observation and practice assignments make it possible for the 
student to become familiar not only with general public library methods, but with 
children's library work, library activity among foreigners, library co-operation with 
schools, and at the same time with college and reference library methods, and with music 
collections, prints, rare books, manuscripts, coins and related groups of important ma- 
terial. Students have moreover frequent chance to visit book-stores and book-auctions, 
and the many opportunities for recreation and culture that are offered to residents of 
New York City. 

The quarters of the school consist of several rooms in the Central Library Building 
at Fifth Avenue and Forty-second Street, the entrance being on Forty-second Street. 
A large study-room provides individual desk-space for students and instructors, while 
two lecture halls, a seminar room, and an office for the Piincipal are also given over for 
school purposes. The actual working tools include a large number of books and periodi- 
cals relating to bibliography and library economy, these being supplemented by the 
library reports and general reference material in the Library proper; a collection of 
sample forms illustrating the record systems employed in many libraries throughout the 
country; and a lantern and slides for use in lecture presentation. 

Admission. For adn^ission the applicant must be twenty years of age, must have 
graduated from a four-year high school or possess equivalent training, and must pass 
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satisfactorily examinations in history, current events, general information, literature, 
French and German. The entrance examinations are held early in June. Enquiries 
should be addressed to the Principal, Library School of the New York Public Library, 
476 Fifth Avenue, New York. 

Expenses. The tuition charge is $75.00 per year; exception is made, however, in the 
case of students whose homes are in the City of New York, or within <;ommuting distance 
of the Central Library Building, for whom the fee is $45.00 per year. Supplies and text 
books cost $20.00 to $25.00, and the annual library inspection trip involves an outlay of 
not over $40.00.

A large number of lectures is also given by members of the staff of the New York 
Public Library, and by local and visiting specialists in professional, civic, and literary 
matters related to librarianship. 

Courses of Study. The regular curriculum of the school occupies two semeisters of 
seventeen weeks each, excluding the Christmas and spring recesses. Students are ex- 
pected to give their entire time to the courses of study, and are unable to hold positions 
or to do outside tasks while in attendance. The weekly schedule involves fifteen class 
hours, in connection with each of which two hours of preparation or problem work or 
reading are required, or such an amount of practice or library inspection as forms an 
equivalent of the above. The work consists of instruction and assignments conducted by 
the Faculty and members of the Library staff, supplemented by lectures from specialists 
on professional, civic and literary matters related to librarianship ; of practice in the 
various departments of the New York Public Library, and in other libraries under the 
supervision of experienced workers; and of inspection trips to libraries in New York and 
neighboring cities. The courses in outline are as follows:

Provision is made also for a trip of inspection to the important libraries of cities in 
the general vicinity of New York. Entering students who lack library experience are re- 
quired to report at the School two weeks before the opening of the first semester for a 
period of preliminary instruction and practical work. Those who complete the regular 
year's study satisfactorily are awarded a certificate signifying this fact, 
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Advanced courses for holders of certificates. Certain advanced work is offered, and 
may be taken by persons who have satisfactorily finished a year of training in the 
Library School of the New York Public Library, or in some other accredited library 
school. The schedule consists of four class hours per week, for each of which two hours 
of outside study are expected. Lectures, readings, discussions and quizzes make up the 
work, which consisted in 191 7-1 8 of group-courses in Administration, Advanced reference 
and cataloging. School and children's library methods, and Special library methods. Com- 
pletion of any one of the courses entitles the student to a diploma. 

It is common for those enrolling for advanced study to hold positions while pur- 
suing the work, and the New York Public Library and other libraries in the' city are 
usually glad to give employment to such candidates as the Faculty may accept for the 
courses. Students employed by the NeW York Public Library pay no school fees, and are 
at no expense for text books. For others the tuition charge is $25.00 per year. The cost 
of supplies does not exceed five dollars.

CARNEGIE LIBRARY SCHOOL 

(Pittsburgh, Pa.) 

History. The Training School for Children's Librarians of the Carnegie Library of 
Pittsburgh, was established in 1901, under the directorship of Edwin H. Anderson, 
librarian of the Carnegie Library of Pittsburgh, and Frances Jenkins Olcott, chief of 
the Children's Department of the Carnegie Library of Pittsburgh. 

The course covered two years, but a special course of one year was open to students 
who had received a year's instruction in an accredited library school and were recom- 
mended by their directors. From 1901-1905, the one-year course was also open to those 
having practical library experience, who were recommended by their librarians. 

In 191 1, Sarah C. N. Bogle succeeded Frances Jenkins Olcott as director of the 
School. 

April, 1916, the Training School for Children's Librarians became a department of 
the Carnegie Institute and its name was changed to Carnegie Library School. As the 
school was under the direction of the library, the librarian, Harrison W. Craver, assumed 
the title of director and Sarah C. N. Bogle, the former director, was given the title ot 
principal and continued to be the executive officer. 

Harrison W. Craver resigned as director April i, 1917, and was succeeded by 
John Hopkin Leete. 

In 191 7 a one-year course in School Library work was added, and in 1918 the fur- 
ther addition was made of a course in General Library work. During the year 1917-1918 
additional funds were made available, the school at present receiving for support 
$15,000 per annum from the Carnegie Institute. 

The School is a charter member of the Association of American Library Schools. 

Finances. The School is supported from funds of the Carnegie Institute, an insti- 
tution endowed by Mr. Andrew Carnegie for educational purposes. 

The expense, including tuition, books and supplies, is about $200.oa

In addition to the faculty a staff of twenty-nine lecturers composed of members of 
the staff of the. Carnegie library of Pittsburgh, members of other library staffs, and 
educators, regularly conduct courses of instruction in the school. A number of special 
lectures are given each year by librarians and educators prominent in their field. 

Entrance Requirements. Applicants must not be less than twenty years of age and 
not more than thirty*-five, and are required to present a physician's certificate of health. 

Candidates for admission to the school who are graduates of colleges or universities 
are admitted without examination; others are required to pass examinations in literature, 
history and general information. In addition to these examinations, candidates for the 
course in General Library Work and in School Library Work will be required to pass 
tests in two foreign languages, one of which must be modern. 

Candidates who hold certificates from accredited Library Schools, and who are fully 
recommended by their directors may be admitted without examination to the courses in 
Library Work with Children and School Library Work. 

Curriculum. The School offers three courses of instruction: General Library Work, 
Library Work with Children and School Library Work. Each course is one year in length 
and its satisfactory completion is recognized by a diploma. 

The courses are sub-divided as follows: 

Technical Grovp, comprising the subjects pertaining to the practice of library science. 

Bibliographic Group, comprising the subjects distinctly bibliographic in character. 

Administrative Group, comprising those subjects which have to do with the organization and adminis- 
tration of libraries either directly or reflectively. 

Contributory Group, including all subjects which do not fall logically in any of the other three groups, 
but which contribute value to the curriculum. 

Wherever necessary this common instruction is supplemented in each course by 
lectures, class discussion and problems relating especially to the work of that course. 

Equipment, The Library School occupies three rooms in the Central Building of 
the Carnegie Building of the Carnegie Library of Pittsburgh, exclusive of offices. A 
Study Room on the second floor is equipped with a desk for each student. The Lecture 
Hall of the Institute is used for illustrated lectures and special lectures. 

The Library School collection of books and pamphlets relating to library economy 
and to the history of children's books is housed in the Study Room. 

The entire resources of the Carnegie Library of Pittsburgh, are available for the use 
of students. The book collection numbers over 430,000 volumes. The Central Library, 
its eight branches, the Schools' Division, elementary and high school libraries, and other 
agencies of the Library form a valuable field for student practice work. 

Number of Graduates. During the seventeen years of the School's existence, 352 
students have registered (?); of these 222 have completed one year's work; 41 two 
year's work, and 34, the special course. 

PRATT INSTITUTE SCHOOL OF LIBRARY SCIENCE 

(Pratt Institute, Brooklyn, N. Y.) 

History. The School was started as a training class in the spring of 1890 under 
Miss Margaret Healy, the first director of the library at Pratt Institute, with two 
separate courses, — Cataloging and Library Training. Instruction was given by members 
of the library staff. It was reorganized as a regular school with its own faculty and 
a unified course in 1895 when Miss Mary Wright Plummer, the librarian, succeeded Miss 
Healy as Director. In 1904 Miss Plummer resigned the librarianship of the Pratt 
Institute Free Library but retained the Directorship of the School which then became 
separate from the library as an administrative unit Miss Plummer withdrew from) the 
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School in 191 1 and the School was again reunited with the library under the Director- 
ship of Edward F. Stevens, the librarian. Miss Josephine Adams Rathbone, who had 
been connected with the School since 1895, was made Vice-Director and School execu- 
tive. 

The School has from time to time conducted special second-year courses, a historical 
course in advanced cataloging and bibliography; a course in children's work — the first 
to be offered anywhere — and a normal course to fit students to teach library science. 

The Pratt Institute School of Library Science is a charter member of the Association 
of American Library Schools. 

Finances. The Library School is maintained by an annual appropriation from the 
endowment income of Pratt Institute based upon a budget submitted by the Director. 

The tuition fee is $100.00 per annum, payable in three instalments. This fee includes 
payment for certain special privileges offered by Pratt Institute.

Entrance Requirements. Admission is by examination in History, Literature, General 
Information, Current Events, French and German; all who apply are examined, whatever 
their education or experience, since it is desired to keep an open door for the unusual 
person who may not have had a standardized education. From those who pass a class of 
25 is selected. 

Curriculum. The school offers a one year general course in library work. The course 
fits students, depending on their ability, previous experience and education, for positions 
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as librarians of small libraries, heads of departments,- children's librarians or assistants 
in public, educational or other libraries. Placed as it is in a public library, the school 
naturally emphasizes public library work, and over 60 per cent, of the graduates go into 
this field. 

The course consists of 487 hours of class work, 275 of which are given to technical 
subjects, 149 to book courses and 67 to administrative courses, and of 396 hours of prac- 
tice work in the Pratt Institute Free Library, 45 hours of field work, visiting libraries and 
other institutions in and around New York, and of a week of visits to more distant 
libraries. 

The practice work is planned with the needs of* the students rather than the benefit of 
the library in view, and is carefully supervised, revised, and reported on. In addition to 
work in the Pratt library, opportunity for work in certain branches of the Brookljm 
Public Library is regularly offered, and students wishing to specialize are allowed lo do 
practical work in many of the libraries of Greater New York. . 

The resources and opportunities of New York are drawn on to add richness and 
variety to the course, — book auctions, publishing houses, private libraries, lectures at the 
Brooklyn Institute and at Columbia University — all contribute to this end, and the stu- 
dents are kept informed of art exhibitions, the opera, concerts, good plays, special musical 
services, and noted preachers, and are urged to do as much outside as is compatible with 
good work. 

Equipment The School is housed in two large, sunny class-rooms on the third floor 
of the library building. It has as its laboratory the Pratt Institute Free Library with a 
collection of 115,000 volumes and with all the functions of a public library. In 
addition Pratt Institute has a Rest House where the best of care can be had in case 
of illness. Medical attendance, a gymnasium, club houses for men and women students, 
a course of general lectures and readings, one of lectures on art, and many educational 
lectures, are available free of charge. There are no dormitories, but the Institute issues a 
list of inspected boarding houses. 

Summer Session. The Library School offers no summer course.

RIVERSIDE LIBRARY SERVICE SCHOOL 

(Riverside, California.) 

History. During the summer of 1910 a few students, together with the staff of the 
Riverside Public Library, began a study of the day's work in order to improve the 
service and to determine the policy and direction of the institution. 

During the spring of 1913 the need of a summer school was made plain by the fre- 
quent calls for such instruction. The cost of a school served by a faculty of experience 
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and reputation seemed prohibitive, but with the training class as nucleus a beginning 
was made and the short courses have been held thru ten seasons, summer and winter. 

So far as we know the only winter school conducted in the country is held at River- 
side, and it has worked out very well. 

In 1918 it was decided to offer both elementary and advanced courses in the summer 
school so that a student now may take a short course and return the following year for 
another short course, receiving full credit for both. Under the old conditions a student 
who attended a short course attained credit for that one course only. If the student re- 
turned the following year for another short course, the accrediting bodies were inclined 
to look upon the second short course as a repetition of the first one, and they concluded 
that a student had merely taken the same work "over again." 

The new plan of elementary and advanced work makes it possible for a student to 
cumulate credits to the sum of 14 weeks at least, by attending two short courses. 

Finances, The school is supported by the fees paid by students, $60.00 for the long 
course, and $39.00 for each short course. The expenditures for library school and odier 
forms of education carried on by the library during the year 1917-18, amounted to 
$2,569.27. 

In addition each student should estimate at least $25.00 during the year for the ex- 
pense of visiting other libraries, especially, the county library system. Riverside County 
is about the size of the State of Massachusetts, and an effort is made every year to 
familiarize the student with the operation of the county free library branches by visiting 
some of them. These visits are somewhat in the nature of a holiday, but a description of 
the matter is too long for any inclusion here. The visits are wholly a matter of choice 
with the student. It is not a compulsory matter.

In addition to the above long course and short course teachers, lectures are given 
thruout the year, by members of the staff and by visitors. A great many such visitors 
are available in Southern California thruout the year. There have been thirty eight teachers 
and more than twenty-five different lectures connected with the school. 

Jt is the policy of the school to bring to it the very best library practice of the East. 
To that end, several teachers from the East are employed each year in the short courses. 

Entrance Requirements, For the long course, good health, fitness and at least two 
years of college or an exceptionally good equivalent are required. 

For the short course, students are advised to bring some library experience. 

So many applicants seek registration that a great deal of discrimination and rejection 
is necessary. Special students are seldom admitted to the long course, but occasionally 
special students who lack college credits are very desirable students. 
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In 1916, by action of the board, students registering for the long course must present 
two years of college. 

We have no idea at this time what readjustments may be necessary under war con- 
ditions. We shall probably have to treat each individual applicant as a separate case. The 
University of California allows 12 units for this work. 

A Typical Time Account of a Long Course Student 

For a total record of hours in eleven months both short courses should be added to 
the long course, except that students in the long course do not always take a full summer 
school, that being the second short course.

These assignments of time are given in total number of actual hours to conform with 
the Riverside method of time schedule reports which in some degree resemble the indi- 
vidual report system used in industrial plants. 

These hours can be reduced to subject hours or units, but it should be remembered 
that the Riverside School is in session six days a week, six hours a day, and that the 
figures given are for minimum while most students devote considerable more time than 
this minimum schedule calls for. 

There are some variable subjects and duties not set down here because they are 
varied. They are: branch work in public library stations and school libraries, visits to 
libraries and to association meetings and special assignments of considerable range some- 
times quite removed from technical library work. Take, for example, the subject of music, in 
which a student at the piano before an audience interprets a composition or gives the 
history of a well known song ("The Star Spangled Banner," for instance). It will be 
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noted, however, that no place is given to library architecture, altho one of the teachers 
is an architectural draftsman. This subject is so constantly introduced as auxiliary infor- 
mation that it is not given a place of its own. The same is true of pictorial and music 
composition which is introduced in the course on criticism. Occasionally a series of fine art 
lectures is given in one of the short courses and in each of such series attention is paid to 
city planning and beautification. The course in handicraft includes the use of drawing 
board, T square and marking brush. 

All students in the long course must pass on group assignment thru each department 
in the library. 

All long course students must also take the short courses. 

A certificate is given for each short course and one for the long course. 

Other Short Courses. In addition to the work in library science and economy special 
courses are offered in business filing and indexing, and a course for trustees of schools 
and libraries. Special students are sometimes admitted without any requirements to such 
courses as story-telling, fine art and other subjects added to the curriculum, but not essen- 
tially of technical library character. 

Equipment, The Riverside Public Library is also the County Free Library and 
serves seventy branches and stations over a county the size of Massachusetts. 

The main library buil4ing has 1200 square yards of floor space. It contains a large 
reading room, young people's room, catalog room, newspaper room, stock room, bindery 
and repair shop, rest room and kitchen for employees, periodical stacks, document stack and 
reference room, the main floor stack and the office and board rooms. 

The library has besides the floor space in the main library several rooms in the large 
church just across the street. 

The library has a school equipment of books on library economy and related articles, 
has a good collection of rare books, early printing, etc., and carries a full supply of 
texts, students being required to furnish pencil, note paper and apron. 

The library contains about 70,000 volumes, an excellent collection of bound music 
scores, about 10,000 volumes of government publications and a large collection of pam- 
phlets, maps and filing devices. 

Number of Graduates. Two hundred and ninety-six students have been connected 
with the school, of whom seventy^one were in the long course. 



. ST. LOUIS LIBRARY SCHOOL 

(St. Louis, Mo.) 

History. This school, opened in October, 1917, is an enlargement and extension of 
the Training Class of the St. Louis Public Library, established in its latest form in 1910. 

Finances. The school is supported by appropriations from the funds of the St Louis 
Public Library, made by its Board of Directors. 

Residents of St. Louis are charged no tuition. Residents of Missouri outside of the 
city limits pay $15 a term for the three terms. Students from other states are charged $25 
a term. These amounts include supplies. Text-books are furnished free if desired, and 
remain the property of the school, but the school will sell text-books at cost to such as 
desire to own them, or students may acquire them in any other way that they choose.

Entrance Requirements. All applicants for admission are required to hold a high 
school diploma or its equivalent. College credits will be found advantageous. Candidates 
holding a bachelor's degree will be admitted on presentation of their diplomas, but will 
not be excused from the preliminary practice work. 

An entrance examination is held in the second week of June on the following sub- 
jects: history, literature, current events and one foreign language. A knowledge of 
typewriting is also advisable. In addition to educational qualifications, personality and 
natural aptitude for the work are taken into consideration. Persons over 35 years of age 
are not advised to apply unless they have had experience in business or professional work. 
All candidates who are accepted will be required to do practical work for two weeks in 
the Library before the opening of the school year. Examinations should preferably be 
taken at the School, but where this is impossible the examination may be taken in a library 
nearer home, oiv the same date as those at the School. After the class has been chosen, 
there is no opportunity until the following year for other candidates to enter unless one 
or more of those accepted should withdraw. 

Students are admitted at the beginning of the first term only. 

Curriculum. The curriculum combines theoretical and practical training for a scholastic 
year of 36 weeks, following the two weeks of preliminary practice work at the Branch 
Libraries. 

The course includes instruction along administrative, bibliographic and technical lines 
with practical problems and required reading which necessitate in general from one to 
three hours study on the part of the student following each lecture. Seminars are held 
from time to time. Special emphasis is laid on actual practice-work in the various de- 
partments of the Library and its branches, each student being assigned to work on the 
regular schedule for a few hours each week, to relate theory to actual conditions. This 
is supplemented by a special assignment of four weeks in the spring.

As a substitute for a thesis, the students are required to write all the book notes for 
one number of the Monthly Bulletin of the St. Louis Public Library and also to compile 
selected bibliographies. 

Equipment, The rooms occupied by the school in the Central Building of the St. 
Louis Public Library include a school-room 28 by 42 feet, with an adjoining cloak-room 
and an office for the Principal; an assembly room 40 by 44 feet, for lectures, seating 200 
persons; a class-room 29 by 36 feet, seating 150 persons, used especially with the lantern, 
and an office for the Chief Instructor. Space in various other parts of the Library is 
available for students assigned to special work. 

The resources of the Library, including altogether 488,224 volumes and about 150,000 
pamphlets, besides music, maps and large collections of clippings, prints and other material, 
are at the disposal of the students. The variety of conditions, physical, industrial and 
racial, in the territory served by the Branch Libraries, furnishes a fertile field for informa- 
tive practice work. 

Summer Session. The School co-operates with the Missouri Library Commission and 
the University of Missouri in a biennial summer school held in Columbia, Mo., on even- 
numbered years. See University of Missouri, Short Course. 



SIMMONS COLLEGE SCHOOL OF LIBRARY SCIENCE 

(Simmons College, Boston, Mass.) 

History. Simmons College was opened in 1902 in accordance with the will of John 
Simmons, who bequeathed his estate to found an institution for the higher education of 
women who wished to fit themselves to earn their living. 

The Library School is one of the five divisions of the college. 

Two courses are given leading to the degree of B.S. in Library Science. One 
IS a four year course combining academic and technical work; the other is a one year 
course giving only technical work in Library Science to graduates of other colleges, and 
to those who have had at least three years of academic work. 

The first four year class was graduated in 1906. 

The School is a charter member of the Association of American Library Schools.

Entrance Requirements. The entrance requirements are, to the four year course, the 
ordinary college entrance requirements. Students are accepted on certificate from good 
high schools, and on examination, either thru Simmons examinations, or the college 
board examinations. 

The entrance to the one year course is on college records and degrees, the prere- 
quisites being courses in two languages, of which at least one must be modern, and at 
least one science. 

Curriculum. The four-year program. This is a regular program for undergraduates, 
leading to the degree of Bachelor of Science. Only students who are candidates for the 
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degree may follow this course, with the exception of women holding library positions 
whose time is too occupied to allow following the complete course of study. Special 
arrangements may be made in such cases.

Equipment The School occupies four rooms in the college building and has the 
use of other rooms if illustrated lectures are given. The Library School collection is 
shelved in these rooms, but they use also the College Library, and for reference the libraries 
of Boston, Brookline and surrounding towns. 

Summer Session. Summer classes for the study of library methods have been held 
at the College since 1906. The classes are open only to applicants who are in library 
positions or who are under appointment. The work is planned to be especially helpful 
to women who hold positions in the smallexv libraries and who are unable to undertake 
larger courses of study. The summer session begins early in July and continues for about 
six weeks. Application should be made before June 15. In 1918 a six weeks' course in 
Base Hospital library work was offered.

AMERICAN LIBRARY ANNUAL 



SYRACUSE UNIVERSITY LIBRARY SCHOOL 

(Syracuse, N. Y.) 

History. This School originated in a training class which was established in i8g6 to 
provide assistants for the University Library. At the request of a trustee of the University 
who had built and endowed a public library in a neighboring city the first librarian was 
admitted to the training class.' This was the first extension of its work beyond the staff 
of, the University Library. A slowly increasing number of applicants gradually enlarged 
the class and in June, 1908, the Board of Trustees of the University established a library 
School. Although administered as a part of the College of Liberal Arts it was given a 
separate technical faculty and was empowered to confer degrees. In 1915 its connection 
with the College of Liberal Arts was severed and it was made one of the co-ordinate 
Schools of the University. 

The School has been a member of the Association of American Library Schools since 
the organization of that body in 19 15. 

Finances. The School is supported by funds drawn from the University treasury. 
The matriculation fee is $5.00, athletic and infirmary fees $5.00 a semester, and tuition 
$40.00 a semester.

Twelve members of the faculties belonging to other colleges of the University give 
one lecture each before the School and from 5 to 7 lecturers engaged in practical library 
work are engaged each year. 

Entrance Requirements. The requirement for admission to the degree course is 15 
units of high school work. A unit is the equivalent of five recitations a week for one 
year in one subject. The requirements for admission to the certificate course are fifteen 
units of high school work and the passing of an entrance examination. 

Curriculum. The School offers two courses. The first consists of two years of work 
in the College of Liberal Arts at Syracuse followed by two years of technical work in 
the Library School and leads to the degree B.L.E. 

The certificate course consists of two years of technical work, twelve semester hours 
being taken in the College of Liberal Arts.

WESTERN RESERVE LIBRARY SCHOOL 

(Cleveland, Ohio) 

History. The establishment of the Library School as a department of Western 
Reserve University in 1903 was rendered possible by a gift from Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
to form an endowment fund. The School was opened in September, 1904 and has had 
from the beginning the ^ closest co-operation from the Cleveland Public Library, the 
librarian Mr. W. H. Brett, being the Dean of the School. The school has been a 
member of the Association of American Library Schools since January 1916. 

Finances. The School is supported by the income from the endowment, supple- 
mented by the tuition fee of $100 per year from each student. Half of this fee is 
payable at the beginning of the year, and half at the beginning of the second semester 
in February. The expense for books, stationery and other material used need not 
exceed thirty-five dollars per year; twenty-five dollars should amply cover the expenses 
of the library trips. A graduation fee of $5 is charged.

Thniout the year lectures are given by members of the Cleveland Public Library 

staff, professors in Western Reserve University, and other local and visiting lecturers. 
Entrance Requirements. All applicants for admission to the Library School arc 

required, without exception, to pass entrance examinations in general literature, general 
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history and current information, and in two foreign languages, one of which must be 
modern, both of which may be. The minimum educational requirement is a four year 
high school course, or its equivalent. 

Applicants under twenty years of age, and those over thirty-five who have not 
had considerable previous library experience, are not admitted. The class is limited 
in number and the final selection is made of those who, in addition to passing the 
examinations successfully, have the education, experience and personal qualities which 
seem to make them best fitted for the work. 

Curriculum. The Library School %)urse is one year in length and embraces the 
elementary problems in library economy and bibliography common to libraries of vari> 
ous types. A certificate is given on the satisfactory completion of the year's work. 

The courses offered are grouped under three headings: Bibliographic, Technical 
and Administrative. The Bibliographic Courses include reference work; government 
documents, trade bibliography, subject and general bibliography, book selection and 
history of the printed book. The Technical Courses include classification, cataloging 
and minor related subjects, also book binding and repair. The Administrative Courses 
include library organization, administration and extension, buildings and equipment, re- 
ports and statistics, business methods. The Cleveland Public Library system provides 
opportunity for practical experience in the loan work, and also in technical subjects. 

Equipment. The School is housed in Adelbert Hall of Western Reserve University, 
and work rooms of the students. 

The School has a reference collection of trade bibliographies, encyclopedias, dic- 
tionaries, catalogs, periodicals, books and pamphlets on library economy, which is being 
increased from year to year. It has also a practice collection of books sufficiently 
comprehensive to exemplify the problems of classification and cataloging. In addition 
there is in operation in the School building the East Branch of the Cleveland Public 
Library, numbering about 4500 volumes, which is open to the community. Typewriters 
of recognized standard models are provided for the daily use of the students.

UNIVBRSITT OF WASHIlfGXON LIBRARY SCHOOL 

(Seattle, Wash.) 

History. In February, 1917, the authorities of the University of Washington created 
a library school from what had been since September, 191 1, a department of instruction 
in Library Economy. Since 191 1, the University has given formal training in librarianship 
in response to urgent requests from librarians in the Pacific Northwest, who were 
anxious to employ persons with a good general education plus professional training. 

The work was organized as a department of instruction in the College of Liberal Arts. 
The curriculum covered approximately one year of technical and professional training 
and the credits for the various courses were accepted by the University at full value 
toward the A.B. degree. The professional and technical work was given in combination 
with scholastic work and occupied approximately one-half of the students time through 
the Junior and Senior years. When the A.B. degree was granted it was accompanied by 
a certificate showing special preparation for library service. The library certificate has 
not been granted to any one who did not possess or at the same time receive the A,B. 
degree. 

The Library School was established in February, 1917, with a one year curriculum 
to go into effect September, 19 17, offered only to students holding the A.B. or the B.S. 
degree from approved institutions. 
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This library school is not yet a member of the Association of American Library 
Schools, but application for membership is being made. 

Finances, The Library School is supported from the general budget of the University 
as are other schools and colleges, but no specific appropriation is made for it. 

All students pay a matriculation fee of $10 and an annual tuition of $20.

In addition to the regular teaching staff as above, each year ten lectures are given to 
the class in the second half of the last semester by the ablest librarians in the nearby 
libraries. 

Entrance Requirements. To gain admission to the library school a student must be 
a graduate in Liberal Arts or Sciences from an approved college or university. The 
undergraduate work must have included at least two years each in French and German 
languages. Health, personality, age and previous pursuits also enter into the determi- 
nation for admission. 

Students in the Senior year of the College of Liberal Arts or the College of Science 
in the University of Washington who wish to enter the Library School after graduation 
may elect some of the more elementary courses in library economy during the senior year 
and continue scholastic studies during the graduate year, taking, however, the A.B. or 
B.S. degree at the end of the fourth or senior year. 

Curriculum, The curriculum is one year in length, but may be divided as above. 
The degree of Bachelor of Library Economy is conferred on students who complete the 
one year curriculum of thirty-two credit hours above the A.B. or B.S. degree. 

The credit is reckoned in quarter or credit hours. Each hour is one class period 
per week for the quarter of twelve weeks; i. e., one credit hour demands twelve class 
periods of lecture or recitation and presupposes two hours of preparation for each hour 
of recitation or lecture.

Practice. Practice under careful supervision and criticism covers 420 hours — four- 
teen hours per week for thirty weeks, beginning with the first of November. Reduced 
to library service schedule, the practice hours are equivalent to ten weeks of full time 
schedule. 

The practice time is divided approximately evenly between the University Library 
and Seattle Public Library where through the generosity of the Librarian and the staff 
excellent opportunities are offered for valuable experience. 

Equipment, The school occupies study and lecture rooms on the second floor of the 
library building. In the study room each student is assigned a desk, and in this room 
are fair collections of library literature in various forms: journals, proceedings, reports, 
technical and professional books and practice collections. All collections are relatively 
small yet, but are growing as rapidly as are other parts of the University. 

The University library contains more than 85,000 volumes and the Seattle Public 
Library, to which all students have easy access, contains approximately 250,000 volumes. 

Number of Graduates, The first class in the department of Library Economy to 
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receive certificates graduated in June, 1913, and to date seventy-two persons have been 
graduated. Of the seventy-two graduates from the department, all but one are now in 
library service except those who have withdrawn because of marriage. 

LIBRARY SCHOOL OP THE UNIVERSITY OF WISCONSIN 

(Madison, Wis.) 

History, The Library School of the University of Wisconsin is the outgrowth of 
the Wisconsin Summer School of Library Science, which was established in 1895 at the 
urgent solicitation of Frank A. Hutchins, then chairman of the Wisconsin Free Library 
Commission, and Dr. Reuben Gold Thwaites, a member of the commission. Miss Kath- 
erine L. Sharp, in charge of Armour Institute Library School, was the director for the 
first two sessions, and was succeeded by Miss Cornelia Marvin, who conducted the ses- 
sions for nine years. In 1905 with Henry £. Legler as secretary of the commission the 
course was lengthened to an academic year under the name of the Wisconsin Library 
School, and Miss Mary Emogene Hazeltine was selected as preceptor. In 191 1 the school 
became legally a part of the state university under the name of the Library School of the 
University of Wisconsin, tho it still continues to be administered wholly by the library 
commission. Both a year's course and a summer session are offered by the school; the 
class of 1917 was the eleventh graduated' from the regular course of one year, while the 
summer session of 1917 was the twenty-second in the summer series. The school is a 
charter member of the Association of American Library Schools. 

Finances. The summer sessions of 1895 and 1896 were financed by the Hon. J. H. 
Stout. In 1897 the library commission, thru its increased appropriation, was enabled 
to carry on the work of the school from its own funds. In 1905 the state legislature 
granted to the commission a continuing appropriation for the purpose of conducting the 
year's course. In 1909 the regents of the university were authorized to co-operate in the 
maintenance of the school and two years later a subvention of $7500 was made towards 
its support. 

Tuition fees for residents of Wisconsin are $50, and for non-residents, $100. The 
library commission is allowed to retain the fees to aid in defraying the expenses of the 
school and the special courses offered by the faculty in the university. A part of the 
tuition fees are devoted to the payment of the traveling expenses incurred in going to 
and from field practice.

In addition to the above the school has a staff of regular lecturers drawn from the 
faculty of the university and from the public men of the state. Each year the school also 
secures as special lecturers, librarians of prominence, educators, and literary leaders. 

A vital feature of the school organization is the fact that every member of the 
faculty visits libraries for the commission, thus keeping in touch with library practice and 
methods, and helping to advance actual standards. 
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Entrance Requirements. Without exception all applicants are required to take the 
entrance examination which is held each year on the second Friday in June. These exam- 
inations are competitive, presupposing as a minimum of education a high school course or 
its equivalent, and are designed to test the education, reading, and general information of 
the applicant, especially in history, general literature, current events, and German or 
French. A required personal interview and searching correspondence are also helpful 
in determining the qualifications and characteristics of each applicant. The class is made 
up from those candidates who pass the examinations with the highest percentage, and 
whose additional qualifications, including college education, literary attainments, library 
experience, and personality seem to render them specially qualified for library careers. 
Accepted candidates without library experience are required to serve a definite period 
of apprenticeship before entrance. Ability to use the 'typewriter must likewise be gained 
before admission. 

Curriculum. A general course in library work is offered, with special emphasis on 
the administration of small libraries. Opportunity for specializing in Legislative Refer- 
ence work is offered through practice in the Wisconsin Legislative Reference Library. 
The school year is divided into two semesters. The average number of class appoint- 
ments per week is fifteen.

Two months of field work in Wisconsin libraries under the direction of the faculty 
is required of all students. During February and March of each year the academic schedule 
is suspended, and the students are sent into the libraries of the state for this required 
work, according to a carefully planned schedule. 

Credits for University Work. A joint course with the College of Letters and Science of 
the university has been arranged. Properly qualified students in the College of Letters and 
Science who have passed entrance examinations for the library school may receive twenty 
credits towards a degree of Bachelor of Arts for the work done in the school. 

Equipment, The school is located on the second floor of the Madison Free Library 
building. This location enables the students of the school to use the free library as a 
daily laboratory. The quarters of the school, planned for the purpose, are pleasantly located 
and conveniently arranged and equipped. They include the offices of the preceptor, a large 
school-room, a lecture room, a typewriting room, a technical library and faculty office room, 
a* reference and reading room, and a gallery for exhibitions. 

The technical library of the school comprises 6300 volumes of general reference works, 
subject and trade bibliographies, books for illustration in presenting the different courses of 
study and for practice in working out lessons that are set, all necessary professional litera- 
ture, and a considerable and thoroly representative collection of children's books. There 
are also upon the shelves thousands of printed blanks and forms, and library plans from 
various parts of the country, all illustrating different methods of administration; also com- 
plete up-to-date files of reports, bulletins, and miscellaneous publications of the leading libra- 
ries of the country. The students also have access to the review copies of recent titles sent 
to the commission as candidates for inclusion in the monthly book lists published in the 
Wisconsin Library Bulletin. 

All of the libraries of Madison are at the service of the school. Their organization and 
methods are studied, and they are used constantly in the preparation of lessons, bibliogra- 
phies, etc. These institutions include : the Wisconsin Historical Library ; the rapidly increas- 
ing library of the University of Wisconsin; the library of the Wisconsin Academy of 
Sciences, Arts and Letters; the widely-known Legislative Reference Library, one of the 
departments of the Wisconsin Library Commission ; the State Law Library ; and the Madison 
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Free Library. The public libraries in other cities of the state have also generously opened 
their doors to its students, and allowed them opportunity therein for field practice. 

Summer Session. The session of 1917 was the twenty-second summer school con- 
ducted under the auspices of the Wisconsin Free Library Commission. The summer ses- 
sion is designed to meet the needs of librarians of small public and school libraries in the 
state, and of those assistants in Wisconsin libraries yirho are unable to take advantage of 
the training offered by the full year's course of study. Students in the summer school 
must be high school graduates and actually engaged in library work. After all Wisconsin 
librarians wishing to attend the sessions have been registered, a few from other states 
have been accepted each year, as space permitted. They were under the same rulings as 
Wisconsin librarians and upon a pa3rment of a tuition fee of $20. Work done in the sum- 
mer session is not accepted for credit on the year's course. 

During the 22 years, 556 students received instruction in the elements of library work, as 
given in the summer term, an average of 25 each summer. In 1902, 1904, and 1906 supple- 
mentary courses were offered for those who had taken the elementary training in previous 
years; 114 registered for the supplementary courses. In 191 1 and 1915 summer conferences 
extending over a period of two weeks each were offered with an attendance of 170 in 191 1 
and 175 in 1915. 

Course for Teacher-librarians. With the opening of the University of Wisconsin in 
1916, a course for teacher -librarians was offered by the faculty of the library school. The 
object of the course, is to qualify those taking it to assume, in connection with instructional 
duties, the supervision of high school libraries, and to qualify them also to give instruction 
to high school students in the use of books and libraries, and in the means and methods of 
developing good habits and tastes in reading. The Course, carrying four credits for the 
year, is open to juniors and seniors in the college of Letters and Science of the university 
who are prospective teachers. 

Graduates. What the 309 librarians who graduated from the school during the first 
eleven years of its existence are doing is shown in the tabulation below. This does not 
include the 31 who graduate in Jtme, 1918. A's this copy is prepared (May nth, 1918), 
22 of the 31 who will graduate with the class of 1918 are definitely located in library 
positions.

(Berkeley, Cal.)

CHAUTAUQUA SCHOOL FOR LIBRARIANS 

(Chautauqua, N. Y.) 
History. The Chautauqua Library School was started in 1901 by Mary Emogene 
Hazeltine as a department of the general summer courses of the Chautauqua Institution. 
In 1918 the plan of the work was enlarged so as to develop into the equivalent of a 
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full year's course, the students to come for four successive summers with a six weeks' 
course each year. 

Entrance Requirements. Librarians, assistants, trustees, and teachers who have com- 
pleted a four-year high school course or its equivalent are eligible to the class, which if 
limited to the number that can be given satisfactory instruction and supervision. No one 
will be admitted who has not previously filled out a registration blank and received the 
official matriculation card. 

Expenses. To the tuition fee of $25 for each summer course must be added the cost 
of necessary text-books, note-books, catalog cards, and various technical fittings to be re- 
tained as personal property. 

Instruction. The instructors for .the 1918 courses are :

The work of the staff is supplemented by the regular Chautauqua program and 
by special lectures, including members of the summer schools faculty, on the literature 
of their particular subjects. The librarian trained under such favorable conditions will 
have not only technical foundation but also a degree of liberal culture, which will be a 
source of intellectual inspiration to the community she serves. * 

Outline of Courses. There will be two groups of students in 1918, three in 1919, 
four in 1920 and years following. The first group will have the usual course heretofore 
given in the Summer Schools but adapted to the continuation plan. The second group 
win follow the subjects taught the first, with advanced work. The course of study is 
systematically planned to accomplish the most possible. Regular lectures and lessons 
will include: cataloging, classification, accessioning, shelf -listing, book selection and 
buying, reference work, bibliography, library building and equipment, library organization 
and administration, statistics and accounts, book-making, binding and repair, note tak- 
ing, library handwriting, mechanical preparation of books for the shelves, serials, loan 
systems, library extension work lyith children, schools, study clubs, etc. The Chautauqua 
and neighboring libraries give the students practical work under direction of their in- 
structors. Practice work following instructions is carefully revised. Visits are made 
to the Buffalo, Niagara Falls, Jamestown, and Westfield libraries and to the Art Metal 
Construction Company. 

COLORADO AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE— SUMMER LIBRARY COURSE 

(Fort Collins, Colorado) 

General Information. The State Agricultural College offers a six weeks' course in 
library work during the regular summer session. The course is intended primarily for 
librarians who, on account of distances in this section, are not closely associated with 
other libraries. 

Expenses. A fee of $10.00 is charged. Board ranges from $5.00 to $6.00 per week, 
and rooms from $10.00 to $12.00 per month. Each student will need a copy of Dewey's 
"Decimal Classification" College. Credit will be given to those having a high school diploma.

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COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY— EXTENSION TEACHING— LIBRARY COURSES 

(ii6th St. and Broadway, New York City) 

General Information, A course of day and evening classes lasting 30 weeks has 
been offered by Columbia University thru its Extension Teaching for a number of years. 

Entrance Requirements. The courses in Library Economy are planned for college 
graduates; for students who have spent a few years in college; and for those who have 
had a full secondary education or its equivalent. High school students who desire to 
enter the complete series will be obliged to pass the regular entrance examinations as 
required for admission to Barnard College or, in lieu of these examinations, they may 
present a statement signed by the high school principal certifying that a full four years* 
course has been completed by the applicant. • 

Such students who have had the necessary preliminary education will be admitted 
to single courses and will receive at the end of each Session a report from the Registrar 
showing the classes taken and the grades received. Both men and women are accepted 
as students. 

Expenses, All students admitted to Extension Teaching courses must pay at the 
time of registration the fees determined by the Administrative Board. These fees are 
determined as a rule at the rate of $6 per point. In addition each student must pay 
annually a University fee of $5. 

The fees and points as stated with the various courses are for each Session. 

Should a student desire to withdraw from a course, he is liable for the fee up to 
the end of the Session in which notice of withdrawal is received. 

Instruction and Equipment. The instructors in Library Economy are as follows:

Other courses are given in contemporary literature, French, German, Spanish, 
Italian, and history. 

Outline of Courses. The object of this series is to equip students who desire to 
become librarians in small libraries or assistants in larger institutions. The course will 
require one year of study. The classes referred to as given by Miss Keller, Mr. Hicks, 
and Mrs. Gould are all required. In addition to these 8 points of collegiate English, 
including, if so desired, the course in contemporary European literature, 6 points in col- 
legiate history. 

Summer Session. There is also a six weeks* summer session opening early in July 
which offers four courses in library economy: bibliography; administration of the school 
library; cataloging and classification; public documents. They are not substitutes for the 
other courses, but are planned especially for persons who already have had some practical 
experience in library work or for college graduates who desire a brief course and have 
not time to devote an entire year to the series. High school graduates and others are ad- 
vised to elect the one year course.

INDIANA LIBRARY COMMISSION— SUMMER COURSES FOR LIBRARIANS 

(Butler College, Indianapolis, Ind.) 

General Information, The Indiana Public Library Commission offers two summer 
courses at Butler College in library work: One a three weeks' course to teachers in 
charge of school libraries and to school librarians; and the other a six weeks' course 
to librarians already under an appointment. 

Three Weeks' Course 
Expenses. The tuition is free. The total cost of the three weeks* course including 
board and books, will not be over $25.

Outline of Courses, The course will include instruction in cataloging, classification, 
shelf list, reference books, children's literature, book selection for schools, loan system, 
preparation of books, accession records, administration of a school library. 

Six Weeks' Course 

Entrance Requirements, Only those are admitted who are under definite appoint- 
ment to permanent library positions on a definite salary. A high school diploma will be 
required of all candidates for a certificate from the commission. In rare cases, individuals 
who give evidence of the equivalent of a high school education will be accepted as 
special students, receiving credit for their work but no certificate. Those ^without library 
experience must serve at least four weeks in a well organized library. The reading of 
certain books is required for admission. 

Every student will be given a pass card for each course successfully completed. 

Certificates will be given to those students who have complied with all entrance re- 
quirements, have passed in all courses, and are in the opinion of the instructors qualified 
in other ways for service as librarians of small libraries or assistants in larger libraries. 
Certificates will be issued only after one year of successful library experience after com- 
pleting the summer school course. 

Expenses. The instruction is free to residents of Indiana. Supplies 'and text-books 
cost about $10; room and board for six weeks cost from $31 to $36. Students will be 
accommodated in the college residence. 

Instruction, Instruction will be given by William J. Hamilton, Elizabeth C. Ronan, 
Elizabeth Ohr, of the Commission staff. Miss Carrie E. Scott of the Indianapolis Public 
Library, and other lecturers. 

Outline of Courses, Instruction will be given in the form of lectures, supplemented 
by practical work with books, subjected to daily revision. About eight hours each day will 
be required for study and lectures. 

The following curriculum will be given: Cataloging, classification, book selection, 
reference, work with children, accession, mechanical processes, order, trade bibliography, 
book numbers, shelf list, loan system, administration, seminar.

IOWA SUMMER SCHOOL FOR LIBRARY TRAINING 

(State University of Iowa, Iowa City, Iowa) 

General Information, Iowa Summer Library School was started in 1901 by the Iowa 
Library Commission, with the co-operation of the State University of Iowa at Iowa City. 
For a number of years this relationship was maintained, but later the University took over 
the financial responsibility as well as the housing of the School, and since then the Com- 
mission has aided by means of lectures and books only. The course is a six week's sum- 
mer course conducted during the first six weeks of the regular Summer Session of the 
University. 

The primary purpose of the School is to raise the standard of librarianship in the 
smaller libraries of the state and to enlarge the conception of the value of library work 
in the community. 

Entrance Requirements. Entrance examinations are not required of the applicants, 
but candidates are supposed to have completed a high school course. Applicants holding 
library positions or under definite appointment to such positions are' eligible for admission. 
The class is limited to twenty students. 

Expenses. The fee for tuition is $10 for the six weeks* course, including children's 
work. For the Children's course alone the fee is $5. 

Currier Hall, a University residence for women, is open to the Library School 
students, and the rates for the six weeks range from $16.50 for a single room to $29 for 
a double one; board is $4.50 a week. Other expenses vary with the individual, but should 
not exceed $70 for the session if care is exercised. 

Instructional Staff. The staff of instructors varies from year to year, but all of the 
teachers have had practical experience and all have had library school training. Jane E. 
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'Roberts, Librarian of the University, is the resident director, conducting all the prelim- 
inary correspondence regarding the applicants. For the year 1917 the regular staff was as 
follows :

University of Iowa, Instructor in classification. 

Lectures from the University faculty and from the visiting librarians form a very 
great addition to the pleasure and profit of the session.

MASSACHUSETTS FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY COMMISSION— SUMMER 

CONFERENCE 

General Information. The Free Public Library Commission of Massachusetts has 
conducted, for the past two years, a conference for the librarians and trustees of small 
libraries in conjunction with the summer session of the Simmons College Library School 
The purpose of the conference was to bring to the attention of the libraries ways and 
means of stimulating the service rendered by them to a broader, more intelligent influence. 
The intention was also to help the library, the librarians, and the commission to find 
their true relation to each other, to the community, and to the individual. Especially was 
this desired in the case of the directors of the small libraries, and although* a general 
invitation to all the libraries of the Commonwealth was issued, there was sent a personal 
invitation to many librarians to attend as the guests of the commission. In these cases 
the travelling expenses and entertainment expenses were paid by the commission from funds 
allotted to "direct aid" to libraries. 

Program. The program and the conduct of the meetings is somewhat different from 
the conferences formerly held at Amherst in conjunction with the conferences for rural 
workers of the Massachusetts Agricultural College. The instruction is given by lectures, 
mornings and afternoons, and emphasis is laid on one phase of library economy with 
several lectures devoted to it. Exhibits and demonstrations together with visits to 
neighboring libraries also play {heir part of inspiration. The opportunities for art, drama 
and music in the city are eagerly seized by those whose lives are spent for the most pan 
in s^iall villages without such advantages. Round table discussions at the commission 
office in the State House, and dormitory life during the conference have proved of great 
benefit to those attending. The 1917 conference had an average attendance of one 
hundred and five. 

Instruction, The lecturers included Charles F. D. Belden and Hiller C. Wellman of 
the commission ; President Henry Lefavour, Dean Sarah Louise Arnold, and June Richard- 
son Donnelly of Simmons College; Alice G. Higgins of the Boston Athenaeum; Alice G.

UNIVERSITY OF MICHIGAN-SUMMER SESSION— LIBRARY METHODS 

(Ann Arbor, Mich.) 

General Information, During the summer session the usual eight weeks' course will 
6e given in library methods, intended both to give an elementary knowledge of library 
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science to university students and to assist librarians and assistants in smaller libraries 
who have had no special library school training. The courses are not offered as a 8ul>- 
stitute for a regular full year library course. 

Entrance Requirements. No entrance examinations will be held, but candidates are 
supposed to have completed a high school course or its equivalent, and must satisfy the 
University Librarian as to their preparation to undertake the work and be admitted to the 
course by him in advance of registration. As the number of students is necessarily 
limited by the space available in the Library for instruction, preference will be given to 
persons already employed in libraries or under appointment to positions as librarians. 

University credits may be earned if the full courses are completed and the examin- 
ations successfully passed. 

Expenses. The general fee for instruction during the summer session is $21.50.

Cataloging. 

The libraries of the University number over 400,000 volumes. The collection of 
trade bibliographies, reference books, and special bibliographies is large and valuable. 
Illustrative material is provided in abundance for the work of the library courses. A 
complete file of the printed cards of the Library of Congress, Harvard University, the 
John Crerar Library, the Royal Library of Berlin, etc., forms a great card bibliography 
and is invaluable for reference work. There is a bookbindery equipped with modern 
appliances in the library building. All departments of the General Library are open to 
students for practice work (under direction) and for observation. 

OutUne of Courses, Three hours' practice work will ordinarily be needed for each 
lecture in the technical subjects. These include elementary cataloging and classification, 
reference work, and bookbinding. Special lectures will be given by Professor A. S. Root, 
Librarian of Oberlin College, Mr. S. H. Ranck, Librarian, Grand Rapids Public Library, 
and others. There will be a brief course of lectures on children's libraries by Miss S. N. 
C Bogle of Pittsburgh, Pa. A series of general lectures on books and bibliography, 
the history of libraries, library buildings and furnishings, library administration, book 
selection and book buying will be gven by the Librarian of the University. Visits are 
made to the libraries of Ypsilanti and Detroit. 

MINNESOTA PUBLIC LIBRARY COMMISSION— SUMMER SCHOOL FOR 

LIBRARY TRAINING 

(Minneapolis, Minn.) 

General Information, The Minnesota Public Library Commission and the Minnesota 
Department of Education have held for eighteen years a six weeks' Summer School for 
Library Training at the State University, Minneapolis, as a department of the University 
Summer Session. 

Entrance Requirements. The course is open only to those holding library positions, 
or under definite appointment to such positions, and to teachers under contract for service 
in high school libraries. There are no entrance examinations. No teachers may enroll 
who are not under contract for part time library work in connection with high school 
teaching for at least one year. 
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Students do not register thru the Registrar's office at the University, but registra- 
tion roust be made in advance thru the Library Commission or the Department of 
Education. 

Expenses. The course is free to all holding positions in Minnesota libraries. Board 
and supplies will cost about $40 to $50.

The work will require the entire time 
of the student from seven to eight hours a day; two or three hours for the lectures, and 
the remainder for the practice work, which must be done at the school. It will be impos- 
sible for any student to take other courses in the Summer School. 

The chief subjects treated will be: order and accession; cataloging; classification; 
book-selection; reference work; binding and mending; administration; school library 
administration; county extension; lectures. Visits to the St. Paul and Minneapolis Li- 
braries and to the Waldorf Bindery, St. Paul, are part of the required work. 

UNIVERSITY OF MISSOURI-SUMMER LIBRARY SCHOOL 

(Columbia, Mo.) 

General Information. The University of Missouri, in co-operation with the Missouri 
Library Commission and the St. Louis Public Library, has, since the summer of 1912, 
offered biennially a six weeks' course on library methods for the benefit of librarians 
of small libraries and assistants and, to those under appointment to positions who have 
had no library training. 

Entrance Requirements. There are no special examinations for entrance. Students 
eligible to enter the Summer Session of the University are eligible to enter the Library 
School under the restrictions mentioned above. 

Expenses. The library, hospital and incidental fee is $12 for the Summer Session 
which includes the Library School. Incidental expenses for cards, paper, etc., will probably 
not exceed $4. The average cost for board and room is $7 a week. Miss £. B. Wales, 
Secretary of the Missouri Library Commission, Jefferson City, will make the arrange- 
ments.

In 1918 a special course in indexing and filing correspondence was inaugurated, its 
piirposQ being to fit librarians and stenographers for positions in the War Department. 
The course is conducted by Mary E. Baker, head cataloger of the University Library. 

NEW JERSEY PUBLIC LIBRARY COMMISSION-SUMMER SCHOOL 

(Trenton, N. J.) 

General Information. The first session of the school was held in 1905 in the Asbury 
Park Public Library. There were two years, when, for various reasons, the Commission 
considered it inadvisable to have it, and in one other year; in place of the school, they 
had a week's institute, when lecturers of national reputation, both in and out of the library 
profession were brought down to talk on literary, educational and professional topics. 
The school is now held in the State House at Trenton. The object of the school is to 
raise the standard of work done in New Jersey libraries by giving to those who cannot 
afford the time or the money for longer courses, at least this, much formal instruction. 
The course is five weeks in length. The average number of students enrolled for the 
entire five weeks' course is about twenty- four. 

Entrance Requirements, The sch6ol is open to all holding positions or appointment 
to positions in New Jersey libraries. 

Expenses, The state pays all expenses, and furnishes all supplies, except the living 
expenses of the students. 

Instruction and Equipment, The course is the one approved for summer schools by 
the A. L. A. Committee on Library Training. The regular daily instruction is given 
under the direction of the organizer of the Commission.

UNIVERSITY OF NORTH DAK0TA-4SUMMER COURSE IN LIBRARY 

METHODS 

General Information, The University of North Dakota has offered, as one of the 
special features of the summer session, a course in library methods for teachers, since 1912. 
This is a course in library economy designed especially for the benefit of teachers who 
have charge of high-school libraries. It continues throughout the six weeks of the summer 
session. 

Instruction. Two members of the library staff, including the acting librarian and 
the cataloger give the instruction. S. Blanche Hedrick is acting librarian, and Miss 
Russell Edwards is the cataloger. 

Outline of Course. This course consists of lectures and practice work in accessioning, 
classification and book numbering, cataloging, book selection and ordering, and the use of 
reference books. 

ONTARIO DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION— LIBRARY TRAINING SCHOOL 

(Toronto, Canada) 

History, The Minister of Education has authorized the establishment of a training 
school for librarianship for the year 1918. 

The school will open on Monday, September 9, and close on Saturday, November 9, 
Nine weeks will be required for the necessary lectures, instruction and practice work for 
the kind of short course approved by the Department. 

The school will be under the direction of the Inspector of Public Libraries, Depart- 
ment of Education. Competent librarians, including specialists in the various branches 
of librarianship, will act as instructors and lecturers. First-class facilities for practice 
work will be provided. 

Finances. No fee will be charged, and all necessary supplies will be furnished free 
by the Department with the exception of Dewey's '^Decimal Classification/' and the 
"A. Lw A. Catajog Rules." Railway fares to and from Toronto will be paid to all 
students who complete the full course. 

No educational test is required, but candidates from town and city libraries should 
have junior matriculation standing or its equivalent. 

Entrance Requirements. Applications for admission should be addressed to Mr. W. 
O. Carson, Inspector of Public Libraries, Department of Education, Parliament Build- 
ings, Toronto, Ont. 

Candidates, in their applications, will please state fully the experience they have 
had in library work, and mention the branch or branches of the work in which special 
practice is desired. Persons without experience or library positions are not encouraged 
to take the course, but a few may be admitted, provided that room can be found for 
them in the class. Certificates will be issued to the students who complete the course and 
qualify on the examinations and practical work. They will be graded according to per- 
centages obtained. 

Curriculum, One half of the time will be devoted to lectures and instruction and 
one half to practice. The major portion of the time will be given to the phases of libra- 
rianship that are the most difficult to learn without the aid of an instructor. 

The courses include: book-selection; elementary bibliography; evolution of modem 
prose literature; reference work; classification; cataloging; shelf -listing and accession 
work; circulation and readers' advisory work; work with children, public library and 
community welfare; administration and secretarial work; simple routine and some special 
lectures. 
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Equipment. The Toronto Public Library Board and Mr. George H. Locke, chief 
librarian, have placed suitable rooms in the Dovercourt branch at the disposal of the 
Department for library school purposes, and they will furnish facilities for practice work 
in the various departments and branches of their library system.

The First Steps toward Organization 



PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE 

Soon after the entrance of the United 
States into the World War American libra- 
rians became keenly concerned to know 
how they, their libraries and the profes- 
sional association which represents them 
to the nation, might best serve our coun- 
try in the common cause. Sharing this 
belief that such a service was possible. 
President Walter L. Brown, in May, 19 17, 
appointed a committee "to assemble the 
various suggestions that have beeij made 
and to bring them before the association 
with some sense of proportion, possibly 
with recommendations as to which might 
be most practical and most helpful to the 
Government."- This preliminary commit- 
tee comprised: Herbert Putnam, chair- 
man, A. E. Bostwick, R. R. Bowker, Gratia 
Countryman, M. S. Dudgeon, Alice S. 
Tyler, J. I. Wyer, Jr. Its report (Proc. 
Louisville Conference, p. 315-25, and sepa- 
rately printed with the title "Our libraries 
and the war") presented June 22, 1917, was 
accepted and its following recommendations 
adopted : 

1. That a War Service Committee be ap- 
pointed to continue the investigation of this 
subject in its various phases, and under gen- 
eral direction of the Executive Board, to 
represent the association in the various rela- 
tions which it involves. 

2. That as such a committee should take 
benefit of the discussions of this conference, 
it be appointed immediately, by the present 
executive, instead of by the next incoming 
board. 

3. That for convenience and efficiency in 
the executive part of its duties its member- 
ship be limited to seven; but that it have 
power to create a larger committee, advisory 
and auxiliary to itself, also subcommittees 
from within or without its membership. 

4. That for its guidance and that oj the 
incoming board upon one imoortant orosoec- 
tive activity, there be discussion by the as- 
sociation as to the participation of libraries 
and of the association in the supply of read- 
ing matter to the troops, and such an expres- 
sion as shall enable the committee to speak au- 
thoritatively for the association in any appeal 
that it issues, or undertaking that it enters 
into. 



5. As a basis for such discussion and ex- 
pression we recommend consideration of the 
following resolution: 

(a) . That the American Library Associa- 
tion welcomes the information reported as to 
the aims of verious agencies in the supply 
of reading matter to the troops; and that it 
will gladly co-ordinate the services proposed 
by them; assisting as an association and thru 
libraries individually in the preparation of 
lists and in the collection, scrutiny and or- 
ganization of material. 

(b) That it assumes that the efforts of 
the several agencies may by conference be 
so differentiated as to avoid both confusing 
competition and unnecessary duplication. It 
assumes also that consistently with their or- 
ganization and aims in other respects, they 
will especially welcome such a co-operation 
on the part of the association as shall in- 
sure skilled service in the actual administra- 
tion of the collections, without which, in the 
judgment of the association, full advantage 
cannot be taken of the opportunity. 

6. If, in addition to various measures 
of co-operation with other agencies con- 
cerned in the supply of reading matter to 
the troops, there shall appear to the A. L. A. 
War Service Committee a prospect of funds 
for the erection, equipment and maintenance, 
under the auspices of the association, of dis- 
tinct library buildings with suitable collections 
and expert service in each of the [sixteen] 
main cantonments, the committee is especially 
authorized to represent the association in 
soliciting the necessary funds, material and 
service, in all measures of organization, and 
in the actual administration of the libraries 
themselves. 

THE WAR SERVICE COMMITTEE 

Pursuant to these recommendations 
President Brown at once named the War 
Service Committee with the following per- 
sonnel: J. I. Wyer, Jr., chairman; E. H. 
Anderson, Arthur E. Bostwick, Gratia 
Countryman, Matthew S. Dudgeon, Frank 
P. Hill, Alice S. Tyler. 

This committee found its initial status 
and authority in the six recommendations 
recited above. An ampler authority was 
later conferred by the Federal Government 
in a letter from Raymond B. Fosdick, the 
chairman of the War Department Com- 
mission on Training Camp Activities, and 
in certain resolutions enacted by the Execu- 
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tive Board of the A. L. A. on Aug. 14, 
1917. These documents follow :

My Dear Mr. Putnam: 

At a meeting of the Commission on Train- 
ing Camp Activities held this morning, it 
was unanimously voted to ask the American 
Library Association to assume responsibil- 
ity for providing adequate 'library facilities 
in the thirty-two cantonments and National 
Guard training camps which are expected to 
open on or about September first. Because 
your organization can call to its service the 
trained abilities of all the librarians of the 
United States, it seems natural to ask you 
to administer this problem for the govern- 
ment. We approach you with more assur- 
ance of your attitude perhaps, than we would 
otherwise be justified in feeling, because of 
your evident willingness to undertake this 
task, as expressed in the resolutions adopted 
by your organization in Louisville last week. 

Briefly, we have in mind the erection in 
each camp of a suitably equipped central li- 
brary which will be under your management 
and direction. The funds for the erection 
and equipment of these buildings will have 
to be provided from private sources, and I 
trust that your organization will be success- 
ftd in obtaining ample financial support. The 
Y. M. Q. A. buildings located in the camps 
will be glad to act as your distributing agen- 
cies if, on account of the size of the camp, 
it becomes necessary to decentralize your cir- 
culation plant. The Commission will under- 
take the responsibility of seeing that these 
buildings are heated and lighted, and will 
find funds, if necessary, to provide for the 
transportation of books and magazines. It 
is possible, too, that we may be able to pro- 
vide for the traveling and living expenses 
of such of your associates as may be detailed 
to work in the camps. However, this is a 
question which will have to be further con- 
sidered. 

The activity of your organization along this 
line will receive the full support and co- 
operation of this Commission, and I am au- 
thorized to express our sincere apprecia- 
tion of your willingness to undertake this 
very important task.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD MEETING 

At the meeting of the Executive Board 
of the American Library Association held 
at the Public Library, Washington, D. C, 
Aug. 14, 1 917, Dr. Frank P. Hill, chairman 
of the War Finance Committee, called 
attention to the limitations of power given 
to the War Service Committee in the reso- 
lutions adopted by the Association at Louis- 
ville, June 22, 1917, and the following reso- 
lutions were unanimously adopted: 

(i) Resolved, That the War Service Com- 
mittee appointed at the Louisville Confer- 
ence be authorized to proceed with the work 
of providing books for soldiers and sailors 
at all camps in this country and abroad, and 
to engage in such other activities as are 
manifestly related to Library War Service. 

(2) Resolved, That the War Service Com- 
mittee, be authorized, through its War Ser- 
vice Committee, to solicit funds in the name 
of the American Library Association for the 
purpose stated in resolution No. i. 

(3) Resolved, That the general War Ser- 
vice Committee through its War Finance 
Committee be authorized to use such funds 
for books, salaries and such other expenses 
as may be necessary to carry on its work. 

(4) Resolved, 

(a) That the general War Service Com- 
mittee be authorized to disburse money 
through the War Finance Committee on 
the approval of the chairman of the War 
Finance Committee and of one other mem- 
ber of the Camp Libraries Committee. 

(b) That all bills incurred by the Gen- 
eral Committee or by any sub-committee 
must bear the signatures of the Chairman 
of the War Finance Committee and one 
other member of the Camp Libraries Com- 
mittee before payment, and no bill shall 
be paid without such signatures. 

(c) That the Campaign Fund, which 
shall be kept separate from the War Ser- 
vice Fund, shall be extended under the au- 
thorization of the War Finance Committee. 

(5) Resolved, That the American Secur- 
ity and Trust Company of Washington, D. 
C, be appointed as depository of the War 
Service Fund, and the Peoples Trust Com- 
pany of Brooklyn, New York, be appointed as 
depository of the Campaign Fund, and that 
the American Security and Trust Company 
be appointed as treasurer of the War Ser- 
vice Fund to draw checks. 

(6) Resolved, That the said American 
Security and Trust Company be authorized 
to disburse money in payment of vouchers 
only when bearing the approval of the chair- 
man of the War Finance Committee and one 
other member of the Camp Libraries Com- 
mittee.

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CHANGES IN COMMITTEE PERSONNEL 

Miss Tyler was unable to serve and 
Electra C. Doren was named in her stead 
by President Brown. Later in the year, 
Mr. Bostwick and Mr. Dudgeon resigned, 
the former because of inability to attend 
meetings, and the latter, when in October, 
1917, he became more closely associated 
with the executive work of the committee 
as manager of camp libraries. Pres. T. L. 
Montgomery named for these vacancies 
W. H. Brett and Charles Belden. On Aug. 
28, 191 7, the committee designated George 
B. Utley, secretary of the A. L. A., as its 
executive secretary. 

MEETINGS 

The committee organized on the day of 
its appointment. Between that time and 
the annual conference at Saratoga Springs 
in July, 1918, it held thirteen meetings, four 
in Louisville, three in Washington, five in 
New York City and one at Camp Sherman, 
Chillicothe, O. There were present by in- 
vitation at many of these meetings Presi- 
dent Montgomery and Messrs. Bowker and 
Putnam, members of the preliminary com- 
mittee, the latter for most of the year Gen- 
eral Director of the committee's Library 
Service in the camps. 

Sub-committees, — The following sub-com- 
mittees were early formed. Their titles 
fairly represent the nature and scope of 
the work as originally conceived. The 
original notes defining the work of the 
committee, have been added in some cases. 

Finance. Mr. Hill, chairman. 

Publicity. Mr. Bostwick, chairman. 

Camp Libraries. Mr. Anderson, chairman 
(later Mr. Dudgeon). 

State Agencies. Mr. Dudgeon, chairman. 

Local Agencies. Miss Countryman, chair- 
man. * 

The last two committees were to assemble 
information as to all war work done by 
American libraries, whether under state, mu- 
nicipal or other auspices, with the object of 
correlating all agendes most effectively and 
preventing competition and duplication. They 
were also to organize thru state and lo- 
cal library agencies, the collection and sort- 
ing of books and periodicals and arrange 
for the assignment and shipment of such 
material to the points where it shall be 
most needed. 



Food Information. Claribel R. Bamett, 
chairman. 

This committee was to make available to 
all libraries such publications of the Federal 
Government and the several states as should 
be of use in the campaign for food con- 
servation and preservation, each library to act 
as a distributing center for such publications 
in its community and to work actively with 
governmental agencies for demonstration and 
instruction. 

Library War Manual. Dr. G. F. Bower- 
man, chairman. 

The Library War Manual was to make 
available to libraries from time to time all 
opportunities for individual or institutional 
service. So far as possible detailed direc- 
tions for work, descriptions as to its con- 
duct at other libraries, with names, and ad- 
dresses of co-operating agencies were given. 
[This was never issued, a War Library Bulle- 
tin, issued at irregular intervals, being found 
more useful.] 

Federal Publications. H. H. B. Meyer, 
chairman. 

This committee was to use every effort 
to inform libraries as to useful publications 
(other than agricultural) of the Federal Gov- 
ernment and to endeavor to secure their free 
distribution to libraries in quantities suf- 
ficient to supply all needs. 

Transportation. R. H. Johnston, chair- 
man. 

This committee worked to procure the best 
possible railroad rates on library material 
destined for army and naval camps and to 
arrange the best routing for books sent to 
the cantonments and National Guard camps. 

Selection of Books. Benjamin Adams, 
chairman. 

This committee compiled and printed a list 
of a thousand or more titles of fiction and 
non-fiction to be used as a basis for the 
choice of books for camp libraries. 

Library War Week. Carl H. Milam, chair- 
man. 

To emphasize by a national publicity cam- 
paign among libraries but more especially 
with the general public, the opportunities and 
channels for war service by libraries. This 
committee distributed two bulletins which did 
much to waken interest in Library War Week 
and in the first book campaign. Its five mem- 
bers have been actively connected with Wash- 
ington Headquarters since the work was cen- 
tralized there in October. 

The War Service Committee appointed 
Dr. Herbert Putnam General Director in 
October, 191 7, and camp library service in 
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all its phases was consolidated with per- 
manent headquarters at the Library of 
Congress. All of the above sub-committees 
were then discharged except those on Food 
Information and Finance. The latter went 



out of existence when the financial cam- 
paign was ended; its accounts audited and 
transferred to the Treasurer of the A. L. A. 
in January, 1918, but was revived under 
the same chairman, June 8, 1918. 



The First Campaign for Funds 



The Finance Committee was appointed at 
Louisville in June, 1917, with Dr. Frank P. 
Hill as chairman. The first practical sug- 
gestion for securing funds to finance the 
contemplated Library War Service, came 
from Josephine A. Rathbone of Pratt In- 
stitute, who proposed that monthly pledges 
of a dollar or more a month be secured 
from librarians and others interested, and 
over $100 per month was so pledged before 
the meeting closed. Encouraged by this 
show of interest, a plan was worked out 
to reach the 300 members of the A. L. A., 
6000 libraries 'and their trustees, library 
commissions and associations, and inter- 
ested friends and patrons of libraries. 

He then prepared a budget which called 
for not less than $250,000 for buildings, 
$250,000 for books, and $128,700 for ex- 
penses for the first year. A representative 
committee of librarians and trustees from 
some of the larger libraries of the country 
was next appointed, to secure the co-oper- 
ation of librarians everywhere. Edward L. 
Tilton, the New York architect, was invited 
to serve on this conunittee, that the mem- 
bers might have the benefit of his judg- 
ment and experience. Thru his interest a 
meeting was arranged with Messrs. James 
Bertram and R. A. Franks, representatives 
of the Carnegie Corporation, at which a 
request for a grant of $320,000 for the 
erection of 32 camp library buildings was 
discussed. Later in the summer the Cor- 
poration acted favorably on the request, 
on condition that the A. L. A. first raise a 
similar amount. 

Plans for raising a million dollars were 
next formulated, and were submitted to 
several people acquainted with "drives." 
From the Red Cross help came thru Har- 
old Braddock, who gave close and valuable 
consideration to the plan. With his help 
it was elaborated and submitted to other 
members of the Finance Committee. To 
put on a drive to raise $1,000,000 would 
require an expenditure of at least $50,000, 
and this proved a stumbling block till Dr. 



Max Henius, then president of the Chi- 
cago Public Library board, suggested that 
it be underwritten by libraries and indi- 
viduals at $1000 each. This suggestion 
found favor and in less than two weeks 
the entire sum was pledged, on the under- 
standing that the money should be used 
for general expenses and should be refund- 
ed after the $1,000,000 had been raised. 
(Later it was found that local expenses 
also must be guaranteed by the War 
Finance Committee, and $70,000 was ap- 
propriated to pay back the contributions 
and meet these local expenses.) 

The project was now fairly launched. 
Mr. Braddock was selected as campaign 
director, Harold Flack as assistant director, 
and D. P. Beardsley as assistant treasurer. 
Twelve other Red Cross workers were en- 
gaged to direct the work in different dis- 
tricts of the country. The Secretary of 
War gave his sanction to the plan by the 
appointment of the following Library War 
Council to assist the War Finance Com- 
mittee: Frank A. Vanderlip, chairman; 
Asa G. Candler, P. P. Claxton, J. Ran- 
dolph Coolidge, Jr., Mrs. Josiah E. Cowles, 
John H. Finley, James A. Flaherty, E. T. 
Stotesbury, Theodore N. Vail, and Harry 
A. Wheeler. 

Early in August this organization was 
completed, and a conference of librarians 
and trustees was called in Washington 
August 14, 1917. This was attended by 
about a hundred members of the A. L. A., 
and was addressed by Raymond B. Fos- 
dick, P. P. Claxton, and J. Randolph 
Coolidge, Jr. The following morning in- 
structions were given to field directors and 
library representatives from various sec- 
tions of the country. Each community 
was asked to raise a sum equal to 5% of 
its population. Contrary to expectation, 
it was the small communities that gave the 
fund the most liberal support, while most 
cities fell below their quota. 

In the original plan the week of Sept. 
24 was set for the drive, but in some sec- 
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tions it was continued to a later date. On 
Jan. 19, 1918, when the final report in 
detail was submitted to the A. L. A. Finance 
Committee, the sum of $i,570>386.44 had 
been received in cash, and additional sub- 
scriptions reported but not received 
brought the grand total up to $1,727,554.25, 



a most encouraging demonstration of con- 
fidence on the part of the American people 
in the pledge of the A. L. A. to carry 
thru its promise to furnish books and libra- 
ries to our men in uniform wherever they 
might be sent. 



Record of the First Year's Accomplishment 



BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 

On June 20, 1918, at the end of the first 
year of Library War Service, library build- 
ings had been erected at 36 large camps 
and in course of construction at three 
others. In all but four of the national 
army camps, the buildings were 40x120 
feet. Four of the buildings in the national 
army camps, all the buildings in the na- 
tional guard camps, and four buildings in 
other camps were 40x93 feet. 

A library building 40x93 feet at Camp 
Mills, a portable building 25x60 feet in 
Jefferson Barracks near St. Louis, and a 
small headquarters building at Mare Island, 
California, were in process of erection. In 
various other camps considerable space has 
been allotted to the American Library As- 
sociation for library use. At Camp Mer- 
ritt. New Jersey, a large room had been 
made available in Merritt Hall. At Camp 
Humphreys, Virginia, a room in the head- 
quarters building had been set aside as a 
temporary library. The "House that Jack 
Built," a building erected by the men at 
the Naval Training Station, Newport, 
Rhode Island, had recently been equipped 
for a library, at the joint expense of the 
Navy and the American Library Associ- 
ation. In San Diego, space had been grant- 
ed by the San Diego Museum Association, 
for a library which should serve the Naval 
Training Station in Balboa Park. 

In many of the hospitals and Red Cross 
recreation buildings, separate space had 
been, allotted for library quarters. At 
Camp Devens, Massachusetts, a building or- 
iginally used as a chapel was turned over 
to the Association for a hospital branch 
library. A small library building was be- 
ing erected at one of the naval proving 
grounds, and an engineers' camp and an 
ordnance camp were both expecting to 
erect, at the expense of the War Depart- 
ment, library buildings which will be 
turned over to the A. L. A. 



A dispatch office building for overseas 
work and for service to nearby camps and 
stations had been erected at Newport News, 
and at Hoboken, New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, and Brooklyn space for dispatch 
offices had been secured, in one case from a 
public library, in another, from a university 
library, in a third, from a public spirited 
citizen, and in the two others, in rented 
quarters. 

The important camp library buildings 
and the dispatch office building were 
planned by Edward L. Tilton of New York 
City. 

Library Bureau shelves, tables and deliv- 
ery counters, and Windsor chairs from the 
factory of Heywood Brothers and Wake- 
field Co., were provided for most of the 
national army cantonment libraries. This 
equipment was made or purchased locally 
for the other buildings. 

Forty automobiles were owned by the 
Library War Service including thirty-eight 
in camps and two at the dispatch offices. 
Thirty-eight garages had been erected. 

BOOKS 

Approximately 2,500,000 books had been 
sent to marines, soldiers and sailors in 
America and overseas. Of this number 
411,505 had been purchased (to June 10) 
from the publishers. 

The book selection is done at the Wash- 
ington Headquarters. It has become in- 
creasingly a matter of supplying the de- 
finite needs as reported by requests from 
the camps, themselves. The preliminary 
purchase of books, amounting to about 2000 
volumes for each large camp, covered the 
general field of knowledge, altho emphasiz- 
ing military and technical subjects. As 
time has gone on, the proportion of mili- 
tary and technical books has increased 
rapidly, and at present probably 80 per 
cent of the calls from the camps are for 
books specially needed for training for 
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the front. In the selection of these books, 
many experts have been called upon. 

The publishers made special rates for 
the Library War Service, in some cases 
amounting to 50 per cent discount from 
the regular prices. 

In New York City a dispatch office was 
maintained for the handling of a large pro- 
portion of the books sent to the camps. 
New publications that deal directly with 
the war and other, books which are urgent- 
ly needed, however, are shipped to* the 
camps from the publishers by parcel post.

Thru the co-operation of practically every 
librarian in the United States, a successful 
book campaign was made in March. More 
than 3,ooo,o(X) volumes were collected.

MAGAZINES 

Several million magazines were distrib- 
uted by camp librarians. Most of these 
reached the camps thru the Post Office De- 
partment and are known as ''Burleson" 
magazines. In practically all cases, the 
camp library staff sorts the magazines and 
distributes them thru the Y. M. C. A., 
K. of C. and other recreational building^, 
and in some instances, also, thru the can- 
teens, mess halls, and hospitals. Large 
quantities are used on troop trains. 

Subscriptions for miscellaneous maga- 
zines are placed for all camp libraries and 
hospital libraries in which the Association 
has a representative. Technical magazines 
are supplied to the chaplains, Y. M. C. A. 
and K. of C. secretaries or other persons 
who act as librarians in small camps where 
the Association does not have a representa- 
tive. 

Current magazines and newspapers are 
being shipped at frequent intervals from 
one of the dispatch offices to the naval 
bases abroad. 

Whenever the Burleson magazines do 
not meet the need for miscellaneous period- 
ical literature, an effort is made to collect 
magazines in the nearest large town or 
city, and in such cases the Library War 
Service has always had splendid co-opera- 
tion from the local library authorities. 

LARGE CAMPS AND STATIONS 

At forty-one military camps and naval 
stations library service was being main- 
tained on a fairly adequate basis. An ex- 
perienced librarian, in most cases with 
from one to five regular assistants, was in 
charge. In each camp there were branches 
in base hospitals, Y. M. C. A., K. of C. and 
other recreational buildings, with deposit 
stations maintained in the company barracks 
and mess halls. In each of two camps there 
were more than two hundred distributing 
points. The total number of branches at 
the 41 camps was 525, the number of com- 
pany stations 798. 

Reference work at the central buildings 
was gfrowing constantly. The use of in- 
dexes, magazines and other library tools 
for locating specific information on mili- 
tary and technical subjects required the at- 
tention of at least two men or women in 
some of the camps. The previous idea that

camp library work was mostly for recre- 
ational purposes has been disproved by 
heavy demand for literature on military and 
naval science and related subjects.

SMALL CAMPS AND STATIONS 

There are several hundred camps and 
stations in the United States in which the 
Association does not have representatives. 
These camps and stations have been sup- 
plied with books in large quantities. In 
most cases the books are sent to the Y. M. 
C. A. secretary. In other cases they go to 
the chaplain, K. of C. secretary, or to some 
military unit. 

Circular letters oflFerin^ service have been 
sent to commanding officers, chaplains, 
Y. M. C. A. and K. of C. secretaries, and 
requests have been received in large num- 
bers. 

Five hundred and seventy-seven small 
camps and stations, hospitals and naval 



vessels had received 462,979 volumes of 
gift books. 220 small camps, stations, etc., 
had received 57,005 volumes of purchased 
books. 

NAVAL VESSELS 

Naval vessels are supplied by the Navy 
Department with ships* libraries and crews' 
libraries. Many of these vessels have, 
however, requested and received from the 
Library War Service additional books. 
Scores of smaller vessels haye "been sup- 
plied by dispatch offices and public libraries 
along the coasts. 

The Chief Chaplain of the Navy at 
Washington sent letters to all the naval 
vessels early in 191 8 asking for a full re- 
port on the book needs of each vessel. 
The reports received in answer to this 
request were turned over to the Library 
War Service thru the Naval Commission 
on Training Camp Activities. 

In one Pacific Coast town the librarian 
of the public library is equipping with 
small libraries of gift and purchased books 
the new vessels constructed by the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation in that city. 

HOSPITALS 

The Library War Service had placed 
(June 20) librarians in 22 hospitals. Seven 
of these were in general hospitals or in 
small camps in which the hospital librarian 
is the only A. L. A. representative. In 
this case she reports directly to A. L. A. 
headquarters. Hospital librarians, in the 
large camps in which the A. L. A. has a 
regular camp library, work under the su- 
pervision of the camp librarian. 

The books at the hospitals are available 
for the medical staff, the nurses and the 
enlisted men of the local military unit. 

Medical and veterinary books are sup- 
plied by the Surgeon Generars office. 
Other books are provided from the gifts 
gathered by public libraries, or are pur- 
chased by the A. L. A. to meet special 
needs. Books to aid in vocational training 
and books on scientific subjects are usually 
purchased. Recreational reading, fiction, 
war books, history, biography, travel, etc., 
are supplied from the gift collections. 
Scrapbooks have proved useful for bed 
patients and for illiterates. There has been 
a demand for books to supply classes in 
French and the classes for men with an 
imperfect knowledge of English. 
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Periodicals are supplied by the local pub- 
lic libraries or thru the Post Office Depart- 
ment. The Woman's Naval Service League, 
Inc., is ready to place subscriptions for the 
Naval Hospitals. Eight magazine publish- 
ers are sending magazines free of charge 
to any hospitals which apply for such serv- 
ice. 

Each ward is visited at least once a 
week; the librarian thus has the opportunity 
of creating an interest in the library serv- 
ice by filling special requests, talking over 
the books and changing the deposit collec- 
tions, books, magazines and scrapbooks. 

The libraries in most of the base hospitals 
are placed in the Red Cross houses; in 
several the hospital is also used by the 
library, and in one instance it is in the 
Post Exchange building. 

Most of the librarians are in residence in 
the camps in the Red Cross houses or in 
the nurses' quarters. 

The Commanding Officers have author- 
ized the library service in the hospitals and 
have been most appreciative of its value. 
The Association is especially indebted to 
the American Red Cross for its cordial co- 
operation in regard to library rooms and 
living quarters. • 

TRAVELING LIBRARIES 

Two* traveling library systems have been 
established for troops along the Mexican 
border. 

The border territory has been divided 
into two districts. The western district 
runs from Yuma, Arizona, to (and includ- 
ing) the Big Bend district in Texas. Head- 
quarters are at the El Paso Public Library. 

The eastern district runs from the Big 
Bend district to Brownsville, with head- 
quarters at the Carnegie Library at San 
Antonio. All the Library War Service for 
the troops in this territory is now under 
the supervision of the librarians of these 
two traveling library systems except the 
service of the large camps in which the 
A. L. A. has other representatives. 

To a large extent the service is thru 
small traveling libraries, but at some camps 
and posts more or less permanent libra- 
ries will be established in quarters provided 
by the military authorities or welfare or- 
ganizations. 

The border posts from Yuma to the Pa- 



cific Coast are being served by the Camp 
Kearny Library. 

OVERSEAS SERVICE 

M . Llewellyn Raney, Director 

The work of the Association overseas 
rests on the written authorization of the 
Secretaries of War and of the Navy. Vice 
Admiral Sims in turn assures the Secretary 
that they recognize *'the great value" of 
the association's services "in increasing 
the contentment of our forces," and that its 
**eflForts in this respect will be appreciated 
by many thousands of men over here." 

As for the plan of serving the army. 
General Pershing says : "The scheme which 
is proposed is commendable and the serv- 
ice is welcome," and he expresses the de- 
sire "that there should not be any competi- 
tion in supplying this matter to the troops, 
but that the work should be centralized in 
the American Library Association." 

Each arm of the service provides us 
without cost the necessary transportation 
for its share. General Pershing secured 
from Washington the grant of fifty ship 
tons per month on transports — enough for 
over a million volumes a year, and the 
Quartermaster erects us, free, a warehouse 
of 2000 square "feet. The material for the 
navy is received at the naval yards and 
carried over on its supply ships to certain 
bases for distribution to the vessels and 
stations, as agreed upon. 

The plan has received also the signed 
endorsement of the great associative or- 
ganizations and they pledge their co-opera- 
tion. The American Red Cross generously 
allows a part of its tonnage for the con- 
signments destined to hospitals, while the 
American Y. M. C. A. secretaries traveling 
on troopships take over considerable quan- 
tities on deck, which are used en route 
and afterward delivered in port. 

To prepare shipments and deliver them 
to the piers, six dispatch offices have been 
established at important points of embark- 
ation, and the one of these longest existent 
has now a weekly output of 30,000 vol- 
umes. The records show 385,310 volumes 
sent to the docks to date [June 20]. 

The unit of shipment is a strong brown- 
stained box, with screwed-on top and cen- 
tral shelf, capable of holding about 60 
volumes. Stacked, with lids removed, 
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these have the value of a sectional book- 
case. 

The service begins with the opening of 
some of these boxes on transports. They 
are distributed about the vessel, so that 
every section may be reached. 

Here they fall under the control of our 
European representative, who has head- 
quarters, at 10 Rue de UElysee, Paris, op- 
posite the President's mansion. The entire 
ground floor is ours, while the upper floors 
are occupied by certain closely allied de- 
partments of the Y. M. C. A. We shall 
there maintain a central library, available 
to members of, the A. E. F. and visiting 
secretaries. We shall also co-operate in 
the work of the medical library established 
in Paris by the Red Cross for our doctors 
in military service. 

Our plan of operations there is to dis- 
tribute our boxes, which come classified, 
first among the establishments of such 
organizations as already have contact with 
the men. That means the hospitals, recre- 
ation huts, and rest stations, served by the 
Red Cross, together with the huts and 
other buildings used by the Y. M. C. A., 
Knights of Columbus, Salvation Army, etc. 
But this may be supplemented by the use 
of chaplains to reach outlying positions, 
and by direct consignment to the military, 
especially in the case of detached units, 
such as foresters, etc., and possibly by 
buildings of our own at certain points. 

Arrangements have been made also in 
Switzerland for serving thru that country 
our unhappy prisoners of war in Germany. 
The initial purchases are already in Geneva 
— the service started thru the co-operation 
of the Y. M. C. A. 

Thus we serve: (a) — the army with 
its (i) combat troops, (2) training areas 
and schools, (3) lines of communication, 
including construction men, guards, steve- 
dores, etc., (4) headquarters and detached 
units; (b) — the Navy, with its (i) vessels, 
(2) ship bases, (3) mine bases, (4) avia- 
tion stations — along a line of amazing 
length, if the American people but l^new; 
(c) — both of them, when (i) at recreation 
centers, (2) in hospital or (3) in captivity. 

The distribution of boxes is based on 
elaborate surveys of the field, made and 
maintained by the courteous co-operation 
of the military and naval authorities, who 



have afforded us every facility in the gath- 
ering of data for effective service. 

Each box contains printed instructions in 
detail and a placard to which the Com- 
mander-in-Chief has been good enough to 
add a fitting phrase, which follows: 

These books come to us overseas from home. 

To read them is a privilege. 

To restore them promptly unabused, a duty. 

John J. Pershing. 

PERSONNEL 

On Oct. 4, 1 91 7, there were at Head- 
quarters three men doing administrative 
work, and no clerical assistants. In the 
field there were twelve camp librarians and 
assistants. 

On Jan. i, 1918, there were seven per- 
sons doing administrative work and ten 
doing clerical work at Headquarters. There 
were sixty-two camp librarians and as- 
sistants at thirty-three camps; one agent 
and two assistants in one dispatch oflice. 

On June 20, 1918, there were eleven 
persons doing administrative work and 
thirty-four doing clerical work at Head- 
quarters; one hundred and forty-five camp 
librarians, assistants and organizers in 
forty^five camps; six agents and thirty-six 
assistants in six dispatch offices, twenty- 
four hospital librarians, six field repre- 
sentatives, two representatives overseas, 
and scores of librarians representing 
Library War Service more or less officially 
at the camps in their vicinity. 

Some of these people have been volun- 
teers. Scores of them have been lent by 
their libraries with no expense to the Li- 
brary War Service, except for traveling 
and subsistence. Others have been paid 
salaries and expenses. 

Four men and two women were giving 
practically full time, and others giving part 
time, to the supervision of the library work 
in large and small camps and in hospitals. 
Their business is to assist the camp libra- 
rian or the person who acts in that capacity 
with advice and suggestions, and to assist 
Headquarters by reporting to Washington 
the things that should be done by the 
Headquarters staff to make the library work 
in the field more satisfactory. 

Two of the field supervisors devote their 
entire time to hospital work. 

In addition to these regular field repre- 
sentatives scores of camp, public, and state 
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librarians are doing practically the same 
kind of work within a more limited terri- 
tory. 

In the War Library BuUetin for June, 
1918 (published by the Library War Serv- 
ice from its headquarters in the Library of 
Congress), was printed a list of the loi 



persons then actually in charge of the work 
at various points, while in a Supplement to 
the same Bulletin was the complete per- 
sonnel list of the 306 workers who had been 
under appointment to the service at any 
time between October, 1917, and June, 1918.
